erator, and matters of adminis- 
tration and supervision will a- 
gain he discussed following the 
full-member meeting of the 
Board of Health on Monday, July 
13. A report from this body will 
then he available. 

According to Dr. Lawrence F. 
.Quigley Jr., chairman of the 
Board of Health, this group must 
operate under the State laws, as 
well as the Town by-laws govern- 
ing this subject. Through the 


constant high level of municipal 
administration and services on 
the one hand, and the ever more 
oppressive burden of the tax rate 
to an increasing number of citi- 
zens on the other hand. 

“Financial planning for 1971 
must start with a recognition of 
four facts: 

1. In 1971 the Town begins the 
task of paying for a much-needed 
senior high school, and this alone 
will result in a net increase of 
over $6.00 on the 1971 tax rate. 

2. We have a commitment to 
maintain salaries of town employ- 
ees at a level consistent with the 
rising cost of living, und certain 
1971 settlements have already 
been negotiated. We would ex- 
pect that the impact of all salary 
increases will add approximately 
an additional $3.00 to the 1971 
rate. 

3. There is a predictable trend 
toward decreasing state aid as 
well as increasing charges to 
the Town for county and regional 
services. This trend results in a 
net charge to the Town, ultimate- 
ly reflected on the tux rate, over 
which the Town Meeting has no 
control. 

4. The rise in the tax base of 
the Town, upon which the tax 
rate is measured, may well lessen 
in 1971, which would have a fur- 
ther adverse effect upon the rate. 

“The effect of these established 
commitments, as well as the ad- 
verse trends noted above, is that 
the Town is already faced in 
1971 with a potential tax rate 
increase from these factors alone 
of at least $9.00, which is a 17 
per cent increase over the 1970 
rate. 

“Your Finance Committee be- 
lieves that fiscal management of 
Winchester's affairs should be 
like the fiscal management of 
private industry or an individual’s 
personal finances; when a com- 
mitment is undertaken to pay for 
a major new capital investment, 
compensating concessions must 
be made in expenditures in other 
areas while the major expendi- 
ture is underway. To do other- 
wise may result in the incurring 
of obligations beyond the practi- 
cal means to pay for them. 

"With all of the foregoing in 
mind, and having considered the 
information developed ut the fi- 
nancial conference on June 18th, 
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operations was also granted to a 


State laws, the Board of Health is 
directed to issue permits to trans- 
port material through the streets.

No Charge 

Dr. Quigley, who reiterated his 
Board’s desire to comply with the 
Selectmen’s interest, said that 
the Board of Health was unani- 
mously opposed to any charge 
for use of the incinerator to 
Town householders. It is felt that 
this would help ease the “double 
taxation.” It might, however, be 
possible to increase commercial 
charges at this time. 

The Board of Health was in 
favor of the issuance of one per- 
mit with the required number of 
stickers per household, institu- 
tion, company, etc. 

It was agreed by all that the 
real goal was increased ability 
to supervise this site and restrict 
its use by unsanctioned parties, 
often out-of-towners. Superin- 
tendent of Streets Robert G. O’- 
Brien requested that provision be 
made during the fall rush period 
to have -men from both the High- 
way Department and the Board of 
Health at the dump in order to 
give better assurunce of this ob- 
jective. 

Michael Saraco, director of the 
Board of Health, said that the 
greatest area of disagreement in 
the matter arose, over the charge. 
Dr. Quigley’ noted that “it costs 
money to handle money.” Mr. 
Saraco reported that at present 
the Town v*as “making a very 
good profit” on the issuance of 
stickers and permits. Mr. O'Brien 
added that policing also costs 
money. 

The use of registration num- 
bers and name and address will 
have to be correlated with the 
desire for increased control and 
efficiency at the incinerator. 

In the first hearing of the 
evening with Christopher Cutler 
of Menemsha Bites, Inc., Main 
Street, an extension of operations 
for this business was granted 
subject to approval of safety con- 
ditions by the Police and Fire 
Departments.

Local Parents 
Absorb More 
College Costs 

This Fall a greater proportion 
of Middlesex County’s young peo- 
ple than ever before will be head- 
ing for college. 

And for the parents of most of 
them, it presents a bigger financial 
problem than before because col- 
lege costs have been zooming sky- 
ward. 

The result is that funds they 
had set aside for the purpose are 
no longer adequate. Added to this 
is the fact that bank loans are 
harder to get, interest rates are 
high and Federal aid to needy stu- 
dents has been reduced. 

Hardest hit by the mounting 
costs and the tight money condi- 
tions are those families that have 
more than one child going to col- 
lege at the same time. They have 
to dig even deeper. 

Based upon the number of Mid- 
dlesex County students heading 
for college and upon the new tui- 
tion rates, local families will be 
carrying a $159,300,000 load for 
the coming academic year, it is 
estimated. 

Data on college enrollments for 
the coming semester and on the 
costs involved were compiled by 
the U.S. Office of Education, the 
Census Bureau, and others. 

Their figures indicate that 1, 
840,000 youths will be starting col- 
lege this year, bringing the total 
enrollment to a record 7,700,000. 

Middlesex County’s contingent 
will total 61,980, it is estimated 
This compares with 24,400 in the 
local area who were going to col- 
lege in 1960. 

How much they will have to pay 
will depend upon where they are 
going. The range is broad. 

At state colleges and other pub- 
licly-supported institutions the 
average outlay will be about $1,250 
for tuition, fees, room and board. 
That is the price for those living in 
the state. For non-residents it is 
higher. 

Private colleges also vary widely 
in cost, the average being about 
$2,720, the Office of Education 
states. 

But that’s not all. Then comes 
the cost of transportation, books, 
clothing, recreution, and miscel- 
laneous items. 

Taking everything into consider- 
ation, the total cost of a year in a 
public college at this time is a- 
round $1,750 and, in a private col- 
lege, $3,400. 

The $159,300,000 price tug for 
Middlesex County parents is on 
the presumption that the local stu- 
dents will divide equally between 
public and private colleges. (Park 
Row News Service). 


Winchester 
Is Named 
In Dental Survey 

Winchester is one of a number 
of areas in Metropolitan Boston 
which appear best equipped to han- 
dle dental demand in the next dec- 
ade, according to a report of the 
Medical Foundation. 

Other areas which appear able 
to handle dental demand are Con- 
cord-Lincoln, Lexington, Framing- 
ham, Canton - Sharon, Belmont, 
Weston, and Danvers - Wenham - 
Hamilton - Topsfield - Middleton - 
Manchester, and the South End 
and West End - North End areas 
in Boston. 

Areas which the Foundation’s 
study cites as needing additional 
dentists are four areas in Boston 
— North Dorchester, Hyde Park 
South Boston, and Charlestown — 
and the following towns and com- 
bined areas: Watertown, Somer- 

ville, Medford, Bedford-Burlington, 
Revere - Winthrop, Hanover - 
Rockland, and Lynnfield - Read- 
ing - North Reading - Wilmington, 

The two-year study, which was 
completed in 1969, is one in a series 
of studies relating to improving 
community health which have been 
conducted by the Foundation, a re- 
search and health education affiliate 
of the Massachusetts Bay United 
Fund. Executive director of the 
Foundation is Merle W. Mudd, 
Ph.D. 

The study was headed by Project 
Director Allan F. Williams, Ph.D. 
It was financed by the U.S. Public 
Health Service and was conducted 
in the Boston Standard Metropoli- 
tan Statistical Area, composed of 
Boston and 77 surrounding com- 
munities. 

In order to compare all commun- 
ities, Dr. Williams explained, an 
overall index of need for dentists 
was developed. He said that the 
index included categories such as 
dentist-to-population ratio, mean 
age of dentists, indications of cur- 
rent difficulty in meeting demand 
(waiting time of three weeks or 
more and acceptance of new pa- 
tients), willingness to expand 
practice (willingness to hire more 
auxiliaries, willingness to work 
more hours, satisfaction with size 
of practice), and factors uffeeting 
future dental demand (percentage 
of dentists having many Medicaid 
putients and estimated population 
change from 1970 to 1975). It was 
on the basis of this index that areas 
needing additional dentists and 
those appearing to have a sufficient 
supply were cited. 

In addition to conducting studies 
to improve community health, The 
Medical Foundation also provides 
“seed” project grants and fellow- 
ships to further research into the 
prevention causes, and treatment 
of disease and disability. 


Army Trains 
Air Traffic 
Controllers 

“Tower, this is Army 804, re- 
questing landing instructions.” 

“Army 804, you are cleared to 
land on runway three-zero west.” 

The reassuring voice from the 
tower belongs to a competent young 
man or woman trained as an air 
traffic control tower operator at the 
U.S. Army Aviation School, Fort 
Rucker, Alabama. 

This 13-week school instructs 
Army men and women in the meth- 
ods and working positions of a 
VFR (visual flight rules) control 
tower. Academic subjects give stu- 
dents a broad background knowl- 
edge of air traffic control operations 
and procedures necessary to qualify 
them as control tower operators, in 
accordance with Federal Aviation 
Agency regulations. 

The Army offers young men and 
women training of their choice in 
more than 300 skills, many of 
which will meet the needs of the 
future. Further information about

Symptoms Show 
Level Of Lead 
In Blood 

Children eat all kinds of crazy 
things. Like chips of leaded paint. 

Leaded paint is not used much 
these days. But many old buildings 
— particularly in the ghettos — 
have walls with peeling coats of 
leaded paint. Children eat the 
chips. Sometimes for kicks. Some 
times to fill their stomachs. 

A child can swallow the chips 
and not show any of the symptoms 
of convulsions, vomiting, anemia, 
and cramps for months. But when 
the level of lead in the blood gets 
too high, the symptoms come. In 
severe cases, the bone marrow 
and central nervous systems can 
be damaged. Death can result. 

The number of American chil- 
dren with abnormally high blood 
levels of lead may be as high as 
225.000. 

Of the severe cases about five 
per cent die. Brain damage occurs 
in 25 per cent. And the risk of per- 
manent brain damage rises to vir- 
tually 100 per cent if the child 
gets lead poisoning a second time. 

The long-term solution is remov- 
ing the old leaded paint, and, fin- 
ally, the buildings themselves. But 
too little effort is made to tear 
them down. 

The short-term solution has been 
tried by some cities that have set 
up screening programs to detect 
kids who have high blood levels of 
lead. And Dr. Joseph R. Davis at 
Chicago’s Loyola University has 
developed a screening test, a sim- 
plified urinary test. One person can 
do 1,000 analyses in a work week. 

Slums are central spots for 
other ills besides lead poisoning. 
Tuberculosis is an example. The 
contagious TB germ has a heyday 
in these congested areas. 

Stamping out TB in the slums is 
a concern of your local Middlesex 
Respiratory Disease Association. 
And the multiple problems in the 
slums are everybody’s concern.

Independence — Past And Present 


“Independence Day, a name given to the 
legal holiday of July 4 in the United State*, 
the anniversary of the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence.*’ Common usage desig- 
nates this holiday a* the Fourth of July.

This Saturday a full moment should be de- 
voted to the memories of those who structured 
this country, for they made the greatest step 
toward our freedom. And at this time perhaps 
a further thought could be directed to that 
independence which transcends boundaries and 
peoples, and which can not be observed in a 
day.

Editor of the Star: 

Several weeks ago on a rainy 
Sunday afternoon, being unable to 
work in the garden or watch a 
rained-out Red Sox ballgame. I 
came across an old photo album 
dating back ot the late ’teens and 
early 1920s. In the album was a 
picture of Winchester’s top foot- 
ball team of 1921. This was the 
year our team beat Everett 77-0 
in a pre-season practice game. Ask 
Henry Knowlton if Winchester 
ever had a better team. He should 
know. 

The coach was Rufe Bond and I 
was student manager. In the pic- 
ture are Stan McNeilly, Abey Wi- 
ner, “Junior” Kelly, “Big Rod” 
Fitzgerald, Jeff Flaherty, Joe O’- 
Connor, and “Pecky” Randlett as 
linemen. Joe "Guzzo” Mathews, 
“Muggins” Joe Tansey, Glen Ken- 
drick, Art French, and “Touchy” 
Gray are in backfield. 

1 have subscribed to the Win- 
chester Star for the last 30 years 
since leaving Winchester and I 
suddenly thought of the obituary 
column each week. With a feeling 
of dismay I remembered many old 
friends who are gone, and many 
old places as well which are no 
longer a part of the Winchester 
scene. 

I went to the telephone and call- 
ed an old friend and former Win- 
chester resident, Sam McNeilly, 
whom I had not seen for 42 years, 
and made a date to meet him and 
his brother Stan for lunch on the 
following Wednesday. The three 
hours we spent together talking 
over old times was one of the 
highlights of my life in recent 
years. 

While we were having lunch an- 
other old friend, Nick Fitzgerald, 
whom I had not seen since the 
’20s came in, recognized Sam, and 
joined us. 

We talked of Sam’s first job as 
a teen-ager at the Winchester 
Star (all teen-agers worked in 
those days), of Stan’s job at Mill 
Hardware on the site of the pre- 
sent Winchester Trust Annex, and 
mine in my father’s plumbing shop. 
We went on to talk of Sam’s 
battery station, on Main Street 
next to the Esso Station, back 
when radio was in its infancy and 
run by batteries, of his radid store 
on Main Street, opposite Thomp- 
son Street, and of his eventual 
purchase of the Bacon Felt Mill, 
which is one of the last, if not the 
last, felt mills in the country. 

We talked of my father’s plumb- 
ing shop, the J. A. Laraway Com- 
pany, which stood on the site of 
the present post office, and of 
when I managed the Winchester 
Buick Showroom on Main Street 
in 1924, in the present Filene’s 
block next to the old Locke Drug 
Store. We remembered Philip Chi- 
tel’s Tailor Shop across the street, 
and McNally’s Blacksmith Shop 
on Converse Place. 

Who could forget “Pa" Hefllon, 
principal of the Wadleigh Gram- 
mar School, who died in Europe 
during World War I before our 
graduation, but had signed all of 
our diplomas before he left? 

And the old railroad crossing in 
the square before the days of the 
over-pass, when dear old Pat 
Dempsey was gate tender? 

We were all agreed that if it 
were not for men like Jim Fitz- 
gerald Sr., George T. Davidson Sr., 
Lewis Parkhurst, and my dad, Jo- 
nas A. Laraway, who served the 
Town of Winchester so well in 
those critical years of the ’teens 
and ’20s Winchester would not be 
the town it is today. 

Naturally, we are considered 
“carpet baggers” in our adopted 
communities, but we all agreed 
Winchester will always be “our 
home town.”

Noise Pollution 
And The SSTs 

Editor of the Star: 

We cry out against pollution, 
and we start to build the SST. 
Through the Fedenal Aviation 
Agency the U.S. Government has 
contributed hundreds of millions 
of dollars to Boeing to develop the 
supersonic transport planes, and 
it is considering spending hundreds 
of millions more in the near fu- 
ture. Before the first SST is pro- 
duced it may cost taxnnyers $3 to 
$4 billion. Do we really want our 
money spent that way? 

Flying faster than the speed of 
sound, the SST will produce a son- 
ic boom all along its flight path 
over a 50-mile-wide bang-zone. 
These bangs damage plaster 
and glass and scare people. 
One hundred and fifty SSTs in rou- 
tine use over the USA would cause 
an estimated $1 million in damag- 
es per day. Tests in Oklahoma City 
showed that people in those bat- 
tered buildings don’t grow accus- 
tomed to the sudden bangs, but 
find them more and more irritat- 
ing. The planes themselves will be 
expensive, and the present outlook 
is that they will be unsafe. They' 
will have a shorter range and 
carry fewer passengers on higher 
priced tickets than the 747 jumbo 
jets, which travel just below the 
speed of sound and produce no 
boom at all. 

The SSTs have one advantage; 
they will be faster for the few who 
fly in them. Meanwhile, the rest of 
us will have our daily living and 
sleeping jolted by sonic booms. 
Remember that the FAA has made 
no guarantee to ban supersonic 
flights over land or even over great 
cities. 

Now, before it is too late, is the 
time to write to Senators Kennedy 
and Brooke asking them to take 
an active role against the SST 
when it comes up for a vote in the 
Senate later this summer. What 
is good for Boeing may not be the 
best thing for the rest of us. Let- 
ters from you do count.

HARD TIMES: 

AN ORAL HISTORY OF THE 
GREAT DEPRESSION 

by Studs Torkel 

Studs Tcrkel’s book on the Great Depression is 
a history of sorts but it is also a statement of 
America in and around 1968 when the material 
included in it was recorded. Except for occasional 
footnotes of fact or words of introduction, this 
book consists of the personal memories or “knowl- 
edge” of the depression of scores of people — VIP's, 
anybodies, children, young adults and oldsters. 

Oral history, which has come into its own only 
recently as technical advances have made it pos- 
sible to record and store vast amounts of material 
with accuracy and minimal handling, is here focused 
on the period extending from the late 1920’s to the 
second World War. Reminiscences and impressions 
are presented in well edited passages from what 
one imagines must been extensive interviews. 

At first I assumed that some knowledge of the 
Depression was presupposed since concrete, verifi- 
able data is rarely iriven as background for the 
“personal memoirs.” However, the lack of conven- 
tional history was probably intentional since taken 
all together these recollections and impressions con- 
vey a powerful and distinct picture of those hard 
times. The truth is many sided. 

The selections, none of which is longer than 10 
pages, are divided into sections such as “Hard 
travelin’,” which deals with itinerant farmers and 
hoboes; “The Big Money”; “Three Strikes” — Ford, 
GM, and the Republic Steel Massacre — ; “The High 
Life.” Miners, farmers, old families, populists, stu- 
dents, entertainers, public officials, businessmen, and 
the descendants of many of these all have a say. 
The juxtaposition of views on the same subject 
whether it be NRA, Roosevelt vs. Hoover, or the 
effects of the Depression are carefully presented 
and illuminating. These statements do much to 
clarify and refine social and economic attitudes in 
America today. 

Vignettes from the lives of familiar figures such 
as Cesar Chavez, president of the United Farm 
Workers of America; Pauline Kael, film critic; 
Senator Russell Long of Louisiana and a host of 
lesser known but intriguing personalities (a six-day 
bicycle racer, a society photographer, even racke- 
teers) create a fascinating, fast moving, and hard 
hitting picture. 

Everyone — young and old — should read this 
book. It is a veritable mine of information on the 
Depression, the 20’s and 30’s, attitudes today and 
yesterday towards socialism, debt, welfare, employ- 
ment, poverty, property, and memories. 

The characters who come through to the reader 
are sometimes likeable, somtimes not. Each reader 
will find kindred souls and opposites here. Evelyn 
Finn, a seamstress, has a philosophy I admire and 
I can’t help quoting her. 

“I never made my work a drudgery. I always 
made it a hobby. I enjoy my work today like I 
was sitting down reading a book.” Read this one 
yourself, there’s something worth quoting, ponder- 
ing or arguing about on every page.

Tatarian, director; Daniel Gatti- 
neri, director; Robert Costello, 
director (re-elected); and Past 
President Albert S. Hovannesian 
as honorary director. 

In passing on the office of pre- 
sidency. Mr. Hovannesian again 
stated to incoming president Ri- 
chard Norris that he had the op- 
portunity ahead of him of living 
the longest most thrilling single 
experience in a life time, if he 
wished to maximize upon his new 
charge of duties. He also remind- 
ed him of the tremendous talent 
and determined get-up-and-go 
which has been proven to exist in 
the Winchester Club membership 
which can be again fully harness- 
ed under proper leadership and 
direction in the forthcoming year. 
The outgoing president assured 
him of his own cooperation and 
guidance, and offered further aid 
at the District level since he was 
recently appointed to be a 
Governor’s aid in the ensuing 
year.

to achieve new goals and many 
"firsts” for the club — to accom- 
plish all these objectives with 
high dignity and tradition being 
kept utmost in mind. 

In citing the highlights of the 
past year, the club president sta- 
ted his year in office to be the 
longest most thrilling single ex- 
perience in his life-time career. 

In starting out his year as Ro- 
tary president in July of 1969, 
the club arranged a 50-member 
baseball outing at Fenway Park; 
enjoyed a successful members- 
and-wives Armenian Shish-Kebob 
cookout at President Hovanne- 
sian’s home with 138 people in 
attendance; * activated an all- 
member softball team under the 
management of Dave Klein to 
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compete with other service cluhs 
in the community; had its first 
11 -member full attendance Board 
of Director’s meeting; and an- 
nounced a new long-awaited Win- 
chester club flag design made by 
members Albert Tatarian and 
Daniel Gattineri. All of these ac- 
complishments took place within 
the first month of the new Ro- 
tnry fiscal year. 

Further highlights included the 
attainment in. August of 1969 by 
the club of a 400 per cent contri- 
bution plateau in the Rotary 
Foundation, Rotary Internation- 
al’s scholarship fund and student 
exchange program, which was la- 
ter increased to a 600 per cent le- 
vel by the club in May, 1970; ex- 
cellent club member representa- 
tion at the Fall Conclave held at 
the Hotel Wentworth in New 
Hampshire in September, 1969, 
at which time the club won the 
District 793 golf championship 
(out of 37 cities and towns) with 
members Hnrry Chefalo and Lar- 
ry Pasquale representing Win- 
chester Rotary in competition; 
had an official club visitation in 
October, I960' by the Rotary In- 
ternational District 793 Governor 
to review club organization and 
plans and projects, at which time 
he earmarked Winchester to be 
one of the best clubs on record, 
decisively confirmed later in the 
year; attained the club’s first 
100 per cent attendance meeting 
in seven years during September, 

1969, which is an unusual feat 
for a membership of 75 men, and 
followed by a second one 
in November for the 
first time remembered in the 
club’s 47 yenr history, and again 
for a third and fourth time in 
January and April, 1970, which 
established the year’s record at 
the time amongst the 37 cities 
and towns comprising District 
793; had a surprise “This is Your 
Life” testimonial meeting in No- 
vember, 1969, for past club pre- 
sident Vincent Ambrose upon his 
retirement as president of the 
Winchester Trust Company; hired 
new luncheon meeting caterers in 
November, 1969, which has prov- 
ed highly satisfactory to mem- 
bers after many years of grum- 
blings about previous food ser- 
vice; paid off, at the end of De- 
cember, 1970, the $10,000 mort- 
gage balance on the club’s ware- 
house "barn” storage facilities; 
organized an excellent member- 
ship turnout to honor former Po- 
lice Chief (and Rotarian) Joseph 
J. Derro at his retirement testi- 
monial dinner and dance at the 
Montvale Plaza; enjoyed a ski- 
holiday for members in March, 

1970, as guests of Rotarian Ar- 
thur Rand at Governor’s Island 
in New Hampshire; changed the 
club’s luncheon meeting location 
for the first time in many years 
to the Crawford Memorial Church 
banquet hall in March, 1970, for 
better comfort and convenience of 
all members; and hosted a Tri- 
Club combined dinner meeting in 
March, 1970, with the Winches- 
ter Kiwanis and Lions Clubs. 

"Firsts” 

Club President Hovannesian’s 
further recapitulation of his year 
in office mentioned another “first” 
club precedent, the celebration of 
National Secretaries’ Week by 
having all members invite their 
secretaries as luncheon guests at 
their meeting of April 30, upon 
which occasion 30 secretaries 
were in attendance to receive spe- 
cial recognition of their profes- 
sion; a club attendance award at 
the Rotary Spring Conference in 
April, 1970; the celebration of 
President’s Night (formerly La- 
dies’ Night) in May with a gay 
dinner and dance party at the 
Thompson Club in Reading for 
members and their guests; the 
appointment of President Hovan- 
nesian as a faculty member at 
the Rotary Spring District As- 
sembly of new club officers and 
committee chairmen held in May, 
1970, at the Kings Grant Motor 
Inn in Beverly; the re-activation 
of the club softball team for the 
new season; a special commenda- 
tion by the District Governor in 
his last official monthly letter ci- 
ting Winchester as a model Ro- 
tary Club; and the receipt of a 
letter of congratulations from 
Rotary International Headquar- 
ters in Illinois for the Winches- 
ter Rotary Club’s highly success- 
ful year. 

Outgoing President Hovanne- 
sian stated that without doubt, 
the most outstanding milestone 
of his year in office was the club’s 
annual auction project, this yenr 
breaking all previous records by 
far with receipts well in excess 
of $18,000, all proceeds of which 
are donated to worthy local needs 
and community causes. At its 
May Director’s meeting alone, 
the club authorized $9000 in do- 
nations with many further re- 
quests for aid still being evalu- 
ated. Special tribute was paid to 
Auction chairman Arthur Rand 
and Rotarian Sydney Elliott for 
their unselfish and long contin- 
ued efforts of direction and re- 
sponsibility for this club project 
which has gained considerable 
recognition. 

Mr. Hovannesian stated that 
the biggest highlight of his year 
was his acceptance in behalf of 
the Winchester Rotary Club of 
Rotary International’s Significant 
Achievement Award presented 
at the Annual District Spring 
Conference Governor’s Banquet 
held at the Hotel Somerset in 
Boston on April 16. This award

Police have announced a more 
intense surveillance of the Town’s 
school property, however, damage 
at these locations continues at 
a high rate. 

On Tuesday, June 23, Richard 
Fiore, custodian of the Mystic 
School, telephoned police to in- 
form them of five broken win- 
dows, nine by 15 inches, located 
on the south side of this building.

Pole Locations 

At the hearing with Mr. Jones 
of the Boston Edison Company, 
there was a discussion of utility 
pole locations on Washington and 
Pond Streets. Both sites were ap- 
proved, as well as those on Ri- 
chardson. Elm, and High Streets 
which required no hearing. 

Reasons of safety were cited for 
the various use of hip and main 
guides and steel poles in order 
to keep utility poles from tipping 
and enable them to support in- 
creased line loads, at these two 
locations. 

In matters concerning traffic 
regulation throughout the Town, 
the Board of Selectmen approved 
the recommendation of the Police 
Department on no parking re- 
strictions on Main Street, and es- 
tablishment of warning signs on 
Sheffield Road and Sheffield West. 
The Selectmen will consult with 
the Planning Board on the item 
of street beacons at Main and 
Lake Streets. This follows corre- 
spondence on the subject from the 
State Department of Public 
Works. 

Appointments were also made 
for 1971 with Edward F. Bowler 
as constable, term to expire April 
1, 1972, and Leonard J. Mullen, 
S 3 member of the Retirement 
Board, term to expire April l, 
1973. Frederick D. Herberich was

The Selectmen noted a letter 
from Board of Health Chairman 
Quigley praising the meeting of 
May 26 with M.D.C. Commission- 
er Sears which touched upon the 
problems of pollution in the Aber- 
jona River. He comments, "We 
feel that one of the suggestions 
that will come from this commit- 
tee will pertain to the disposal of 
snow and ice. Present indications 
are that this procedure as recent- 
ly conducted (dumping along 
banks and into the river) is a 
potential source of danger and 
health to wildlife and individuals 
swimming in the Upper Mystic 
Lakes.

the Financp Committee has taken 
the following position, at least 
for 1971 when the impact, of the 
new high school financing will he 
the greatest: Barring extraordi- 
nary circumstance?, it will not 
look favorably upon the adoption 
of new programs by any town 
department, nor upon the expan- 
sion of existing programs, at 
least until there is a compensat- 
ing decrease or elimination of 
other undertakings by such de- 
partment. 

"In short, the Committee re- 
cognizes that the Town and its 
needs do not remain static, and 
also recognizes that many of the 
current problems of municipal 
finance are beyond the control of 
the Town. However, the plain 
dollnrs-nnd-cents facts are such 
that, to the extent that it is real- 
istically possible to do so, we feel 
that town government for 1971 
must live at least within the 
framework of 1970 budgetary fi- 
gures, and hopefully at some re- 
duction in those figures, since 
even by doing so, we are faced 
with a substantial increase in 
the 1971 tax rate. 

"It is with this approach that 
your Finance Committee will 
view the forthcoming year’s fi- 
nancial commitments, and we 
earnestly solicit the comments 
and suggestions of all citizens.”

“School’s Out, Watch Out,” the 
American Automobile Association 
has warned motorists. 

“The months of June, July, and 
August are dangerous times for 
youngsters,” said Robert S. Kret- 
schmar, general manager of 
AAA’s Massachusetts Division, 
“The first days of the school sum- 
mer vacation period can catch mo- 
torists unprepared for the pre- 
sence of children during the day.” 

The AAA official listed areas 
where special caution is required: 

Near school and public play- 
grounds, community and private 
swimming clubs, tennis courts and 
other recreational areas; public 
parks, and neighborhood movie 
theaters. 

In urban residential areas where 
lack of space can tempt youngsters 
to use streets for play. 

In residential areas where cor- 
ners, curves and driveways often 
are “blind.” 

Mr. Kretschmar asked parents 
to take primary responsibility for 
showing children safe, supervised 
play areas near their homes, and 
for explaining the dangers of using 
the streets for play. 

“A young child often is prone to 
concentrate on the activity at hand 
to the exclusion of other consider- 
a! tors,” he said.

For once three was unanimity 
in the North-South contracts. All 
eleven North-Souths hid the heart 
p«me with two forced to carry on 
to live hearts (presumably after 
a four-spade or five-diamond sac- 
rifice by East-West). 

East has the responsibility for 
the opening lead, and the diamond 
King looks best. At least you gain 
a look at dummy and your part- 
ner’s card may give you some in- 
formation. What would you lead 
from East after the diamond King 
holds? West played the two of 
diamonds. 

It’s a toss-up whether to try 
for the second diamond trick or 
lead the King <>f clubs, (Your 
partner’s two of diamonds of course 
implies first no trick in diamonds, 
hut there is possibly a preference 
for the lowest outside suit. 

In any case the best defense is 
to grab the two diamonds and one 
club trick to hold North-South to 
their four. 

Look at all four hands and see 
how easy a spade or heart shift 
after one diamond trick makes it 
for North-South. South’s second 
diamond can be discarded on a 
spade. 

Lady Luck was in charge for the 
North-Souths on this one, for four 
were allowed to make five hearts, 
— through no skill of their own. 
while the other seven were held 
to four by good defense.

Mr. Fitzgerald 
Patents Suit 
For Diving 

Joseph J. Fitzgerald of 7 Squire 
Road, and Kenneth E. Mayo of 
Nashua, New Hampshire, were the 
recipients on May 26, 1970, of U.S. 
patent No. 3,513,824, entitled 
“Underwater Portable Heating 
System.” 

This invention pertains to a hea- 
ting system which is worn by an 
undersea diver to keep him warm 
at great depths and for extended 
periods of time. A diver who re- 
mains in the water for more than 
brief intervals must wear clothing 
that provides an effective thermal 
harrier if the temperature of the 
water is significantly below his 
body temperature. Otherwise, the 
water will conduct the body heat 
away much faster than the body 
can replace it, with resulting harm 
ful effects upon the efficiency of 
the diver and, more importantly, 
his health and safety. 

Heretofore, the most efficient 
thermal barrier has been a foam 
diving suit which permits opera- 
tion even in frigid water, but such 
a suit is ineffective at great depths. 

To provide an improvement over 
the prior practice, Mr. Fitzgerald 
and Mr. Mayo have devised a novel 
underwater portable heating sys 
tem which may be worn by an 
undersea diver. This improved hea- 
ting system is effective at depths 
up to 600 feet or more and at 
temperatures down to 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit or less. It protects the 
diver against undue loss of body 
heat or provides additional heat 
for extended periods of time. It is 
compatible with other devices car- 
ried or worn by the diver and it 
does not hinder him unduly in per- 
forming the tasks assigned to him. 

As additional advantages, it is 
adjustable to compensate for dif- 
ferent water temperatures and is 
reliable in operation and require 
a minimum of servicing during use. 

In accordance with this inven- 
tion of Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr 
Mayo, a radioactive heat sourci 
heats a fluid, such as water, that 
is pumped through tubing in the 
garment worn by the diver and 
keeps him warm. The heat source 
also provides heat for a thermo- 
electric generator whose current 
output operates the circulating 
pump for the fluid as well as vari 
ous lights, electric tools, and other 
devices which may be used by the 
diver. The power generating assem 
bly is compact and may be sup- 
ported easily by the diver. 

Other features and advantages 
of the construction are described 
in detail in the specifications and 
drawings of the patent. 

According to patent office re- 
cords, the rights to this patent 
have not been assigned.

Potato Popular 
Despite Trend To 
Weight Watching 

The lowly spud appears to he 
winning its fight for continued 
popularity on the dinner menu of 
weight-watching Americans. 

Tbe official forecast for the 1969 
United .States potato crop is just 
under 306,000,000 hundredweight, 
second highest figure on record. 
Per capita table consumption rose 
to 110 pounds per year, also sec- 
ond highest ever, the National Geo- 
graphic Society says. 

The beleaguered plant, Solanum 
tuberosum, has waged many bat- 
tles for acceptance since Spanish 
Conquistadores came across it in 
Peru’s Andes Mountains. 

Almost as brave as the first man 
who gulped nn oyster was the first 
man to bite into a potato. One 

riter described the odd-looking 
plant as “a dull, dirty, brown blob 
with warts.” 

Spanish and English explorers 
took seed potatoes to Europe and 
the British Isles, but they were 
little more than a botanical curi- 
osity for years. Because potatoes 
were related to nightshade and 
belladonna, people suspected they 
were poisonous or caused leprosy. 

The Scotch refused to cultivate 
potatoes because the Bible didn’t 
mention the plant. A famine in 
1740 helped overcome their scru- 
ples. 

As recently as the 18th Century, 
Prussians regarded the potato as 
fit only for pigs and prisoners. 
This belief, paradoxically, led to 
a big boost for the unglamorous 
plant in France. 

During the rein of Louis XVI, 
France approached a famine when 
its grain crops failed. Antoine Au- 
guste Parmentier, a chemist, told 
the monarch he had lived almost 
entirely on potatoes for several 
years while a prisoner of the Prus- 
sians. He urged the King to plant 
potatoes on his lands and to en- 
courage the French peasants to do 
the same. 

The people were cool to the idea, 
the story goes, until Parmentiei 
slyly arranged for town criers to 
proclaim that it was forbidden to 
steal potato plants from the King’s 
land. Peasants then began to help 
themselves during nocturnal visits 
to the royal fields. 

When the first crop was a suc- 
cess, the King told Parmentier, 
“The French will thank you some- 
day for having found bread for 
the poor.” A statue to the chemist 
stands in Mondidier, France. 

The first potato crop in the Uni- 
ted States was planted in New 
Hampshire in 1719. The stock came 
from Ireland, which perhaps ex- 
plains why Americans call it the 
Irish potato. 

Potatoes have remained a staple 
in the American diet for almost 
250 years, but total production and 
per capita consumption started 
dropping in the 1950’s as weight- 
watching became fashionable. New 
dehydrated and frozen potato pro- 
ducts reversed the trend. 

“Most families like potatoes, but 
many housewives hate to peel 
spuds as much as any serviceman 
on KP duty,” commented a De- 
partment of Agriculture official.

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Towns’ Adequacy 
For CD Warnings 
Are Evaluated 

A recent survey completed by 
the Massachusetts Civil Defense 
Agency shows that only 87 of the 
351 communities in Massachusetts 
possess an adequate warning sys- 
tem meeting the requisite criteria 
of alerting at least 90 per cent of 
their population to the threat of 
a major disaster. 

State CD Director Allan R. Zen- 
owitz of Great Barrington, in re- 
porting the results of the survey 
to Victor P. McDavitt of West- 
wood, chairman of the Governor’s 
Emergency Communications Com- 
mittee, pointed out that all com- 
munities should have the capabil- 
ity to warn at least 90 per cent of 
the population within 11 minutes 
or less. 

While the State Civil Defense 
warning system can provide “in- 
stantaneous warning” by a single 
voice transmission, there are only 
22 warning points and ten ex- 
tensions within the Commonwealth 
network, including the U.S. W’ea- 
ther Bureau at Logan Airport. 
Warning Points are manned 24 
hours a day and from here the 
messages are transmitted by tele- 
type, radio or telephone through- 
out the state. 

However, while 306 communities 
have warning radio receiver capa- 
bility, 38 systems are not manned 
around the clock and 45 communi- 
ties possess no radio receptability. 
These 45 towns must receive warn- 
ing by telephone transmission. 
There are 224 communities, how- 
ever, which possess more than one 
method of receiving a warning, 
either radio or teletype. 

Once an emergency notification 
has been received by local govern- 
ments, it becomes their responsi- 
bility to alert the populace within 
their respective community on a 
timely basis. It is here that one of 
the major breakdowns in warning 
occurs inasmuch as such major 
points of population as Boston, 
Brockton, Taunton, Northampton, 
North Adams and Barnstable do 
not possess remote activation of 
their warning systems, but must 
accomplish this through time con- 
suming subsystems or manually. 

Other serious defects noted in- 
clude the failure of communities 
to expand their systems to meet 
population growth and by attempt- 
ing coverage through mobile sys- 
tems, bells and factory whistles 
which are incapable of sounding 
the recognized warning signals and 
thereby tend to confuse the gene- 
ral public. Further, in many com- 
munities installed siren systems 
are inoperative from lack of up- 
keep or are tested at irregular in- 
tervals, if tested at all. 

The report recommends that the 
capability to receive warning mes- 
sages be located at a designated 
public safety receiver manned 24 
hours a day, with an audible siren 
system capable of alerting 90 per 
cent of the population to a threat- 
ening disaster situation and that 
it can be activated at the receiver 
site; that an alternate warning 
control point be established; that 
emergency power be available; 
that a uniform test procedure be 
established and that each commun- 
ity educate its population to the 
meaning of the signals. 

Communities which possess no 
warning devices include Glouces- 
ter, Marblehead, Phillipston, Gran- 
ville, Tolland, Hawley and Wash- 
ington. In addition, centers of 
heavy vacation population, in gen- 
eral, have serious deficiencies. 

The 87 communities meeting the 
requisite criteria of 90 per cent 
follow: Brookline, Waltham, Wa- 
tertown, Weston, Arlington, Bel- 
mont, Cambridge, Billerica, 
Chelmsford, Everett, Lowell, Lynn- 
field, Medford, Melrose, Reading, 
Somerville, Tewksbury, Wakefield, 
Wilmington, Amesbury, Groveland, 
Haverhill, Lawrence, Merrimac, 
W. Newbury, Chelsea, Essex, Na- 
hant, Saugus, Swampscott, Wen- 
*ham, Attleboro, Dighton, Fairha- 
ven, Marion, Mansfield, New Bed- 
ford, Norton, Swansea, Hanover, 
Dennis, Mashpee, Nantucket, Pro- 
vincetown, Avon, Canton, Cohasset, 
Dedham, Foxborough, Hingham, 
Holbrook, Hull, Medfield, Millis, 
Quincy, Randolph, Stoughton, 
Weymouth, Worcester, Blackstone, 
Holliston, Hopedale, Medway, Mill- 
ville, Northborough, Northbridge, 
Sutton, Wrentham, Leicester, 
Southbridge, Sturbridge, Webster, 
Hardwick, Holden, W. Boylston, 
Athol, Fitchburg, Leominster, Win- 
chendon, Longmeadow, Springfield, 
Wilbraham, Agawam, Bernardston, 
Adams, Lenox, and North Adams.

In view of the continuing problems with vandalism and small lar- 
cenies, Winchester police are increasing their surveillance particularly 
at the Town’s schools, in the Town Forest, and at residences left va- 


cant by vacationing owners. 


Schools remain the hardest hit of the buildings, their glass panes 
shattered by rocks or cracked by BB shots. Bicycles disappear from 
doorsteps, playgrounds, and Main Street sidewalks. 


Estimates of broken windows 
become increasingly difficult to 
compile as damage done in the 
past blends with the recent. 
Since Tuesday, June 30, reports 
have come to Police Headquar- 
ters of nine windows at Noonan 
School, and an additional two, 
10 by 14 inches each, at a later 
date; of 10 at Mystic School, 
plus two, three by four foot 
panes on a portable here; one at 
Washington; three at Vinson- 
Owen; two, five by four foot 
panes at Lynch with eight win- 
dows punctured by BB holes; 
and several at Lincoln School (A 
metal light pole was also broken 
off here.). 

Complaints of broken windows 
from home owners were heard 
from Vinson Circle (10 by 10 
inch) and North Gateway (eight 
by 18 inch). Damage to mailbox- 
es and posts occurred on Ridge 
Street on two occasions. The 
rear windshield on a motor ve- 
hicle parked on Arlington Street 
was struck by a rock early last 
week. 

Miscellaneous 

Reports of miscellaneous dam- 
age done include two shanty buil- 
dings on Boston and Maine Rail- 
road property in which an office 
was ransacked; the removal of 
copper wire from a transformer 
at a Swanton Street business; 
and the removal and theft of a 
handset on a call box at the 
Winchester Railroad Depot. 

Discovery was also made on 
Sunday, July 5, of a T. Tighe and 
Sons tractor with broken head- 
lights which was stationed at the

Given Harvard’s 
Detur Prize 

Ernest W’ithcrs Boyd of 7 Pine 
Street is among 185 top scholars 
named winners of the nation’s 
oldest scholastic award, the priz- 
ed “Detur” of Harvard College. 

Mr. Withers, a class of 1970 
history major, received his high 
school diploma from St. Albans 
School, Washington, D.C. 

The Detur prize — a book a- 
ward — is provided by the Char- 
ity of Edward Hopkins, a fund 
that has been in existence since 
1658. It honors “distinguished ap- 
plication to studies” and its name 
comes from the Latin “Detur 
Dignori” meaning ,L to the more 
worthy let it be given.” The 
prize is awarded to students who 
have made all A’s or seven A’s 
and one B in class work, but a 
student may win it only once. 

Edward Hopkins was a Lon- 
don merchant who came to A- 
merica in 1637, where he served 
terms as Governor of the Con- 
necticut Colony. Since the award 
was established, the Detur has 
been given to such men as Henry 
David Thoreau, James Russell 
Lowell, Robert Frost, Walter 
Lippman, and Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. 

The awards are made during 
the spring of each year by the 
Masters of the Harvard Houses.

Water Supply 
Reported Best 
Since 1962 


Winchester has not been touch- 
ed by the water crisis facing sev- 
eral Massachusetts communities. 
Thomas W. Conlon Jr., superin- 
tendent of the Water and Sewer 
Department, says that the Town’s 
water supply outlook is the best 
since 1962. 

A good rainfall this year has 
been highly beneficial. Mr. Conlon 
said. The North. Middle, and 
South Reservoirs feed thei Town’s 
separate water system. Supple- 
'-menting these, three sources is a 
. rmoction with the Metropolitan 
district Commission, with water 
coming from the Quabbin Reser- 
voir. 

Some neighboring communities 
face water problems. A Metro- 
politan Area Planning Council 
survey claims that North Reading 
and Woburn are using more water 
than they can safely depend on 
from their supplies. 

A rising population and an 
increase in the per capita con- 
sumption of water are considered 
primary reasons for the water 
crisis. Continued population 
growth will increase demands on 
the nation’s water resources, ob- 
servers point out. 

Mill Pond’s level is lower to 
facilitate construction of the new 
high school adjacent to the Aber- 
jona River. The Town agreed to 
the lowering so that workmen 
pouring concrete could do so in 
relatively waterfree conditions. 

Mrs. Cerulli, secretary of the 
Park Commissioners, said that the 
Park Department had received 
some complaints of an “unsightly” 
appearance of Mill Pond during 
this period. The situation is tem- 
porary, however, she said. Neither 
Mill Pond nor the Aberjona River 
supply town water. 

General Laws 
On Pollution 
Do Applg 

Although Winchester is not 
subject to the open burning re- 
strictions enacted in the Regula- 
tions For the Control Of Air 
Pollution In the Metropolitan 
Boston Air Pollution Control Dis- 
trict, the Town must abide with 
other areas, specifically those of 
noise and motor vehicles. 

The Winchester Police Depart- 
ment will be on the alert to en- 
force these segments of the Reg- 
ulations which were adopted un- 
der the provisions of Section 142- 
D, Chapter 111, General Laws, 
as inserted by Chapter 836 of 
the Acts of 1969. 

Concerning noise, Regulation 
10 stipulates that no person who 
owns, leases, or controls “a 
source of noise shall willfully, 
negligently, or through failure 
to provide necessary equipment, 
service, or maintenance or to 
take n e c e s s a r.v precautions” 
should allow such noise pollution 
from this source. 

This pertains, but is not limi- 
ted to, “prolonged unattended 
sounding of burglar alarms, con- 
struction and demolition equip- 
ment such as enclosures to sup- 
press noise or may he operated 
in a manner so as to suppress 
noise, suppressable and prevent- 
able industrial and commercial 
sources of noise, and other man- 
made sounds that cause or con- 
tribute to a condition of air pol- 
lution.” 
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Selectmen Are Considering 
Monthly Review Program 
Of Town’s Departments 

The Board of Selectmen conducted the first session in a proposed program of regularly scheduled 
monthly meetings with officials of various Town departments on Monday evening. July 6. T he purpose 
of these hearings is lo exchange and review information concerning the activities of the departments, 
including budgets. 

II the plan is accepted, ihc first and third Mondays of each month will he devoted mainly to such meet- 
ings. An attempt will be made lo keep additional docket matters relatively brief and if possible to that 
business which pertains to the department being heir d. This Monday hearings were conducted with the 
Town Engineer and the Superintendent of Streets. 


In speaking with Town Engi- 
neer John H. Ciarcia, it was 
learned that his budget is esti- 
mated to be "on target.” As of 
June 30 the department’s expen- 
ses were about $1,365. There is 
not expected to be any need for 
additional funds.

The Case Aide Program at Met- 
ropolitan State Hospital, co-spon- 
sored by the Mystic Valley Mental 
Health Association and the Men- 
tal Health Association of Central 
Middlesex, is now in its fifth year. 
It has been successful in the re- 
socialization of both men and 
women patients. 

Some have gone into foster 
homes, apartments, or nursing 
homes to work, or to their own 
homes. The Case Aides also have 
benefited by the program in broad- 
ening their knowledge of mental 
illness and the hospital. Some 
have gone on to further their ed- 
ucation. A large number have con- 
tinued in the program since the 
beginning and are working with 
their third or fourth patient. 

This program requires of the 
volunteer (men and women) one 
morning a week for a year, to 
work on a one to one basis with 
a patient supervised by a psy- 
chiatric social worker. The quali- 
fications for a Case Aide include 
warmth, understanding, and the 
ability to care.

Motor Vehicle

Offered To Limit 
Highway Deaths 

More than 900 Middlesex County 
residents hnve been invited to take 
part in a program designed to cut 
down on the growing number of 
highway fatalities. 

The program, Decision Driving, 
a concept of Liberty Mutual Insur- 
ance Companies, will be held at the 
firms Lexington office at 173 Bed- 
ford Street, Tuesday through Sat- 
urday, November 18-22. 

The presentation will include 
participants from Winchester, Lex- 
ington, Arlington, Belmont and 
Woburn. 

The hour-long instruction will be 
held in Liberty Mutual’s mobile 
classroom which seats 10 and util- 
izes the most sophisticated Edex 
film and slide teaching equipment. 

Those invited represent a true 
cross-section of today’s drivers. 
They include the young, inexperi- 
enced driver; the middle-age driv- 
er, who has seen conditions change 
drastically since he first got be- 
hind the wheel; and the older driv- 
er. who simply cannot react as fast 
in ail emergency situation. 

The goal of the program is to 
alert these drivers to possibly dan- 
gerous situations and then show 
how, by making the right decisions, 
they can be safely handled. 

The program is divided into three 
parts. First, those participating 
are tested to see what they already

know. Next, they are shown dif- 
ferent driving situations and the 
correct decisions; finally, they are 
tested to see how much of the in- 
struction has been absorbed. 

Driving attitudes, intersection 
accidents, single-car crashes, ped- 
estrian accidents, skid control tech- 
niques and freeway driving are 
among the topics included in the 
instruction. 

An example from the test fol- 
lows : 

Freeway merging accidents most 
commonly result from: (a) failure 
to signal; (b) entering too fast; 
(c) entering too slo w; anej . (dj. .cut- 
ting in and out. 

The answer is (c). A film thep 
illustrates how entering the free- 
way too slowly can cause a rear- 
end collision either with cars al- 
ready on the road or cars follow- 
ing on the ramp.

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Health Plan Pioneered 
By Harvard 


The Harvard Community Health 
Plan, initially established for 30,- 
000 area residents, is a pre-paid 
comprehensive family health plan 
designed to enhance the personal 
doctor-patient relationship so often 
obscured, if not lost, in this age of 
highly specialized medicine. 

Harvard Health is the first uni- 
versity-sponsored pre-paid health 
plan in the nation. It is regarded 
as a model for the rest of the na- 
tion to copy. 

The plan is unique in many 
ways, not the least of which is that 
a subscriber chooses his own per- 
sonal doctor from the doctors par- 
ticipating in the Plan. For an ad- 
ult, the doctor is a specialist in in- 
ternal medicine; for a child, a pedi- 
atrician. The doctor selected by 
the subscriber provides and guides 
his complete care — in the hospital, 
in his office, at home, 24 hours a 
day. 

The doctor can call on a team 
of specialists in surgery, matern- 
ity care, ear-nose-throat problems, 
skin conditions, mental health, and 
others needed to serve the family’s 
health. 

Harvard Health also emphasizes 
preventative medicine. Members 
are encouraged to seek medical at- 
tention early, before serious ill- 
ness develops. Annual checkups are 
not only covered but are encourag- 
ed. 

Most services are provided at 
the Harvard Community Health 
Plan Center, 690 Beacon Street in 
Kenmore Square, Boston. This is 
a modern, attractive, convenient 
“one-stop” center. Without leaving 
the building, a subscriber can see 
his doctor, and he may have his 
x-rays or laboratory tests taken 
and interpreted. 

The subscribers’ medical records 
are maintained, constantly updated 
and kept available in a special rec- 
ords room at the Center. Doctor 
visits to the Center, including reg- 
ular physical examinations cost the 
subscriber a small fee. Laboratory, 
x-ray, physical therapy, immuniza- 
tions and other outpatient services 
are provided at no charge. 

The subscriber also benefits from 
the vast resources of Harvard Med- 
ical School and several of its af- 
filiated hospitals. The Beth Israel, 
Peter Bent Brigham, Boston Hos- 
pital for Women and Children’s 
Hospital Medical Center, all par- 
ticipate in Harvard Health. They 
provide semi-private h o p i t a 1 
room and board, surgery, hospital 
laboratory and x-ray services, op- 
erating room, anesthesia, special 
duty nursing, drugs, inpatient men- 
tal health services — all at no 
charge. 

Round-the-clock emergency care 
is provided at the Center or at af- 
filiated hospitals and in non-af-

filiated hospitals within the service 
area in case of injury. Out-of-area 
emergencies are also covered. 

Maternity care including pre-na- 
tal care, all doctor and hospital 
services for mother and child dur- 
ing confinement, Caesarian sec- 
tions; radio-thernpy, eye examina- 
tions; physical therapy; casts and 
dressings; immuninizations and in- 
jections; medical-social services; 
home health services and extended 
care are all benefits of the Plan. 

Thirty thousand persons in 
greater Boston within easy com- 
muting distance to the Henlth Cen- 
ter or affiliated hospitals are eli- 
gible for the Plan. The area ex- 
tends roughly to Nahant, Lynn and 
Saugus on the North Shore, west 
to Natick and Dedham, and to Can- 
ton, Randolph, Braintree and Wey- 
mouth on the South Shore. 

Under special arrangements with 
the state and federal governments, 
the Plan will enroll some 6,000 in- 
digent persons although the Plan 
is geared primarily to the average 
family. 

Blue Cross of Massachusetts and 
10 major insurance companies now 
offer Harvard Health at a person’s 
place of employment. If a person 
subscribes to a health insurance 
plan, he is given the option of join- 
ing Harvard Health. He stays in- 
sured with the Blue Cross or his 
insurance company. Participating 
insurance companies include Aetna, 
John Hancock, Connecticut Gener- 
al, Travelers, Metropolitan, Pru- 
dential, Equitable, Union Mutual, 
Liberty Mutual and Massachusetts 
Mutual. 

The Plan is designed for the av- 
erage family. It provides care and 
treatment at a cost the average 
family can afford. It comes to grips 
with rising medical costs. The av- 
erage family’s members see doc- 
tors 16 to 18 times a year in scat- 
tered and costly situations often 
not covered by their insurance. 

Monthly premiums run some- 
what higher than present insur- 
ance plans, but the coverage is 
more comprehensive. Usual out-of 
pocket fees are far less and total 
medical costs are much lower.

Driving Tips 
To Promote 
Child Safety

| “I nm deeply concerned about 
j the safety of children during the 
summer months. Last year, during 
July and August, over .1,000 chil- 
|dren were injured and 20 killed on 
our highways,” Registrar Richard 
E. McLaughlin said recently. 

‘‘If only drivers, parents, and 
guardians would stop and consider 
I that this could happen to their 
boys and girls this summer, they 
j would, I am sure, take posTtm* 
steps to stop this needless suffer- 
ing and slaughter,” McLaughlin 
said. 

The closing of schools is nl ready 
evident by congested travel con- 
ditions on our Highways accord- 
ing to McLaughlin. Added to the 
more than 2.6 million Massachu- 
setts vehicles, huge numbers of 
visitors from out of state will 
soon make exposure to highway 
collisions greater than ever before 
unless drivers adapt their thinking 
and actions to cope with crowded 
travel conditions. 

I am asking drivers, parents, 
and guardians to use the utmost 
caution to prevent injury and loss 
of life during the summer months 
by making the following sugges- 
tions.” the Registrar said: 

1. Use seat belts and shoulder 
harnesses on short and long trips. 

2. Do not allow children to stand 
up in moving vehicles. 

3. Do not allow children to 
drape any part of their bodies from 
open windows. 

4. Do not allow children to play 
with power windows or locks on 
doors. 

5. Drive in one lane unless pass- 
ing. 

6. Use directional signals hand 
or mechanical — when starting, 
stopping or changing direction. 

7. Be on guard for unexpected 
actions of children at play out- 
doors — especially in or near va- 
cation areas or playgrounds. 

8. Yield at intersections and 
when entering traffic. blend 
smoothly with the flow of traffic. 

9. If you're not used to high- 
speed roads, use alternate routes. 

10. Pull off the highway when 
fatigued or to look at the scenery. 

11. Obey signs, signals, and 
pavement markings — they are 
accident preventatives. 

12. Keep your view ahead and 
to the rear clear, and don’t allow 
anything to interfere with the 
driver’s area of operation. 

13. Give a wide berth to bicyc- 
lists and motorcyclists — they 
need more room than just the 
narrow width of their vehicles. 

14. If you’re responsible for 
children outdoors, supervise them 
constantly when near ar°as of mo- 
tor vehicle travel. 

15. Carry a catch-all for refuse 
— don’t add to the ecology prob- 
lem. 

16. Use headlights, not parking 
lights, at night. 

17. Above all, remember that 
most “accidents” are preventable 
and you can help prevent them.

Science Museum 
Woodcuts Cite 
Alaskan Legends 

Folklore buffs and aficionados of 
the American Indian are finding a 
are resource in a new art exhibi- 
tion at Boston’s Museum of Sei- 
ner. And local gallery habitues 
are becoming acquainted for the 
first time with an Alaskan artist 
famed on the west coast for “her 
deft handling of color and form.” 

The artist is Dale De Armond of 
Juneau. whose impressionistic 
woodcuts in color illustrate legends 
of the Raven from the Tlingit and 
Haida Indians of the north Pacific 
const. The prints will be on dis- 
play through September 6. 

The collection of 30 prints is 
the only complete set of the Raven 
series. Lent by Mr. and Mrs. Ro- 
bert O. Kinsey of Pacific Palisades, 
California, they came to Boston 
from Guadalajara, Mexico, where 
they were most recently exhibited, 
and will be shown in the fall in 
Pasadena. Mr. Kinsey, who is vice 
president of Western Airlines, Inc., 
flew to Boston to deliver the valu- 
able collection personally. 

The Raven legends are told in 
many versions in the Indian vil- 
lages. “You’ll hear them different 
ly, but Raven always seems to 
come through as a combination of 
God, Superman, W. C. Fields, and 
a conman,” Mrs. De Armond says. 

He is omnipotent, beneficent, and 
crooked as a dog’s hind leg.” 

In the Indian versions literal 
translations are often too plain- 
spoken for general publication. 
One original source study by a re- 
nowned early anthropologist re- 
mains for the most part in his 
Latin. Few want the job of trying 
to “clean it up.” 

The legends from which Mrs. 
De Armond worked were condens- 
ed by her husband from transla- 
tions published in 1905 by the 
Smithsonian Institution. The Mu- 
seum of Science Library has a 
copy of this early book with its 
phonetic and English translations. 

According to the magazine “A- 
laska Sportsman,” Mrs. De Ar- 
mond’s woodcuts capture the spirit 
of the ancient Indian tales with 
their close kinship to the earth 
and the plants and animals of the 
north Pacific region.

Small Acts Of Faith 


The ecology revolution is difficult to compre- 
hend. Until recently the world was a vast place 
to the average man. Suddenly he is told that 
each piece of litter he tosses aside and each loud 
cacophonous sound he creates is contributing 
to a pollution which will render the Earth in- 
capable of supporting its human population 
at some time in the future or will immeasurably 
alter the life style of man. 

This average man must acquire the faith of 
a metaphysician (John Donne's “each man’s 
death diminishes me, for I am a part of all 
that I see”) in order to give up the little habits 
which still seem so harmless to him. And yet 
scientific speculation indicates that just such 
individual responsibility must be assumed in 
order to check our pollution problems. 

Winchester is now in a position to initiate such 
small acts of faith- The Town is not subject to 
the open burning restrictions recently put into 
effect in the Metropolitan Boston Air Pollution 
Control District of which W inchester is a part. 
The stipulation releasing the Town from compli- 
ance until July 1, 1971, rests upon the fact that 
the Town has no municipal refuse collection 
system in operation at this time. 

Three towns subject to the General Laws in 
this District were cited in violation immediately 
after the July 1 date. It is probable that such 
disobedience will continue. Perhaps Winchester 
even with a year’s preparation time, will be no 
more rcudy lo cooperate with the ban in 1971 
than other towns are this summer, unless it ini- 
tiates a program of gradual self-restrictions now. 

To each person it may seem that his daily 


use of a bavkyard incinerator or burning facility 
is an infinitesimal contribution to the problem 
he is informed exists, but if the net result to 
which he will contribute that will demonstrate 
clear progress. 

W hile a person is yet able to say that he 
volunteered his aid against the pollution prob- 
lem, even if in such a small capacity, each house- 
hold could begin phasing out use of home 
burners in favor of wholly utilizing the facilities 
of the Town dump and Town incinerator. 

The Winchester Board of Health has sug- 
gested that it may formulate and put into effect 
its own interim measure to control open burn- 
ing. In one year’s time the State restrictions 
will be subject to enforcement here by the State 
Commissioner of Public Health, the Town Board 
of Public Health, and the Police and Fire De- 
partments of Winchester. Warnings and fines 
will be issued if such penalties are necessary 
to stimulate concern for the pollution problem. 

It would be unfortunate if these Town officials 
are forced at this time to waste both time and 
effort in responding to open burning complaints- 
However, considering the time which is taken 
by the Fire Department each autumn to answer 
calls on the burning of leaves without permits, 
etc., such lack of cooperation migh be antici- 
pated . 

Before compliance with the open burning 
ban becomes a matter of enforced collective re- 
sponsibility, perhaps Winchester residents could 
exercise their confidence and by their individual 
efforts feel that they too are responsible for 
“each man” and “all that I see.”

Clean Up 
Appeal Made 


It seems to me that some Win- 
chester residents are still unaware 
of the present condition of the 
Aberjona River. When I partici- 
pated in a clean-up project recent- 
ly, I was disgusted to find that its 
bottom ami sides are lined with 
tin cans, styrofoam cups, bottles, 
screens, car tires, and unimagin- 
able kinds of litter. 

In spite of various efforts to 
clean it up, the Aberjona continues 
to deteriorate. The river, contrary 
to some people’s ideas, is not an 
aqua-dump. Currently it is a sniell- 
y. impenetrable mess, degrading to 
the community and certainly un- 
suitable for harboring the various 
kinds of wildlife that once made 
use of it. 

If the people of Winchester 
choose to ignore this problem, they 
will regret it, because they will be 
contributing to the destruction of 
our natural environment which 
supports all life. On the other 
hand, if people begin cleaning up 
the river now, they can make the 
water once again habitable by 
wildlife. Another advantage to 
Winchester residents would be that 
a clean river would be pleasant to 
live with and could even conceiv- 
ably be used for recreational pur- 
poses. 

Cleaning up the river isn’t as 
hard as it sounds if everyone helps. 
Groups could pick up debris with 
pitchforks and collect it in canoes, 
to be hauled to the dump by truck. 
If canoes are not available, much 
could be done from the shore by a 
group equipped with pitchforks and 
a car or truck to carry litter to the 
dump. Any individual can. help by 
walking along the banks and col- 
lecting paper cups, cans, and other 
small articles in plastic bags. 

Ignoring the river won’t make 
its stench or its litter disappear. 
Spending a few hours clearting it 
up can make a big difference.

ON BEING SWEDISH 

by Britten Austin 

Ah, those terrible Swedes. They have the repu- 
tation as being the best technicians in the world. 
They've also had their skiers and prize-fighters. 
They are known for their exquisite glassware, beau- 
tiful women, and compact cars. Not to mention 
their welfare state and permissive society. 

Now an Englishman has written one perceptive 
book on the Swedish milieu. He has captured some 
of the intangibles of being Swedish. And well he 
might, for he has lived and worked in Sweden for 
much of his life and is married to Ingmar Bergman’s 
sister. 

What is at the heart of being Swedish? Almost 
to a man, there is a lyrical love for nature. Nature, 
for the Swede, denotes innocence, one which has a 
redemptive value. There is a purity to be found only 
in nature. To be “out in nature” means to the Swede 
being out in vast expanses of silent fells and tramp- 
ing trails which lead from one solitude to another. 
Dag Hammarskjold has explained it as not an es- 
cape from reality but as another sort of reality. 

Is this mystical feeling for nature due to the 
Swedish landscape, which, according to the uuthor, 
has an undisturbed beauty beyond most European 
countries? 

Everything combines to make the Swedes poets 
and not novelists or playwrights. This is a paradox 
in a land of technical perfection. Half the popula- 
tion indulges in writing and reading poetry. The 
Sunday papers will print a whole page of it. Sweden 
has an indigenous tradition of singing poetry to lute 
or guitar. 

But the Swedes also are a very formal people. 
One never calls anyone by his first name until 
there is a formal “laying aside of titles,” for every- 
one in Sweden has a title, whether it is professor, 
engineer, or janitor. The exact momnt to do this 
is not always easy to determine. Superiors do it to 
inferiors, women to men, and so on. 

Underneath the icy surface of Swedish formality, 
is the world of (In (you), a charming, intimate 
world. When the ice is broken, everything changes 
in a twinkling. The author writes, “Mutual uncriti- 
cal acceptance and personal enthusiasm succeed to 
the reserved diffidences of the social self. This is what 
it is to be nr tig — honest . . . from treating others 
as if they had nothing to do with himself, he now 
wants to treat you as if you were part of himself.” 

The groundstone of Swedish life and basic to its 
creativity is the ethic of Swedish honesty. “To a 
Parisian or a sophisticate, no doubt, this extremely 
candid blue-eyed way of meeting others, its com- 
plete lack of doublethink, seems naive, almost child- 
ish In the United States this candour, com- 

bined with his taciturnity, has earned the Swede 
the scornful sobriquet: the dumb Swede.” 

This honesty becomes a uniquely religious expres- 
sion in the films of Ingmar Bergman. But his theme 
goes the limit: that in order to reach the depths 
of simplicity the psyche must first be stripped and 
humiliated. 

Disgusted by a double standard of ethics, the 
Swede feels either you are emotionally honest 
(artig), or you are not. A high value is placed on 
genuineness and spontaneity. When Princess Mar- 
garet gave in and did not marry Peter Townsend, 
Swedish sympathy turned overnight into something 
not very far from scorn and anger. 

Elsewhere the author remarks about this ideal in 
the realm of politics. That the Swedish mind does 
not think one thing and say another. Intrigues, or, 
the official face of things and corruptions under- 
neath, are absolutely unknown. 

Noise, dirt, disorder are three most anti-Swedish 
qualities. Another prime rule of Swedish life is not 
to hurt other people’s feelings. This makes for a 
withholding of criticism and may be the cause of 
the strange calm in Swedish everyday life, which is 
very striking to the foreigner. It is extremely rare 
for a man’s private life to be the cause of his 
public downfall. 

“Lenin once said — and it is a remark which 
Swedes love to quote — that if Sweden had a revo- 
lution today, the defeated opposition would be sitting 
down to dinner with the revolutionary government 
tomorrow.”

This restriction does not per- 
tain to sounds emitted at parades 
and other public gatherings 
which are operating under per- 
mits; emergency police, fire, and 
ambulance vehicles; police, fire, 
and civil and national defense 
actvitiies; and the use of home 
equipment such as lawn mowers 
and power saws between the 
hours of 7 a.m. and 9 p.m. 

Motor Vheicles 

Connected with those provi- 
sions dealing with transportation 
media, is Regulation 11.1.2 which 
concerns the operation of vehicle 
engines while stationary. 

According to this, “'the unnec- 
essary operation” of such a ve- 
hicle engine is prohibited while 
the vehicle is stopped for a fore- 
seeable period of time in excess 
of five minutes. 

This does not apply in cases 
where such operation is essen- 
tial for the proper repair of the 
vehicle; for the delivery or ac- 
ceptance of goods where no al- 
ternate means is available; and 
for the engine’s use as an assoc- 
iated power when other means 
are not available “provided that 
such operation does not cause or 
contribute to condition of air 
pollution.” 

There are many restrictions in 
the Regulations to which resi- 
dents have become subject, ei- 
ther directly or indirectly. Those 
cited are of particular concern 
now since they will be enforced 
and since they are areas which 
people tend to violute often un- 
intentionally.

Town owned properties, especial- 
ly in light of the elementary 
school acquisitions. This would 
probably he in effect ns of Sop- 
teml>er 1 of this year and may 
mean the addition of another 
clerk to the department. It will 
be discussed agnin at next 
month’s meeting. 

Streets 

The second hearing was con- 
ducted with Superintendent of 
Streets Robert G. O’rien. The 
first matter of business concern- 
ed progress at the Town’s sewer 
project on Churchill Road. Tren- 
ches have been dug for stubs and 
it is estimated that the base of 
the roadway can be laid within 
two weeks and the whole project 
finished by fall barring any de- 
lays. The Water department is 
responsible for laying pipes, re- 
quiring five days’ work. 

Superintendent O’Brien antici- 
pates no budget problems this 
year with the possibility of some 
surplus in the personal services 
account. 

In a discussion of Chapter 90 
funds on the street pavement 
program, a motion was accepted 
bv the Selectmen to notify the 
State senator and representative 
that this is the second year in 
which the Town has submitted 
its proposal and as yet received 
no action. Mr. O’Brien explained 
that apparently the State is so 
bogged down with requests from 
other towns that Winchester has 
not yet been acted upon. This 
year Lockeland Road and Ridge 
Street were added to Forest 
Street, which was the only site 
mentioned in the original pre- 
sentation. All preliminary engi- 
neering work by the County has 
been completed. 

Also mentioned was the fact 
that his department has received 
complaints from residents that 
canker worms are destroying oak 
tree folliage. In place of the DDT 
used last year, a spray known as 
Sevin was utilized this spring and 
is now demonstrating little effect 
against the canker worms. If this 
condition persists over several 
years, Superintendent O’Brien 
warned, it will result in the 
deaths of these trees. 

Personnel 

At this time the Superintendent 
also requested that a temporary 
part time clerk in the Highway 
Department be made a permanent 
employee. For her last two years 
in this status of employment she 
has been loosing retirement and 
insurance benefits. 

It is also anticipated that com- 
pletion of the extension on Bates 
Road will be done before the fall 
opening of Muraco School so that 
the crowd of children and automo- 
biles using this building do not 
hamper construction. 

In general matters taken up by 
the Board following these hear- 
ings, it was decided to await the 
communication from the School 
Committee on the establishment 
of a committee to study the pro- 
posal of year-round use of schools. 
If the committee is formed it 
should be done before a schedule 
of elementary school renovations 
are implemented. Selectmen 
Chairman Ralph W. Swanson 
feels that this group should be 
set up by the Town Meeting. 

At next Monday’s session, July 
13, redistricting will be discussed 
with representatives of the Plan- 
ning Board. After the printing of 
the Planning Board’s proposals 
on this subject, it is expected that 
informational sectional meetings 
will be conducted, followed by offi- 
cial public hearings at some time 
probably early in the fall. 

General agreement was given 
by Board members to Selectman 
John Sullivan’s proposal that they 
adopt a “philosophical stand” on 
the new zoning proposals of the 
Planning Board and then discuss 
specific locations. In this manner 
“spot complaints” can be aired.

at Lowell, deposited hy the last 
of this phenomena blocked the 
flow of the Merrimac so that its 
mouth is no longer in Boston 
Harbor but at Newburyport) 
Other geologic evidence is a 12 
inch, extensive laval dike which 
intrudes a large section of Squaw 
Sachem Rock. 

Other stations include the 
“slickenslide” created by intense 
heat and friction during earth- 
quake activity. It is identified as 
a large area of slippery green 
rock crystals. There is also the 
“squirrel feeding station” and 
the peaceful “pine grove.” 

The “meadow” provides an op- 
portunity to study interesting 
flora and faunu, while a penin- 
sula at the “pond” allows com- 
parison with those of a different 
environment, including insects. 
A third area is the “marsh.”

In Concord 

Herman Dudley Murphy devoted 
his years at the turn of the 20th 
century to the advancement of art 
and art appreciation. His efforts 
are still evident in the Town of 
Winchester where he lived for 
several years. 

The opportunity to view some 
of his paintings is still available 
at the Concord Art Association 
through Sunday, July 12. 

Examples of the three major 
periods of his work are on dis- 
play here. They include the more 
subdued landscapes and portraits 
of his earlier career, a middle 
period featuring landscapes also, 
and a final period of flower still 
lifes. 

Mr. Murphy is famed for his 
method of producing gilded and 
gesso frames, many distinctive in 
their ornate, Italian Renaissance 
design. It was with Charles Pren- 
dergast, younger brother of the 
Boston painter Maurice Prender- 
gast, and Edwin Slater that Mr. 
Murphy formed the “Carrig-Ro- 
hane” Frame Shop in Winchester 
in 1903.

Mr. Murphy, born in 1900, 
moved from Winchester in 1917 
to Lexington where he established 

studio, remaining here until hia 
death in 1945. He taught in the 
Harvard Architecture School fof 
35 years and during World War 1 
designed camouflage for Marine 
vessels. 

A member of the Art Commis- 
sion of Massachusetts from 1918 
to 1943, he was a member of vari- 
ous other art association the win- 
ner of many art awards. His works 
are owned by such institutions as 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Art Institute of Chicago, and 
tthe Cleveland Museum of Art. 

He also devoted his talents to 
canoe sailing, bringing him honor- 
ary membership in the Royal 
Canoe Club of England and a U.S. 
Sailing Canoe championship.

Douglas Rafter 
To Give Concert 
In Gloucester 

Douglas Rafter will present an 
organ concert on Friday, July 10, 
at 8:30 p.m. at the Hammond Mu- 
seum, Gloucester. 

Currently a staff organist with 
Steinert Hall, Boston, and organ- 
ist at the Church of the New Jeru- 
salem in Boston, he has had wide 
experience as a concert artist. He 
has also been organist and music 
director at the Park Street Con- 
gregational and Tremont Temple 
Baptist Churches in Boston, 
well as in churches in North Caro- 
lina, New Hampshire, and New 
York. In addition, he was dean of 
the New Hampshire Chapter of 
the American Guild of Organists. 

Rafter has appeared extensively 
throughout the eastern United 
States, Canada, and England and 
has dedicated many organs. lie 
has played over 30 summers in 
Portland, Maine, on the Kotz- 
schmar Memorial organ in City 
Hall and given concerts on the 
great organ in the John Wanu- 
maker Store in Philadelphia. He 
has made hundreds of appearances 
in concert on radio and television 
including the “Today” show.

A three-day Music Education 
Workshop at the College of Saint 
Teresa in Winona, Minnesota, has 
explored the Orff-Kodaly method 
of teaching music to children. 

The Orff-Kodaly method teaches 
children to “experience” music as 
a beginning of a deeper under- 
standing of music. The method was 
developed by Carl Orff in Germany 
and Zoltan Kodaly in Hungary. It 
is based on the principle that the 
child learns to speak before he 
learns to read and write and there- 
fore he should “experience” music 
before learning musical notation. 

Special instruments are used to 
teach the Orff-Kodaly method. 
They are drums, cymbals, glocken- 
spiels, and xylophones. 

Miss Jeanne Loudon, who deli- 
vered the Orff-Kodaly instruction 
during the workshop, said these 
instruments “allow the child to be- 
come part of an ensemble immedi 
ately.” In order to relax the chil- 
dren before they approach the in- 
struments, Miss Loudon encour- 
ages them to “flap their wings” or 
to clap their hands. Body move- 
ment, speech, singing, and instru- 
mentation are all integrated to pro- 
duce a “creative approach to lear- 
ning through music.” 

Miss Loudon is a music special- 
ist in the Winchester elementary 
schools. She received her bachel- 
or’s degree from Buld win- Wallace 
College in Berea, Ohio, and her 
musters degree from Boston Uni- 
versity. She will be on a sabbatical 
in Scottsdale, Arizona, for 1970- 
1971 to study with Grace Nash 
who is the foremost exponent of 
the Orff-Kodaly method in the Uni- 
ted States. 

Sister Sixtus Speltz, O.S.F., of 
the College of Saint Teresa Music 
Department directed the three-day 
workshop which was held on Fri- 
day, June 26, Saturday, June 27, 
and Sunday, June 28. Approximate- 
ly 25 students from Winona State 
College attended the workshop in 
addition to the 25 students enrolled. 


Police Officers 
Complete Special 
Training Courses 

Three officers of the Winchester 
Police Department were recently 
graduated from various courses of 
instruction for specialized train- 
ing. They are Lieutenant John P. 
McHugh from the State Police 
Narcotic Training School, Ser- 
geant Thomas Kennedy from the 
Command Training Institute, and 
Officer John McKinley from the 
American National Red Cross first 
aid course. 

Lieutenant McHugh attended the 
week long Narcotic Training 
School for local police officers from 
June 22 to 26 at the Army Material 
and Research Center at the Wa- 
tertown Arsenal. 

The intensive course concentrat- 
ed on the identification and detec- 
tion of narcotics and harmful 
drugs and related areas of drug 
investigation. It is conducted by 
experienced personnel of the State 
Police and selected guest lecturers. 

Sergeant Kennedy was graduat- 
ed from the Command Training 
Institute at Babson College on Fri- 
day, June 26. He spent three weeks 
in residence at the College while 
attending the Institute. His train- 
ing was principally in the field of 
law enforcement management. 

This Institute is sponsored by 
the N6w England Chiefs of Police 
Association through federal funds. 
Among those attending the gradu- 
ation exercises were William G. 
Chapman of the Board of Select- 
men and Chief of Police Edward 
F. Bowler. 

Officer McKinley received a cer- 
tificate from the American Nation- 
al Red Cross as a qualified Red 
Cross instructor of first aid as of 
Wednesday, June 24. At this time 
he hud completed the 10 day in- 
tensive course. 

He resided at Camp Kiwanee, an 
American National Red Cross A- 
quatic School in Hanson, during 
this time. He will now be responsi- 
ble for conducting classes in first 
aid and training officers in the 
Winchester department.

That first A 
in NASA stands for aeronautics 
as you can see when we spell out 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 

It's not all astronauts, satellites, 
spacecraft, and rockets way out 
yonder. Much of NASA’s work is 
gutsy, down-to-earth stuff like air 
pollution. This hardly seems 
proper role for an agency with its 
eyes on the stars, but it is proper 
indeed for the space agency to be 
involved in the fight against pollu- 
tion. 

When Indiana Congressman Ri 
chard L. Roudebush asked NASA 
officials recently what NASA 
doing on scientific research into 
the control of pollution, specifical- 
ly the invisible pollution from air- 
craft that he understood is the 
dangerous pollution for man, he 
wasn’t at all surprised to learn 
that NASA had at least a dozen 
anti-air pollution research projects 
underway. Furthermore, these do 
not relate to aircraft; some relate 
to automobiles. 

Much of' the work is in the study 
phase, like Khat going on for 
NASA at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology in Cambridge. 
There they are studying the mo- 
tion of smoke and nitric oxide 
formation under conditions typical- 
ly found in aircraft turbine com 
bustion engines. NASA has $50,000 
invested in this study alone. 

In another study valued at $300,- 
000, the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare is using 
NASA’s expertise in high tempera- 
ture materials. This knowledge is 
being applied to the development 
of a thermal reactor to be attached 
to an automobile in place of the 
exhuust manifold. 

NASA has spread its research 
in anti-air pollution widely across 
the country, with universities, in- 
dustry, and NASA-owned and op- 
erated laboratories all having a 
piece of the action. There are some 
$750,000 worth of studies going on 
in this urea. 

Basic to the entire problem of 
air-pollution from aircraft is the 
general trend towards higher 
speeds, which means higher tern 
peratures and higher pressure ra- 
tios in the engines. Smoking ten- 
dency is made worse by an in- 
crease in pressure. What NASA 
seeks in its research is a marked 
improvement in uireraft engine 
performance that will yield a re- 
duction in air pollution, while in- 
creasing the operating life of the 
combustors due to less heut and 

smoke. .... 

If we get an engine that gives 
off less smoke, why not an engine 
that makes less noise? Yes, NASA 
is working on such an engine, and 
its working title you guessed it — 
the “quiet engine.”

John Musto of 127 Johnson Road 
is an instructor at the Massachu- , 
s.>tts Laborers' Training Center in 
Hopkinton. The joint venture of 
contractors and laborers’ unions 
from throughout Massachusetts 
provides skilled help in the con- 
struction industry. The program is 
being carried out in conjunction 
with the Federal Manpower Devel- 
opment Training Act. 

The four-week course of instruc- 
| tion is designed to increase the 
1 flow of trainies into the canstrue- 
tion trades and to open the door 
to minorities., hard-core unemploy- 
ed. and transitory workers who 
wish to establish themselves in a 
trade. 

Mr. Musto was a general fore- 
man for the Perini Corporation on 
the Prudential Center job before 
becoming an instructor here. He 
also worked previously for the 
Franklin Construction Company 


and Industrial Engineers of New 
York. 

“Today's laborer has to know 
more than ever before. It”s no 
longer just a pick and shovel job. 
The laborer must be acquainted 
with the latest construction equip- 
ment, and its up to people like me 
to train them to use this equip- 
ment," Mr. Musto said. 

Mr. Musto has won awards for 
safety work on construction jobs. 

The program, supervised by ex- 
perienced instructors like Mr. Mus-

training in concrete 


placement, mason tender, all pha- 
ses of scaffolding, carpenter’s help- 
er, air tools such as jack hammer, 
paving breakers, and small tools. 

Classes are also conducted stres- 
sing on-the-job safety and First 
Aid. 

Not only are the trainees pro- 
vided their instruction without 
tuition charges, but each receives 
at least $100 a week plus travel 


allowances. The starting pay scale 
after graduation is about $185 a 
I week. 

The previous occupations of 
more than 2,000 applicants for the 
training program reveal more than 
1.500 different types of jobs. The 
majority of applicants have been 
earning from $2.25 to $4.65 an 
hour. The largest segment is in the 
20 to 29 year age group. 

Job titles range from office man- 
agers to machine operators; sales- 
men and cab drivers to loom fix- 
ers; millmen to letter carriers; 
painters to tool crib attendants; 
former Navy electricians to gas 
station attendants. 

Even tormer branch managers, 
medical corpsmen, draftsmen, chec- 
kers, floor installers, roofers, lum- 
ber movers, welders, cooks, supply 
and inventory clerks have applied 

"These applicants see the labor- 
er’s training program as an oppor- 
tunity to break into the rewarding 


construction trades with the right 
kind of training," says James V. 
Merloni Jr., administrator of the 
training center. 

The men are trained in the fun- 
damentals of operating costly and 
complicated construction equip- 
ment, says Arthur Goia, MLTTF 
chairman and Boston regional man- 
ager of the Laborers’ International 
Union of North America. 

“This program will help prevent 
injuries on the job and enable the 
men to work more efficiently," he 
declared. 

Currently on the training site 
there is only the administration 
building. Plans call for the con- 
struction of a dormitory accom- 
modating 65 trainees, classrooms 
and recreation facilities.

Of Lung Disease 

Fog, Carl Sandburg said, comi 
on little cat feet. Sits looking ovi 
the harbor and city on silent hau: 
ches. And then moves on. 


polluted air into even more harm 
ful acids. In fact, the presence of 
both fog and sulfur dioxide has 
been a major factor in all the 
famous air pollution disasters. 

Ways to dispel fog are being 
explored. At Cornell Aeronautical 
Laboratory in Buffalo, New York, 
scientists are seeding fogs with a 
kind of ordinary table salt. And 
they found just the right size par- 
ticles to do the job. 

Fog is not the real problem, of 
course. Polluted air is. Pollution 
is harmful to everyone’s lungs but 
particularly damaging to those 
people who already have respira- 
tory disease. A recent study shows 
death rates from chronic respira- 
tory disease are double -in areas 
where pollution is most concen- 
trated.

Now for the dianmnd bidders. If 
you look at the North-South hands, 
you will find six diamonds is cold; 
trumps break two-two, there is one 
trump left in North’s hand to ruff 
South’s fourth spade, and the Ace 
pf l inks is the only loser. And if | 
the defense doesn’t lead clubs, the 
heart suit can be set up so that! 
South cun pitch the singleton club, 
making seven. 

It's not an easy slam to bid, 
however. The key is not in sheer 
points (only twenty-five high card 
points) but in the fact that they 
are concentrated in three suits and 
that they are mainly in Aces and 
Kings. 

Where were we? Collecting a 
goose egg East-West against the 
only North-South pair to bid the 
diamond slam. Oh well, on a party 
night you cun always congratulate | 
the North-South bidders and go 
nibble some of the goodies before 
trying your luck on the next round.

A record expenditure in support 
of cardiovascular research, and ©x- 
panded programs of education and 
community service arc highlighted 
in the American Heart Associa- 
tion’s annual report for 1969, ac- 
cording to Elliot G. Strauss, M.D., 
president of the Massachusetts 
Heart Association, an affiliate of 
the national organization. 

For tho fiscal year ended June 
30, 1969, more than $13.6 million 
in public contributions to the Heart 
Fund was invested in heart and 
blood vessel research. The report 
notes that allocations for the fiscal 
year ending next June 30 will rise 
to approximately $14 million. 

In a preface to the annual report, 
Dr. W. Proctor Harvey, AHA pres- 
ident, said there is renewed hope 
that in the 1970s the fight against 
cardiovascular diseases, which af- 
flict about 27 million Americans 
and claim more than a million lives 
a year, can be accelerated for the 
benefit of all the nation’s citizens, 
in view of substantial progress al- 
ready achieved. 

“As we close out the 1960s we 
are able to report that since 1950 
the death rate for heart and blood 
vessel disorders has dropped by 20 
per cent among people under age 
65,” Dr. Harvey said. “Advances in 
diagnosis, treatment and rehabili- 
tation have made these gains pos- 
sible. They also provide the spring- 
board for extended success in pre- 
venting premature death and alle- 
viating suffering in the next dec- 
ade.” 

The report noted that the Heart 
Association long has been the 
world’s largest non-governmental 
source of cardiovascular research 
support. With expenditures totaling 
$164 million from 1949 through the 
current fiscal year, AHA and its 
55 affiliates contributed signifi- 
cantly to the major advances 
achieved over the two decades, the 
report added. 

Research funds made available 
by the Heart Association are sup- 
porting hundreds of research proj- 
ects and about 1,400 scientists 
throughout the nation. These in- 
clude 14 Career Investigators, a 
record number. They are especially 
gifted scientists who receive life- 
time support to carry out basic 
studies of great potential. The total 
of Established Investigators sup- 
ported by the Heart Association 
rose to 103, also a record. These are 
mature scientists who have demon- 
strated a capacity for creative re- 
search and who receive five-year 
grants to advance their studies. 

In its program to improve the 
teaching of cardiology in medical 
schools, the Heart Association ap- 
pointed four more Teaching Schol- 
ars in 1969, for a total of 10. The 
report also noted that scores of 
symposia, seminars and post-gradu- 
ate courses were sponsored for 
physicians. These were climaxed 
by the annual scientific sessions 
held each November — the largest 
gathering in the world for the pre- 
sentation and exchange of new 
knowledge in cardiovascular re- 
search and clinical practice. 

The report noted an expansion 
community service programs, 
and pointed out that since they are 
developed and conducted to meet 
local needs they vary widely from 
state to state, and even within 
states. 

Some of the forms these pro- 
grams take include the teaching of 
jirdiopulmonary resuscitation (re- 
storing a stopped heart) to medical 
■ind rescue personnel; establish- 
ment of work evaluation units to 
determine when a heart patient 
may return to work and whether 
his work capacity has changed; 
promoting rehabilitation programs 
for stroke victims; granting schol- 
arships to encourage young people 
to follow career in science.

The newly formed Winchester Housing Authority met Monday 
evening. July 13, lor its first business meeting. Unanimously approved 
was a motion to undertake preliminary plans for a 6-1-unii housing 
project in Winchester for the elderly. 


In l>eing specific. Authority 
member Charles T. Doucette Jr. 
noted that this will set a goal 
from which the body can work 
and will provide a basis for fu- 
ture fact finding and decision 
making. * 

Chairman Mrs. Mary Murphy 
said that the Authority’s priori- 
ties were first to choose a site 
subject to the anticipated rezon- 
ing. and second to obtain federal 
or state funding. It is hoped that 
the Town will receive some of 
the $100 million in financial as- 
sistance which may be made a- 
vailable through the Governor’s 
office for housing for the elderly. 

In setting the 64 unit specifica- 
tion, it was noted that the small- 
est projects usually do not go 
below 40 to 45 units. A discus- 
sion of the Town Meeting amend- 
ments on zoning made for the 
construction of the Parkview 
Apartments, Swanton Street, will 
lead to investigation of these 
procedures.

Justice Wilkins, 
Former Resident, 
Resigns His Post 

Chief Justice Raymond S. Wil- 
kins of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Judicial Court, former 
Winchester selectman and mode- 
rator, has resigned effective Sep- 
tember 1. 

Justice Wilkins, chief justice 
since 1956, gave his age, 79, and 
his 26 years’ service as reasons 
for his resignation. The then Re- 
publican Governor Leverett Sal- 
tonstall named Justice Wilkins 
to the court in 1944. He was 
appointed chief justice by the 
then Republican Governor Chris- 
tian Herter in 1956. 

In accepting Justice Wilkins’ 
resignation. Governor Francis 
W. Sargent said, “As our Com- 
monwealth’s highest judicial offi- 
cer. you have served our people 
well. Your retirement has been 
richly earned. It is my honor to 
express, on behalf of a grateful 
Commonwealth, our deep grati- 
tude.’’ 

"Since your appointment to 
that court in 1941 by Governor 
Leverett Saltonstall. when you 
were the court’s youngest mem- 
ber, you have served the citizens 
with diligence and learning, 
steadfastness and devotion rarely 
paralleled in our judicial history. 
Your elevation to the post of 
chief justice by Governor Chris- 
tian Herter in 1956 was there- 
fore met with universal praise 
that has been more than amply 
justified by the quality and dig- 
nity of your service,” Governor 
Sargent continued. 

State Senate President Maur- 
ice A. Donahue said, “For more 
than 26 years, Judge Wilkins has 
proven to be an outstanding 
member of the judiciary. During 
his 14 years as chief justice 
many landmark decisions have 
been handed down that have had 
a profound effect on our Com- 
monwealth. I commend him for 
his dedication and devotion to 
our state.” 

The chief justice’s salary is 
$35,000 a year. Justice Wilkins 
will recieve an estimated pension 
of $26,250 a year.

Selectmen Ask Support 


Of Neighboring Towns 
For Aberjona Program 

.Selectmen will seek the cooperation of neighboring towns in supporting efforts of the newly organ- 
ized Aberjona Water Quality Committee. Professor N. Bruce Hanes of 5 Laurel Street heads the group. 


\t Monday evening’s hoard meeting, the Selectmen agreed to thank Metropolitan District Commis- 
sioner John Sears for his appointment of Mr. Hanes. T he appointee is also a member of the Winchester 
Aberjona Watershed Committee and the Park Department. 


The Aberjona Water Quality 
Committee will seek to combat 
pollution in the Aberjona River 
and the Mystic Lakes. It will 
work with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Natural Resources, 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health, and the MDC. 

Besides Mr. Hanes and another 
Winchester resident, yet to be 
named, the Aberjona Water 
Quality Committee will include 
representatives from neighboring 
towns through which the Aber- 
jona River passes and from such 
state bureaus as the MDC, the 
Department of Natural Resour- 
ces, and the Department of Pub- 
lic Health. 

Clean Air, 

Clean Water 
Is Their Goal

About a month ago, several 
Winchester women decided that 
interest in the problems of pollu- 
tion and the deteriorating en- 
vironment should be turned into 
action. They realized that other 
residents were as concerned, but 
did not know where to begin. 

Advocating a better environ- 
ment, “clean air, clean water, 
green trees, peace and quiet,” 
this small group of six women 
has already suggested some spe- 
cific thoughts. They relate to 
what may be started or planned 
now. 

The biggest problem, they feel, 
is to educate people as soon as 
possible to the problems so that 
they too can become active. Var- 
ious approaches are an ecology 
column in The Star, letters to 
the editor, and an ecology book- 
shelf at the Public Library which 
is now located near the card 
catalogue. Ecology courses at 
the junior and senior high schools 
and a scries of such lectures and 
discussions in the evening for 
adults are also possibilities. 
“Ecotips,” a brief reference for 
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Attending this week’s discus- 
sion by Selectmen of the Aber- 
jona River situation were Mr. 
Hanes; George Gove, chairman 
of the Winchester Aberjona Wa- 
tershed Committee; and Lee Wel- 
ler, Winchester Conservation 
Committee designee to the Win- 
chester A b e r j o na Watershed 
Committee. 

MDC Commissioner Sears met 
with the Board of Selectmen, 
State Representative Harrison 
Chadwick, and town officials con- 
cerned with natural resources on 
May 28 at Town Hall. The Aber- 
jona River situation was a major 
topic. 

At this week’s board meeting, 
Mr. Hanes outlined his views on 
what the Aberjona Watershed 
Committee should try to accom- 
plish. He emphasized that his 
thoughts and those of other com- 
mittee members might not be in 
agreement. Through discussion, 
the group’s goals could be formu- 
lated, he said. 

Selectman William G. Chap- 
man Jr. urged the Aberjona Wa- 
tershed Committee to devise a 
“strong program.” Through 
“meaningful direction,” the com- 
mittee will be that much more 
able to support state agency ef- 
forts for the Aberjona River, 
Selectman Chapman said. 

Selectman Chapman advised 
members of the Aberjona Water- 
shed Committee present, “If 
you’re not getting the backing 
needed, come back to us.” 

Mr. Gove advised Selectmen 
that the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources had 
approved plans for the dredging 
of the pond at Davidson Park at 


the Mystic Lakes. The town en- 
gineer will start work on the 
project in September, he said. 

The pond will be dredged, 
cleaned, and the lngoon beauti- 
fied, Albert A. MacDonnell, chair- 
man of the Park Commission, 
told Selectmen last month. Mr. 
MacDonnell said that the pond 
will be deepened to pick up the 
slack of incoming water and re- 
duced in width. 

Landscaping will be included, 
Mr. MacDonnell said. Good loum 
and topsoil will be used to com- 
plete the site. 

In other action, the Board of 
Selectmen approved the general 
philosophy of the Planning 
Board’s proposed zoning bylaws. 
The board took no fixed position 
on specific locations, however. 
The bylaws are subject to con- 
sideration by town meeting mem- 
bers. 

Selectmen received a letter 
from Mrs. L. E. Brown of 2 
Standish Lane praising Highway 
Department personnel for their 
work on Standish Lane. Mrs.

Sink your teeth into an improved 
*Klecklay No. 6. Or a Charleston 
Grey, Sweet Siberian, Rattlesnake. 
Congo, or Peacock — to name some, 
other varieties. 

If you do, you’ll be met by the 
luscious succulence of the fruit 
called ,by Mark Twain “The Chief 
of this World’s luxuries . . . . when 
one has tasted it, he knows what 
the angels eat.” 

This fruit? The incomparable 
watermelon. 

Watermelons — heavy with sweet, 
sparkling liquid just waiting to be 
released — are seasonally plentiful 
in July and are an excellent buy at 


the fruitstands now. 

People have been enjoying water- 
melons for more than 4,000 years. 
The ancient Egyptians cultivated 
them and included paintings of 
watermelons on the elaborately 
decorated walls of their tombs. 

European colonists introduced 
the melons into America — where 
the Indians, seeing a good thing, 
began growing them by the mid- 
1 600’s. 

Today, Florida and Texas are the 
top watermelon-producing states. 
Melons average from one to two 
feet long and weigh from 15 to 30 
pounds. But some gastronomical 


whoppers have been found, weigh- 
ing from 50 to 75 pounds and three 
feet or more in length. 

Watermelons supply worthwhile 
amounts of Vitamins C and A. 
Their best attribute, however, is 
that their delectable flavor costs 
little in calories. In fact, a % inch 
by 10 inch slice has only 45 calories. 

Watermelon is often sold in cut 
sections for easy storage. Choose 
melons with bright red, firm-look- 
ing flesh and dark brown or black 
seeds. Store your purchase in the 
refrigerator, and use it within three 
to five days for best quality.

Bicycle Safety Rules, Dangers, 
Are Noted 


There are three primary ways 
of generating power — nuclear, hy- 
droelectric and fuel combustion 
The environmental effects of each 
will be probed in Boston at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 


Safety Officer Donnld E. Pigott 
of the Winchester Police Depart- 
ment would like to inform the 
youth of this community about 
the ever increasing dangers in- 
volving the operation of their bi- 
cycles. 

For the entire year of 1969 
then' were seven accidents involv- 
ing motor vehicles and bicycles in 
the Town of Winchester. To dnte 
this year there have been nine 
collisions between bicycles and mo- 
tor vehicles. This increase shows 
that in n six month period in 1970 
the Town has hnd two more bi- 
eyele accidents thnn in all of 1969. 
The accident files for Mny and 
June of 1970 indicate three bicycle 
accidents in May ami four In June, 
a total equal to that of the entire 
year of 1969. 

Many of these accidents have oc- 
curred to cyclists colliding with 
motor vehicles and have proven to 
be a lack of control or inadvert- 
ance on the part of the cyclist ra- 
ther than to the motorist. 

Adults should take note of the 
ever increasing responsibility that 
is theirs. What is needed on the 
part of adults interested in fur- 
thering the cause of bicycle safety 
is the realization that a child con- 
siders his bicycle a toy first, nnd 
a vehicle secondarily. The prob- 
lem of bike safety is clearly one 
of proper safety education for 
the child, of parental responsibil 
ity, and of responsibility on the 
adult population at large. These 
are facts published by the Nation- 
al Safety Council. 

Riding Rules 

No matter how well boys and 
girls can control their bicycles, 
they will not be good riders unless 
they know and practice safe rid- 
ing rules. Most bicycle accidents 
involve the violation of these rules, 
so it is important that they are 
understood by every youngster. 

Below are listed some of the 
rules which safe riders should 
practice. 

1. Keep your bike in good condi- 
tion. 

2. Observe all traffic regulations 
(traffic signals, signs, one way 
streets, never pass on a curve, 
pass another vehicle on the left, 
etc.). 

3. Look (before executing a ma- 
neuver, before entering the street, 
before swinging out to pass a 
parked car). 

4. Ride on the right with the 
flow of traffic (single file, a safe 
distance behind the vehicle ahead). 

5. Signnl your intention to stop 
or turn (a) look, (h) signal, (c) 
return hand to handlebar before 
executing the maneuver. All sig- 
nals are given with the left hand. 
Signals used in Massachusetts are 
shown at right. 

0. In the city or town 

a. watch for car doors opening 

b. watch for pedestrians step- 


ping between pnrked cars 

r*. walk your bike across busy 
intersections 

7. Give the pedestrian the right 
of way (take special enre coming 
out of driveways). 

8. Park your bike in places pro- 
vided (if no rack available, place 
bike out of pedestrian traffic, leave 
bike standing up so no one will 
trip over it). 

9. If necessary to ride at night, 
wear white (hike must have a 
reflector and working light). 

10. Never — 

a. more than one on a bike 
(blocks vision and hinders control 
of bike) 

b. stunt in the street 

c. hitch rides on another vehicle 

Remember, it is important to 

know the safe riding rules, but it 
is even more important to practice 
them. 

Bicycle Equipment 

The first step in bicycle safety 
is to have the correct sized bike, 
properly equipped, and maintained. 

(a) For control of a bike, boys 
and girls must have one which fits 
correctly. The correct fit is ob- 
tained when the saddle is adjusted 
so that the rider’s knee will be 
slightly bent when the ball of the 
foot rests on the pedal at its low- 
est position. 

(b) Keeping the bicycle clean 
and properly oiled will bring both 
safety and satisfaction. Major re- 
pairs should be made by a service- 
man. 

(c) Listed below are some of 
the items on the bike which should 
be checked periodically. 

1. Brake (brakes quickly and 
evenly; if necessary have a ser- 
viceman adjust brakes). 

2. Handlebars (adjusted nearly 
parallel with ground and tight). 

3. Saddle (adjusted so that it is 
tilted slightly upward in front, 
straight and tight). 

4. Chain (fits snugly, links in 
good condition). 

5. Chain Guard (to prevent clo- 
thing from catching between the 
chain and sprockets, causing a 
spill). 

6. Pedals (treads in good condi- 
tion, pedal spins freely). 

7. Wheels (run freely and true, 
spokes straight and tight). 

8. Tires (properly inflated, pres- 

sure generally listed on side of 
tire). "N 

9. Light (visible 500 ft., may be 
a flashlight placed in holder). 

10. Night Markings (white paint, 
reflectorized paint or tape on both 
sides front fork and rear fender, 
five square inches each place). 

11. Red Rear Reflector (visible 
300 ft.) 

12 Sounding Device (bell or 
horn). 

13 Handle Grips (replace worn 
handle grips, cement them on 
tightly). 


There Is 
Proper Way 
To Water Tree 

Trees, especially weakened ones, 
need an ample supply of water 
during the summer months. Mois- 
ture is essential now in those 
species that are laying down leaf 
and flower buds for next year. 

Homeowners should try to aid 
their trees by watering during the 
oncoming dry periods. But, it does 
little good to water a tree near 
the trunk, reports Robert Bnrtlett, 
president of the F. A. Bartlett, 
Tree Expert Company. 

According to Mr. Bartlett, a tree 
should be watered out at the drip- 
line or outer crown limit and be- 
yond. “This is where the feeder 
roots are and water is absorbed 
through these tiny roots,” he said. 
“If the soil is caked dry, avoid 
water runoff by lightly sprinkling 
the area first. Gradually the mois- 
ture will soak down. Then, let the 
hose run slowly all night over the 
outer root area.” 

Tree specialists have found that 
trees respond well to pressurized 
injections of water nnd nutrients 
into the soil by means of a large 
feeding needle. According to tests 
conducted by the Bartlett Tree 
Research Laboratories, such a pro- 
cedure also breaks up heavily com- 
pacted soil. Thus, this process also 
supplies the required air to the 
root area. 


Most highways have maximum 
speed limits— often temporarily re- 
duced by a alow-moving vehicle.

The 
only safe speed is the speed of traf- 
fic flow. Always move with it! Be 
especially alert on throughways 
where driving is faster and smooth-

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Army Reinstates 
WO IT Program 

The Army has reinstated a pro- 
gram available to young men inter- 
ested in aviation, according to Sgt. 
Richard P. Zowe, local Army re- 
cruiter. The Warrant Flight Train- 
ing (WOFT) program offers qual- 
ified high school graduates 36 weeks 
of flight training in either rotary or 
fixed wing aircraft. 

The young men who are enlisted 
in the WOFT program will find the 
training physically and mentally 
challenging. After eight weeks of 
basic training at Fort Polk, Louisi- 
ana, the candidates are sent to Fort 
Walters, Texas, for four weeks pre- 
flight training. During this time, 
discipline and company level lead- 
ership are stressed. Each student’s 
abilities are constantly evaluated 
by supervisors and fellow students. 

A limited number of candidates 
are selected for fixed wing training 
and am sent to Fort Stewart, Geor- 
gia, lf> wrecks of primary flight 
training. However, most students 
receive rotary wing training and 
stay at Fort Wolters another 16 
weeks for primary flight training. 

In this phase of the program, stu 
dents begin actual flying. At. Fort 
Wolters, they receive instructions 
in the mechanics of the helicopter 
itself. Knowledge of the electrical 
system, tracking device, transmis- 
sion, and rotor systems enables the 
future pilot to spot trouble and 
make temporary repairs, if neces- 
sary. 

Fixed wing trainees at Fort 
Stewart learn how and why the 
plane flies. They are instructed in 
navigation, weather, and the tech- 
niques of landing. 

Final flight training, lasting 16 
Weeks, is conducted at Fort Rucker, 
Alabama, for both rotary wing and 
fixed wing candidates. Rotary wing 
students learn instrument and low 
level navigation. They also perfect 
flying techniques and emergency 
landing procedures. 

During the final 16 weeks of fixed 
wing training, prospective Warrant 
Officers learn to fly twin engine air- 
craft and the 0-1 “Bird Dog.” 

Young men successfully complet- 
ing the 36 weeks of training become 
Warrant Officers in the United 
States Army, with all the r. -.>ect 
and privileges of an Army office 
Also, they are paid an extra > .m- 
pensation of $100 a month flijri - 
pay in addition to the regular basic 
Warrant Officer salary.

Boating Safety 
Is Noted 

Renting can he safe as Well as 
fun if everyone on hoard follows 
some basic fire precautions. Most 
boating safety activities ure main- 
ly the responsibility of the adults 
who own and operate pleasure 
craft, but children can help too, 
advises Chief Engineer I. Francis 
Amico of the Winchester Fire De- 
partment. 

For instance, before fueling op- 
erations are begun, make sun* no 
one on board or nearby on the dock 
is smoking, and that all open 
flames — such as on the cooking 
stove — have been put out. If any 
fuel spills, wipe it up at once. 

Before starting an inboard mo- 
tor, give a good airing to the 
engine compartment, then take 
hearty “sniff to make sure there 
is no strong smell of gasoline 
such a smell might indicate 
gasoline leak, allowing very dan- 
gerous vapors to accumulate. 

In general, children can be good 
“boatkeepers, making sure the 
bilge is always clean of oil and 
gasoline, not allowing any kind of 
litter to accumulate, and storing 
matches well out of reach of young 
children (just as you do at home)

In 1969, 15,000 customers requested 
Bureau aid regarding the automo- 
tive field. 

“For far too long, a few unscru- 
pulous auto dealers have ridden on 
the coattails of the many honest 
and ethical members of their indus 
try,” Leonard L. Sanders, Bureau 
president, declared. “We, as well 
as the public, have been told that 
th s c.v that firm supports the 
tr.ndards and practices agreed up 
on by the retail auto dealers when 
point of fact, many times these 
standards were simply given lip 
service, if that. 

“Those dealers who do not meas- 
ure up to the standards agreed on 
>by their own contemporaries will no 
longer be protected by a blanket 
-jirovided 'by their trade association 
but must now stand on their own 
individual reputations for fair 
dealing and customer service in all 
dealings with this Bureau,” Mr. 
Sanders concluded.

Something More Than The Measles 


A reader once lohl the editor of hi* com- 
niunitv newspaper that lie expected much more 
from the publication than reports on “who hail 
I he measles.” 

It's a reasonable expectation. A vital commun- 
ity newspaper offers its readers considerably 
more. 

What does a concerned newspaper strive to 
do? 

First, through news and pictures, it tries to 
completely cover news events in its community. 
How effectively it does so depends partly on 
the capabilities of its staff in developing news 
sources and in presenting the news objectively 
and as professionally as possible. It is also de- 
pendent on the newspaper's strength as a busi- 
ness institution. 

Second, through editorials, a newspaper ex- 
presses its opinions on issues and events. Well- 
edited newspapers conscientiously strive to keep 
their news columns free of opinion. They reserve 
their comments for the editorial page- 

Third, a newspaper provides its readers with 
a public forum. Through letters to the editor, 
a new paper's readership can make its views 
known- 

Fourth, through advertising, a newspaper pro- 
vides a marketplace for buyers and sellers. Ad- 
vertising revenue, in turn, gives a new paper 
financial strength. This makes for a stronger, 
better newspaper. A newspaper lighting for its 
existence has neither the power nor the inde- 
pendence to involve itself in other matters. 

Fifth, through feature material, the news- 
paper seeks to entertain or inform. Syndicated 
columns, such as those by Wendell Woodman 
which often appear in the Star, are in this 
category. Such columns generally contain the 
viewpoints of the columnist. These opinions do 
not have to be those of the newspaper. Because 
such columns contain opinions they generally 
appear on or facing the editorial page, to con- 
trast them with straight news material. 

This editorial will consider the second cate- 
gory mentioned above and the role of editorial 
comment in a newspaper- 

A newspaper’s right to editorialize is guaran- 
teed by Article One of the Constitution of the 
United States: 

“Congress shall make no law’ respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom 
of speech, or of the press; or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the Government for redress of grievances.” 

Since responsibility is paired with freedom, 
the press freedom requires that others not be 
libelled, nor insurrection or treason invited nor 


necessary operations of government crippled- 

The Supreme Court has said: 

“Freedom of the press may protect criticism 
and agitation for modification or repeal of laws, 
hut it does not extend to protection of him who 
counsels and encourages the violation of the 
law as it exists. The Constitution was adopted 
to preserve our Government, not to serve as a 
protecting screen for those who. while claiming 
its privileges, seek to destroy it.” 

The freedom enjoyed by a responsible news- 
paper has not come easily, however. 

America’s first newspaper lasted for just one 
issue. Benjamin Harris started Publick Occur- 
rences: Both Foreign and Domcstick in Septem- 
ber 1690, in Boston. 

Lack of a license to publish was the reason 
given by the colonial government for banning 
further publication. Editorial comments disliked 
by the royal governor were considered to be a 
major factor. 

Fourteen years had passed before a second 
newspaper was established. This was John 
Campbell's Boston News Letter. Then came 
William Brooker’s Boston Gazette in 1719. 

Press freedom became a problem again in 
1721 when James Franklin founded the New 
England Courant in Boston- His brother, Ben- 
jamin. was his assistant. 

After five years of fighting licensing and cen- 
sorship. in and out of jail. James Franklin was 
finally prevented from publishing at all. 

James Franklin's defeat by colonial govern- 
mental authorities was hut a temporary loss 
in the battle for press freedom, however. From 
that point on, government licensing of news- 
papers began to lose ground. As enforcement 
became increasingly difficult, licensing of news- 
papers eventually ended as a goveriuuent prac- 
tice. 

One hundred and one years had passed since 
suppression of Benjamin Harris's Publick Oc- 
currences* Both Foreign And Domes tick when 
the Bill of Rights, guaranteeing press freedom 
was adopted in 1791. 

Examination of back issues of The Winchester 
Star shows that through the years it has offered 
much more than reports on “who had the 
measles.” By expressing its views on issues and 
events, it has stimulated its readers’ thoughts 
on these matters. 

W hat's ahead? The traditions of The Win- 
chester Star, which had their beginnings in 1880 
under the late Theodore P- Wilson Sr., its first 
editor and publisher, will be maintained in the 
years to come-

Street, between Park and Church 
Streets. They noted that a cross- 
walk which they had requested 
at the Mystic Valley Parkway 
near Ginn Field had been pro- 
vided. 

Police Safety Officer Donald 
E. Pigott will determine the ex- 
act location of two stop signs 
authorized by Selectmen for the 
Rumford and Richardson Streets 
area. 

Recommendations made by Mr. 
Pigott, and forwarded by Police 
Chief Edward F. Bowler, on traf- 
fic conditions at Lake, Palmer, 
and Fletcher Streets were ac- 
cepted by Selectmen. Proposals 
included posting the speed limit 
at 20 miles an hour, instead of 
the present 30; parallel parking 
at the Packer tennis courts; in- 
stalling curbing on the north 
sidewalk area; painting a yellow 
line in the center of the roadway: 
erection of beach and playground 
signs, and erecting a barrier 
overlooking the beach area where 
some vehicles are parked. One 
vehicle went over the high em- 
bankment into the beach. 

Four former temporary school 
traffic officers were approved as 
permanent appointees by Select- 
men, effective in September. 
They include Angelina Figlioli of 
14 Olive Street; Carol Marchesi 
of 30 Olive Street; Mary Lan- 
gone of 115 Cambridge Street, 
and Warren Stillwell of Woburn. 

Approved as special officers to 
fill vacancies caused by vaca- 
tions and sick leaves were Jo- 
seph E. Long Jr. of Cambridge; 
William J. Gannon of 423 Wa- 
shington Street, and Robert W. 
Palmer of 90 Irving Street. 

The Auxiliary Fire Depart- 
ment was granted permission by 
Selectmen to use a garage at 10 
Alden Street for storage. The 
town recently purchased several 
wooden garages at that location. 

The Selectmen agreed to dis- 
cuss further at the Monday. July 
20, meeting the possibility of 
acquiring the former New Hope 
Baptist Church property on 
Cross Street for town purposes. 

Dr. Melvin H. Rodman of 0 
Vinson Circle will be advised by 
Selectmen that a dog control 
law, about which he inquired, 
would be the task of a town 
meeting. A petition would be re- 
quired to bring up the matter. 

Mrs. Harriet H. Dieterich, 
chairman of the Winchester 
School Committee, advised Select- 
men that her group has asked 
the school administration to ex- 
plore 12-month sessions. The 
Board of Selectmen will aik Mrs. 
Dieterich to advise it of tfsfi find- 
ings. 

The Selectmen congratulated 
Fire Chief I. Francis Aniico on 
his election as representative of 
the fire chiefs of Massachusetts 
on the board of the New Eng- 
land Association of Fire Chiefs. 
Chief Amico will serve the as- 
sociation for three years. 


Action wns deferred for three 
weeks on a request from Attor- 
ney Richard F. Kerr, chairman 
of the Braintree Planning Board. 
Mr. Kerr asked support of com- 
munities served by the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Transportation Au- 
thority in halting construction of 
a station which Mr. Kerr claims 
is unneeded in Braintree. 

Mr. Kerr said that the MBTA 
plans to construct three stations 
within four miles. He feels that 
two of them, one at Quincy 
Square and a second at Brain- 
tree Center, are needed. A third, 
proposed for North Brain- 
tree at the Quincy line, is unnec- 
essary, he maintains. This station 
would be one mile from the 
Braintree Center station and 
three miles from the Quincy 
Square station.

Justice Wilkins

Justice Wilkins, the 19th chief 
justice of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Judicial Court, lives in 
Rockport. He moved from Win- 
chester many years ago. 

Born in Salem on May 24, 
1891, Justice Wilkins attended 
the Salem schools. He was grad- 
uated from Harvard College in 
1912 and from Harvard Law 
School in 1915. He began law 
practice that year with the Bos- 
ton law firm of Storey, Thorn- 
dike, Palmer, and Dodge. 

Following World War One ser- 
vice in France as an Army Field 
Artillery officer, he practiced law 
in Boston, became a selectman 
and moderator in Winchester, 
and was governor’s councillor 
from 1941 to 1943. 

He was named associate jus- 
tice of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Judicial Court in January, 
1944 and chief justice in Septem- 
ber, 1956.

use at the supermarket giving 
information on poison levels in 
foods, etc. could be developed. 

Other ideas concern those me- 
thods that can he undertaken 
right now. One is the return of 
"no-deposit, no return” bottles 
and plastic containers to stores. 
They will be working to bring 
about a law in this Stnte like the 
one just passed in New Hamp- 
shire forbidding the sale of non- 
returnable bottles, plastic bottles, 
and aluminum cans. 

The group is also discourag- 
ing the use of high-phosphate 
detergents which use the oxygen 
found in streams, thereby suffo- 
cating other forms of life. 

Next, it is asked that citizens 
separate newspapers and tin 
cans from the rest of their trash. 
In the event of future separate 
collection these may be recycled. 

Leaves, grass clippings, hedge 
trimings, and vegetable garbage 
can be disposed beneath a com- 
post pile. It is anticipated that 
this will stop the disposed matter 
from going into lakes and rivers, 
thereby reducing water pollution. 

Other ideas proposed by this 
informal group will require not 
only individual effort and coop- 
eration, but also the cooperation 
of town officials. One of these 
is a trash collection system aim- 
ed at partial recycling at least. 
They also propose an electrosta- 
tic trap for the incinerator. The 
trap for fly-ash does meet pre- 
sent ir standards. The group, 
however, would like to anticipate 
stronger controls for the future. 

The community could under- 
take a Town compost pile to sup- 
plement those in back yards, and 
a reevaluation of the salting 
policy for the Town’s street is 
urged. 

They feel there must be a 
concerted effort on the Aberjona 
to clean it of not just trash, but 
also of chemical and thermal pol- 
lution. Cooperative efforts are 
also needed between Winchester 
and Woburn to raise the level of 
flow. 

Lastly, it is stated, “We need 
people from other organizations 
in Town to tell us what they are 
doing, how we could help their 
efforts, and to act as liasons. We 
also need to keep abreast of what 
larger organizations such as the 
Sierra Club and the Massachu- 
setts Audubon are doing.” 

“Most importantly we need to 
involve people, because this is 
everybody’s very serious prob- 
lem.” Organizers are needed to 
work out these items, and next 
the support of people who feel 
that they have time only for 
individual efforts is requisite. 

The suggestions noted above 
are capsulizations of the group’s 
ideas. For expansion of these 
items or to volunteer personal 
suggestions, contact any of the 
women belonging to this group. 


On Beacon Hill 


TAX CREDIT — The Greater 
Boston Chamber of Commerce 
opened its campaign to push a 
one per cent investment credit 
bill through the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The Senate approved 
the bill earlier. John Dane Jr., 
former State Tax Commissioner 
and now chairman of the Cham- 
ber’s Taxation Committee, 
has appealed to the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
to endorse legislation that 
would extend a one per cent credit 
on actual corporate taxes to those 
companies that invest in plant 
facilities and new equipment in 
Massachusetts. The Chamber 
claims the proposal would not 
seriously affect state revenues in 
the initial phase, but would even- 
tually lead to new investment, the 
creation of new jobs, and thereby 
provide additional revenue for the 
Commonwealth. Governor Francis 
Sargent has proposed a similar 
investment credit bill. 

CONSERVATION— The House 
approved a bill authorizing the 
Department of Natural Resources 
to develop a natural resource con- 
servation instruction center. Pro- 
visions for more than one such 
center were deleted. 

RESOURCES — Legislation 
transferring the duties of the 
county commissioners to protect 
dams to the Department of Public 
Works was endorsed by the 
llousa At the same time, the 
House approved a measure to 
have a special commission study 
the possible re-use of solid waste. 

BOSTON SCHOOLS— The 
House suspended rules to approve 
a hill raising from $1.70 to $3 
per thousand valuation the ceiling 
on the amount the City of Boston 
may spend annually for the alto- 
ration and repair of school build- 
ings. 

WATER — Legislation to in- 
crease from $120 to $125 per mil- 
lion gallons the cost of water in 
the metropolitan area was recom- 
mitted to the House Ways and 
Means Committee. The MDC 
water district is now paying $17 
million on interest and claims to 
be a deficit fiaauung ojiuuiiun. 


SALARIES — The House* ad- 
vanced legislation to reclassify 
job groups, thereby giving raises 
to police serving with the MDC, 
the registry, capitol and state po- 
lice, DPW police, Parole Depart- 
ment and Natural Resources em- 
ployees and uniformed employees 
in the Department of Correction. 
Under suspended rules, the House 
voted to pay members of the ad- 
visory council in the Division of 
Employment Security $50 a day 
for attending meetings, but no 
more than $6,000 a year. 

INSURANCE — State Insur- 
ance Commissioner C. Eugene 
Farnam said that attemtps by 
legal spokesmen to scuttle the so- 
called compromise basic protec- 
tion auto insurance plan would 
increase compulsory rates to as 
much as $1,217 a year in some 
areas, and termed the alternative 
“a travesty in the name of genu- 
ine insurance reform.” 

CANDIDATE — Former GOP 
Congressman Laurence Curtis 
says he plans to run for Congress 
in the ninth district, the seat be- 
ing vacated by Speaker John W. 
McCormack. Curtis’ district was 
eliminated several years ago when 
the Bay State lost two seats in 
a Congressional reapportionment. 
Curtis, who callengcd Congress- 
man Philip J. Philbin unsuccess- 
fully two years ago in the third 
district, said he will defend the 
Nixon Administration's Asian 
policy. 

REGISTRY — Governor Sar- 
gent vetoed a bill empowering 
Registry of Motor Vehicles in- 
spectors to exercise police powers 
and bear arms. The Governor said 
the measure would take effect only 
three months before the new exec- 
utive cabinet structure of govern- 
ment is implemented, and he said 
the new Secretary of Public Safe- 
ty should make recommendations. 

PROROGUE — The House adop- 
ted prorogation rules, following 
similar Senate action by four 
days. The rules presume the Leg- 
islature in in the last week of the 
session, und motions to reconsider 
can be entertained immediately. 
Prorogatiou is expected in early 
August* 


COURT HOUSE — A move by 
Representative William Robinson 
(R) of Melrose to suspend rules 
to permit action on his order to 
set up a special House committee 
to investigate construction of the 
new East Cambridge court house 
was thwarted by the Democratic 
majority. When Robinson said the 
House should know how the cost 
of the building had climbed from 
$16 million to more than $30 mil- 
lion, Representative Lawrence P. 
Smith (D) of Lawrence and 
House Chairman of the Counties 
committee declared, “Everybody 
knew the final cost would be $36 
to $40 million. 

APPOINTED — Governor Sar- 
gent reappointed William P. 
Evans of Beverly Farms us public 
administrator in Essex County. 
The nomination is subject to coun- 
cil confirmation. The Governor 
made several other appointments 
that do not require council ap- 
proval. He named George Cash- 
man of Chelsea to the Boston 
Arena Authority, Phyllis A. Mig- 
liozzi of Worcester and Estelle M. 
Lombardi of Westford, both reg- 
istered nurses, to the Board of 
Registration in Nursing, and Ma- 
rion Chandler of Winchester, 
James Kaltsas of Worcester, and 
Howard (’. Smith of Chester to 
the Massachusetts College Build- 
ing Authority. 

MBTA — State Auditor Thad 
dous Buczko released a bulky aud- 
it report on the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority, 
claiming the use of consultants 
had been “a shameful waste of 
the taxpayers’ money.” He rec- 
ommended the state absorb defi- 
cits incurred by MBTA express 
service which are now ussessed on 
the member communities in the 
district. 

TRANSPORTATION — The 
House approved a proposal to 
have a commission consider the 
feasibility of having motor vehicle 
insurance policies terminate on 
the same date as the vehicle’s reg- 
istration. 

CAMPUS — The House ad- 
vanced a measure to create a spe- 
cial commission to investigate 
disruption* at *UU colleger.

THE FLIGHT OF THE EAGLE 


by Per Olof Sandman 


A uniquely gripping Ixiok about an incredible 
expedition. When the Apollo 12 flew to the moon, 
the astronauts had equipment, communication with 
earth, knew where they were going and something 
about conditions prevaling there. But they had some- 
thing else, too. The same something that moved 
Commander Androe and his two young companions 
to their attempt to plant the the Swedish flag on 
the North Pole — the conviction that the trip had 
to to be made. 

In 1897 on July 11, Andree (aged 42), Strjndherg 
(24) and Fraenkel (just 27). set off by balloon 
(The Eagle) to discover the North Pole. Andree 
and Strindberg had tried the year before, but had 
given up for lack of southerly winds.This ye*ar, 
the winds were right and off they went into the 
bleak Arctic summer, not to be heard from again 
for thirty-three years. 

THE FLIGHT OF THE EAGLE is written as 
a novel, Knut Fraenkel’s story. Both Andree and 
Strindberg (“Whose face was one childishly open 
smile”) left journals and diaries. Fraenkel left only 
brief meteorologican notes, so he left a lot of artistic 
leeway. The novel purports to give his version of 
the expedition ; it never conflicts with historical 
facts, but it puts personalities into three characters 
and gives real vividness to a story that could have 
been a monotonous recording of events (which this 
book certainly is not). 

Andree’s ambition to fly over the North Pole in a 
balloon and untangle the mysteries of the Polar Basin 
was world known and caused great excitement. Sund- 
man, in his preface — “What can have given wings 
to such a piece of folly? Why did it arouse such 
boundless enthusiasm? What made these three men 
— in their own time, and in the 30’s — the great 
heroes they became?” An Austrian newspaper baldy 
announced “Any man who intends to fly to the 
North Pole and back in a balloon is quite simply 
a fool, a knave or a Swede.” National pride is not 
sufficient cause, nor even desire for fame. Andree 
probably put the reason best — “to achieve the 
unachievable.” To achieve the unachievable in a 
balloon all three men knew was doomed — leaky, ill- 
equipped for land survival, not properly designed 
to bq steered. Alfred Nobel put up a huge sum of 
money for the expedition even though he felt it would 
fail — “Because it was something new. First at- 
attempts regularly fail. They are regularly followed 
by a second attempt. That too almost always fails. 
But after that, with the help of experiences gained 
by failure, people are able to find their way to the 
right methods.” 

Sixty some hours after the Eagle’s take off, she 
came down on the ice, weighted by frozen moisture 
no one had counted on. The three aeronauts lived 
for three more months off their own supplies and 
polar bear and seal meat, only to die (presumably) 
of trichinosis from infected bears. They had made 
land, a desolated island, and a shelter of sorts. 
Sundman has Fraenkel take a fatal dose of opium 
and morphine afttfr’Andre© and Strindberg had died 
and he is left to face the Arctic winter alone. In 
1930 a Norweigian scientific expedition came quite 
by chance upon their bodies and finally solved the 
33 year-old mystery. 

The novel is told first person by Fraenkel and is 
full of dialogue, all spiced with dry humor to the 
very end. It is totally involving and should be an 
absorbing experience for any reader.

What changes, if any, have resi- 
dents of Middlesex County made in 
their smoking habits in the lust few 
years? Have they cut down on 
cigarettes? Are they smoking more 
or less than people in other parts 
of the country? 

The indications are, according to 
nationwide statistics, that the bat- 
tle against cigarette smoking, de- 
spite opposition, is finally achieving 
results. 

In each of the last two years 
there was a definite drop in con- 
sumption with the 1969 rate tho 
lowest in a decade. 

The Department of Agriculture 
reports that the decline in the past 
year was approximately 240 ciga- 
rettes, or 12 packs, per person over 
age 18. Americans as a whole re- 
duced their smoking by more than 
a billion cigarettes. 

Figures released by the govern- 
ment, by the Tobaeeo Tax Council 
and others depict the trend in each 
section of the country. 

In the local area, it appears, a 
sizeable number of people have 
given up smoking entirely. Others 
have been trying, with varying suc- 
cess, to cut down. 

In Middlesex County, on the ba- 
sis of the statewide figures, an esti- 
mated 173,085,000 packs of ciga- 
rettes were consumed in the pust 
year. 

In terms of the local population 
over 18, this amounted to 208 packs 
per person. 

It was a higher rate than the 
national, which averaged 207 packs 
for those over 18. In the New Eng- 
land states the rate was 243. 

Most health authorities believe 
thut tho case against smoking has 
been clearly proved. The tobacco 
industry maintains, however, that 
the evidence is merely statistical 
and that there has been no labora- 
tory proof to connect smoking with 
the rising death rates from lung 
cancer and some other diseases. 

It contends, also that most 
smokers remain unconvinced and 
thut the drop in sales is due chiefly 
to the increased taxes levied on 
cigarettes. They were ruised in 18 
states in 1969. 

All in all, smoking has become a 
more costly pustime. Residents of 
Middlesex County spent some $68,- 
542,000 during the past year for 
igarettes, or about $82 per smoker, 
it is estimated.

$555,777,000 Spent Architects 
For Food Locally Devote Dav

NEW YORK, July 11 — Inflation 
or no inflation, the past year was 
a pood one for most Middlesex 
County families, the figures show. 
Their increased earnings enabled 
them to maintain their usual 
standard of living despite the 
higher costs. 

As a result, consumer spending 
for goods and services continued 
at :< high level, with many local 
merchants topping their records of 
the previous year. 

The details are brought out in 
the annual nationwide survey con- 
ducted by the Standard Rato and 
Data Service. It shows how much 
was spent by local residents for 
food, clothing, cars, furniture and 
other items. 

Comparable spending figures are 
given for other localities across the 

country. 

In Middlesex County, it is shown, 
food attracted the largest part of 

the consumer dollar. 

The sales volumn in local grocery 
stores, meat markets, bakeries, 
delicatessens and the like added up 
to an impressive $555,777,000 ex- 
ceeding the previous year’s $100,- 
914,000. 

And this represented only food 
that was bought for home consump- 
tion. Not included is the amount 
spent in restaurants and in other 
dining and drinking establishments. 

What it amounted to. in effect. 


When architectural students 
planned one session of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects con- 
vention in Boston last week, they 
chose to dedicate the day to en- 
vironmental pollution and ways to 
combat it.

Tree Talk 


Practice 
Safety Guides 
During Lightning 

Lightning usually gives advance 
warning of the sometimes fright- 
ening thunder claps of Summer’s 
electrical storms, but lightning — 
rather than thunder — is the ha- 
zardous element of such weather. 
Lightning can be a real danger to 
property and to life itself, warns 
Chief Engineer I. Francis Amico 
of the Winchester Fire Depart- 
ment. 

If caught outdoors during a 
thunder-and-lightning storm, keep 
away from wire fences, from the 
tallest object in the area — such 
as a hilltop or a high tree — and 
from isolated objects such ns a 
lone tree or cabin. 

Try to seek shelter inside a car 
with a metal roof (not a converti- 
ble) or a building of fairly good 
size, preferably one which has 
lightning protection. If no such 
car or building is nearby, seek re- 
fuge in dense woods, a cave, or a 
low area such as a ditch. 

If one is in, on, or near open 
water when a storm starts to blow 
up, head for shore and shelter at 
once. Never risk getting caught 
while swimming or boating. 

Indoors, stay away from chim- 
neys, radiators, stoves, and other 
large metyl appliances which could 
conduct electricity should lightning 
strike the building.

Tree leaves bear watching this 
summer, a tree expert said today. 
In hot weather, the leaves on many 
trees will wilt and fall or lose 
color. 

Knowing the cause of leaf chan- 
ges is important, said Robert A. 
Bartlett. President of The F. A. 
Bartlett Tree Expert Company. If 
the cause is disease or insects, 
prompt action should be taken. 

“Hot, dry weather often results 
in trees shedding excess leaves,” 
he explained. 

“The tree is compensating for a 
lack of soil moisture. It is a nor- 
mal act of nature, especially if 
preceded by a wet spring.” 

He said excess elm leaves usual- 
ly turn yellow before they shed. 
The loss of color does not neces- 
sarily mean the tree has Dutch 
elm disease. On horsechestnut and 
sugar maples, leaf scorch is indi- 
cated by irregular brown blotches 
on the leaves. The blotches, caused 
by hot sun and drying winds, are 
not serious. 

“But wilts require attention. 
Verticillium wilt — an internal 
fungus disease — affects maple, 
linden, elm and other trees. Re- 
moving the wilted branch and a 
chemotherapy injection is recom- 
mended. Dutch elm disease also 
manifests itself by wilt. Here 
again surgery is required.” 

Fungus diseases sometimes mar 
leaves on ash, dogwood, elm, hic- 
kory, linden, maple, oak and syca- 
more. Timely spraying with fungi- 
cides is necessary, he said. 

Quick counter attack is required 
to rid trees of chewing and sucking 
insects which cause leaves to be- 
come vapid and drop,” Mr. Bart- 
lett said. “It is important that 
spraying is done as soon as these 
insects are discovered.”

Giant Snails 
Move To U. S. 

The giant African snail finally 
has reached Florida in its slow, ma- 
jestic voyage around the world. 

Residents of an infested Miami 
area wish this tourist had stayed 
home. The voracious mullosks are 
eating everything in sight. 

From five to nine Inches long and 
equipped with thousands of rasping 
teeth, the snail can polish off a head 
of lettuce at one sitting. It avidly 
chews flowers, leaves, fruit, and 
cultivated crops. In search of cal- 
cium, it even nibbles buildings. 

The giant snail (Achatina fuli- 
ca) has — with man’s help — spread 
devastation far beyond its original 
home on the east coast of Africa, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. 

Millions of Stiails 

An English naturalist and trav- 
eler took the snails to India in the 
mid-19th century. Fifty years later, 
they turned up in Ceylon. A scien- 
tist reported: “The huge snails 

were to be seen — literally in mil- 
lions — crawling over the ground, 
climbing up walls, fences, and poles, 
and clustered upon the trunks of 
tre«R-” 

'“ African snails spread to South- 
east Asia, China, Formosa, Hawaii, 
Saipan, Tinian, and other Pacific 
islands. 

Promoters introduced them to Ja- 
pan as a cure for everything from 
tuberculosis to kidney trouble. 
“Buying meat and fish for your 
table is no longer necessary.” one 
advertisement claimed. “Doctors 
are kept away, and it brings smiles 
to the home.” 

The brown-and-white gastropods 
swarm over Chichi Jima, a tiny 
North Pacific island with the warm 
climate that the prolific pests need 
to survive. 

Though Japanese citizens, many 
of the islanders trace their ances- 
try to Yankee sailors. One of them, 
Uncle Charlie Washington, patri- 
arch of Chichi, told a National Geo- 
graphic writer how the snails came 
to the island: 

“A fella, a storekeeper, his sis- 
ter was married over in China 
somewhere, and he went there to 
visit her. 

“On the way over he heard that 
hese snails was good medicine for 
consumption. He had the consump- 
tion — he was just like a skeleton 
when he left here. I knew the guy. 

“So he brought them here, of 
course. He was breedin’ them, and 
they got over the whole island.” 

Asked if the snails helped the 
storekeeper’s tuberculosis, Uncle 
Charles replied, “No, hell no. He’s 
dead now.” 

During World War II, the Jap- 
anese took the snails to many Pa-

cific islands a protein for their sol- 
diers. Troops on Chichi Jima were 
allowed a 20-minute “snail break” 
to catch enough for a meal. But 
even as a last-resort food, they 
were unpopular. 

The Miami snails were introduc- 
ed by a boy who brought back three 
from Hawaii as a present for his 
grandmother. In Florida they may 
serve the same useful purpose as on 
Chichi. The islanders are convinced 
giant African snails forecast trop- 
ical storms. 

“That’s right,” Uncle Charlie 
said. “If you see those snails crawl- 
ing up high, you got something 
comin.’ That’s no dream. They know 
it before the weather hits. 

“If they crawl up very high, it’s 
going to last for a while.”

Consumer Laws 
Now Regulate 
Moving Business 

When moving dny cornea, ninny 
people cross their Oncers and grit 
their teeth while the movers pack 
up their treasured belongings and 
truck the precious cargo nwny. 

Moving may have been nerve- 
wracking in days gone by, hut it 
does not have to be that way since 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion passed regulations for inter- 
state movers. These new regula- 
tions establish standards intended 
to protect movers and consumers 
who are moving to another state 
from many of the conflicts that 
used to arise between moving com- 
panies and their customers. 

One of the biggest areas of con- 
troversy in the past was the esca- 
lation of shipping costs. The con- 
sumer would ask for estimates 
so that he could select the least 
expensive moving company to do 
his job. Many unscrupulous com- 
panies would offer low rates but 
arrive demanding a much higher 
figure on the grounds that the 
job had turned out to be harder 
than anticipated. 

The company would refuse to un 
load the furniture at the new 
house until the homeowner paid 
the higher price. If the homeowner 
could not pay immediately, the 
furniture would often be put into 
storage, and a storage charge and 
extra loading charge would be 
added to the already increased bill 
The new ICC regulations prohi- 
bit movers from making low bids 
and then charging excessive fees. 
Carriers are entitled to collect only 
the amount of the' estimate plus 
up to ten percent of that figure. 
For example, if the estimate is 
$400, the maximum the mover can 
collect is $440. 

Another provision in the regula- 
tions requires the carrier to notify 
his customer if the delivery will 
be delayed more than 24 hours. 
The notification does not make 
the floor any more comfortable to 
sleep on until the bed arrives, but 
the knowledge that the delay is 
minor does make sleep easier. 

Insurance on all items is essen- 
tial when furniture, dishes, and 
appliances are going to travel 
many miles. Moving companies are 
required to carry 60 cents per 
pound in insurance on all items. 
Customers can pay a little extra 
to increase the amount of this in- 
surance to $1.25 per pound. An 
itemized list, detailed to include 
even the number of books and 
pieces of silverware, should be 
prepared to ensure that every item 
can be replaced if the shipment 
is lost. 

Persons who are moving should 
also make a list of all major im- 
perfections in the furniture, and 
they should point out these flaws 
to the movers during the packing. 
These procedures may help settle 
a controversy over who is respon- 
sible for a crack in the mirror 
when the furniture is delivered. 

Moving incidents, delays, and 
oversights inevitably will happen. 
But consumers who learn the new 
regulations and take a few extra 
precautions can save themselves 
from many of the irritating gam- 
bles of “moving days” gone by,

All eyeglasses and sunglasses 
sold in Massachusetts after October 
1, 1972, must have shatter-resistant 
lenses mounted in frames which are 
not highly flamable. 

Massachusetts is the first state 
to enact the complete model law 
proposed by the National Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness, the 
ophthalmic professions, and the op- 
tical industry. 

The legislation was filed by State 
Representative Gregory B. Khaeha- 
doorian of Arlington, State Repre- 
sentative Paul Murphy of Boston, 
State Representative Norman S.

Query Made 
About Loam 

Editor of the Star: 

A letter mailed to Board of Se- 
lectmen was not mentioned in your 
paper last week. However, the fol- 
lowing is what happened. 

On July 2, 1970, I saw a town 
truck backing over my land dump- 
ing fill. My wife states that fill was 
being dumped in this area all morn- 
ing. Upon checking I found that a 
two foot cut of loam was made on 
one side of Churchill Road and on 
the other side an 18-inch cut. 

I was amazed to see that this 
loam was being given away. This 
cut of loam should have been 
dumped behind the curbing along 
Churchill Road. Curbing rises 8 
to 14 inches higher than lawn 
grades now existing. 

I inquired why fill or loam was 
being given away— especially since 
the town needs it all. No definite 
answers were forthcoming. 

I called Selectmen Swanson, 
Saltmarsh, and Amico. I told 
them the story. I told them 
whether it was fill or loam 
it should all be used on the project 
or stockpiled. This material was 
excellent — it should not and can not 
legally be given away. 

The next day more fill or loam 
was dumped. In fact based on a 
conservative estimate the town 
gave away about $1500 worth. 

Good loam goes for $0 per cubic 
yard and good fill sells for $4 per 
cubic yard. 

This continuation of giving this 
material away was a defiant atti- 
tude towards me as the owner of 
Churchill Road except the upper 
portion and also a deprivation of 
taxpayers’ property rights. 

A taxpayers’ bill for an injunc- 
tion could have stopped these free 
gifts of materials. I believed the 
only method was to approach the 
Selectmen. They failed to solve this 
problem. 

If I were elected last year, this 
will not and would not happen. I 
have always stated one member of 
your board should be well versed 
in the field of construction. 

A Board of Public Works is 
must. The taxpayers are at a point 
of no return. We can not alford to 
have men in office who freely give 
away our tax dollars. 

Another matter of importance is 
the awarding of a contract by 
Superintendent O’Brien without 
project being advertised as set by 
General Laws. I was told by one 
Selectman, that he knows of four 
members of the Board who had no 
knowledge of this award. It could 
be said that only a small amount 
was involved — but total them up 
all over town and let us have the 
amount involved. 

Attention, Mr. Costello. An other 
matter of importance^ The Town of 
court in 1964 to correct drainage at 
lower Sunset Road and Churchill 
— they still have failed to carry 
out this order. 

If the Highway Department was 
a l el -t — all this fill should have been 
stockpiled on lower Churchill Road 
for use when they comply with 
matter of importance. The Town of 
Winchester was ordered by the 
court order — Fill and loam given 
away will now cost $2000 to bring 
back.

I applaud and strongly support 
the responsible policy for fiscal 
management proposed by Mr. Ken- 
ney and the Finance Committee 
(July 2) which recommends under- 
taking no new major capital expen- 
ditures or expansions during the 
current tax crisis. The Committee 
is to be commended for taking this 
judicious and realistic position and 
should be given every encourage 
ment and cooperation in carrying 
it out — which should specifically 
include a willingness by all of us 
to forgo for the time being substan- 
tial projects or improvements 
which we might otherwise seek. The 
economies that many of us are now 
applying on a private level provide 
an excellent precedent for support- 
ing comparable economies on a pub- 
lice level. 

In his April 16 letter to The Star, 
Mr. Chadwick pointed out that the 
school budget cannot be bound by 
the action of the Town Meeting. I 
urge the School Committee to 
pledge prompt support in its own 
activities for this sound policy of 
fiscal planning. The projected 1971 
tax rate of at least $66.80 is double 
that of only four years ago. Strong 
and unanimous action must be tak- 
en now to limit new expenditures 
while assuring an adequate level of 
administration and services.

Summer Is Still 
Planting Time 

After the first of July, many 
home gardeners believe the gnrdcn 
planting season is over. This is 
not true if plants rather than seed 
are used to start the garden. 

If the landscape could still use 
i few flowering plants for summer 
olor or if the summer cottage 
needs brightening, now is the time 
to plant flowers. Also, a few re- 
placements for seedlings and ear- 
lier set plants which may have 
fallen victims to insects, rabbits 
other marauding pests are 
needed. They can still be set out 
replacements. 

Massachusetts florists have re- 
cognized the needs of home gar- 
deners for a late supply of gar- 
ion flowers. Special crops of an- 
nual plants are grown for the 
month of July so these will be in 
peak condition to set in the garden 
for immediate colorful displays at 
this time. 

So if bright petunias, sturdy 
snapdragons, cutflower zinnias or 
any of over 100 annual flower var- 
ieties are 'needed, these are still 
available from local florists and 
garden centers. Whether replace- 
ment plants are required, a few 
more plants need to be added to 
a border, or if one’s green thumb 
is just late getting the gardening 
urge, annual plants are still in 
good supply. 

So don’t think the garden plant- 
ing season is over because sum- 
mer has arrived.

Climbing MBTA Costs 
Demand Major Changes 
-- Selectman Saltmarsh 


With Winchester facing an es- 
timated deficit payment to the 
Massachusetts Bay Transporta- 
tion Authority of $180,000 for 
the current fiscal year, Selectman 
Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. says 
that a change in transportation 
philosophy may be necessary. 

“We are at the point where we 
can’t take much more financial- 
ly,” Selectman Saltmarsh, the 
board’s designee to the MBTA, 
said. “Seventy-five to 80 per cent 
of Winchester’s income comes 
from real estate.” 

Winchester 
Is Faring Well 
Under “No Fix” 

Statistics show that Winches- 
ter is running contrary to the 
general trend among Massachu- 
setts cities and towns demonstrat- 
ing an increase in traffic citations 
issued since the “No Fix” system 
began on January 1, I960. 

In 1968 the Town recorded 532 
traffic citations written as com- 
pared to 509 in 1969. This is a 
percentage change of minus 4.3. 

In relation to various neighbor- 
ing towns the figures for 1968 and 
1969 and the percentage change 
are: Billerica, 662, 1280, 93.4; 
Burlington. 509, 807, 58.5; 

Medford, 1104. 1088. minus 1.4; 
Stoneham, 639, 701. 9.7; and Wo- 
burn, 1716, 2165, 26.2. 

Motor Vehicles Registrar Rich- 
ard E. McLaughlin recently re- 
leased the Fourth Annual Audit 
Report of the Registry on the “No 
Fix” traffic citation system cover- 
ing the full year 1069. The State- 
wide system of tamper-proof cita- 
tions for moving vehicle violations 
began under Registrar McLaugh- 
lin’s direction on January 1, 1966. 

Mr. McLaughlin pointed to a 
cumulative four year increase of 
43 per cent in citations since the 
“No Fix” system began, with 439,- 
000 tickets written in 1969 as 
compared with only 308,000 in 
1966, the last year before “No 
Fix” began. Massachusetts cars 
and drivers increased by only 34 
per cent and 14 per cent respec- 
tively, over the same period of 
time. 

The State Police led all enforce- 
ment agencies in citation issuance 
with 154,000 tickets written dur- 
ing 1969. Local police depart- 
ments followed with an aggregate 
total for all cities and towns of 

234.000 tickets. MDC police issued 

19.000 tickets while registry in- 
spectors accounted for the balance 
with some 32,000 citations handed 
out to errant motorists. 

Registrar McLaughlin said, 
“Overall, it is an excellent pic- 
ture. It clearly demonstrates an 
upward trend in vigorous high- 
way law enforcement in -most 
communities. There are more cars, 
more drivers, more crashes, and 
tragically, more deaths each year. 
Certainly, there ought to be more 
traffic citations issued and I am 
glad to see that the audit shows 
we are doing exactly that.” 
Statewide, records showed that 
courts refused to issue complaints 
in only 1.4 per cent of the cases. 
Brighton, Holyoke, and Ipswich 
courts honored 100 per cent of the 
police complaints sought. Lynn, 
Newton, and East Brookfield 
courts, however, refused in excess 
of 4 per cent of the complaints. 

Mr. McLaughlin pointed out 
that only the courts may quash 
“No Fix” citations under the law. 


Winchester’s deficit payment to 
the MBTA for the fiscal year 
ending August 31, 1966 was $2,- 
210.58. By the fiscal year ending 
November, 1969, a little over 
three years later, it had climbed 
to $165,217.62, an increase of 
7,373.9 per cent, according to 
State Auditor Thuddeus Buezko. 

Selectman Saltmarsh suggest- 
ed that the time had come to 
concentrate on transit more than 
on roads. With the Route 93 con- 
struction project moving along, 
he did not see any further major 
road building tasks in the im- 
mediate future. 

“There must be transit plan- 
ning if Boston is to survive,” 
Selectman Saltmarsh said. “I 
don’t think we in Winchester can 
turn our backs on the city.” 

"We have got to get some fi- 
nancial assistance,” Selectman 
Saltmarsh said. 

Federal funds, similar to those 
given to states for interstate 
highway projects, would be help- 
ful, Selectman Saltmarsh de- 
clared. 

“Maybe we should change our 
philosophy a little bit, and take 
funds which would normally be 
used for building superhighways 
and use them for rapid transit,” 
he suggested. 

“We have got to reappraise the 
whole operation, particularly in 
the bus lines, where service may 
have to be consolidated or re- 
duced,” Selectman Saltmarsh said 
in discussing the MBTA’s plight. 
"We might be able to reduce the 
deficit throughout the whole sys- 
tem.” 

Winchester has “as good as 
any or the best commuter rail- 
road service of any city or town 
in the MBTA district,” Selectman 
Saltmarsh commented. 

“I’d like to keep that,” Mr. 
Saltmarsh said. 

Because most commuters are 
“auto-oriented,” the MBTA sys- 
tem might have to show grea- 
ter adaptability to attract more 
riders and more revenue, Select- 
man Saltmarsh observed. 

Bills in the state legislature 
which would change the formula 
for assessing deficit payments to 
communities have not been pass- 
ed yet, he continued. 

Each of the 79 cities and towns 
in the MBTA district has a per- 
centage of the 195 votes. Win- 
chester’s figure is about 1.3 votes, 
Mr. Saltmarsh noted. 

Red Cross Needs 
Volunteers For 
Bloodmobiie Call 

The Winchester Red Cross 
needs volunteers in all services, 
including motor transportation. 

There are also opportunities 
to train now for the volunteer 
staff for the bloodmobile’s visit 
to the Church of the Epiphany 
on Church Street on Friday, Au- 
gust 14. 

Blood supplies are at a low 
ebb. The success of any blood- 
mobile is important at this time, 
according to Red Cross leaders. 

Those interested are asked by 
them to call the Red Cross Chap- 
ter at 729-2300 for further in- 
formation. 


One cost area in which Select- 
man Saltmarsh said study could 
be given is that of labor rela- 
tions. Since from 26 to 28 labor 
unions represent MBTA employ- 
ees, the MBTA is “always in the 
process of negotiating” with one 
or more such groups, he said. 

In this in-house bargaining, he 
believes that the unions are bet- 
ter equipped than the MBTA 
spokesmen.

Watershed 
Group Backs 
“Litter Law” 

The recently passed “Litter 
Law,” the State regulation in- 
creasing the penalty for discard- 
ing refuse on or near highways 
or coastal and inland waters, has 
received the enthusiastic support 
of the Winchester Aberjona Wa- 
tershed Committee. 

If the ruling passed by the 
State Legislature this spring can 
be enforced on the waterways 
and water bodies of this region, 
perhaps the future efforts of the 
Boy Scouts in cleaning up the 
Aberjona will be less rewarding 
than they were this past Spring. 

The act reads in part, “Who- 
ever places, throws, deposits, or 
discharges, or causes to be 
.placed, thrown, deposited, or dis- 
charged any trash, refuse, rub- 
bish, or debris on a public high- 
way or within 20 yards thereof, 
or in or upon coastal or inland, 

waters or within 20 yards 

of any such water, or on proper- 
ty of another without permission 
of the owner thereof, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more 
than $100.” 

These restrictions are not ap- 
plicable to any dumping ground 
which has been approved by a 
public authority. Besides the 
various officials of the State, 
Winchester police officers have 
been given the power to enforce 
this regulation.

Other items on the agenda in- 
clude an outline of procedures 
for selecting the principal of the 
new high school; and comments 
from Dr. W. Howard Niblock, 
recently named director of pupil 
services, on projected plans for 
this office. 

A budget statement will be 
presented and School Committee 
members will make observations 
on their recent visit to the sum- 
mer school and summer teacher 
workshops. 


Winchester continues to have a narcotics problem, but the situation has not worsened since last 
year. Police Chief Edward F. Bowler told Selectmen Monday evening. 

"LSI) is on the way out among the younger kids. They're afraid of it,” Chief Bowler said. 


“There has been quite a bit of 
use of marijuana, but I don’t 
think that anybody knows the 
percentage,” Chief Bowler con- 
tinued. “But I don’t doubt that 
quite a few kids have tried mari- 
juana.” 

“Also there has been use of 
speed. We find hypodermic nee- 
dles but not much more evidence,” 
the chief went on. “We think it 
may be used in a small amount.” 
Pep pills and barbiturates are 
also in use by some young peo- 
ple, Chief Bowler noted. 

“They get them at home,” he 
said. 

Beer is used as a coverup by 
drug takers, Chief Bowler ob- 
served. 

“They don’t take much' whis- 
key,” he added. 

“Heroin is much worse than 
any other drug,” Chief Bowler 
commented. 

While marijuana is the pri- 
mary choice of Winchester drug 
users, some heroin addiction has 
developed here, Chief Bowler 
said. 

Chief Bowler said that he 
knew of four heroin cases. One 
person, living in Winchester, ta- 
king treatment prescribed by a 
physician. A second is residing 
in Cambridge. A third is in 
Bridgewater, while the fourth is 
in Lexington, Kenutcky. 

Substitution of methadone, a 
narcotic not as dangerous as her- 
oin, is one treatment being given 
heroin addicts, Chief Bowler said. 

The Winchester Police Depart- 
rrwnt has had 13 -drug cu*ws in 
court this year, according to 
Chief Bowler. 

Drug problems usually come to 
the attention of parents or the 
family physician first, the chief 
continued. 

“When they get to us, it’s 
usually a last resort or because 
other people were unable to 
help,” Chief Bowler commented. 

Chief Bowler said that the 
Winchester Police Department is 
trying to keep abreast of the 
drug problem by having person- 
nel attend drug training sessions. 
All ranking officers and investi- 
gators will attend, he said. 

“We haven’t had any big raids 
here, ’’Chief Bowler pointed out. 
“We don’t seem to have a con- 
centration of addicts.” 

In a state police raid at the 
Middlesex Fells, eight Winches- 
ter residents and one out of town 
person were involved. 

Chief Bowler contrasted being 
uhder the influence of drugs, 
which is not a crime, with the 
possession or sale of certain 
drugs, which is a crime. 

The drug scene is a shifting 
scene, Chief Bowler said. Drug 
users gather in such places as 
Beacon Hill, Back Bay, Hyunnis, 
Cambridge, and Rockport, he 
said. 

“Winchester kids are getting 
picked up in Back Bay, Cam- 
bridge, and other ’ places,” he 
said. 

The Winchester Police Depart- 
ment is working with other po- 
lice departments on the drug si« 
tuation, Chief Bowler advised. 


“There is quite an abuse of 
marijuana by the younger ele- 
ment,” Chief Bowler said. “The 
same names keep cropping up.” 
"We never had heroin addic- 
tion here to my knowledge until 
the last couple of years,” Chief 
Bowler said. 

The marijuana problem arrived 
in Winchester about six years 
ago, the chief observed. 

Winchester’s drug situation 
was first brought to the atten- 
tion of the public by the clergy, 
sch.ols, and police, he recalled. 

“I think some people are in- 
clined to think it is much worse 
than it is,” Chief Bowler contin- 
ued. 

Until a few years ago, a small 
amount of heroin usage was 
largely limited to Roxbury. Now, 
addiction is growing in the city 
and suburbs, Chief Bowler com- 
mented. 

Chief Bowler said that there 
was much interest in the drug 
problem. Some persons are gen- 
uinely concerned about the mat- 
ter, while others are becoming 
involved in the issue for publici- 
ty, the chief said. 

Dr. Donald E. McLean was 
described by Chief Bowler as 
“the only one in town that the 
kids will come directly to,” when 
facing a drug problem. To illus- 
trate, Chief Bowler noted that 
Dr. McLean recently turned over 
a pound of marijuana to the 
Winchester Police Department, 
presumably brought to him by a 
user or someone in contact with 
a user. 

“Young people don’t often 
come to us," the Chief said. 

Police Lieutenant J nines L Co- 
gan and Juvenile Officer Richard 
W. Beaton, however, have a good 
rapport with young people, Chief 
Bowler believes. 

Chief Bowler said that lie did- 
n’t believe that heroin addicts 
are ever cured. Motivation to 
break the habit, similar to efforts 
by alcoholics in Alcoholics Anon- 
ymous. can help, he maintained. 
The methadrone treatment is 
controversial, Chief Bowler noted. 

Concern’s new “Hotline” pro- 
ject was mentioned by Chief 
Bowler as one local method of 
facing the drug problem. 

Favors Parking Meters 

Turning to the subject of park- 
ing meters, Chief Bowler said, 
“The question has arisen as to 
whether we should do away with 
parking meters. I don’t think we 
should. Businessmen don’t want 
to do away with them.” 

Chief Bowler noted that step- 
ped up enforcement of parking 
meter regulations, especially on 
Thompson Street, had taken 
place. Meters purchased in 1965 
were still in good condition, lie 
said. Damaged or missing me- 
ters are being replaced, he 
added. 

Juvenile Detention Problem 
Winchester should have juve- 
nile detention quarters, Chief 
Bowler maintained. 

Most juveniles taken into cus- 
tody are later turned over to 
their parents, the chief said. 
Some, however, are taken to Wil- 
mington or to Jamaica Plain for 
confinement. 


Chief Bowler said that where 
youths are drunk or under the 
influence of drugs, some parents 
are afraid to take them home 
“and we have a bnby-sitter job.” 
The proposed juvenile deten- 
tion quarters would include fa- 
cilities for boys, girls, and a 
matron. If located upstairs in 
the police station, heating and 
lighting improvements would he 
necessary, Chief Bowler said. 
Closed circuit television would 
also he required, unless someone 
was in constant attendance 
where the prisoners were kept. 
Chief Bowler pointed out. Plans 
prepared about two years ago 
at a cost of $4,700 could be util- 
ized, the chief said. 

Cites Understanding 

Chief Bowler told Selectmen 
that his department was still 
understaffed. Two permanent pa- 
trolmen’s appointments are pend- 
ing. A vacancy exists for a ser- 
geant, Chief Bowler said. 

A qualifying examination for 
police sergeant will probably 
take place in October, Chief Bow- 
ler said. 

Chief Bowler described his de- 
partmental budget as being in 
“pretty good shape.” 

Fire Truck Back 

Fire Chief J. Francis Amico 
told Selectmen that the town’s 
ladder truck was back in service. 
He suggested that the Belmont 
Board of Selectmen be thanked 
by the local board for permitting 
Winchester to use one of its 
trucks while this town’s truck 
was bomg repaired. 

Chief Amico said that the lad- 
der truck was purchased in 1948. 
Its mileage figure of 5,000 or 6.- 
000 miles is not a true indication 
of its usage, he noted. At fires 
the engine is kept running but 
since the vehicle is not moving 
no mileage is recorded. The orig- 
inal engine has been replaced, he 
said. 

The rescue truck is rapidly 
deteriorating. Chief Amico said. 
It wus purchased in 1955. Last 
year, a rebuilt engine was in- 
stalled. 

Chief Amico said that he 
would lifte the coming year’s 
budget to provide for buying a 
new rescue truck. A new ladder 
truck will he needed in three or 
four years, he estimated. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan 
suggested that Chief Amico send 
the hoard a listing of when re- 
placement equipment would he 
needed. 

If the proposed West Side fire 
station is built, engine three 
would be assigned there. En- 
gines two and four will be hous- 
ed at the main fire station, with 
engine one in reserve. 

The town has a “fine” external 
and internal fire alarm system, 
Chief Amico told Selectmen. A- 
bout one fire alarm box is re- 
placed a year, with two or three 
boxes added a year, the chief 
said. 

To complete fire alarm system 
work, it may be necessary to add 
another person or to put the 
present crew on time and a half, 
Chief Amico said.

Heating Systems 
Course Finished 
By Lt. Connolly 

Fire Lieutenant Joseph M. Con- 
nolly has just completed a course 
in fire investigation known as 
“B.B.,” given by the New England 
Fuel Institute, for which he re- 
ceived a certificate of achievement. 
This is the tenth consecutive year 
in which he has attended courses 
given by the Institute. 

This year’s course covered mo- 
dern heating installations being 
utilized in homes today. Demon- 
strated were safe installations, 
new safety controls, etc. which 
make oil heat safe for use. 

The instructors were from ma- 
jor electronic companies, oil burn- 
er manufacturers, and boiler ma- 
kers. 

This course also covered air and 
draft testing, new controls, and 
circulators used in modern heating 
systems, as well as hot air heat- 
ing systems and its safety con- 
trols. New in the field are the in- 
creasingly popular heating sys- 
tems in mobile homes. 

Some of the major companies 
that took part this year were: 
Honneywell Inc., safety controls; 
Burnham Boilers and Carlin Oil 
Burners, which discussed the pre- 
sent burner, shell head burner, and 
retention head burner, us well as 
a new jet burner that is being 
used successfully wihtout a cham- 
ber. 

These courses are utilized by 
Lieutenant Connolly us the inspec- 
tor for all burner installations for 
the Winchester Fire Department.

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— Waltham Hospital May Gain Center For Drug Users — 


A study commission’s report 
released recently would give 
Middlesex County a significant 
boost in the treatment of drug ad- 
dicts. 

Middlesex County Commissioner 
John F. Dever Jr. said that if the 
report recommendations are ac- 
cepted by the Legislature, pnrt of 
the facilities of the Middlesex 
County Hospital in Waltham could 
lie made immediately available for 
a full-scope care program for drug 
users. 

“This treatment center would not 
have to wait for some far future 
date to be established,” Mr. Dever 
said. “The buildings and staff could 
be made for this use almost immed- 
iately with a minimum of funding. 
The people who are being hurt by 


i drugs, the users and their families 
both, need attention right now. 
They can't wait for the future." 
j Mr. Dever, who co-sponsored the 
Legislation to set tip an indepen- 
| dent, non-partisan group to make 
1 a comprehensive study and recom- 
! mendations*, is a member of the 
1 panel, along with County Commis- 
| sioners John L. Danohy and Fred- 
erick J Connors. 

i “There are many legitimate dif- 
I forenccs of opinion and views of 
: how to best treat those unfortunate 
j people who have drug problems. 
This plan we are offering would 
provide the broadest range of trent- 
I nirnt while society waits for all the 
I authorities to resolve the issue to 
! the best form of solution,” Mr. 
j Dever said. 


The ehnirman of the Middlesex 
County Commission said that the 
, study committee worked diligently 
for more than a year doing re- 
search. and interviewing medical 
authorities and hearing testimony 
j before issuing the report. 

! “The recommendations,” Mr. 
j Dever said, "would authorize the 
I County Commissioners to convey to 
n board of trustees the facilities 
i that will enable the implementation 
i of the program for a minimal 
| amount of funding. In order to re- 
! move the program from political 
: partisanship, it is proposed thnt it 
! lie administered by a board of 
i trustees. 

j “Because there is no one location 
i in the area to provide a full-range 
j of services,” Mr. Dever said, "the 


County Hospital would be desire- 
able. the plan rolls for the leasing 
of only the Wellington Hall Build- 
ing on the Hospital grounds for in- 
patient and out-patient treatment 

“The Commission report also pro- 
poses that the Superintendent’s 
house on the ground be a Residen- 
tial Treatment Facility, the first of 
its kind to my knowledge.” 

Mr. Dever said the location of the 
Residential House wns suggested 
because of its location which is 
close enough to the Hospital, yet 
physically removed, and is available 
| to transportation and community 
* atmosphere. 

In speaking for the plan Mr. 

| Dever noted that presently the

I The Commissioner said the serv- 
ice? proposed for the in-patient, 
out-patient, facility include such 
j programs as detoxification, medical 
examination, urine evaluation for 
i opiates and barbiturates, labora- 
tory tests, psychological testing, 
physchintric evaluation, vocational 
and educational evaluation. 

It also includes family contact, 
evaluation by rehabilitation coun- 
selors, formulation of treatment 
and rehabilitation plans for each 
addict, communication with courts 
or other referral sources and imple- 
mentation of n treatment plan. 

The Residential Treatment Cen- 
ter would provide extended care fa- 
cilities. It would ho used to train 
a professional staff, including re- 
habilitation counselors who might 
he former addicts. It would also 
provide a continuing program for 
individuals who might build and 
maintain help-giving resources 
within the communities, the county 
and the state. The proposal also en- 
visions development of preventive 
and educational programs. 

Along with Commissioners Dever, 
Connors, and Danehy who were ap- 
pointed to the study panel by stat- 
ute, the other members include 
three members appointed by the 
President of the Senate who are 
Senators Dennis L. McKenna of 
Somerville. John E. Harrington of 
Lowell, and Fred Lamson of Mal- 
den. 

Appointed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives were 
Timothy W. Hickey and Michael 
Lombardi, both of Cambridge, Ed- 
ward J. Dever Jr. of Arlington, 
George L. Sacco Jr. of Medford and 
Carl R. Ohlson of West Bridge- 
water. 

The governor’s appointees to the 
committee were Mrs. Judy Katsi- 
rubas of Wakefield and Allen Ken- 
ney of Lexington.

A number of breaking anti enter- 
ings which occurred during the past 
week are being investigated by the 
Winchester Police Departmnt. 

On Wednesday, July IS, James Di- 
Benedetto, steward for the Christo- 
pher Columbus Club, Raymond 
Place, informed police of an entry 
into the club through a broken win- 
dow. According to the report filed 
by Officer Joseph N. Perritano. the 
items known to be missing at this 
time included approximately $300 
from a money bag and a quantity 
of cigarettes and liquor kept in a 
locked cabinet. A key obtained from 
the money bag had unlocked the 
cabinet. 

Officer Perritano responded the 
following morning, Thursday, to a 
call from a Cambridge Street resi- 
dence. It was discovered that a 
locked door on the second floor had 
been forced. No ransacking was 
evident. The only thing known then 
to he missing was an antique silver 
setting. 

An incident which began with the 
report of a stolen automobile at 
5:40 a.m. on Thursday, July 1(5, led 
to the discovery of larceny. Ser- 
geant Roland Roy recorded the 
series of events. A Pilgrim Drive 
owner telephoned Winchester Head- 
quarters that his vehicle had When 
stolen. A call soon followed from 
the Rockport Police Department 
that they had arrested two 15- 
year-old hoys, both of Winchester. 

At 6:20 a.m. Rockport again con- 
tacted Winchester to inform police 
here thnt among the personal ef- 
fects of one youth they had found 
a credit card belonging to a Fox- 
croft Road resident. The owner, 
when notified, had been unaware 
of the loss and returned a call to 
Rockport. Later conversations with 
the Foxcroft Road citizens revealed 
that two more credit cards and a 
four by six inch television were 
also missing. Action on the case 
will continue. 

On Saturday, July 18, three com- 
plaints of theft were investigated 
by the Department. One came from 
the Allied Vending Corporation, 43 
River Street which reported that a 
ard board box was missing from a 
truck which had been parked on 
the property. The box contained 12 
anvas hags with a sizeable amount 
of change and 50 empty hags. 

A second summons for help was 
received from Automotive Electric 
Services, 102 Cross Street at 3:15 
p.m. According to the report sub- 
mitted by Officer Robert Baird, en- 
try was probably gained by break- 
ing a 10 by 2-1 inch pane on the 
east side of the building. Cash was 
removed from a soda machine 
which had been broken open. No- 
thing was noticed as taken from a 
steel closet. A half-ton pick up 
truck owned by Richburge Con- 
struction was missing from a 
garage, as was a transit glass from 
the office of Gerry Recga of Reegu 
Construction. A more detailed list 
of articles taken was to be compiled 
at a tutor date.

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Editorials: 

Getting Around 


In a little over three year*. Winchester’s defi- 
cit payments to the Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority have jumped 7,373.9 per- 
cent. 

From $2,210.58 for the fiscal year ending 
August 31, 1966. the deficit payment figure had 
climbed to $165,217.62 for the fiscal year ending 
November 30. 1969. according to State Auditor 
Thaddeus Buczko. 

This year's deficit payment by \Y inchester is 
expected to be around $180,000. 

Selectman Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr., the 
Board of Selectmen’s representative to the 
MBTA. rightly points out that it is time to 
reappraise the whole MBTA operation. 

Homeowners are at the point where they can't 
take much more financially, as Selectman Salt- 
marsh notes. Sinee, he estimates, from 75 to 80 
percent of the town's income comes from real 
estate, the effect such MBTA deficit payments 
have on residential tax bills is strongly evident. 

In a reappraisal of the present MBTA opera- 
tion, as recommended by Selectman Saltmarsh. 
a look at some of the system's present costs is 
advisable. 

One expense to which State Auditor Buczko 
calls attention is the MBTA's use of consultants. 
Some or all of such use may be necessary. How- 
ever. the question should be examined. 

In a summary of Mr. Buezko's report on an 
examination of MBTA accounts, Mr. Buczko 
comments: 

“The State Auditor has consistently insisted 
consultant contracts should be entered into only 
if the work cannot be done by the staff of the 
MBTA. The State Auditor, as in previous audits, 
repeats this question: 

“ ‘Has the management delegated its respon- 
sibility to consultants?’ 

“One grouping of such consultants relating 
to personnel have received a total of $395,069.78. 

“The State Auditor noted from August 4, 1964, 
to February 6, 1970, payments of $371,929.11 
have been made to attorneys for legal work. One 
law firm received $300,511.37 of this amount. 
It also was noted that the MBTA has a legal 
department consisting of 46 persons with a year- 
ly payroll of $622,352, of whom 22 arc attor- 
neys.” 

Mr. Buczko also reported that the MBTA hail 
originally planned to construct a 10-story control 
center building in Dewey Square, Boston. It 
then changed the proposal to provide for a five- 
story structure. 

Design costs under the original plan were 
$65,000. They have been increased to $387,000, 
however, for the new project. 

MBTA payroll costs arc high, Mr. Buczko 
points out. Total income of the MBTA for the 
audit period, exclusive of state assistance pay- 
ments was $70,838,926.32. The payrolls for the 
period amounted to $69,079,083.51. 

The State Auditor considered other MBTA 
costs in his audit. The examples cited here, how- 
'ver, indicate the need for close examination 
of all MBTA expenses. 

In addition to a look ai MBTA costs. Select- 
man Saltmarsh advocates federal financial assist- 


ance for the system. The federal government 
reimburses states for part of the cost on con- 
structing interstate highways. Selectman Salt- 
marsh suggests similar aid for public transpor- 
tation projects. 

A major change in our philosophy toward 
transporting people is necessary. Selectman 
Saltmarsh believes. He urges communities to 
turn their attention from roads to mass transit. 

Such a shift in thinking would be a big step. 
Sinee the end of World War II. the number of 
riders on public transportation vehicles has de- 
clined. Increasing number of workers have 
shown a preference for commuting in their cars. 

For some, private transportation is a must, 
sinee public transportation is not conveniently 
available. Fir others, the mobility and privacy 
of the family ear gives it a great advantage over 
using public transit. There is no need to wait 
for an overcrowded vehicle to arrive late. One's 
own ear can do the job more comfortably and 
in many cases, more quickly. 

Thinking of this type, of course, caused cars 
to crowd our roads, so we built more highways. 
The ears also polluted our air. so we worried 
about that some. Meanwhile, public transporta- 
tion companies continued to suffer as their rev- 
enues dipped. 

Having dealt serious blows to the life of the 
transit systems, we are now concerned that the 
results not be fatal. Do we encourage more 
patronage ami reduce our costs somewhat or do 
we continue to subsidize public transit for a 
smaller number of citizens? 

Perhaps we should reduce costs as much as 
possible, encourage greater patronage, and, with 
both these steps, trim down the amount by 
which we subsidize public transit. 

Selectman Saltmarsh correctly says that Win- 
chester has commuter railroad service as good 
as that of any community in the MBTA district, 
if not the best. Increasing use of it would give 
the MBTA more revenue and should theoretic- 
ally. at least, lessen the burden on the W inches- 
ter home owner at tax time. 

The possibility of consolidation or reduction 
in service on some MBTA bus lines was also 
mentioned by Selectman Saltmarsh. This sug- 
gestion has merit, if studied carefully. 

Proposals to change the formula for determin- 
ing the method of MBTA deficit payment assess- 
ments on communities, now before the state 
legislature, might help Winchester. 

The MBTA must show more adaptability in 
the service it provides. Selectman Saltmarsh also 
commented. If we are to overcome our **auto- 
oriented” attitudes, as Selectman Saltmarsh de- 
scribed them, we are going to have to be per- 
suaded that public transportation, where avail- 
able, is the more desirable method of getting 
around. 

Only the name has been changed, hut tin- defi- 
cit remains. The Massachusetts Bay Transpor- 
tion Authority faces the same problems that 
confront its predecessors, the Metropolitan Tran- 
sit Authority and the Boston Elevated Railway. 
Communities such as W inchester, which suffer 
financially as u result of these MBTA problems, 
arc still seeking solutions to then' problems. 
Selectman Saltniarsh's views ean be of great 
help. 


A Danger Of Death 


Breaking and entering, larceny, the smashiug 
of windows, and other crimes and vandalism 
are not to be lightly dismissed. 

Such acts are serious because they cause finan- 
cial loss and inconvenience to others. Often the 
taking of irreplaceable sentimental items is al.-o 
involved. 

At the same time, tin: character of the culprit 
committing the ucts is not left unmarked by 
his deeds, even if he i» not caught. 

But a crime involving the physical safety and 
even the lives of others is much more serious. 

A recent item on the police blotter reports 
the stoning of a railroad passenger ear south of 
Wedgeiuere Station* t ^ 


Such incidents have been occurring too fre- 
quently near Boston. On more than one occa- 
sion. victims of such incidents have been treated 
at Winchester Hospital. 

Just a few years ago, one New York man was 
killed when struck by a rock flung at a train 
on which he was a passenger. There may have 
been other casualties oil other occasions of which 
we have no knowledge. 

The injuries suffered by victims of rocks 
thrown at trains going to and from Winchester 
are already too much to accept. A fatality is 
almost inevitable if such acts of vandalism con- 
tinue. Persons found guilty of throwing rocks 
at trains should be severely punished. This dun- 
gcroua act is inexcusable.

Summer School “ Learn In” Aids Special Pupils

The six-week summer school clin- 
ic for learning disabilities now in 
progress in the Winchester school 
system not only provides more ex- 
tensive services for children in 
grades one through six with such 
limitations, but also provides an 
opportunity to train graduate stu- 
dents for this specialized area. 

Initiated in September, 1968, by 
Dr. Donald A. Klemer, superin- 
tendent of schools, and Dr. Boris 
Gertz. former director of the Les- 
ley College Graduate School, the 
program now includes pupils from 
Winchester. Peabody, Arlington, 
‘Melrose, Medford, Reading, Wake- 
field, Woburn. Lexington, and Na- 
shua, New Hampshire. 

The 1970 summer school staff is 
composed of 15 experienced class- 
room teachers who have had train- 
ing in the area of learning disabili- 
ties and are presently working to- 
ward a masters degree at Lesley 
College. The supervisory staff in- 
cludes Judy Hawkos, coordinator 
of the Winchester Learning Disa- 
bilities Program, and Jill Hamilton, 
instructor of the practicum ia 
learning disabilities from Lesley 
College Graduate School. Eileen 
Gertz, a master teacher in learning 
disabilities from the Winchester 
school system also acts as a re- 
source person and as a model for 
observation of methods. 

In addition to individual tutorial 
sessions, art, music, drama, and 
physical education periods are in- 
cluded in the daily schedule. The 
average ejass is composed of ten 
children. Specialist in each of these 
areas: Judy Flood in art, Joanna 
Jones in music, Annette Miller, 
drama, and Jan Collins, physical 
education, have designed and are 
teaching appropriate activities for 
growth in skill areas as well as de- 
velopment of a positive self-image. 

Specific emphasis is on a close 
meshing of the four subject areas. 
These specialists have been given 
background readings in the field of 
learning disabilities. Careful co- 
planning resulted in lessons that 
combine music and handwriting, art 
and small motor control; physical 
education and music. A sense of 
rhythm, integration, spatial orien- 
tation, visual and auditory memory, 
motor control and other functional 
processes are common threads run- 
ning through all subject areas. 

Among techniques in music are 
the Orff instruments — xylophones, 
glockenspiels and marimbas — used 
for auditory discrimination, audi- 
tory memory, small motor control, 
rhythmic development, left-right 
orientation and creative composi- 
tion. 

A project in mosaics is an exam- 
ple of one of the varied art uctivi-

ties in the program. It is designed 
to develop and strengthen the 
child’s visual ability to assemble an 
object from parts to whole and is 
closely correlated with the letter- 
word relationships. In addition to 
object assembly, the activity fo- 
cuses on developing spatial rela- 
tionships, fine motor control, and 
eye-hand coordination. 

Gross motor development is em- 
phasized in physical education 
through games, exercises, and dan- 
ces which incorporate walking, run- 
ning, bouncing, throwing, balanc- 
ing, jumping, -and skipping. These 
are geared to build and maintain 
numerous skills, among which are 
included muscle development, body 
image, eye-hand coordination, se- 
quencing, following directions, and 
integration of rhythm. 

Initially, many students lack the 
skills necessary for self-expression. 
The drama class provides experi- 
ences which aid in developing this 
integrative ability. By starting 
with the familiar and working 
through progressive stages into 
imaginary realms, children gain 
experience in expressing their in- 
dividual impression of the world 
around them. 

Simple dramatic exercises begin- 
ning with a physical task such us 


opening a door or throwing a ball 
result in the ability to demonstrate 
the use of interaction in role-play- 
ing and, perhaps, to better integra- 
tion of the child in his regular class- 
room. In the beginning, children 
work as a group, thereby easing the 
feeling of self-consciousness; then 
in pairs; and finally individual 
characters are portrayed. 

Sequencing of action and events 
is developed through the student 
production of an original film. Chil- 
dren become aware through obser- 
vation and use of their senses that 
there are many ways to learn and 
gain understanding of their world. 

Throughout the summer session, 
visitors from neighboring univer- 
sities and clinics, Massachusetts 
General Hospital, and Children’s 
Hospital observe teaching methods 
and materials in tutorial and class 
sessions. 

During the summer program, an 
individual parent conference is 
held, followed by a parent group 
meeting. Emphasis is placed on 
providing helpful home activities 
and easing parental anxiety. -Such 
meetings further the awareness 
that a six-week program such as 
described above can only sustain 
or strengthen — not cure com- 
pletely.

EMMA, LADY HAMILTON

So much of a malicious ami scandalous nature has 
been written of Lndy Hamilton and her relationship 
with Lord Nelson that we are left with the image 
of a flamboyant personality whose main claim to 
fame was the illicit capture of England’s hero. Mrs. 
Hardwick’s study of Emma is done with sympathy 
and insight and gives a credible picture of a girl 
whose rare beauty and talent led her from social 
obscurity into the paths of the great and famous of 
her time. 

The most stable influence in Emma’s life was her 
mother. Her parents wore poor people, and she was 
their only child, her mother being widowed six weeks 
after Emma’s birth. Mrs. Lyon took her baby daugh- 
ter back to her parents’ home in Flintshire, where 
her father was a shepherd and her mother carried 
coals for the ‘great people “up at Broad Lane Hall.” 
Neither Mrs. Lyon nor Emma wns literate and Em- 
ma’s first job was as nursery-maid to a local family, 
the Thomases. He was a surgeon and specialist in 
smallpox vaccination which “may have been the rea- 
son why Emma’s radiant complexion was never 
ruined by the terrible scourge of Europe which spoilt 
so many eighteen-century faces.” 

We next hear of Emmn’s arrival in London and 
her engagement as “nursemaid in the house of 
Thomns Linley, composer, father-in-law of Sheridan, 
and part-owner of Drury Lane Theatre. . . . The at- 
mosphere . . . was the ideal climate for the cultiva- 
tion of Emma’s inborn gift for music and drama. 
. . .” It must have been difficult for a girl as poor 
and beautiful as Emma to remain untouched and at 
15 she became the mistress of Sir Harry Feathers- 
tonhaugh. He turned her away when she became 
pregnant and she went to his friend, Greville. Her 
daughter was sent away to a boarding school at the 
age of two and she lived with Greville, whose undo 
wns Sir William Hamilton, for several years, during 
which sbe learned to read and write, “sing, play 
a musical instrument or two, and, in general, be a 
credit to him.” The charming portrait by Romney 
which appears on the dust jacket of the book shows 
Emma as she must have looked during this period 
of her life. 

In 1785, Greville was very short of money and he 
offered Emma to his uncle, much as he would have 
offered him a pet dog. Sir William was 54 and a 
widower. Far from being the complacent cuckold that 
history has painted, he seems to have been a man 
of wit and wisdom and the only one of her liaisons 
thus far who gave Emma faithfulness, security and 
love. In 1791 he married her. They lived in Naples 
where Sir William was Ambassador, and it was 
here, while insurrection was brewing against the 
King and Queen of Naples, that Emma Hamilton 
met Horatio Nelson. 

Mrs. Hardwick’s tale of the “Nelson years” when 
tho limelight was^focussed so strongly on the three 
main character^ Js detailed and fascinating, and 
the painful deeftfie of Emma’s circumstances after 
the death of her famous lover is sympathetically 
related. Lady Hamilton died in Calais on January 
15, 1815, in great want. 

Mrs. Hardwick gives us a portrait of Emma as 
neither a saint nor a prostitute, but a very lively 
and talented personality, “more sinned against than 
sinning.”

Medicare Cost 
Raised To $5.30 

In July, the basic monthly premi- 
um paid by people enrolled for the 
medical insurance part of Medicare 
went up from $4 to $5. JO, reflecting 
the rising costs of medical care in 
the country. 

The increase is necessary to keep 
the medical insurance program on a 
pay-as-you-go basis, according to 
John E. Lonergan Jr., District 
Manager of the Cambridge Social 
Security Office. 

The $4 basic premium rate has 
been in effect since April, 1908. 
Actual costs of the program, how- 
ever, have shown that the rate 
should have gone up to about $4.70 
in July, 1969, Mr. Lonergan said. 


Because the premium wasn’t 
changed then, the program has had 
to draw upon reserve funds. 

Al>out half of the increase start- 
ing in July is needed to finance the 
insurance program as it is working 
now. The rest of the increase will 
cover higher costs anticipated in 
the 11)70-1971 premium period. 

"Even though the premium rate 
is going up. Medicare medical in- 
surance is still a bargain for older 
people,” said Mr. Lonergan. “Pur- 
chasing comparable coverage 
through a private insurance com- 
pany would be many times more 
expensive.” 

Medical insurance under Medi- 
care costs twice the amount bene- 
ficiaries pay. The premiums of par- 
ticipants cover half the cost of the 
program. The other half is paid 
out of general Federal revenues. 


Medical insurance pays for doc- 
tors’ services, certain medical sup- 
plies, diagnostic tests, and certain 
laboratory and X-ray services. 

The medical insurance part of 
Medicare, is financed on a short- 
term basis. Under the law, the Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare must determine each De- 
cember the premium rate that will 
apply during th 12-month period 
beginning the next July 1. The rate 
is based on the estimated cost of 
benefits and administrative ex- 
penses in the coming year.

Beginning J.ily 1, the men have 
met twice per week to receive in- 
struction on treatment of wounds, 
shock, artificial respiration, poison- 
ing. fractures, heart attacks, apo- 
plexy, burns, and transportation of 
the injured. 

During August an advanced 
course wil be offered. Eventually, 
all patrolmen with the department 
will have completed this trnining. 

Instructor for the courses is 
Winchester Officer John McKinley. 
Having received instruction ot the 
State Police Training Academy in 
1966, he recently completed the 
American National Red Cross 
Aquatic School program in Han- 
son. Officer McKinley attended this 
10-day intensified course through a 
scholarship for instructor training 
granted to him by the Winchester 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross.

Minico, Albert Duffy. John Fron- 
gillo, William ONeil.

Loam Query Answered 

Superintendent of Streets Ro- 
bert G. O’Brien, in a letter to 
Selectmen, answered a question 
from E. B. Rotondi Jr. of 224 
Forest Street about town loam. 
Mr. Rotondi’s query appeared in 
a letter to the Editor of the 
Star, published in the July 16, 
1970 issue. The Selectmen agreed 
that Mr. O’Brien’s letter repre- 
sented the feelings of the board. 
The letter read: 

“I would like at this time to 
advise you on the true facts per- 
Churchill Road. It appears that 
Mr. Rotondi who claims to be 
quite knowledgeable in the field of 
construction is quite in error in 
not only one of his statements but 
ull of his statements and figures. 

“First Mr. Rotondi mentioned 
that the curb reveal varies from 
8” to 14” which is in fact true 
and a true indication as to the 
irregular line and grade of the 
road which Mr. Rotondi claims 
was built to meet acceptance re- 
quirement. Mr. Rotondi also failed 
to mention that the Town had to 
rebuild and relocate ull of the 
catch basins and manholes on this 
street which were supposed to be 
built in accordance with Town 
specifications and which were 
built by Mr. Rotondi. 

“Now let us consider the loam 
Mr. Rotondi claims was excavated 
and wasted. First of all there was 
approximately an 8” cut and not 
an 18” in these loam areas mixed 
with sod and some sand veins 
amounting to some 30 c.y.plus or 
1 minus. That fill along with other 
I waste fill was dumped behind the 


curbing for hacking. Now let us 
consider the project as a whole. 

“1. Total excav. required — 
Churchill Rond — 175 c.y. 

“2. Total fill required behind 
curbing — 27 c.y. 

Total material to waste or hnul 
away — 148 c.y. 

“Now we have 148 c.y. of ma- 
terial to hnul away or stockpile at 
the end of Churchill Road ns Mr. 
Rotondi suggests. Let us first con- 
sider the value of this fill as Mr. 
Rotondi states, is worth $4.00 per 
c.y. I can buy clean run of hank 
gravel for $1.75 /c.y. delivered to 
the job site, so if Mr. Rotondi is 
paying $4.00 c.y. for ordinary fill 
which I value at anywhere from 
$ .30 'c.y. to nothing depending on 
need or location, then I suggest 
that Mr. Rotondi recheck his fig- 
ures. 

If this material which I value 
at zero is stockpiled at the end 
of Churchill Road then when and 
if I decide to use it I would have 
to send a loader and trucks to this 
location to obtain said material, 
a time consuming and costly ope- 
ration. This material is being ex- 
cavated out and replaced with 
gravel because it was unsuitable 
road material and if I were to 
haul this to say the Town Yard 
to use at a later date this again 
would he a waste of time and 
money. Any construction man 
knows that the most efficient op- 
eration and the most economical 
operation is to find the shortest 
haul to the dump site and to keep 
the excavating equipment busy 
with the least number of trucks 
under the bucket. This is exactly 
what I did. I was able to exca- 
vate this material with one truck 
under the bucket and eliminate 
waiting time for the Gradall. If I 
were to haul this to the Yard I 
would have needed 3 trucks or a 
Gradall waiting time of from 20 
minutes to 30 minutes between 
loads which I would consider 
wasteful. 

“Now let us look at the $2,000 
Mr. Rotondi says was given away 
and has to be replaced. 

“175 c.y. Total excav. 

“ 27 c.y. Used behind curb 

“148 c.y. Hauled away at value 
0 equals $0.00. 

“Screened Loam estimated to 
dress up behind curb 35 c.y. at 
$5.00 /c.y. not $<>.00 as stated 
equals $175. as figured in the es- 
timate and I feel that these peo- 
ple with such well cared for lawns 
would accept nothing but screened 
loam in replacement. I, therefore, 
feel that Mr. Rotondi’s $2,000.00 
value amounts to $0.00 as pointed 
out above.”

Mike Gilberti, Joe Campo, and 
Ron Fiorilli of the Sachems; John 
Sullivan, burly line backer from 
Melrose, and Wakefield’s gargan- 
tuan tackle. Dave Lapham. 

It is the latter, and some of his 
line mates who will cause the 
aforementioned tremors. At last 
reports Dave was tipping the beam 
at 260, with the weight well distri- 
buted over his 6 ft. 3 in. frame. 
Other members of the front wall 
“beef trust” include: George As- 
sad, Cambridge Latin, at 6 ft.

There 
are few schoolboy ends who rate 
with Bill Wolfe in his ability to 
carry out a well timed blocking 
assignment, and then break into 
the clear to snag the passes. He 
did this successfully at least 20 
times lust season, and if memory 
serves correctly, it happened ten 
times in the opposing end zone for 
touchdown^, with the one in the 
Woburn game still standing out in 
bold relief. 

Then too, Joe Campo, although 
handicapped by injuries made two

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Upkeep On Local Cars 
Is $732,007,000 A Year 


With many Middlesex County 
families away on vacation jaunts 
in their cars and others preparing 
to go, the question of cost becomes 
a prime consideration. 

According to available figures, 
local travelers will have to pay 
about 18 percent more for their 
food, lodging, and other require- 
ments than they did five years ago. 
Inflation has struck here as every- 
where else. 

The changes are detailed by the 
American Automobile Association, 
which surveys the situation every 
few years. It finds that practically 
everything has gone up in price. 

The net efTect, for two people 
traveling by car this summer, is 
that they will have to spend about 
$6 more per day for necessities 
than they did in 1965. 

On the basis of the AAA find- 
ings, Middlesex County vacation- 
ers must count on a daily budget 
of $89.50 to cover the essential 
needs of two people. 

Assumed is that they will aver- 
age 300 miles a day and get 14 
miles to the gallon of gas. 

The budget is broken down as 
follows: $14 for lodgings, another 
$14 for meals and snacks, $8.50 
for gas and oil, and $3 for tips and 
miscellaneous items. 

The matter of vacation costs 
brings up the bigger question, for 
Middlesex County car owners, of 
how much it is costing them per 
year to own and operate their 
cars. 

The AAA has come up with new 
figures on this score. It finds that 
the average car in the popular- 
price range, driven 10,000 miles a 
year, costs $1,448, equivalent to 
14.5 cents per mile. This compares 
with 12.0 cents in 1965. 

Included in this are fixed costs, 
such as insurance, depreciation 
and license fees, totaling $1,053, 


or $2.88 per day. The major part 
of it is depreciation, $729. 

The variable costs — for gas, 
oil, tires and maintenance — total 
$395 for 10,000 mile operation, or 
3.96 cents a mile. 

Applied to Middlesex County 
and to the 505,530 passenger cars 
in its area, the overall cost is ( 
about $732,007,000 a year. 

Despite the bigger expense, auto 
travel has been on the rise and 
local gas stations have benefited 
from it. Their receipts last year 
came to $153,896,000, a gain over 
the previous year’s $129,792,000.

ened and if the person in charge 
thereof signals for him to stop. 
The operator may thereafter pass 
with caution if he is traveling in 
the same direction as the animal. 
If he is traveling in the opposite 
direction, he must keep his vehicle 
stationary as long as may be rea- 
sonable to allow the animal to 
pass. 

The fines provided for conviction 
of this violation are: 

First offence — Not more than 
$25; 

Second offence — Not more than 
$50 nor less than $25; 

Subsequent offences during any 
12 month period — Not more than 
$100 nor less than $50.

Army Engineers 
Need Experts On 
Soil Matters 

A qualified young man can enlist 
in the Army and receive a guar- 
antee that he will be trained as a 
soil analyst, according to Sgt. Wil- 
liam F. Dukeshire, area Army re- 
cruiter. 

When the Army decides to build 
a rond, an air field, or a camp, one 
f the first soldiers at the site is 

soil analyst. His professional 
judgment is required before a buil- 
ding site can be selected. He has 
been trained to test and evaluate 
all kinds of soil conditions and 
construction materials. 

A background in mathematics 
and science is necessary for a man 
to qualify as a soil analyst en- 
listee and attend the seven week 
course conducted at the United 
States Army Engineer School, Bel- 
voir, Virginia. There, the student 
obtains a working knowledge if 
geology as it pertains to construc- 
tion, a familiarization with ma- 
terials used in military construc- 
tion, and the techniques of field 
and laboratory testing of bitumen 
and concrete. 

In the field, the soil analyst stu- 
dies the origin, distribution, and 
composition of soils and classifies 
them according to standard geo- 
logical types. Testing and experi- 
mental work is performed to de- 
termine the characteristics of con- 
struction materials needed for a 
particular site. The analyst also 
investigates problems of stabiliza- 
tion and drainage of soils used as 
foundations. 

Sergeant Dukeshire, who is lo- 
cated at 49 High Street, Medford, 
has further information about soil 
analyst training and many other 
fields that are open to young men 
and women in the United States 
Army. He may be contacted at the

Consumers 
Are Warned 
Of Auto Services 

Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn warned Massachusetts con- 
sumers to be wary of salesmen 
selling automotive devices in shop- 
ping centers and at other tempo- 
rary sales locations. 

Mr. Quinn’s Consumer protection 
Division learned recently that in 
dependent salesmen, some from 
out-of-state, have been selling low- 
priced devices that purportedly 
save motorists large sums of mon- 
ey on gasoline bills. Most of these 
salesmen sell out of their cars or 
at temporary structures and then 
move on. 

Mr. Quinn advised consumers 
that his office has received com- 
plaints from purchasers of the de- 
vices who find that the gadgets 
do not substantially lower gaso- 
line milenge. He urged consumers 
to be careful about buying any 
such devices even if the price is 
low.

Consumers 
Are Returned 
Over 8200,000 

Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn announced that his Con- 
sumer Protection Division recov- 
ered over $200,000 for Massachu- 
setts consumers during the se- 
cond quarter of 1970. 

In 1.933 cases settled between 
April 1 ami June 30 investigators 
and attorneys secured the return 
of $220,322 to 637 different per- 
sons who had reported com- 
plaints to the division. This fig- 
ure exceeds the amount returned 
in any previous quarter. 

During the same period, the 
division obtained injunctions a- 
gainst or assurances of discon- 
tinuance from fifteen companies 
charged with violating the Mas- 
sachusetts consumer protection 
laws. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Laurence R. Buxbaum, chief of 
the Consumer Protection Divi- 
sion, reported that 1,974 cases 
opened during the same quarter 
are under investigation.

Electrical Problems 
Hit Fire Department 


Because Of Power Cuts 


Fire Chief I. Francis Amico told the Board ol Selectmen Monday evening that electrical power prob- 
lems had developed at the fire station Monday. He said that lights flickered, fans and air conditioners 
operated spasmodically, the picture on the television receiver at the fire station was a fraction of its 
public atldress system was weaker than usual.

A service representative from 
Boston Edison Company who 
checked the system Monday told 
Chief Amico that the fire station 
was “getting all the power the 
wires could carry,” the chief 
said. 

Chief Amico told Selectmen 
that the fire department’s emer- 
gency power system doesn’t cut 
in until the basic system is en- 
tirely off. As a result, in a situa- 
tion such as that experienced this 
week, the emergency facilities 
cannot help. 

Walter B. Stockwood of 136 
Highland Avenue, an electrician, 
was called to the scene Tuesday 
by Chief Amico. Mr. Stockwood 
replaced a burned out compressor 
motor so that the fire whistle, 
knocked out by the power prob- 
lems, could run again. 

A power cut had caused the 
trouble. Mr. Stockwood is conduct- 
ing a complete survey of the 
fire department’s electrical sys- 
tem. 

Voltage on one line into the 
fire department had been reduced 
from 120 to 100 volts. On another 
line, the drop was from 123 to 
103 volts, according to Chief Am- 
ico. 

Boston Edison Company made 
the power cuts, Chief Amico said, 
to avoid a total blackout. He 
said that the firm was “doing 
the best they can.” 

Chief Amico said that depart- 
mental air conditioners were 


shut off during the trouble to 
avoid damaging them. Some 
lights were also turned off. 

Thomas Lane, manager of ad- 
vertising and public information 
for Boston Edison Company, de- 
scribed his firm’s voltage cuts as 
positive, rather than negative 
steps. The action is taken to pre- 
vent a possible general power 
knockout, he noted. 

“We do not reduce the electric- 
ity,” he explained, “but we do, on 
occasion, when the demand is ex- 
tremely high, reduce the voltage. 
This allows us to pick up tjuite a 
capacity.” 

Mr. Lane acknowledged that 
voltage reductions had been in ef- 
fect Monday and Tuesday. He 
said that he did not know how 
long such cuts would continue. 

Several factors have contribut- 
ed to the problem, according to 
Mr. Lane. 

One is that some machinery in 
generating plants is down for per- 
iodic overhaul and repairs. This 
situation, alone, would not create 
trouble. 

Added to it, however, is the 
fact that two facilities scheduled 
to have been in operation by now, 
are not yet in service. One, at 
Millstone Point, Connecticut, fac- 
ed strike problems, causing a de- 
lay. The other is a Yankee Atom- 
ic plant in Vermont. Because Bos- 
ton Edison Company is part of 
the New England Electric Sys- 
tem, it is tied in with other elec- 


tric operations in the region and 
is affected by their conditions. 

A third factor is extremely 
heavy usage of electrical equip- 
ment. Air conditioners, in partic- 
ular, have been in almost constant 
operation during the current heat 
wave. 

Thus the three factors mention- 
ed by Mr. Lane, taken together, 
have caused the problem, he said. 

Boston Edison Company and 
the New England Electric System 
have sufficient capacity to meet 
the region’s electric power needs, 
according to Mr. Lane. Voltage 
reductions are a means of insur- 
ing it when necessary, he added. 

As to how voltage cuts might 
affect a typical consumer, Mr. 
Lane said that a homemaker cook- 
ing a roast might find that it 
would take a little longer time 
than usual, but that the job would 
get done. 

Mr. Stockwood said that total 
voltage coming into the fire sta- 
tion had been reduced from over 
240 volts to under 205 during the 
power cut. 

The fire station had its orig- 
inal electrical service, Mr. Stock- 
wood commented, although addi- 
tional items such as air condition- 
ers have been added to its elec- 
trical equipment, causing a fur- 
ther drain on power. 

A representative from Boston 
Edison Company has been asked 
by Mr. Stockwood to make recom- 
mendations for increased electric- 
al power for the fire station. 


Board Renews Plea 
For 11th, 12th Graders 
In Vocational Program 

Following a review of the status of applications and acceptances of Winchester students to the 


Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational School in Wakefield, the Winchester School Committee 
voted at their Monday evening session. July 27, to contact vocational school officials reiterating the 
Town's hopes that 11th and 12th grade pupils be admitted to the transitional program at that school. 


Considering other matters on the agenda the Committee approved the use of McManus House for 
a data processing center, conducted a final review of requests for student transfers from Muraco School 
a6tcr listening to individual complaints earlier that evening, and received comments from Director of 
Pupil Services Dr. W. Howard Niblock on this newly created position. 


Stating enrollment figures at 
the vocational school, Superin- 
tendent of Schools Dr. Donald A. 
Klemer said that there were ap- 
proximately 2300 applications for 
850 spaces. At the ninth grade 
level 21 Winchester students have 
been accepted out of the quota 
of 23 and at the tenth grade 
level all nine who applied plus 
one special student have been ac- 
cepted. The quota here is 19. 

Concerning the difficulties fac- 
ing Winchester applicants for the 
11th and Pith grades, it is the 
Committee’s understanding that 
no one is being accepted to the 
school who has not been previous- 
ly enrolled in a vocational school 
or who is not entering at the 
11th grade for the two year pro- 


gram. Winchester pupils must 
enter at this level for a three 
year program. At this time the 
school will not condone allowing 
a child to repeat the tenth grade 
in oi’der to participate in the 
three year plan. 

In The Future 

J. Edward Sharkey of the vo- 
cational school explained ’ at 
this last restriction may be lifted 
in the future, but he would ques- 
tion the kind of diploma or cer- 
tificate which would be awarded 
to the student. He agreed with 
School Committee memebers that 
recruiting should follow a new 
format, one which provides more 
detailed career information. He 
also acknowledged that at this 
time high grades were prevailing 


in acceptance due to the number 
of applications for limited spaces. 
Originally grades were not ex- 
pected to carry such weight. 

Expressing his concern, Com- 
mitteeman Paul Del Rossi ob- 
served that this plan requires 
such vocational students entering 
the ninth and tenth grades to 
make career decisions not asked 
of college and general track pu- 
pils until years later. Mr. Shar- 
key noted that there were math 
and science offerings for the bet- 
ter students who decided at a 
later time that they wished to 
enter college, and Director of 
Pupil Services Niblock said that 
credit could be given to those

U^der Chapter 456 of the 
Massachusetts Acts of 1970, 
Clause 41 of Section Five of 
Chapter 59 of the General Lows 
has been rewritten to provide for 
these changes. 

No revision was made in .several 
basic policies. These include: 

1. The applicant must be 7c 
years of age or over on January 
1 of the year for which the tax 
is due. 

2. He must have owned and oc- 
cupied the property as of January 
1 . 

3. He must have been domi- 
ciled in the Commonwealth for the 
10 preceding years. 

4. The exemption amount is 
$4,000 of valuation or $350 of 
taxes due whichever is greater. 

In addition to these stipula- 
tions, provisions of the new regu- 
lations include: 

1. The applicant must have 
owned and occupied a domicile mr 
five years. Consecutive ownership 
no longer is required. For exam- 
ple, if the applicant sold his prop- 
erty, moved into a rented apart- 
ment, and then later purchased 
another house, so long as he 
owned one or more houses as a 
domicile for at least five years 
within the ten preceding years, 
he would be entitled to exemption. 

2. A surviving spouse who in- 
herits the property and who has 
been domiciled there for five yea s 
will be eligible for the exemption 
if otherwise qualified. The prop- 
erty need not have been in the 
spouse’s name. 

3. Gross receipts from 11 
sources, including social security, 
must be listed. A single p* 
must receive less than $ 6 , 009 . A 
married couple must have errosa 


eeipts of less than $7,000. The 
..me qualifications apply to co- 
wners. Reasonable business ex- 
penses and losses, as in the con- 
duct of a business, maintaining 
rental properties, or in securities 
sales may be deducted. Family 
and personal expenses cannot be 
deducted. A copy of the appli- 
cant’s federal income tax return 
may he requested by the Board 
of Assessors. 

4. The applicant’s total worth, 
in both real and personal proper- 
ty, is also considered. The limit 
for single persons is $30,000. For 
married couples, it is $35,000. 
For co-owners, the same qualifica- 
tions apply. 

5. If more than one person owns 
property and all qualify, each will 
receive a proportionate share of 
the exemption, not to exceed 
$4,000 in value or $350 of taxes 
due. 

6. If a non-property owner, 70, 
marries a person who has owned 
property for five years and who 
has been domiciled in Massachu- 
setts for the ten preceding years, 
the time that the property was 
owned either jointly or individu- 
ally may be totaled. The person 
70 or over, if there is qualifica- 
tion, may apply and receive the 
exemption. 

7. If real property is situated 
in two municipalities, the quali- 
fied applicant will receive his pro- 
portionate share of the $4,000 of 
valuation or $350 of taxes due 
from each community. 

8. Chapter 456 prevents the 
pyramiding of exemptions. A per- 
son exempt under Clause 41, for 
example, cannot receive an exemp- 
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ing time. To reach this objective, 

A six-step timetable for bud- 
get approval is listed. The pro- 
cedure recommended is: 

1. Department heads are given 
a date by which their budgets 
are to be submitted bo Selectmen. 
The submission dates are varied. 

2. The comptroller is to com- 
plete his review of the budget 
seven days later. 

3. Eleven days after that, the 
board will end its budget review. 

4. The budget is reproduced 
and submitted to the Finance 
Committee seven days later. 

5. A finance subcommittee re- 
view is completed 14 days later. 

6. The Finance Committee re- 
view is concluded still 14 days 
later. 

Road Funds Coming 

The town will receive $22,500 
from the Commonwealth and 
$11,250 from Middlesex County 
for improving Lockland Road, 
Forest Street, and Ridge Street. 
Under Chapter 90 of the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws, the town 
will add $11,250 to these amounts 
for the work. 

One Garbage Bid 
Only one bid was received for 
garbage collection. Eight firms 
were asked for quotes. Francis 
O’Rourke received the contract at 
$4,100. 

Fuel Storage Topic 
Selectmen will be asked to act 
next week on a request for addi- 
tional gasoline storage facilities, 
Fire Chief I. Francis Amico told 
the board this week. 

In the first such application 
submitted. Shell Oil Company will 
seek to increase gasoline storage 
capacity at a local service sta- 
tion from 12,000 to 18,000 gallons 
to store lead-free gasoline. Chief 
Amico told Selectmen that he had 
discussed the proposal with Lieu- 
tenant Joseph M. Connolly, the 
fire prevention officer. 

Chief Amico also surveyed 
neighboring communities to de- 
termine their policies on gaso- 
line Storage. 

Arlington allows 10,000 gallons 
of each type of gasoline to be 
stored. 

Lexington has raised its gal- 
lonage limit from 18,000 to 24,- 
000 . 

Woburn has set a 20,000 gallon 
limitation. 

Medford evaluates each re- 
quest individually, but has a 10,- 
000 gallon restriction for each 
type of gasoline. 

Stoneham’s new fire chief 
hasn’t been faced with the prob- 
lem yet, Chief Amico said. 

Winchester, as a smaller resi- 
dential town, will not receive 
many requests for increased gas- 
oline storage facilitjes as larger 
communities on heavier traffic 
arteries, Fire Chief Amico noted. 

The town will, however, have 
to meet the issue, he continued. 

If safety conditions are met, it 
is safer to have one delivery of 
gasoline rather than three sepa- 
rate drops, the chief observed. 
Gasoline tanks with higher stor- 
age capacities can be supported 
on this basis, according to the 
chief. 

Chief Amico suggested that 
the board consider each applica- 
tion on its own merits.

New Experiences 

According to Miss Dillmorc, in 
this way children can continue their 
learning experiences and do things 
during the summer programs that 
they can’t fit into the regular 
school year. Students also have ac- 
tivities which encourage coopera- 
tion, i.e. building a tower of hloeks 
with one builder and one “foreman 
who decides which block to place 
next without tipping the tower. 

Experiences in successful human 
relations have been provided on a 
larger scale than is possible in reg- 
ular Winchester classes since 24 of 
the students are urban youngsters 
enrolled in the program by a pri- 
vate group of parents.

They 
benefit from the flexibility of the 
W-L program, feeling stifled in the 
ordinary constricted school atmo- 
sphere. Here they can receive im- 
mediate attention, learn “fun 
things,” and use various media in 
a less pressured atmosphere, with 
the hope that a positive attitude to 
learning in general will develop. 

Miss Dillmore adds that follow- 
ing evaluation some of the curric- 
ulum methods tried at the W-L 
school are expected to he imple- 
mented in the regular Winchester 
curriculum. 

Other members of the faculty 
provided by Lesley College are 
James Perry, a Winchester teacher 
who is the Grades 2 and 3 super- 
visor; Alvin Knowlton, Grades 4, 
5, and 6 supervisor; and a Lexing- 
ton teacher who instructs during 
the regular school year. Lesley, 8

What’s On Your Mind? 


A well-edilrd ncwspupcr comments on issues 
and events in its editorial columns. The publica- 
tion's goal is to restrict its news columns to fac- 
tual reporting, free of opinion. 

But the readers can have their say. too. The 
letters to the editor column provides a public 
forum through which their views may be ex- 
pressed. 

Freedom should always he coupled with re- 
sponsibility. The freedom of expression has its 
safeguards. 

Newspapers refrain from publishing letters 
which contain material which the courts might 
find libelous. They shy away from personal 
attacks, at the same time recognizing that acts 
of public officials, for example, are legally as 
well us rightfully subject to appraisal and criti- 
cism. 

Each newspaper has its own guidelines for 
its letters to the editor column. The Star’s have 
been long-standing. 


Letters for publication must he signed, ex- 
cept on rare occasions. The name of a letter 
writer wll he withheld by the Star, on request, 
to avert possible damaging repercussions for 
the writer. Otherwise, the reader is encouraged 
to make his name known when making his views 
known. 

Letters to the Editor of the Star should be 
typed and double spaced. They should not ex- 
ceed 300 words. 

These two requirements are for mechanical 
reasons. By requiring typed letters, the news- 
paper insures fewer dangers of errors. It also 
eliminates the timeconsuming difficulty our 
typesetters might have in trying to read hand- 
writing. 

The length stipulation is because of space 
limitations. By printing more, hut shorter let- 
ters we give a wider number of readers an op- 
portunity to express their thoughts.

We invite 
you to use it. 


Cycling In Safety 


In our files is a copy of a safety booklet for 
children. “Safety In Our Community,” issued 
several years ago in cooperation with the 
\\ inchcster Police Department. Bicycle safety 
is one subject in the booklet. 

From the number of cyclists we see riding 
against, rather than with, motor vehicle traffic, 
some parents seem to have fallen down on the 
job of instructing their children on how to 
properly ride a bicycle. 

In an article on Page Two of the July 16, 
*970 issue of the Star, Safety Officer Donald 
E. Pigott of the Winchester Police Department 
reminded cyclists of the dangers of careless 
Licycle operation. 


He noted that there were seven accidents here 
in 1969 involving motor vehicles and bicycles. 
During the first six months of 1970, there were 
nine such accidents here. In half a year, the 
town had two more such incidents than in all 
of 1969. 

The bicycle safety article in the July 16, 
1970 Star or the information in “Safety In Our 
Community” each provide sound advice for 
concerned parents and alert children that could 
save a child's life. 

Children who follow the safety rules save 
themselves from injury and possible death. 
They also avoid a situation where a motorist 
may he unjustly blamed for an accident caused 
hv a child's carelessness.

English teachers and 15 sophomore students participating in Learning Laboratory II are spending a 
month this summer trying to develop means to avoid such problems and to encourage the use of small stu- 
dent-led group discussions in education. In English courses these will be used particularly in analysis of 
poetry, stories, composition, etc. Group work pertains to all subjects. 

English Department Director Richard Sullivan and teachers, Jon Stableford, Jack Eydenberg, and Lin- 
da Wagner will spend an additional week evaluating the work of the group and perfecting techniques for 
use in the fall. 


Groups of five students each 
work at development of the skills 
needed for 4 productive discussion, 
the first of which is “getting ac- 
quainted.” After objectives for the 
specific activity are determined, 
the group is video taped in the pro- 
cess of discussion. Skill number 
two is “organizing for action.” 
Video tapes are viewed by statT 
and students to determine what 
improvements could be made to 
better organize and make the dis- 
cussion more useful as a means of 
learning new material. 

According to the English staff 
involved in the project, the most 
important problem to overcome is 
every person’s basic unwillingness 
to listen to others, leading to the 
third discussion skill, “recognizing 
the value of all contributions.” In 
any group of young people or 
adults the members are mostly in- 
terested in their own ideas; show- 
ing concern for the thoughts and 
feelings of others is a skill that 
must be learned and then main- 
tained through practice. 

A second problem they find illu- 
strates skill number four, “taking 
responsibility to contribute.” This 
problem involves dominant group 
members who through their ac- 
tions, intentional and inadvertant, 
squeeze out less agressive mem- 
bers. Silent members must be 
brought out by their own peers 
through the guidance of teachers. 

All activities have been designed 
to develop and refine discussion 
skills. English teachers use the 
basic text, “Learning Discussion 
Skills Through Games” by Gene 
and Dodds Stanford. Other skills 
the students are working to ac- 
quire include: responding to other 
contributions, careful listening to 
perceive differences, careful listen- 
ing to perceive agreement, encour- 
aging contribution rather than ar- 
gument, learning new roles, and 
arriving at a concensus. 

For example, in order to elicit 
participation by silent members 
the teachers have used several 
techniques, one being a murder 
mystery situation. Three dues are 
given each member of the group. 
During the activity usually reti- 
cent members of the group are 
obliged to become involved in the 
discussion by giving clues without 
which the group could not solve 
the mystery. 

As the groups acquire more fa- 
miliarity with successful methods 
they can use to stimulate or reme- 
dy their group’s behavior, they arc 
able to evaluate their own success 
in a group activitiy and improve 
the effectiveness of the discussion. 

Subjects Vary 

Staff members report that these 
skills learned in the English ses- 
sion of Learning Lab II have car- 
ried over into the students’ small 
group work in math, science, social 
studies, and language. Teachers 
from each subject are working 
with the same students in small 
group methods and have reported 
evidence of greater cooperation, 
etc. within the group discussions 
largely due to work on these par- 
ticular skills. 

The 15 W.H.S. sophomores are 
also working this month at Mu- 
raco School with various small 
group study techniques under the 
direction of Dr. Walter Gleason, 
assistant superintendent for cur- 
riculum and instruction. 

A group of 23 teachers pngared 
and acquired the special materials 
needed for this trial of different 
ways of learning. They will spend 
another week, minus the young 
people, evaluating the entire sum- 
mer program and putting finishing 
touches on several programs for 
use in the schools, including the 
new high school. 

Evaluation is continuing during 
the program as well. Each day all 
teachers uttend a lunch-seminar 


during which each phase of the 
program is discussed. Video tapes 
made of the Students’ group dis- 
cussions are viewed and criticized 
by the teachers in all subjects in- 
volved in the program. The ac- 
tivity is then repeated, with 
changes suggested, and refined un- 
til the goal is reached. 

Small group study techniques 
can include the use of filmstrips, 
slides, tape recordings, models, 
movies, and headsets and micro- 
phones to connect students with 
each other and to the teacher sta- 
tioned at a console unit in a dif- 
ferent part of the room or at the 
students’ table. 

Why? 

Question; “Why all the new 
techniques! What was good enough 
for me . . . etc.” 

Some of the different techniques 
are faster. 

“So what!” 

Today’s students have many 
more things to learn (two more 
wars since most of us went to 
school, space, computer math — 
to name a few) and they must 
get that knowledge in their heads 
in the same 12 years it took us. 
One faster method is the film 
strips being used by the math de- 
partment participants in Learning 
Lab II, John Waite, John Kelly, 
James Smith, Earl Johnson, and 
Donald Stangel. The films explain 
some of the elements of geometry 
in much less time than it would 
take a teacher to put it all on the 
chalkboard. 

Most important, according to 
Math Department Director John 
Waite, is that these techniques 
provide for individual differences 
in learning math. That is, the stu- 
dent can stop the tape and film 
and repeat whatever he didn’t get 
the first time, proceeding at his 
own speed. If absent, a student 
doesn’t have to miss the lesson as 
can come in at some other time, 
and run the tape and filmstrip in 
order to make up the lesson. Mr. 
Waite adds that the small group 
also encourages students to help 
each other learn math concepts 
and for tne first time shows that 
there can be discussion in this 
subject as well as others. 

Some methods are both faster 
and better. Often a fact is more 
easily understood and retained 
when the student can see or apply 
it in an experiment, or stop a tape 
to hear the part again. 

An example of this is the hu- 
man eye study in biology with 
materials supplied by members of 
the Learning Lab II science de- 
partment staff, Milburn Dixon, 
Robert Boyd, John Limongiello, 
Walter Soule, and Francis Finigan. 
Director Finigan explains the use 
of a plastic model of the eye as 
providing a direct object to study 
which would be difficult to provide 
in large numbers for a large class 
situation. Students don eye patch- 
es for experiments, with equip- 
ment, which explore the function 
of the lens. Experiments are ac- 
companied by a taped explanation 
and a worksheet of questions. In 
this way the student performs the 
experiment for himself, not just 
watches a teacher. 

The new high school is designed 
to encourage small group work 
and many of the methods and ma- 
terials being tried in Learning 
Lab II are being perfected so that 
they will be ready for use there. 

Teacher’s Role 

“If we use so many machines 
can’t we cut down on teachers?” 

No. New methods do not mean 
there is no need for the teacher 
anymore or that the teacher can 
sit by and relax while the students 
work with their equipment. Teach- 
ers must create or adapt the acti- 
vities, and prepare and organize 
worksheets, questions, displays, 
tapes, or slides used by students. 


Once that is completed (and one 
estimate was 15 or 20 hours of 
work to prepare lessons for one 
session of four tables of students) 
the teacher “monitors” the small 
group discussions, interrupting 
when necessary to inject a fact or 
get the group on the right track. 
He is free only to the extent that 
he can now work more closely with 
these small groups as they need 
him. 

A typical scene In Learning Lab 
II may be illustrated by the activi- 
ties planned with Miss Barbara 
Holden, director of the foreign 
language department, and used by 
language department staff mem- 
bers involved in the program, Miss 
Charlotte LeClaire, Mrs. Marcia 
McComb, and Albert Trottier. Stu- 
dents are seated five to a table in 
the instructional materials center 
at Muraco School with headsets 
and microphones connecting them 
with each other, and with the tape 
recording, video tape unit, and the 
teacher (either as part of the 
group or at the console listening 
in). 

One group worked independently 
for half an hour on materials pro- 
vided by the teachers on film 
strips and tape. They were then 
video taped in a question and an- 
swer session in which they sup- 
plied original captions or dialog 
lines for the various frames pre- 
viously viewed in a filmstrip. This 
was done with the teacher so that 
he could determine what each had 
been able to learn independently. 
Vocabulary words were then used 
in the conversation, indicating how 
well students could make up orig- 
inal sentences from these new 
words. 

Prepared Tapes 

The other group worked with 
both a teacher-prepared tape and 
a commercially prepared tape, the 
Encyclopedia Britannica’s “Je Par- 
le Francais” material. The purpose 
of this activity is to see how well 
groups can carry on the activity by 
operating the tape recorder and 
filmstrip viewer by themselves 
with the aid of a typed, detailed 
lesson plan and a preliminary tape 
prepared by the teacher. 

At the end of the session each 
student answered questions on an 
evaluation sheet, indicating whe- 
ther or not he was ready to go on 
by himself, and whether he had 
been helped by the teacher-pre- 
pard tape-. Members of the lan- 
guage staff are trying to ascer- 
tain which activities the student 
can perform without the teacher- 
prepared tape and which require 
more direct help from the teacher. 

These 15 students are also learn- 
ing social studies, skills in Learn- 
ing Lab II. Staff members William 
O'Connor, department director, 
George Watson, William Colella, 
Evander French, and Arthur Han- 
naway are also using the audio- 
visual equipment in the small 
group situation. In addition they 
took students on a do-it-yourself 
field trip to Lexington and Concord 
for further study of the American 
Revolution. The band of students 
armed with inexpensive cameras, 
shot pictures of the battle area 
which were used with tape record- 
ings they made to illustrate how 
terrain may have influenced the 
actions of the troops. 

According to Superintendent 
Donald A. Klemer, the work of 
Learning Lab II brings us one step 
closer to readiness for making the 
new Winchester High School ex- 
emplary in the State.

BOOK REVIEW

UFOs OPERATION TROJAN 
HORSE 


by John A. Keel 

Here we have a book altout Unidentified Flying 
Objects with a different twiBt. Mr. Keel does not 
believe that we are being visited liy beings from 
Outer Space. Neither does he believe that UFO 
sightings are explainable in the usual way, that is, 
swamp gas, reflections on clouds, birds, ice crystals, 
hoaxes, etc. Not at all! 

The flying saucers are really there; they really 
have contacted hundreds and hundreds of people and 
have invited them aboard their crafts and have 
taken them on inter-planetary voyages. However, 
it is still all a hoax, a hoax on the part of the 
ufonauts themselves. They are not what they seem. 
They are manipulating the minds of observers to 
make them believa 

The entities behind the UFO’s who have been 
operating for hundreds and hundreds of years, are 
merely using what seems acceptable to the age to 
get across their message. Today with the growing 
belief in intelligent civilizations throughout the Uni- 
verse the style is extra-terrestrial visitors. 

Earlier in the century mysterious balloons and 
primitive airships were seen in all parts of the 
world. In the nineteenth century a religious event 
was the frame of reference in which phenomena 
were brought to the attention of mankind. The 
miracles at Lourdes and at Fatima fall into this 
category. Before that there were angels, demons, 
gnomes, fairies, leprechauns, all kinds of monsters. 
All the old myths and legends are thus pigeon-holed. 
These facts John Keel solemnly sets down in cold 
type. It is not a spoof. 

The book starts off like most on this subject with 
an exhaustive listing of sightings. Newspaper re- 
ports are cited from all parts of the world going 
back for years. From these and from numerous let- 
ters and personal interviews the author has come 
up with some interesting statistics. 

Far more, UFO’s are observed on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays than on any other days of the week. 
Flaps occur on the 21th day of certain months — 
have for centuries (I wonder — does the intelligence 
behind the UFO’s take Leap Years into considera- 
tion and the number of changes that the calendar 
has gone through?). 

There are certain areas of the world which 
Ufonauts seem to prefer, such as our midwest, al- 
though they have been seen all over. They were 
responsible for the Great Blackout, of course, and 
for the Chicago Fire. They make appearances to 
Earth people usually in the guise of Oriental look- 
ing gentlemen, wearing brand new clothes, sometimes 
Air Force uniforms. They drive black Cadillacs. All 
this is in dead seriousness. 

Mr. Keel’s explanation of these ultra-terrestrials 
is that they are from a different time continuum, the 
fourth dimension in other words. Their time cycle 
is not on our limited scale, but much more expansive. 
What seems like eons to us is of much shorter 
duration. The appearances in the sky, celestial mes- 
sengers, apparitions of all sorts mentioned in the 
Bible and in the folklore of all primitive peoples 
on up to the present day have actually occurred 
almost simultaneously according to their clock. It 
is true of course that the non-existence of time is 
the basis of many philosophical theories. 

The ultra-terrestrials are attempting to communi- 
cate with us .by all methods. There are many un- 
solved mysteries, including the Unidentified Flying 
Objects. Mr. Keel has come up with one not very 
convincing answer.

young people transferring from 
the vocational school early 
enough in their high school ca- 
reers. 

The Town must now await the 
decision of the vocational school 
on admittances bo the transition- 
al program at the 11th grade 
level. 

Further utilization of space at 
the McManus House, former Main 
Street ndministraton offices, as 
a data processing center was gi- 
ven. As of now when schools 
open in the fall, this building will 
house an art center on the first 
part of the second floor, the 
data processing center on the re- 
mainder of the second floor, and 
offices for four other directors 
scattered through the .structure. 
The basement will be used for 
storage. 

The rationale for the shift of 
Norton E. Dempsey’s materials 
from the High Street administra- 
tion offices, where they are lo- 
cated at present, is to provide 
more convenience between his of- 
fice and the location of his class- 
rooms. 

Muraco Transfers 

The School Committee also 
heard a request from Town resi- 
dent Miss Clara Hewis that her 
son be transferred from Muraco 
to Lincoln School. Later that 
evening, as indicated by Dr. Kle- 
mer, the Committee made its fi- 
nal review prior to the opening 
of schools of such requests from 
a handful of parents. 

However, the Committee will

the state of this bill, its wording, 
and how it might apply to Mu- 
raco School. Miss Hewis had sta- 
ted that she did not feel her 
son was l>onefitting from the 
educational program offered at 
this school, nnd referred to the 
evaluation submitted by Dr. Ro- 
bert A. Anderson in February of 
‘this year. 

In other matters Dr. Niblock 
was present to comment upon 
the direction which he foresees 
for the newly created office, di- 
rector of pupil services. At this 
opportunity the Committee also 
moved to act upon filling the va- 
cancy of over a year’s duration 
for chairman of the seventh to 
12th grade guidance program. 

Describing the goal of his fu- 
ture work ns the “facilitation of 
learning,’’ Dr. Niblock listed his 
procedures broadly as first deter- 
mining the existing related facts, 
then what has to be done and 
what are the needs, and finally 
working out a prescription. He 
stressed moving from the “pre- 
ventive area to remediation,” of 
widening contact beyond that of 
“first aid” to individual cases. He 
will strive for the involvement of 
the community, including par- 
ents, teachers, churches, etc. 

High School Principal 

Henry B. Perry, assistant su- 
perintendent of personnel, re- 
ported thait at that time over 30 
applications and recommenda- 
tions for the position of principal 
of the Senior High School had 
been received. The tentative 
deadline is August 25. 

The Committee agreed not to 
bake further permanent action on 
this appointment until the make- 
up and membership of the advi- 
sory screening committee could 
be formulated. Disagreement a- 
rose over the proposed plan to 
have a preliminary group of 
three, including Mr. Perry, re- 
duce those considered from 50 
to 10, and then to have a nine- 
member group composed of four 
faculty members, two students, 
and the three assistant superin- 
tendents, interview candidates, 
further narrowing the number 
for a final selection. Adverse 
opinions ranged from disagree- 
ment with allowing students and 
faculty to participate at all, to 
that with the ratio of this com- 
bination. 

Taking up other items on the 
agenda, the School Committee 
turned down approval of the re- 
commendation that two addition- 
al half days be provided in the 
fall for interviews with parents 
of elementary school children 
part of the reporting system. 

The reason for this decision 
was the realization that more

lion under any other section of 
the* law with the exception of 
Clause 18. 

Copies of State Tax Form 97E, 
to he filled out by persons 70 and 
over seeking exemption from real 
estate taxes, are available at the 
office, of the Board of Assessors in 
Town Hall. The application must 
be filed on or before December 15 
each year. 

Questions asked of the appli- 
cant include name, marital status, 
date of birth, location of real es- 
tate, ownership of renl estate for 
five years, domicile in preceding 
ten years, gross receipts from all 
sources and value of whole estate 
owned on January 1, including 
real and personal property. 

Chairman Windsor S. Carpen- 
ter of the Board of Assessors said 
that his board will process exemp- 
tion applications “as expeditiously 
as possible.” He. suggested that 
applicants fill out the forms care- 
fully, fully answering each ques- 
tion so that the handling of their 
exemption request is not delayed.

Six Weeks 
Adventure 
Offers Variety 

By MRS. BARBARA MILIARES 

“How many of you children 
would like to see murals in your 
own communities?” 

To the enthusiastic and affirma- 
tive response of both Winchester 
and Roxbury children, Gary Rick- 
son, the noted Black artist, brought 
to an eventful conclusion the 
week’s (July 20-24) adventures in 
the Six Weeks Adventure program. 
This is the privately sponsored, 
mostly volunteer group, that has 
arranged for 25 inner city children 
to attend summer school in the 
morning, and then provides an 
afternoon recreation program for 
the city children and a comparable 
number of Winchester youngsters. 

Fridays trip, which was the 
third in a weekly series of field 
trips, was unusual in that it 
brought the Winchester children 
plus the junior and adult volun- 
teers into the inner city area of 
Boston. But it was more unusual 
because the focus of attention was 
not on the negative aspects of 
urban living, but on something 
which has caught the attention and 
praise of the art world, both in 
the United States and Europe: 
the moving and meaningful murals 
which some of the leading Afro- 
American artists of Boston have 
painted on brick walls of Roxbury 
in an effort to beautify and cry- 
stallize the Afro-American experi- 
ence for themselves and those out- 
siders motivated to come, look, 
and understand. 

Mr. Rickson told the children, 
There is both tragedy and beauty 
the ghetto — as everywhere 
else. The beauty anil tragedy that 
exists here is a reflection of the 
beauty and tragedy of America at 
large. We must work to increase 
the beauty and greutness of Amer- 
ica and overcome the ugliness and 
the tragedy.” 

The kind of involvement and in- 
teraction which the children exper- 
ienced Friday on their trip to the 
inner city has been evident from 
the beginning of this, the second 
year, of the afternoon recreation 
program. The emphasis has been 
on providing the children with as 
many enriching experiences 
possible and letting their own na- 
tural enthusiasm for the project 
and each other take the lead. 

If there has been any “philo- 
sophy” behind Six Weeks Adven- 
ture, it has been to offer the chil- 
dren as wide a latitude in shaping 
their own directions as possible, 
and to encourage the enthusiasm 
and natural curiosity for all facets 
of human experience, which chil- 
dren of all races share. 

The overall success of Six 
Weeks Adventure must be attri- 
buted to the overwhelming sup- 
port of the community, the parents 
and children, the many, many vol- 
unteers, and the extremely able 
and creative direction of M 
Shirley Saunders and her assistant 
Mrs. Maxinu Anderson, whose rap-

AMENDMENT TO BUILDING LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 

Adopted at Annual Representative Town Meeting 

on April 6, 1970 


VOTED: That the building laws be amended as follows: 
Assign the heading “Section 30” to the latter portion of what 
is now designated as Section 29, commencing with the paragraph 
which begins: “Wooden piles driven through fill. . . .” 

VOTED: That the Building Laws of the Town be amended 
as follows: 

In Division 8 (Loads, Materials & Stresses), strike sections 
2G and 27 in their entirety and substitute therefor the following: 

“Section 26. Roofs shall be designed and constructed 
to safely support, in addition to dead loads and the 
horizontal loads specified in section 27, a minimum ver- 
tical (snow) load determined by the formula VI, 

46 -3P where ‘VL’ is the vertical load in pounds per 
square foot and ‘P’ is the slope of the roof in inches 
rise per foot of run; EXCEPT, below a ‘P’ of 2, ‘VL’ 
shall be 40, and above a ‘P’ of 12, ‘VL’ shall be 10. 
Vertical loads shall he considered as acting over the 
entire projected area or a portion thereof, whichever 
produces the more severe stresses.” 

“Section 27. All buildings shall be designed and con- 
structed Bo safely withstand horizontal live (wind) loads 
on walls and the vertical projection of sloping surfaces 
(roofs) as follows: 

up to 25 feet above grade: 15 pounds per square foot 

from 25 to 40 feet above grade: 20 pounds per square foot 
more than 40 feet above grade: 25 pounds per square foot 

Wind loads shall be considered both as positive pressure 
on windward surfaces and negative pressure (suction) on leeward 
walls.” 

In Division 8 delete sections 30 and 31 in their entirety, 
and delete Division 10 (Piling) in its entirety, and substitute 
in place thereof the following: 

DIVISION 10 — PILING 

“Section 42. Piles and piling, of whatever type, shall be de- 
signed-, constructed and installed in strict accordance with the 
pertinent provisions of the Building Code of the City of Boston. 
Foundation piles shull be designed by an engineer qualified to 
do so, and they shall be driven under the supervision of that 
engineer and the Commissioner.” 

In Division 24 (Fire Protection), revise Table 24 A as follows: 

a. add in parentheses under the title, the phrase “See Note ‘D’.” 

b. add at the end the sentence: “Note ‘D’ — Buildings fulling 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Standards Building 
Code (Massachusetts Department of Public Safety) must 
conform to its requirements when they are more stringent 
than those herein.” 

c. change the figure in the column headed “Third Class — over 
2600 square feet and the row labeled ‘Exterior Non-Bearing 
Wall — 3’ to 20’ Separation from “2” to “1”,

Is A Delight, Reviewer States

'Teahouse of the August Moon,” 
presented by the Winchester Sum- 
mer Community Theatre, is a de- 
light. John Patrick’s play is a 
gentle satire on just about every- 
thing current today, organic farm- 
ing, psychiatry, American patriot- 
ism, but especially of United 
States occupation of “conquered” 
territories. 

Set in post-war II Okinawa, the 
play is a marvelous spoof of the 
army in general and the American 
occupation of the island in particu- 
lar. Colonel Purdy, broadly played 
by Jerry Nathan of Milton, sends 
Captain Fisby to Tobiki Village 
to build a pentagon-shaped school 
house and bring American demo- 
cracy to its people. 

Sakini, an Okinawan who speaks 
English, is the play’s protagonist, 
acting and speaking as an inter- 
preter and observer of the follies 
of both the Americans and his 
own people. The part is admirably 
and convincingly played by Nick 
Longo of Winchester. 

Richard Alan Nathan of Med- 
ford, as Captain Fisby, portrays 
an officer destined to fail by U.S. 
Army standards. His performance 
is sensitive and tender and in mar- 
velous contrast to that of army- 
oriented, blustering Colonel Purdy. 

When Captain Fisby arrives in 
Tobiki, his army “Plan B” is sub- 
verted. He finds himself acquiring 
the dress, attitudes, and customs of 
the Okinawans.

Power Shutoff Traffic Detours , 
Store Closings Result Downtown 
As Two Manhole Covers Blow Off 

Downtown electric power was shut oil, traffic was rerouted, and several stores closed early when two 
manhole covers blew off Wednesday, July 29. 


Fire, Police, Water, and High- 
way Department personnel rush- 
ed to the scene. Boston Edison 
Company maintenance crews join- 
ed them. Spectators gathered on 
nearby sidewalks to watch those 
at work. 

Patrolman Jaspar F. Asaro, 
directing traffic in Winchester 
Square at 4:03 p.m. Wednesday, 
July 29, called for assistance when 
two manhole covers blew, show- 
ing fire. Officers who responded 
for traffic duty included Safety 
Officer Donald Pigott, Joseph 
Perritano, Henry Cogan Jr., Ke- 
vin Mawn, Paul Cogan, and Spe- 
cial Officers Joseph Long, Wil- 
liam Gannon, and Robert Palmer. 
Under the direction of Lieutenant 
John McHugh, they rerouted traf- 
fic until Boston Edison Company 
maintenance crews arrived at 
about 6 p.m. 

Police Lieutenant Andrew 
Crawford stressed the excellent 
cooperation that his department 
received from the Water, High- 
way, and Fire Departments dur- 
ing the emergency. 


Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
said that his department’s appa- 
ratus answered a police radio 
call at 4 p.m. reporting the 
blowing off of the manhole co- 
vers. Fire Alarm Box 23 — 
Thompson and Main Streets — • 
was sounded. 

Equipment and personnel on 
hand included Engine Four, Cap- 
tain Michael M. Connolly and 
John Zaffina, with Norman J. 
Delorey driving; Rescue Truck, 
Joseph J. Egan; Ladder Truck, 
Robert C. Sullivan; Engine Two, 
Lieutenant Joseph M. Connolly, 
Norman E. Doucette, and Doug- 
las S. Rae, and Car 58, Chief 
Amico driving. 

Chief Amico said that the cen- 
ter was closed off to traffic. 
Through the public address sys- 
tem, pedestrians were warned of 
the possibility of additional man- 
hole covers blowing off. 

Boston Edison Company emer- 
gency crews came quickly to the 
scene. Power was cut so that 
Edison personnel could trace and 
correct the trouble. Several 


trucks, staffed by between 15 to 
20 Edison men, were on hand. 
Some downtown stores closed 
down during the power hut- 
down. 

William T. Connolly Jr., public 
information representative for 
Boston Edison Company, said 
that Edison crews could find no 
problem at the two manholes 
whose covers had blown off at 
549 Main Street, near Mount 
Vernon Street. In a nearby man- 
hole, however, outage, interrup- 
tion of electric current, was dis- 
covered. Cable lines which had 
short-circuited were replaced. No 
personal injuries occurred. 

Power was restored after be- 
ing off one hour and 27 minutes. 
The power cut had affected 115 
customers. Edison crews contin- 
ued checking power lines in the 
area, with workmen on the scene 
Thursday and Friday. 

The Winchester Red Cross 
served cold drinks to town de- 
partmental personnel on duty 
during the emergency.

Housing Authoritg 
Hears Report From 
Arlington Director 

A sj>ecial meeting of the Winchester Housing Authority was con- 
ducted Monday evening, August 3, with Robert Hauser, executive 
director ol the Arlington Housing Authority, in order to provide more 
information for Winchester members on this topic and to acquaint 


them with the experiences of other 

Arlington, which now boasts 
three housing projects for the 
elderly, has favored state over 
federal aid, preferring not to 
spend its time “shuffling papers.” 

The Town of Arlington dona- 
ted all three sites to its Author- 
ity and refrains from collecting 
taxes on these properties. Aside 
from these exceptions, Mr. Hau- 
ser stated that his group “deals 
with the Town at arm’s length,” 
just as any private concern. 

Providing statistics on the Arl- 
ington projects, Mr. Hauser in- 
formed members that the garden 
apartments, located on a park 
site and occupied in 1961, rent 
at $47 per month plus payment 
for lighting. The second project, 
a seven-story building occupied 
in 1965, was also built on a park 
site and rents for $55.50 per 
month with all utilities. The re- 
cently occupied 13-story high 
rise, Windsor Towers, was con- 
structed in Arlington center. 
Rents here vary from $03 to $73 
per month, all utilities included. 

There are 72 units in the gar- 
den apartments, 100 in the seven- 
story project, and 136 in the 
third building. Even with these 
provisions Mr. Hauser reported 
that Arlington still had 155 ap- 
plications from eligible elderly 
persons. 

The Arlington Housing Au- 
thority was formed in 1948. In 
1954 the State passed legislation 
governing housing projects for 
the elderly. Further recounting 
time sequence, Mr. Hauser cited 
that his Authority had submitted 
to the Town the proposed site 
for the first project in 1955, that 
the site was turned down by the 
Town Meeting three times, and 
that the project was finally oc- 
cupied in 1961. 

Referring to the choice be- 
tween federal or state aid, he 
stated that until approximately 
“six months ago the federal plan

was not workable for towns like 
Arlington and Winchester.” He 
cited the example of Medford 
which had waited three years for 
federal approval, while Arling- 
ton moved through the state and 
occupied its second project within 
the same time. 

Asked to recommend proced- 
ure, Mr. Hauser suggested that 
the Winchester Authority first 
select a site and then submit the 
preliminary application for aid 
to the state so that funds can 
be earmarked for the Town. 

The question of ’ snob zoning 
in Arlington was termed “aca- 
demic.” Zoning regulations in 
this town, which range widely, 
require in cases of such apart- 
ment projects a density factor 
of 1000 to 2000 square feet per 
unit, dependent upon the number 
o; stories. When informed that 
under the proposed new zoning 
vvs in Winchester the density 
lector may necessitate 3000 
quart* feet per unit, Mr. Hauser 
felt that the Town may have to 
leal with snob zoning restric- 
tions. 

Considering the “turnkey” ap- 
proach to construction, dealing 
with a reputable contractor was 
advised as of major importance. 
Under this plan the contractor 
agrees to build “x” number of 
units at $“x” per unit according 
to state approved plans. A care- 
ful watch on the quality of ma- 
terials and construction utilized 
is then required. 

Discussing eligibility, the 1955 
State law setting income limits 
from all sources at $2500 for a 
single person and $3000 for two 
people was cited. Mr. Hauser pre- 
dicted that these limits may be 
changed by $500 each in future 
months.

The group’s Ranger is instruct- 
ing the Scouts in wilderness coo- 
kery, backpacking, hiking tech- 
niques, and compass and map 
use. After three days with their 
Ranger, the expedition will con- 
tinue following mountain trails 
on the 214-square mile ranch 
with their adult leaders. 

While on the trail, the Scouts 
can participate in programs of- 
fered in 21 mountain camps by 
members of Plnlmont’s 400-man 
staff. These programs include 
burro packing, horseback riding, 
gold panning and mining, archeo- 
logical study and digging, and 
advanced mountaineering. This 
summer, during the ranch’s 32nd 
camping season, more than 17,- 
000 Explorers and older Boy 
Scouts will take purl in these and 
other activities. 

After the opening campfire at 
which the “New Mexico Story” 
was narrated, the Scouts left 
camping headquarters and moved 
to their mountain starting camp 
in the Sangre de Cristo range of 
the Rocky Mountains. 


License For Restaurant 
Asking Liquor Storage, 

Use Is Denied By Board 

A request for a common victualler’s license for a proposed Winchester Terrace restaurant was de- 
nied by the Board oT Selectmen Monday evening, A ugust 3. The Board decided that "the public good 
did not require the granting of the license.” 


Selectman Paul F. Amico fore- 
saw a problem of policing if cus- 
tomers were allowed to bring 
alcoholic beverages into the res- 
taurant, as requested by the ap- 
plicants. 

“We don’t have any of this 
in town, and I don’t think we 
ought to get involved in it,” Se- 
lectman Amico said. 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. commented that “con- 
trol would be very unwieldy.” 

He said that he hadn’t been 
convinced by the applicants that 
the type of operation planned 
would be feasible in that area. 

Robert V. Guarante, Henry 
Broekoff, and Warren O’Shea, 
the latter representing Philip 
O’Shea, met with Selectmen Mon- 
day evening, June 15, on their 
planned business venture. 

They wished, Mr. O’Shea said, 
to establish “not a good, but a 
great” exclusive restaurant, boas- 
ting a French chef of “impres- 
sive credentials.” 

Stating that “French food and 
iced tea don’t make it,” the ap- 
plicants requested that consump- 
tion and storage of liquor be 
allowed. The group said that the 
exclusiveness of the restaurant 
would be a deterrent to a polic- 
ing problem. The men said that 
they did not believe that the 
venture would succeed without 
authorization for liquor use. 

Town Owes $820 

Action will probably be neces- 
sary at a Town Meeting to au- 
thorize payment of a total of 
$820 due 10 vendors. The sums 
were not paid by the town when 
a previous departmental budget 
was exceeded. 

Town Comptroller James J. 
Costello told Selectmen Monday 
evening that he had discussed 
the obligations with some of the 
vendors, so they are aware of 
the situation. 

Sees Changes 

Looking ahead to a town fiscal 
year starting on July 1 and end- 


ing June 30, Mr. Costello said 
that ultimately Town Meetings 
would convene in April or May 
and tax rates would be set be- 
fore July 1. The Massachusetts 
legislature enacted a bill pro- 
viding for the change in town 
fiscal year starting dates from 
January 1 to July 1, beginning 
in 1972. 

Snow and ice storm expenses 
for a given season would be in 
the same budget, Mr. Costello 
pointed out. Now, with the fiscal 
year ending December 31, such 
seasonal costs are split into two 
periods. 

An 18-month transitional bud- 
get would cover the gap in the 
changeover in fiscal period dates, 
he said. He sees the switch as 
“advantageous,” Mr. Costello ob- 
served. 

He commented, however, that 
under consideration is a plan to 
put the federal government on 
a calendar year basis. Its fiscal 
year now ends on June 30. 

Complaints Referred 

Complaints from Mrs. Jennifer 
M. Flowers of 9 Winter Street 
were referred to the respective 
town departments concerned by 
the Selectmen. Mrs. Flowers was 
thanked by the board for her 
letter. 

Insurance Discussed 

The Group Insurance Advisory 
Committee will be asked for re- 
commendations for the coming 
year by the Board of Selectmen. 
Mr. Costello noted that the anni- 
versary date for the town’s 
group insurance will be October 
l. At an annual cost of $120,000, 
it affects 642 persons, be said. 

He suggested soliciting compe- 
titive bids for town group in- 
surance by preparing simple spe- 
cifications. At the program’s out- 
set in 1962, the town bad solicit- 
ed about a dozen bids, he said. 

Mr. Costello said that permis- 
sive legislation under which 
towns could be required to pay 
the entire cost of insurance for 
all municipal employees has been 


passed by the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives. It is 
under consideration by the State 
Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

The Methods and Procedures 
Committee will meet on Friday, 
August 8, for an intensive review 
of the town’s data processing 
operations. The group met last 
week on the matter, Mr. Costello 
advised the Selectmen.

“We hope the children will have the beginnings of a sense of re- 
sponsibility about some of the pieces of Nature’s world which are 
threatened or missing because man is misusing his environment.” 

To encourage this responsibility volunteers in a group called Win- 
chester Trails have taken 185 ehildron on guided nature walks along 
Long Pond Nature Trail in the Middlesex Fells area of Winchester this 
summer. Kindergarten through sixth-grade students at the Winchester- 
Losley Summer Laboratory School included 24 urban youngsters whose 
experiences with ecology were necessarily limited. “We hope the chil- 
dren will come out with a sense of descovery because you have encour- 
aged them to look, smell, and touch.” 

The Long Pond nature walks! study insects which they scoop from 
were organized by Winchester the pond. Following inspection and 
Trails, a volunteer organization identification the creatures and 
dedicated to the preservation of j plants are replaced, emphasizing 
open spaces in the Winchester area, j conservation. 


with the help of the Division of 
Instruction of Winchester Public 
Schools, and Richard Daley, cur- 
riculum coordinator of the labora- 
tory school. 

Winchester Trails has provided 
volunteer guides for classes using 
the Long Pond Trail, the second 
nature trail researched and devel- 
oped by the group for use by school 
children. Last year with the sup- 
port of Superintendent Donald A. 
Klemer, a nature trail at Smith 
Pond was used extensively as part 
of the curriculum by classes from 
the eight elementary schools and 
summer school. 

Prior to the field trips volunteers 
present a slide program to prepare 
pupils for the nature walk. A print- 
ed handbook describing each trail 
in detail is used by volunteers and 
classroom teachers. Volunteers are 
trained by experienced members of 
the group and in workshops by a 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
consultant provided for them and 
for classroom teachers by the Divi- 
sion of Instruction through Assis- 
tant Superintendent Walter Glea- 


The guides, who include mothers, 
fathers and teenagers, help the 
children to discover some of the 
many wonders of a pond, marsh 
meadow, and pine forest. Each sta- 
tion on the trail laid out by the 
group illustrates different natural 
phenomena ranging from botany 
and zoology through geology and 
history. 

NATURAL SETTINGS 

According to the trail guide, the 
main object of these nature walks 
for school children is to introduce 
them to the few regaining natural 
places in Winchester. The children 
need help to understand that such 
areas are important not only be- 
cause it’s pleasant to have green 
places, but also because it’s neces- 
sary to leave undeveloped areas 
where living things beside man can 
survive. Through their commentary 
the guides emphasize the element 
of constant change in the natural 
world and the interdependence of 
all living things in it. 

Along the Long Pond Trail chil- 
dren use magnifying glasses to 


Over 70 kinds of birds have been 
observed in the area and those seen 
while on the trail are pointed out. 
The children touch the glassy green 
slickensides, a rock formation 
caused by heat and pressure during 
earthquake activity. Indian history 
is touched upon when they climb 
to Squaw Sachem’s Rock to view 
the former great Merrimack Val- 
ley, now the flatlands of Winches- 
ter. (A glacial moraine at Lowell 
deposited by the last glacier, 40,000 
years ago, blocked the flow of the 
Merrimack* so that its mouth was 
no longer in Boston Harbor but 
was diverted to Newburyport.) The 
groat Indian queen once owned the 
land and ceremonies were staged 
on the rock. 

Chairman of the Winchester 
Trails, Mrs. Warburto n Ver 
Planck has said to her volunteers, 
From their experiences on .the 
trails it is hoped that the children 
will have a sense of wonder at how 
neatly the pieces of the natural 
world fit together if people are wise 
enough to leave green areas where 
nature can take its course. We hope 
this will be as rewarding an expe- 
rience for you as your efforts will 
make it for the children.”

Mr. Baratz Made 
Urban Institute 
Director 

Dr. Morton S. Bnrntz of Win- 
chester, chairman of the Boston 
University economies department, 
has been named director of the 
university’s Urban Institute. An- 
nouncement of Mr. Baratz’ appoint- 
ment was made this week by Dr. 
Everett Walters, BU senior vice 
president and dean of faculties, 
•following 1 approval by the board 
of trustees. 

Formed ns a separate entity 
within Boston University in 1969, 
the Urban Institute includes among 
its current activities the planning 
and supplying of teaching person- 
nel for academic programs leading 
to bachelor’s and master’s degrees 
in the field of urban affairs, re- 
search on urban problems and poli- 
cies, and initiation and support of 
various kinds of community pro- 
grams. 

In his new post, Mr. Bnrntz will 
seek to broaden and intensify the 
Institute’s activities. Along with 
refining and expanding the exist- 
ing programs, says Mr. Barntz, 
“interdisciplinary seminars with an 
urban focus will be offered to doc- 
toral candidates who are registered 
in an established department of the 
graduate school, hut who wish to 
specialize in urban affairs.” 

In addition, the Institute will 
strengthen its research programs. 
“Still greater emphasis than is 
now the case,” says Mr. Baratz, 
“will he put upon investigation of 
eal-life problems — particularly 
hose relevant to the New England 
area — that will be of help to pub- 
lic policy-makers and will also add 
to the store of scholarly knowledge 
and analytical techniques. 

To broaden the scope of its re- 
search efforts, the Institute plans 
to appoint each year at least one 
visiting research professor, two or 
three research fellows with doc- 
toral degrees or with broad urban- 
research experience, and several 
research associates and research 
assistants who would be faculty

members with joint appointments 
to an academic department at BU 
und doctoral candidates whose 
theses are relevant to the Insti- 
tute’s programs. 

The major thrust of the Insti- 
tute’s community service efforts, 
according to Mr. Baratz, will be 
“to put the university into the 
community on a much larger scale 
than previously.” To this end, BU 
students will be encouraged to 
write research papers on problems 
of immediate concern to city and 
suburban community groups; in- 
terns from the Institute will be 
assigned to neighborhood organi- 
zations; and the Institute will help 
initiate and evaluate experimental 
community action programs. In 
all cases, Mr. Baratz says, such 
services will be supplied only at the 
specific invitation of the groups to 
be helped . 

In addition, the Institute will 
seek to create programs for rais- 
ing the quality of executive man- 
power in New England state and 
local governments. To accomplish 
this, the Institute may set up an 
advanced executive training pro- 
gram and establish visiting fellow- 
ships for senior civil servants in 
the area. 

Mr. Baratz. 46 joined the BU 
faculty in 1969 after teaching eco- 
nomics at the University of Con- 
necticut, Yale University, ITaver- 
ford, College, and Bryn Mawr 
v dlege. At Bryn Mawr, he was 
cbai; man of the economics depart- 
ment from 1964 to 1969. He re- 
:n' . ed bis bachelor’s degree from 
Lie University of Connecticut, and 
hoi. master’s and doctoral degrees 
from Yale. 

From 1963 to 1964, Mr. Baratz 
was visiting professor and head of 
the economics department at the 
University of Ibadan, Nigeria. 
Throughout his teaching career, he 
has been associated as a consultant 
or director with numerous organi- 
zations specializing in urban prob- 
lems. 

Among these posts have been: 
research consultant for the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania’s Institute for 
Urban Studies; vice-chairman and 
Chairman of the Housing Authori- 
ty of New Haven, Connecticut; 
and member of the board of direc- 
tors of the Health and Welfare 
Council of Chester County, Penn- 
sylvania. 

Mr. Baratz is the author of a 
number of books and articles on 
economic, social and urban prob- 
lems. His books include . “The 
American Business System in 
Transition” and “Power and Pov- 
erty: Theory and Practice,” which 
he co-authored. 

With his wife and three children, 
Mr. Baratz lives in Winchester.

Introduction 
To Ecology 

Editor of the Star: 

You will hear many definitions 
of ecology. The one that sums it 
up most succinctly is “study of 
the home.” The root is the Greek 
“ekos” meaning home. “Home” 
here is used in its broadest sense. 
This earth in our universe is Home 
for all of us. It w\W profit us all 
to see how we use and abuse this 
home. 

In Winchester it is a pleasure 
to speak of homes. One need only 
drive around town to see how well 
cared for they are. Whether lavish 
or modest, these homes are valued 
by their owners. They have been 
given time, effort, and money. It 
is a record of which we are all 
justifiably proud. 

But look ten miles away. Look 
at cities and tenements. Realize 
that not everyone has the same 
standards, and that the tenement 
philosophy is to extract and ex- 
ploit. Note the lack of beauty, the 
lack of quality, and the long-run 
costliness of this deterioration. 

Not one of us would knowingly 
make a tenement of our State or 
nation. Americans are not evil peo- 
ple. But Americans who traveled 
westward as pioneers unknowingly 
sbarted a tenement process. Ex- 
perts state that since the opening 
of the West, one-third of this na- 
tion’s topsoil has been eroded 
thanks to improper methods of 
cultivation. 

Our forefathers simply did not 
know what they were doing to 
the land. In much the same way, 
we are now doing things to our 
air, to our soil, and to our water- 
ways, with effects thut are both 
immediate and long term. Certain- 
ly the parent or grandparent who 
thinks about leaving an inheritance 
for his progeny is wise to think 
of inheritance also in terms of the 
health and happiness of those who 
follow him. We must assume the 
adult task of looking to the future 
generations. 

The problem is where and how 
to begin. Each of us knows some- 
thing the other may not. Some of 
this material may be known to you 
already; in this series we will try 
to develop an area of common 
understanding. We’ll start with 
some basics. What do you remem- 
ber about air? 

Air extends only 100 miles above 
us. The most important gases for 
man extend only four miles above 
sea level, and these surround the 
earth. Air consists of a lot of 
nitrogen, some oxygen, and small 
amounts of argon and carbon di- 
oxide. The air carries “impurities” 
such as are present in smoke, pes- 
ticides, radio-active fall-out, etc. 

Winds are currents in the sea 
of air around us. These winds can 
carry tiny particles and thus what 
is put in the air in one place muy 
travel to any spot in the world. 

Air, as we know, is necessary 
for humans to breathe. Twenty- 
one per cent of air is oxygen, es- 
sential for our bloodstream to do 
its job of renewing cells. 

Air is also essential to plunts. 
Plants are essential to us. Not 
only do we eat plants, and eut 
animals that eat plants, but plants 
breathe in carbon dioxide and 
breathe out oxygen, thus refresh- 
ing the supply of air for us 
humans* 


What are we doing to our air? 
In late July, 1970, the 11 million 
residents of Tokyo were warned 
they may soon be wearing gas- 
masks. The oxidant density has 
past the danger point. A few years 
ago, in England, the death of sev- 
eral Londoners was attributed to 
heavy smog. 

The supply of air is not unlim- 
ited, and the population, now three 
and one-half billion in the world, 
promises to be six billion by the 
year 2000. Consider the fact that 
the vast majority of that six bil- 
lion will not know how to read. 
It will be extremely difficult for 
them to understand and act intelli- 
gently about these matters. 

If they are starving, as has been 
predicted, they may not care about 
the health of future generations. 
Therefore, it seems advisable that 
we who can read, and do care, es- 
tablish intelligent safeguards as 
soon as possible and see them into 
law. 

Some air problems to be con- 
sidered in future articles will be: 
how to reduce bulk burnings by 
re-cycling materials such as news- 
papers; a look at the Winchester 
incinerator; and Winchester back- 
yard burnings. Readers’ questions 
will be welcome, as will be their 
comments. 

We shall discuss water problems, 
simplifying the ideas of water 
shed, water table, and pesticide 
residues, and discuss some of the 
general and local problems. Soil 
will be included as a topic, as will 
others when space is available. 

Action programs will be sug- 
gested, and the names and ad- 
dresses of state and nation-wide 
agencies will be indicated. 

We hope you’ll keep reading, 
and will send on your comments.

New Redistricting Battle Set For ’71

STATE HOUSE, Boston — If 
lawmakers could pick and choose 
the years they’d rdther be absent 
from Beacon Hill politics, 1971 
would surely be one of those 
years. The 167th General Court 
will convene in January with 
two built-in hangovers. One is 
the need for a tax program in 
the $200 million a year range, 
and the other, heaven help them 
all, is redistricting. 

It seems odd that after a 
three-year battle over Senate ap- 
portionment, and a House re- 
districting scheme that is only 
two years old, that the Legisla- 
ture should face still another 
bout with masochism over its 
own district boundaries. 

But the assuult will come from 
at least one flank and probably 
two. 

On the ballot this November 
will be a referendum to abolish 
multiple districts in the House 
of Representatives. The plan 
would create, if ratified, 210 sin- 
gle districts. It will be ratified, 
no doubt. 

That puts the pressure back 
on the House to reapportion it- 
self for the 1972 elections and 
because multiple districts will be 
discarded, the new arrangements 
will bring countless parochial 
power structures to collapse. 

The referendum was originally 
intended to be an alternative pro- 
posal to the initiative petition to 
reduce the size of the House. 
Atty. General Robert Quinn, who 
was then Speaker of the House, 
engineered the proposal, hoping 
to dissuade members from vot- 
ing for the House cut. 

The second problem is the 
danger of drustic court action to 
force a complete revision of the 
busis of all legislative apportion- 
ment in Massachusetts. This 
problem is fur more serious. 

When the liuuae wuo reappor- 


tioned two years ago, experts 
warned that the courts were be- 
coming impatient. The House, at 
that time, had 29 of its 240 seats 
malapportioned. They were un- 
constitutional per se under the 
one man, one vote edict of the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

But while the Senate is re- 
apportioned by the Legislature, 
the maps for House districts are 
drawn by county commissioners, 
sitting as House apportionment 
boards. In 1968, notone county in 
the state filed a legal plan, and 
when it was all over the House 
wound up not with 29 unconsti- 
tutional scats, but 44 of them. 
They were, and are, worse off 
than before. 

Conditions promise to be 
crowded in the federal courts 
soon. 

The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People is toying with the idea of 
bringing federal suit aguinst the 
new Senate districts plan, now 
that Governor Francis Sargent 
has decided seemingly not to 
press his own case in the courts. 
The NAACP claims the Senate 
has been deliberately gerryman- 
dered to prevent a Negro from 
sitting in the upper chamber. 

Viewing the Legislature as a 
whole, there will probably be mal- 
apportionment suits brought a- 
gainst one house or the other for 
a variety of reasons. 

The gerrymander suit against 
the Senate is an obvious one. 

The House could face a bar- 
rage of gerrymander suits be- 
cause the county commissioners 
have gone to great extremes in 
using multiple districts to dis- 
criminate against political minor- 
ities. Hampshire County, for ex- 
ample, is allowed four seats in 
the House, but the commissioners, 
instead of creating four single 
districts, created two double dis- 
tricts. 


Another obvious target will be 
the population factor. The fed- 
eral courts have decreed that the 
basis for district maps be popula- 
tion only. The state constitution 
uses registered voters as a basis. 

The state constitution also af- 
fords each of the 14 counties at 
least one State Representative, 
which makes Dukes and Nan- 
tucket seats illegal per se. While 
the state courts have sanctioned 
this allowance, the federal courts 
have not entertained the ques- 
tion and historically the federal 
courts have been tougher. 

Another array of suits could be 
brought against restrictions that 
prevent splitting wards or pre- 
cincts to form new legislative 
districts. One ward in Boston is 
more than 30 per cent off the 
mark in population, which makes 
it unconstitutional. Brookline, 
because it is not corttiguous to 
the rest of Norfolk County, is 
entitled to only two-and-a-half 
seats in the House, but bodies 
don’t come that way. So Brookline 
has three scats. 

Potentially the most chaotic si- 
tuation is at the local level. Some 
ward and precinct boundaries de- 
viate more than 100 per cent 
from the norm, and if legislative, 
councillor or Congressional ap- 
portionment were challenged at 
the ward und precinct level, the 
power structure would lose its 
underpinnings. 

In 1966, the Legislature made 
a superficial effort to set the 
wheels in motion for the ward 
und precinct reapportionment so 
long overdue. The effort failed. 
Now, lawmakers are faced with 
the possibility of suits challen- 
ging those wards and precincts, 
but like the recent Semite dis- 
tricts fight, nothing happens un- 
til the crisis is absolutely un- 
bearable. 


BOOK REVIEW

READ YOUR ENVIRONMENT 


Civil rights, poverty, urban problems, and finally, 
the total environment have captured public attention 
in recent years. None of these issues has been sim- 
ple, nor has our society managed satisfactorily to 
resolve any of them as yet. 

In the late 60’s and continuing today, a veritable 
flood of books dealing with man’s environment have 
come off the presses. They analyze, dissect, and 
attack everything: the English language as used 
and misused by mass medin (see Neil Postman’s 
"Language In America”), the Army Corps of En- 
gineers and their dams (George Laycock, “The Dili- 
gent Destroyer”), the air, the water, the very 
earth we walk on. 


In response to a growing need for environmental 
information, the library has set aside a shelf in 
the main lobby for the display and collection of 
books, pamphlets, and items of general interest. 
Included currently are the booklets on Smith and 
Long Ponds published by Winchester Trails and a 
sampling from the vertical file on speefle problems 
such as noise, air pollution, and pesticides. 

“The Environmental Handbook” prepared for the 
first national environmental teach-in and edited by 
Garrett de Bell is a good primer for total concern. 

It consists primarily of “articles written by students 
. . . ; suggestions toward an ecological platform; 
a number of reprinted essays by authorities on eco- , 
nomic, ecological, cultural, and political change.” 

Books, films, and suggestions for specific action 
are also included. Among those works excerpted by 
de Bell are Paul Ehrlich’s “Population Bomb” (a 
classic now expanded in his “Population-Resources- 
Environment”) and Robert and Leona Rienow’s 
“Moment In The Sun,” another provocative and 
widely read book. 

Besides the well publicized works, there are others 
which can provide the individual with an under- 
standing of the dynamics of group action (John 
Huenefeld, “The Community Activists’ Handbook”) 
and the reality of contemporary politics (Frank E. 
Smith, "The Politic^ Of Conservation,” and Richard 
A. Cooley, “Congress And The Environment,” which 
is the report of a graduate seminar that surveyed 
original case studies of recent legistlation). 

“The Regulators,” “Watchdog Agencies And The 
Public Interest” by Louis M. Kohlmeier investigates 
the agencies charged with protecting the American 
consumer. "Conservation, Now Or Never” takes a 
strongly historical approach to the saving of scenic 
resources. In the second edition of “Environmental 
Conservation,” Raymond Dasmann updates a college 
text originally published in 1958. He stresses the 
biological sfa’ndpo&t with emphasis on wildlife 
management. However, in this new edition air, 
water, and population control are given more in 
depth attention. 

For those who are still not convinced that the 
conditions and trends evident in our environment 
are a national crisis there are other books: Stewart 
Udall gave us “The Quiet Crisis” in 1963; Ron M. 
Linton’s “Terraeide” describes conditions as they 
exist and provides some technical data to support 
his conclusions. Another new book which is well 
stocked with statistics, graphs, charts, and the spe- 
cific data which will aid the layman in dealing with 
experts and officials is “Our Precarious Habitat” by 
Melvin A. Benarde. 

The approach, scholarship, bias, and writing abil- 
ity of these and the scores of other writers who 
are bombarding us with ecology material varies 
greatly. Some of their books quite frankly bore me, 
but their usefulness in answering specific questions 
and studying local problems is seif evident. Further- 
more, conditions, innovations, and advances locally 
and across the nation are constantly reported and 
updated by the articles and news notes appearing 
in “Environment,” “Environmental Action,” the 
“American Heritage,” "Natural History,” “Science,” 
and other periodicals which have taken an active 
position in the fight for a tenable future. 

If noise bothers you, if your view has disappeared 
in the smog, if your tomatoes are ailing but you’ve 
discarded DDT, if you want to know what it’s all 
about, come and see us. If you don’t find what you 
want, ask ut the reference desk — we are here to 
help YOU.

It is cost- 
ing the town from $10,000 to 
$11,000 a year to haul garbage 
out of town, not including pick- 
up cost, Mr. O’Brien pointed out. 
Out of eight companies approach- 
ed for quotes, only one, the O’- 
Rourke firm of Carlisle, submit- 
ted a bid. It received a one-year 
contract, which took effect Mon- 
day, August 3, for $4,100. 

Other possibilities for garbage 
disposal are being looked into, 
Superintendent O’Brien advised. 
One possibility is renovating the 
town incinerator so that it can 
burn garbage. 

Selectman Chapman mentioned 
a state plan for a regional solid 
waste disposal program, first out- 
lined about three years ago. Su- 
perintendent O’Brien has attend- 
ed several meetings at which the 
proposal was discussed.

The findings, based 
upon statewide data, are from the 
Department of Commerce and the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 

Elsewhere in the Unted States 
an average of 10.9 marriages per 

1.000 population is expected this 
year. 

The national record of 2,291,000 
marriages, set in 1946, has not 
been equaled since than. By I960 
the total had dropped to 1,464,000. 
More recently it has been on the 
rise again. In 1967 it reached 1.-

2.000. 000 and, this year, it is ex- 
pected to be about 2,200,000.

A drowning, an alleged drown- 
ing. and n motor vehicle accident 
resulting from the confusion sur- 
round in* the last incident have 
made the Mystic Lakes a danger- 
ous location for those desiring re- 
laxation during the past week.

Mid-Sunday afternoon, August 
2, a large crowd gathered at the 
Sandy Beach area as Middlesex 
Fells police, Winchester police, and 
the Winchester Fire Department 
followed up the report from three 
witnesses of an alleged drowning. 

Officer Frank Thomas of the 
Middlesex Fells Division initiated 
efforts when he dove into the lake 
six times .He was then aided by 
scuba divers and boatmen who 
combed the waters until 1 a.m., 
Monday morning. 

Unclaimed clothing with no iden- 
tification was found on the beach. 
Division Headquarters reported 
that they had received a “phoney 
drowning” call this Monday and 
that the Medford Division of the 
MDC police has recently been re- 
ceiving several such alarms. 

As onlookers eddied about the 
working crews, confusion height- 
ened when a three-car collision oc- 
curred in the parking lot. Four 
persons were transported to Win- 
chester Hospital where they were 
treated for injuries. 

A Somerville man was arrested 
on charges of drunkenness, operat- 
I ing under the influence, driving to 
endanger, and driving after sus- 
S pension of a license.

The Parker Tavern, the 1964 
saltbox house-museum at 103 
Washington Street, just south of 
the railroad station in Rending, 
wll provide the appropriate setting 
for a one-day loan exb ion of 
pewter on Thursday, August 13, 
from 10 a.m, to 5 p.m. 


Household inventories of the 
early owners of the hr use listed 
pewter utensils. The Reading An- 
tiquarian Society has assembled 
from members and friends a rep- 
resentative collection of American 
and foreign pewter and britannia 
such as could have been used in 
the house. 

The spoons show a variety of 
handles such as slip top, trifid, 
ami the more cenventional. A 
spoon mould is included with a 
spoon poured in it, to show how it 
was made. Some of the plates, 
dishes and chargers will be dis- 
played bottom -side-up to show the 
maker’s raised touch mark and the 
owner’s incised initial or name. 


Porringers, useful pieces for ser- 


the handle cast in the same piece 
with the howl or applied display- 
ing the artistic ingenuity of the 
maker. 

Pitchers, tankards, beakers, a 
set of measures, and a funnel are 
all associated with drinks, and 
drinking played a big pnrt in the 
life of the colonies. The bodies 
were straight sided or tulip shaped, 
the bases raised or plain. A table 
setting may not have had the 
gleam of silver, hut the design of 
the pieces certainly was neither 
dull nor monotonous. 

Some of the ink wells in the 
show may have graced the desks 
of well-to-do gentlemen for their 
shapes represent more than utility. 

Lighting devices — candlesticks, 
lamps for whale oil or burning 
fluid — were included in the stock 
and trade of pewterers and britan- 
nia makers. Many of the marked 
pieces in the show are by New 
England craftsmen. 

When porcelain and decorative 
arthware drove most pewter from 


teapots of britnnnia (often a bet- 
ter alloy than the old pewter) were 
still used to enhance the hospitable 
board. The pieces loaned for Au- 
gust 13 carry other familiar NwW 
England names. 


The nominal admission charge 
for the show will be used to help 
defray the expense of maintaining 
the Parker Tavern.

Winfield Knopf 
Is Co-Direetor 
Of Institute 

Winfield G. Knopf of 233 Main 
Street, associate dean of the Har- 
vard Business School, reports the 
completion of the first session of 
the newly-founded Institute for 
Educational Management. 

As an Institute trustee and co- 
director. Mr. Knopf has devoted 
much of his time for more than a 
year to the organization and man- 
agement of the Institute's initial 1 1 
six-week session on the campus of 
the Harvard Business School, Sol- 
diers Field, Boston. 

The Institute, a non-profit Mas- 
sachusetts trust granted .$300,000 
by the Sloan Foundation, is the 
first attempt by a leading business 
school to offer post-graduate man- 
agement training to administra- 
tors in American colleges and uni- 
versities. 

From more than 110 applicants, 
63 men and women were selected 
from institutions of higher learn- 
ing and other sources: academic 
administrators, development offi- 
cers, and business managers. 

The Institute has been hailed 
by educators as a much-needed 
“breakthrough” experiment in a 
field which lacks a training ground 
at a time when educational admin- 
istrators are being subjected to 
extraord inary pressures. A similar 
course is planned for the summer 
of 1971. 

The students, including eight re- 
presentatives of black colleges 
plus six women, had the benefit of 
instruction through the case me- 
thod by members of Harvard Bu- 
siness School and other school fa- 
culties. Living facilities were pro- 
vided on its campus by the Har- 
vard School. 

An outstanding group of educa- 
tional leaders conducted seminars, 
among them Dr. James R. Killian 
j r ., corporation board chairman of 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology: Albert L. Nickerson, 
member of the Harvard Corpora- 
tion and retired chairman of Mobil 
Oil Company; and John U. Monro, 
former dean of Harvard College 
and now director of freshman stu- 
dies at Miles College, Birmingham, 
Alabama.

Dr. Hurrison Black, president of 
the Greater Boston Chapter of the 
Massachusetts Heart Association, 
anticipates that heart and blood 
vessel disease will remain the lead- 
ing health killer in Winchester for 
1070 and will cause approximately 
59 per cent of all deaths. 

Dr. Black bases his estimate on 
last year’s mortality figures, which 
indicate that out of a total of 
101 deaths in Winchester, 112 re- 
sulted from disease of the heart 
and blood vessels. Although giant 
strides have been made to the con- 
quest of heart diseases here and 
throughout the state and nation — 
there has been a 20 per cent na- 
tionwide decline in the death rate 
fpr heart and blood vessel disease 
for those under 65 since 1950 — 
Dr. Black emphasises that cardio- 
vascular disease remains the num- 
ber one health menace.

In Division 8 (Loads, Materials & Stresses), strike sections 
26 and 27 in their entirety and substitute therefor the following: 


“Section 26. Roofs shall be designed and constructed 
to safely support, in addition to dead loads and the 
horizontal loads specified in section 27, a minimum ver- 
tical (snow) load determined by the formula VL =» 
46 -3P where ‘VL’ is the vertical load in pounds per 
square foot and ‘P’ is the slope of the roof in inches 
rise per foot of run; EXCEPT, below a ‘P’ of 2, ‘VL’ 
shall be 40, and above a ‘P’ of 12, ‘VL’ shall ho 10. 
Vertical loads shall be considered as acting over the 
entire projected area or a portion thereof, whichever 
produces the more severe stresses.” 


“Section 27. All buildings shall be designed and con- 
structed to safely withstand horizontal live (wind) loads 
on walls and the vertical projection of sloping surfaces 
(roof 8) as follows:

$151,563,000 In Federal Aid 


Are Federal grants-in-aid a 
costly proposition or a boon as far 
as Middlesex County is concerned? 

How big a price is it paying for 
them through matching funds and 
other payments that come out of 
taxes eollectcd in the local area? 

A new study of these grants 
and their state-by-state distribu- 
tion has been made by the Tax 
Foundation, a non-profit organiza- 
tion that keeps watch on public 
spending and taxation. 

The grants programs, which run 
into the hundreds, provide finan- 
cial assistance to states and local 
communities foi such purposes as 
education, health, child welfare, 
highways, housing, sewage disposal 
and the like.

communities the overall coat of 
this aid considerably greater than 
the grants received. In others, the 
reverse is true. They come out 
ahead in the exchange. 

According to a breakdown of the 
state figures, which are based up- 
on reports from the Treasury De- 
partment. the cost of Federal aid 
in Middlesex County in the past 
fiscal year was approximately 
$163,688,000. This compares with 
an estimated $151,563,000 received 
in the form of grants. 

The ratio was similar for Massa- 
chusetts as a whole. It was also 
behind on a dollars and cents basis. 

Its payments to Washington, al- 
located to the Federal aid pro- 
grams, came to $623,000,000 in the 
year, the Tax Foundation find$.

The amount that came back in 
grants totaled $575,000,000. 

Thus, $1 in Federal aid was 
awarded to the state and its com- 
munities for every $1.08 of cost. 

The figures show that in 19 of 
the states the tax burden exceeded 
the grants. One state, Nebraska, 
came out even. The other 30 ended 
on the plus side. 

In explanation, it is pointed out 
that the allotment of funds varies 
from area to area because of dif- 
ferences in their needs. The awards 
are made in line with each com- 
munity’s requirements, weighed 
against the requirements of other 
communities. 

Nationally, the aid programs 
have been expanding rapidly in 
recent years. Last year they in- 
volved a record $19.6 billion. This 
compares with $7 billion in 1960.

Insurance 
Paid Monthly 

The Veterans Administration 
suggests that GI insurance policy- 
holders who receive VA compen- 
sation or pension payments may 
want to consider having their in- 
surance premiums deducted from 
their monthly checks. 

In making that suggestion. Ad- 
ministrator of Veterans Affairs 
Donald E. Johnson said about a 
qunrter of a million veterans al- 
ready pay their insurance pre- 
miums this way. 

He pointed out that in order to 
use this convenient method, the 
veteran’s monthly benefit check 
must he equal to or greater than 
the premium to be paid. 

One of the advantages of the 
deduction method is that pay- 
ments of premiums are automatic, 
reducing the likelihood that the 
insurance will lapse. 

Other advantages are that the 
veteran saves time, check or mon- 
ey order costs, and postage, and it 
costs the government less to pro- 
cess, Mr. Johnson explained. 

He also said veterans with ac- 
tive VA insurance policies may use 
the monthly deduction method to 
repay loans on their policies. 

Veterans who wish to have in- 
surance premiums withheld from 
their monthly benefit checks should 
request VA Form 29-888 from 
their nearest VA office. The com- 
pleted form should be forwarded 
to the VA office where premiums 
are paid. 

The VA administrator added 
that veterans who draw retire- 
ment pay from the military ser- 
vices also may have VA insurance 
premiums deducted from their 
checks, but explained that techni- 
cally they cannot repay policy 
loans through this method. 

To switch to the deduction me- 
thod, military retirees should re- 
quest their finance offices to with- 
hold VA insurance premiums and 
send them directly to the VA. 

Both military retirees and vete- 
rans who draw benefit checks from 
the VA must pay insurance pre- 
miums through the month the first 
deduction is to be inude by the 
VA, Mr. Johnson explained.

Selectmen will learn within two weeks if it is possible to step up the timetable for Chapter 90 con- 
struction on Forest Street, Lockeland Road, aiul Ridge Street. Superintendent ol Streets Robert G. O'- 
Brien will confer with the district engineers of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works and 
report his findings lo the board on Monday evening, August 24. 


Superintendent O'Brien said 
that present plans call for exca- 
vating Forest Street, rather than 
merely paving and resurfacing it. 
Curbing will be installed the 
length of the street on both sides. 

“It will be a first class job,” 
Mr. O’Brien said. “It will last a 
good 20 years.” 

He is not sure, however, that 
the contract can he let this year 
by the Massachusetts DPW. The 
Selectmen discussed whether 
patchwork, instead of a complete 
construction project, would be de- 
sirable, in order to get the work 
done this year. They also ques- 
tioned whether it might be bene- 
ficial to eliminate the curbing on 
the entire street except at cer- 
tain areas, to speed construction. 

Superintendent O’Brien said 
that he would advise waiting for 
the complete project to be done 
next year, rather than undertak- 
ing partial repairs now. 

“I think you’d have a better 
road,” he commented. 

Selectman William G. Chap- 
man Jr. said that Forest Street 
would lack definition without 
curbing, particularly at night. 

Superintendent OBrien will ask 
the DPW district engineers 
whether it would be possible to 
cut construction costs, possibly 
by eliminating curbing, so that 
the work could be done this fall.

Dual Braking System Required 


Registrar Richard E. McLaugh- 
lin recently reminded dealers, own- 
ers, and inspection stations that all 
automobiles up to and including 
10,000 pounds gross vehicle weight 
manufactured for the model year 
19G8 and all automobiles manufac- 
tured for the model year 1909 and 
thereafter must be equipped with 
a dual braking system to he regis- 
tered in the Commonwealth in ac- 
cordance with the provision of 
Chapter 90, section 7. This regula- 
tion states: 

“Every automobile equipped with 
an hydraulic braking system whe- 
ther or not assisted by other means, 
which provides braking action on 
four or more wheels, shall be 
equipped with a service brake sys- 
tem so arranged as to provide sep- 
arate systems for at least two 
wheels and so designed and con- 


structed that rupture or leakage- 
type failure of any single pressure 
component of the service brake sys- 
tem except structural failures of 
the brake master cylinder body, 
effectiveness indicator body, or 
other housing common to the di- 
vided system, will not result in 
complete loss of function of the 
vehicle brakes when force on the 
brake pedal is continued. 

“ ‘Pressure component’ means 
any internal component of the 
brake master cylinder or master 
control unit, wheel brake cylinder, 
brake line, brake hose, or eqivalent, 
except vacuum assist components.” 

Mr. McLaughlin said that any 
automobile not equipped as pro- 
vided by this statute is improperly 
equipped for registration and ope- 
ration in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.

Screening Plan 
For Personnel 
Is Criticized 

Editor of the Star: 

In this season of “Summerthing" 
and music festivals, I am reminded 
of songs the taxpayer can sing — 
a torch song of another generation, 
“A Good Man Is Hard to Find, 
(We) always get the other kind,” 
and one that is more familiar, 
“Buckle Down Winchester.” 

The townspeople had better really 
buckle down and see our school ad- 
ministration as it really is or we’ll 
find “the other kind” 'ruling the 
roost. 

We are paying $25,000 for a per- 
sonnel director, assistant superin- 
tendent, plus traveling expenses, 
and he has just suggested (and the 
School Committee agreed) that the 
screening of professional appli- 
cants should be done by, among 
others, high school students. 

The basic requirement in Town, 
State or Federal labor or clerical 
forces is “High School Diploma,” 
but this director feels that he could 
best use the advice and consent of 
10th through 12th-grade students, 
notwithstanding the statement of 
the president of the Senior Class, 
Mr. Puffer, (to a Senate Investi- 
gating Committee) of the rampant 
use of drugs in the High School, to 
such an extent that some students 
are earning $100 per week or more 
for illegal sales. 

Paul Del Rossi stated on July 27 
meeting, that students in the 11th 
and 12th grades did not have suffi- 
cient background and kmywledgo to 
make a career decision as to a work 
or profession; yet this same mem- 
ber of the School Committee is 
himself a professional consultant 
in the field of education, and voted 
to authorize the inclusion of stu- 
dents on this committee. 

Mr. Parkhurst, a top official in 
the banking field, decried that se- 
lection of staff members (teachers) 
being called into a screening pro- 
cedure of the person who would be 
their supervisor and superior. 

In addition, the subject of labor- 
management relations entered into 
the discussion as all teachers are 
members of the bargaining unit; a 
situation where the unions would 
select (in one way or another) 
•their own boss. 

In the most serious sense, the cit- 
izens of this town should get crack- 
ing. 

All reliable, fair, and respectable 
employers, large and small, pledge 
that all professional resumes are 
held in complete confidence. 


How much confidence will there be 
when these resumes will be screen- 
ed by two students, two teachers, 
two coordinators (whatever that 
means), two members of the Par- 
ent Faculty Association, two prin- 
cipals, two assistant superintend- 
ents, the superintendent, and finally 
the assistant superintendent for 
personnel. This is indecent and un- 
fair and just five times two — too 
much. 

Let’s not send a boy or two on a 
man’s errand. If you like this kind 
of screening committee, and we 
have a few other around; then let 
the Finance Committee know, so 
that we can save $25,000 or more 
by eliminating the personnel direc- 
tor’s job altogether, and let the 
kids get the experience.

Influence Shift Shown 


by WENDELL H. WOODMAN 

The Commonwealth has just 
published a handsome pocket size 
brochure entitled, “Your Senate 
Ways and Means,” which aptly 
describes — you guessed it — 
the collected works and artistry 
of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee. 

More exactly, the pamphlet is 
a brief introduction to the fiscal 
philosophy of Senator James F. 
Burke (D) of Brockton, the 
chairman of “Your Senate Ways 
anti Means.” 

In the preface, Senator Burke 
concludes, “I am indebted to 
other Senators and to their staffs 
for their contributions. None of 
these people, of course, are re- 
sponsible for what I have writ- 
ten; indeed, some disagree heart- 
ily with my point of view but 
have helped me generously never- 
theless.” 

Most people who disagree 
heartily with Senator Burke’s 
point of view can’t afford the 
ways and means to talk about it, 
but aside from that the brochure 
is concise and informative. 

The significant thing here is 
that while the House was busy 
scuttling a plot by Speaker Da- 
vid M. Bartley and Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn to 
dredge up some Commonwealth 
cash to print a Bartley-Quinn 
treatise on drug abuse, the Sen- 
ate Ways and Means Committee 
was going into print with Sena- 
tor Burke’s literary legacy. 

It makes for an interesting 
study of how times and influen- 
ces have changed over the last 
several years in matters legisla- 
tive. 

In theory, the House Ways and 
Means Committee is the front 
line of defense financially. Be- 
cause money bills must originate 
in the House, the House Ways 
and Means Committee historical- 
ly has been considered the big 


pooh-bah among legislative com- 
mittees — outranking the rules 
committees and, on occasion, as- 
piring to the influence level of 
the Speaker. 

The House had reached its fis- 
cal power summit in 1964. when 
Rep. John J. Toomey (D) of 
Cambridge ruled the House 
Ways and Means Committee un- 
der Speaker John F. “Iron Duke” 
Thompson. Senate Ways and 
Menns was headed by Sen. Wil- 
liam Fleming (D) of Worcester 
when the Senate leadership pass- 
ed from John E. Powers to Mau- 
rice A. Donahue. 

Toomey and Fleming had en- 
joyed a close working relation- 
ship, and both" committees were 
aware of what their counterparts 
were doing. But there was no 
mistaking the throne of power. 
It was in the House. 

When the late Speaker Thomp- 
son slipped from power, Rep. 
John F. X. Davoren, now Secre- 
tary of State, assumed the Spea- 
kership. He dumped Toomey 
from the chairmanship of ways 
and means and he appointed Rep. 
Anthony M. Scibelli (D) of 
Springfield to the post. Thus be- 
gan the power shift, which was 
reinforced when Fleming left the 
Senate to be replaced by Sen. 
Burke as chairman of Senate 
ways and means. 

Thompson and Toomey would 
never have relinquished a whis- 
per of House control over the 
purse, and Powers and Fleming 
never made a claim on that pre- 
rogative. Sen. Donahue, as Sen- 
ate President, was even less in- 
sistent than Powers on pressing 
for Senate control. , 

Davoren and Scibelli set the 
wheels in motion for the power 
transition that followed. To begin 
with, Davoren forfeited his right 
to name minority members to 
House committees, including 
ways and means. 


The 1965 battle over the sales 
tax was a contribution gem of 
utter confusion during the 14 
months that marked the decline 
of House Ways and Means. 

For reasons unknown, the 
House decided to sever its tradi- 
tional liaison with the Senate 
side on budget deliberations, and 
the Senate committee responded 
by insisting they get the appro- 
priation bills earlier in order to 
duplicate what the House had 
done. 

Sen. Donahue gave free rein 
to Sen. Burke, who is a dynnmic 
and forceful chnirman. From 
that base. Sen. Burke claimed 
the right to dismiss any sugges- 
tions his own leadership might 
have had, and he soon took com- 
plete control of the purse on the 
Senate side. 

Because money bills originate 
in the House, they are handled 
by the Senate last. 

What has happened over the 
last six years is little more than 
an elementary exercise in the 
losing and finding of power. 

A weakened House leadership 
tolerated a weaker House Ways 
and Means Committee while the 
Senate leadership gave Sen.

"Your Senate Ways and 
Means”- woesn’t tell the story of 
how a Brockton Democrat came 
to such power after only two 
terms in the Senate, but it does 
show which ways and means 
committee is the big pooh-bah 
nowadays when it comes to dol- 
ing out one-and-a-half billion 
dollars.

LIBRARY RESPONSE TO 
URBAN CHANGE 

by Lowell A. Martin 

Libraries of the great urban areas, situated in the 
midst of intensified social and economic challenges, 
must meet these in a responsible and effective way. 
The Chicago Public. Library is^one .whigh has made 
a study of that to which it needs to adapt. $ 

“The urban setting today contains a new element 
not recognized 30 or 50 years ago. The very exist- 
ence and vitality of the city are challenged; is has 
within it both the promise of greatness and the 
seeds of destruction. A library does not stop riots 
or remove physical deterioration or eradicate prej- 
udice. But an effective library, in its modest way, 
helps to get at the root causes of the urban problem : 
people unprepared to take their place in the economic 
order and people divided by lack of understanding. 
And an effective library serves to sustain the quality 
of life for all, not in utilitarian and civic matters 
alone, but also in the fulfillment of mind and spirit.” 

The preceding paragraph was taken from the book, 
“Library Response to Urban Change,” a report on 
the Chicago Library, its services, and what will be 
expected of it in the next 20 years. The book’s basic 
premise is “that the urban condition calls for some- 
thing more than ‘business as usual.’ ” 

Chicago has a population of about three and one- 
half million. A fairly stable population can be as- 
sumed until 1980, but may either rise or decline 
slightly after that. As far as education, 25 per cent 
of the adults have nothing beyond elementary school. 
“No more than about 33 per cent of adults in Chi- 
cage today have achieved or passed the watershed 
point of high school graduation.” 

These people and their families are a special li- 
brary challenge. By 1980 it is hoped a majority of 
adults will be at least high school graduates. 

New imaginative approaches are needed in the 
inner city by librarians where frequently libraries 
are equated with the establishment. 

Libraries must be sensitive to all kinds and levels 
of people. Chicago is a city of workingmen, a fact 
which should be kept in mind when planning library 
service. But it also has several hundred thousand 
well-educated, highly cultured “cosmopolitans” in 
various areas for whom the usual kind of local 
branch collections are not suited. Libraries must 
“tune in” to this level and acquire more sophisti- 
cated holdings. 

Aguln, for those of both black and white poverty 
and education-deprived areas for whom the standard 
branch library is* not effective, the library must reach 
out with materials of a different kind. 

Because of great variety, standard patterns of 
service are to be avoided. The social goals require 
a multimedia approach on the part of the Chicago 
Library. "The user should be as able to get from the 
library a performance of a play on film or recording 
as the original text in book form; he should as read- 
ily find a magazine as a book about ceramics.” 

The Chicago Public Librbary must be multimedia 
at its* core.' "ArijHlhitig' IMfc-wilh lfiave the Library 
on the sidelines as new and sensitive means of com- 
munication open.” 

Librarians need to mediate between resources and 
individuals. The uncertain adult needs guidance. 
Even well-read adults need attention as they go into 
new territories. 

Libraries should be people-oriented. There is lit- 
tle in verified professional theory or experience to 
provide the answer to serving blighted areas. There 
is no alternative except to open contact, talk to people, 
and get feedback from them. Service decisions also 
have to be made for the libraries serving sophisticat- 
ed cosmopolitans. 

The Chicago Public Library is only one library 
system in a metropolitan area where there are over 
1,500 libraries. It has four million items, with the 
University of Chicago having a little under three 
million, but with ten times as many titles as the 
Chicago Public Library. Its future has not only a 
challenge from its urban users, hut also from the 
million who inhabit the metropolitan area.

Tsunamis 
Have Deadly 
History 

Few things in nature are more 
dangerous than a tsunami. 

The deadly surge of water, some- 
times called a tidal wave, races 

th the speed of a jet airplane 
and strikes with the force of dy- 
namite. 

Despite its popular name, a tsu- 
nnmi — Japanese for harbor wave — 
has nothing to do with tides. It 
may be triggered by an underwat- 
er earthquake, volcanic explosion, 
or earth slide. 

Earthquakes in Chile have sent 
tsunamis smashing against Hawaii, 
Jupan, and other Pacific islands, 
the National Geographic Society 
says 

Since there is no way to stop 
the moving mass of water, an ear- 
ly-warning system seems to be the 
best defense for coastal communi- 
ties. 

The United States Evironment- 
al Science Services Administration 
has begun an experimental net- 
work of seismic and hydraulic 
gauge stations to help protect Ha- 
waii from locally generated dis- 
turbances. 

Slated for completion in Decem- 
ber 1969, the stations on Hawaii 
and Maui will telemeter informa- 
tion on sea levels and tremors to 
an observatory in Honolulu. The 
data will help scientists determine 
where and when a tsunami might 
smash ashore. 

The new safeguards will be wel- 
come. In the last 150 years. 85 
tsunamis have struck the Hawaiian 
Islands, causing at least 383 fa- 
talities. In 1946 an Aleutian earth- 
quake sent 55-foot-high waves 
crashing into Hilo, killing 173 peo- 
ple and destroying 488 homes. 

The last major Hawaiian tsu- 
nami occured in 1960, again victi- 
mizing Hilo. Originating off Chile, 
an 18-foot wave swept ashore and 
left 61 dead, 537 damaged build- 
ings, and $23 million in losses. 

Normal waves created by the 
wind measure only a few hundred 
feet from crest to crest and attain 
a top speed of 60 miles an hour. 
In contrast, tsunamis rush from 
their violent source in long, low 
crests 100 to 600 miles apart. They 
reach speeds of more than 500 
miles an hour. 

The waves appear deceptively in- 
nocent on the open ocean. A tsu- 
nami may measure only two feet 
from trough to crest and rarely 
builds higher than six or seven 
feet. It slips unobserved past ships 
far at sea, crests on shoals, then 
dashes ferociously against the 

coast. 

When tsunamis surge into a V- 
shape inlet or harbor, they swell 
to awesome proportions. A wall of 
water that hit the Aleutians in 
1946 piled debris on a plateau 115 
feet above sea level. 

In 1883 the eruption of Kraka- 
tau sent 100-foot- high, 300-mile- 
an-hour waves slamming into the 
nearby coasts of Java and Sumat- 
ra. The impact was detected in the 
English Channel 32 and one-half 
hours later. 

Tsunamis can be as capricious 
as tornadoes. A tremendous wave 
that battered Hawaii carried a 
home 200 feet inland and set it 
gently down in a cane field with 
breakfast still cooking on the stove 
and dishes intact on the shelves.

Social Security 
Is 35 Years Old 

The nation’s social security pro- 
gram is 35 years old, but “it hardly 
shows its age at all,” according to 
John E. Lonergan Jr., district man- 
ager of the Cambridge Social Se- 
curity Office. 

“Amendments to the law over 
the years have kept social security 
‘young’ — up-to-date with an ex- 
panding economy and changing so- 
ciety,” he said. 

The original social security law 
was enacted August 14, 1935. 

“The law then protected workers 
in commerce and industry only,” 
Mr. Lonergan noted. “Benefits 
ranging from $10 to $85 a month 
could be paid only to retired work- 
ers at age 65. 

“Today, in a vastly different, 
more socially aware nation, social 
security protects nine out of ten 
workers in almost all fields. 

“Social security benefits have 
kept up with the increase in nation- 
al earnings over the years,” Mr. 
Lonergan said. “Benefits have been 
increased until the minimum 
monthly payment to a retired sin- 1 
K\e wovker i» $0>4 anil the average \ i 
payment Is 

The average monthly social se- 
curity benefit being paid to a wid- 
owed mother with two children now 
is $296, according to the district 
manager. 

“The contribution haso also has 
been increased to keep up with 
earnings,” Mr. Lonergan said. 

“Since 1968. the first $7,800 of 
a person’s annual earnings has been 
used in figuring his social security 
benefits. In 1935, the base was $3,- 
000 . 

“If the benefit base had not been 
increased as earnings increased, 
more and more workers would have 
protection related to a smaller and 
smaller part of their total earn- 
ings.” 

Medicare, enacted in 19G5, “was 
probably the most significant 
change in social security,’ Mr. Lon- 
ergan said. "Medicare medical in- 
surance helps pay for doctors’ bills 
and other medical services.”

rate is 4.8 per cent. 

“And the maximum projected 
rate is only 5.9 per cent.”

AMENDMENT TO BUILDING LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 

Adopted at Annual Representative Town Meeting 

on April 6, 1970 

VOTED: That the building laws be amended as follows: 
Assign the heading “Section 30” to the latter portion of what 
is now designated as Section 29, commencing with the paragraph 
which begins: “Wooden piles driven through fill. . . .” 

VOTED: That the Building Laws of the Town be amended 
as follows: 

In Division 8 (Loads, Materials & Stresses), strike sections 
26 and 27 in their entirety and substitute therefor the following: 

“Section 26. Roofs shall be designed and constructed 
to safely support, in addition to dead loads and the 
horizontal loads specified in section 27, a minimum ver- 
tical (snow) load determined by the formula VL -= 

46 -3P where ‘VL* is the vertical load in pounds per 
square foot and ‘P’ is the slope of the roof in inches 
rise per foot of run; EXCEPT, below a ‘P’ of 2, ‘VL’ 
shall be 40, and above a ‘P’ of 12, ‘VL’ shall be 10. 
Vertical loads shall be considered as acting over the 
entire projected area or a portion thereof, whichever 
produces the more severe stresses.” 

“Section 27. All buildings shall be designed and con- 
structed to safely withstand horizontal live (wind) loads 
on walls and the vertical projection of sloping surfaces 
(roofs) as follows: 

up to 25 feet above grade: 15 pounds per square foot 

from 25 to 40 feet above grade: 20 pounds per square foot 
more than 40 feet above grade: 25 pounds per square foot 

Wind loads shall be considered both as positive pressure 
on windward surfaces and negative pressure (suction) on leeward 
walls.” 

In Division 8 delete sections 30 and 31 in their entirety, 
and delete Division 10 (Piling) in its entirety, und substitute 
in place thereof the following: 

DIVISION 10 — PILING 

"Section 42. Piles and piling, of whatever type, shall be de- 
signed, constructed and installed in strict accordance with the 
pertinent provisions of the Building Code of the City of Boston. 
Foundation piles shall be designed by an engineer qualified to 
do so, and they shall be driven under the supervision of that 
engineer and the Commissioner.” 

In Division 24 (Fire Protection), revise Table 24A as follows: 

a. add in parentheses under the title, the phrase “See Note ‘D’.” 

b. add at the end the sentence: “Note ‘D’ — Buildings falling 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Standards Building 
Code (Massachusetts Department of Public Safety) must 
conform to its requirements when they are more stringent 
than those herein.” 

c. change the figure in the column headed “Third Class — over 
2500 square feet and the row labeled ’Exterior Non- Bearing 
Wall — 3' to 20’ Separation from “2” to “1”,

Summer School 
French Employs 
New Techniques 

Summer School 1970 ended Fri- 
day, August 7. In addition to the 
226 students in special programs, 
•final figures show that the regular 
study courses attracted 391 stu- 
dents. 

According to Summer School Di- 
rector Frederick Murray, students 
met for regular classes in math, 
language, English, driver educa- 
tion, reading, typing, and creative 
writing. 

Total enrollment in all phases of 
summer schools was 617. Fifty-two 
young people from other communi- 
ties attended the Winchester public 
schools summer courses in the three 
locations. McCall Junior High 
housed the regular academic cours- 
es; Muraco School housed the 
Learning Disabilities Program and 
Learning Laboratory II, and Wash- 
ington School was the locale for 
the Winchester-Lesley College Sum- 
mer Laboratory School. 

One of the regular study courses, 
French I. employed new materials 
and methods to teach beginning 
students. 

Knowing that French is easier 
to learn to speak than to read and 
write, spoken language was em- 
phasized first in French I in the 
summer program. According to 
teacher Joseph R. Scott Jr., the 
class of eight -worked with new 
materials and methods which made 
the learning of the language en- 
joyable. 


Students worked with Tufts Uni- 
versity student teachers, Miss Jan- 
ice Stultz and Mr. Scott, on identi- 
fication of self-sticking objects 
such as cut outs of people, stores, 
clothes, etc. placed on a blue flan- 
nel hoard. This eliminated use of 
the written word. 

One drill in verbal language 
skills might he called a "put on.' 
Each student was asked to panto- 
mime "putting on” one of the gar- 
ments pictured on the flannel board. 
The rest of the class responded in 
French identifying the garment. 
The "put on” used only spoken 
language and th rough enjoyment 
established a positive feeling about 
learning. 

Conversation was practiced with 
slides and a tape lecorded present- 
ation. Slides showed different act- 
ivities without labels which stu- 
dents had to identify verbally. 
Written drill was introduced in the 
materials after a strong founda- 
tion of spoken language had been 
established. Mr. Scott, however, 
chose to teach students in French I 
how to write all that they could 
speak since most of his class had 
previous -knowledge of- the written 
word. 

The program, "La France en di 
rect,” was designed for use in be- 
ginning French and at the summer 
school a different program and 
technique was used for other levels 
of French. On observation the use 
of the "La France” technique pro- 
vided surprising enjoyment for 
students. 

Mr. Scott sent a progress report, 
home to the parents of his student;* 

in order to explain the use of the 
new materials. He said that the 
primary goal for the materials and 
the course was to give students the 
ability to speak French with au- 
thentic intonation and speed. 
"Their knowledge is, of course, lim- 
ited; but what they say is accurate 
and conversational to the point 
where a French boy of 18 visited 
the class and felt that he must be 
able to ask them more complicated 
questions than those they were 
practicing .because they spoke so 
well.” 


The Veterans Administration an- 
nounced earlier this year that 14,- 
800 disabled veterans — some 4,- 
100 more than last year — were 
studying in colleges and pursuing 
on-the-job training.

There was much criticism of the 
officiating, particularly by the 
North Shore delegations.

One of the boys 
in the striped shirts was Boley 
Dancewicz, who played his school- 
boy football in Lynn. The worst 
growls were on an alleged fair 
catch, but in the eyes of the writer 
the player did not raise his hand 
high enough, or keep it up long 
enough, to constitute a definite 
signal. This eventually led to the, 
deciding field goal by Dave Marcel- 
lino of Xavierian. The North had 
excuses because they subse- 
quently were held for downs twice 
inside the ten yard stripe, once at 
the one-half yard line.

This fact alone makes all 
the work of playing and planning 
the game well worth while.

Clarified 

A joint statement issued this 
week by Dr. Donald E. McLean, 
chairman of CONCERN, and Phil 
Sampson, vice-chairman, seeks to 
clarify confusion over some of 
the services offered by the volun- 
teer group to persons in trouble. 
They have emphasized that help 
in some fields is being offered 
only by experienced medical per- 
sonnel. Their statement reads: 

‘‘It is of vital importance that 
CONCERN clarifies an unfortu- 
nate misunderstanding regarding 
the services offered by CON- 
CERN’S newly established trou- 
ble line, 729-4991. 

“It was never intended that 
the youths answering the calls 
would be expected to, or would 
offer, advice concerning problem 
pregnancies, venereal disease, or 
abortions. 

“We have learned from our 
contacts with other such trouble 
lines that people do call seeking 
advice about these very personal 
and very serious conditions. 
These highly charged subjects 
have been handled by well quali- 
fied physicians in the past and 
this practice will be continued. 

“Our youths have been instruc- 
ted to: 

"1. Give no medical advice. 

“2. Refer all such calls to the 
well qualified and competent phy- 
sicians that form the backup or 
referral team and all calls will 
be anonymous. 

“It is our hope that this will 
clarify any misinterpretations of 
any preceding statement.

Building Subcommittee Report Released

Distribution of the Progress 
Report as of May, 1970, of the 
Elementary School Building Sub- 
committee to all Town boards and 
Town Meeting Members is near- 
ing completion. This is the first 
such report of the Subcommittee 
which lias been in operation since 
its authorization by the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1969. 

The Subcommittee has attempt- 
en in its account to explain its 
two main objectives. Major ef- 
forts thus far have been devoted 
to the accomplishment of the ren- 
ovation of the High Street School 
(Marycliff) under an open space 
concept for its opening this fall. 


A second concern has been foun- 
dation work for a “comprehensive 
long-range elementary school con- 
struction and facility up-grading 
plan.” 

High Street School 

Contained in the report is the 
recent history of the school as it 
was proposed by the Marycliff 
Academy Acquisition Study Com- 
mittee, its purchase and financing, 
and the inception of educational 
specifications. A comprehensive 
summary of the space needs as 
they related to the conceptual as- 
pects of the open plan of teaching 
are accompanied by floor plans 


showing the progressive develop- 
ment of the school’s design. 

When the school is opened for 
use this autumn, it will be com- 
plete only on the two top floors, 
the kindergarten, and several oth- 
er special purpose areas. With a 
capacity of approximately 290 
pupils it is expected that this will 
provide the necessary space until 
September, 1971, or perhaps 1972. 

This partial completion within 
the available budget in place of 
the anticipated full renovation 
stemmed from the discovery of a 
structural system which allowed 
all three floors to be converted

Youth Detention Quarters 
Gain Priority On List Of 


Changes At Police Station 

Juvenile detention quarters will ger priority if proposed renovations ai the police station take 
place. Selectmen decided Monday evening. August 17. 


Chief of Police Edward F. 
Bowler termed such facilities 
“really non-existent.” The Mas- 
sachusetts Youth Service Board 
has condemned the . so-called wo- 
men’s cell block, which had been 
temporarily used for juvenile de- 
tention, for such usage. 

As a result, the Wilmington 
police station and the juvenile 
detention center in Jamaica 
Plain are being used to detain 
Winchester youths. At one time, 
young prisoners were taken to 
Wakefield, "but they don’t want 
us anymore,” Chief Bowler said. 

Detention of youths depends 
upon their sobriety and whether 
the Winchester police are suc- 
cessful in contacting their par- 
ents. Chief Bowler pointed out. 
Twenty-six juveniles were de- 
tained by local police the first 
six months of 1970, an average 
of one a week. 

“The situation requires cor- 
rection,” Chief Bowler comment- 
ed. “It’s certainly not much of a 
credit to the town not to have 
the proper facilities.” 

Chief Bowler said that one 
room with toilet facilities was re- 
quired for boys, one such for 
girls, and a smaller one for a 
matron. Heating and lighting im- 
provements would also he needed. 
A closed circuit television sys- 
tem would not be necessary, the 
chief noted, if an officer or ma- 
tron were on duty at the quar- 
ters. 

A representative from the 
Youth Service Board has not yet 
seen the proposed plans for the 
local juvenile detention quarters, 
according to Chief Bowler. Ju- 
venile Officer Richard W. Beaton 
haa been unsuccessful to date in 
arranging for' such- a visit, the 
chief said. 

The Selectmen asked Chief 
Bowler about the Youth Service 
Board’s role in youth detention. 
Chief Bowler explained that the 
board has general control over 
juveniles in the detention stage 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

Selectman Paul F. Amico com- 
mented that it was “easy for the 
Youth Service Board to impose 
these norms on communities wi- 
thout knowing the costs.” He 
said that considering that there 
was an average of one youthful 
prisoner a week, that provision 
for juvenile detention quarters 
“really seemed to be a waste of 
money.” 

Chief Bowler said that he 
hoped that the estimated $90,500 
required for complete innova- 
tions of his department’s area 
could be cut in half by eliminat- 
ing some of the proposed work. 

Architect Arthur Rand, also 
present at this week’s meeting 
of the Board of Selectmen, sug- 
gested that the juvenile deten- 
tion quarters could be placed on 
the first floor, by eliminating 
some of the present adult cells. 
He was not sure, however, that 
the Youth Service Board would 
approve of juvenile detention 
quarters on the first floor and so 
close to adult cells. 

Chief Bowler agreed that the 
youths must be kept separate 
from the adults. He also won- 
dered about spending funds on 
an old building when “perhaps 
in ten years we’ll have a new 
building.” 

Ten cells are available at the

Seek Identity 
Of Body Here 

The Middlesex Fells Division 
of the MDC Police are continuing 
their investigation of circum- 
stances surrounding a body which 
was discovered Saturday, Aug- 
ust 15, in a sand pit near the 
Tul’ts University Yacht Club wi- 
thin Town lines at the Mystic 
lakes.

It is esti- 
mated that prior to this it had 
been kept in a "dry place, like 
an attic” for approximately three 
months.

poliee station. Chief Bowler ad- 
vised. One cell is used for tem- 
porary storage of teletype paper, 
recovered bicycles, tires, and 
other items. The chief said that 
as many as seven prisoners have 
been jailed at one time. 

Mr. Rand suggested that if 
priority were to be given to ju- 
venile detention quarters, that 
minimum facilities he planned. 

The chief noted that the police 
station needs interior nnd exter- 
ior painting and patching. 

Ralph Swanson, chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, recom- 
mended that the group look into 
“all possibilities.” 

Mr. Rand will prepare sketches 
for the proposed juvenile deten- 
tion quarters for the Selectmen. 

Town Hall Topic 

The Selectmen also discussed 
with Mr. Rand changes under 
consideration for Town Hall. 

Chairman Swanson noted that 
most municipal departments 
would like more room. He doesn’t 
foresee a new town hall for at 
least ten years. As a result, he 
suggested lightening the general 
work areas. 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. urged continued re- 
modeling of the first and second 
floors of Town Hall. 

“I can’t see the town spending 
one million or $1,500,000 for a 
new town hall,” he commented. 


As administrative director, Mr. 
Bennet-Alder is responsible to H. 
Jack Geiger, M.D., chairman of 
the department of community 
medicine of Tufts University. He 
is responsible for providing com- 
prehensive health care to the 
Columbia Point community of ap- 
proximately 6,000 people. One of 
the immediate objectives of the 
organization is increasing its ser- 
vices by about 10 per cent 
through expanding health care to 


Selectman John J. Sullivan 
suggested that hearing room 
space could be utilized in the 
basement of the library, at the 
new high school, and at other 
schools. 

“Maybe we should stop trying 
to segregate all departments,” 
he continued, “and start mixing 
up some of the departments. 
Partitions cost money. We should 
have private offiees for the men 
who need them.” 

Selectmen discussed the possi- 
bilities of the Welfare Depart- 
ment perhaps relocating in a re- 
gional office, as has been report- 
ed, now that it is under state 
control, and the relocation of 
the Highway and Water and 
Sewer Departments on Linden 
Street at the Town Yard. Chair- 
man Swanson agreed to confer 
with officials of the Welfare and 
Water and Sewer Departments 
about the proposed moves. Chair- 
man Swanson will submit the in- 
formation he receives to the 
Board of Selectmen and to Mr. 
Rand, the architect. 

Commissioner Appears 

Building Commissioner Wil- 
liam B. MacDonald, in his month- 
ly meeting with Selectmen as a 
department head, told board 
members that his office is crowd- 
ed now. He is opposed to some 
proposed floor plan changes at 
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include the residents of the 
neighboring housing development, 
the Mary Ellen McCormack Pro- 
ject.

SAMUEL M. GRAVES 

He was born in New Haven, Con- 
necticut. on January 4, 1902. 

Awarded a bachelor of arts degree 
in 1924 from Bates College, Lewis- 
ton. Maine, Mr. Graves later earned 
a masters of education degree from 
Boston University. He also did 
graduate work at Bates and Har- 
vard University. In 1966 an hon- 
orary degree, doctor of humane let- 
ters, was conferred upon him at 
Bates College. 

Beginning his career in the held 
of education as a teacher of history, 
Mr. Graves held this position at 
Amesbury High School from 1926- 
1928 and at Winchester High 
School from 1928-1942. In 1936 he 
was made assistant principal of 
this high school until assuming the 
job of acting principal in 1942. 

Mr. Graves left Winchester High 
School in 1946 to become principal 
of Attleboro High School where he 
remained until 1948. From 1948 to 
the present he held the principal- 
ship of Wellesley Senior High 
School. 

Among his mnny educational af- 
filiations he had acted as president 
of the National Association of Sec- 
ondary School Principals. 

Mr. Graves was a past president 
and now a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Secondary School Princi- 
pals’ Association; B. U. Chapter 
I’hi Delta Kappa; Neighborhood 
Principals’ Group : Q uindepeil 
Club; and Wellesley Rotary Club. 

Other memberships included the 
Headmasters’ Association; Nation- 
al Education Association; Massa- 
chusetts Teachers’ Association; 
Wellesley Teachers’ Association; 
William Parkraan Lodge and Mas 
sachusetts Education Commission. 
He formerly belonged to the Win- 
chester Congregational Church. 

Mr. Graves had served as a vis- 
iting lecturer at the schools of edu- 
cation at North Texas State Col- 
lege, University of Maine, and 
Northeastern and Boston Univer- 
sities. He was a former represen- 
tative of the New England Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools to the College Entrance Ex- 
amination Board. 

He leaves his wife, Mrs. Elouise 
(Townshend) Graves of Wellesley; 
a son-in-law, George Johnston of 
Dover; a sister, Mrs. Louise Wright 
of Cumberland Center, Maine; and 
two grandsons, Mark J. Johnston 
and Scott T. Johnston, both of Do- 
ver. He was also the father of the 
late Mrs. Virginia (Graves) John- 
ston of Dover. 

Private funeral services were 
held. A memorial service will be 
conducted after school opens on 
Thursday, September 17, at the 
Wellesley Hills Congregational 
Church at 2 p.m.

STATE HOUSE, Boston— The 
trustees of the University of 
Massachusetts proceeded with 
land acquisition and building con- 
struction for a Boston Brandi 
campus at Columbia Point know- 
ing there were severe concentra- 
tions of methane gas below 
ground. 

A memorandum from the pro- 
ject designer itemizing serious 
site disadvantages at Columbin 
Point was submitted to the 
Board of Trustees on October 
14. 1968. 

Sasaki, Dawson. DeMay Asso- 
ciates, Inc. of Watertown told 
the trustees at that time there 
were aesthetic and economic ad- 
vantages in acquiring the Colum- 
bia Point site, but they com- 
plained that: 

Probable construction cost for 
the 15,000-student campus would 
reach $400 million (an estimate 
that has since been raised to 
$500 million). 

No buildings of more than 10 
to 12 stories could be built with- 
out interfering with the traffic 
patterns into Logan Airport. 

Buildings of more than five 
stories would be impractical be- 
cause of adverse soil conditions 
and exhorbitant costs in driving 
pilings to support the structures. 

The site would require acquisi- 
tion of properties owned by the 
city, the MDC, the DPW, the 
Boston Globe, and other owners. 

Future expansion of the cam- 
pus beyond the 15,000-student 
level would require filling in the 
tidal shallows. 

John Warner, head of the Bos- 
ton Redevelopment Authority, 
confirmed that the BRA learned 
of the heavy methane deposits 
some six years ago when test 
borings were taken. 

Sasaki, Dawson, DeMay Asso- 
ciates entered into a designer 
contract with UMass on August 
25, 1967. The contract amount 
was for $200,000 and the firm 
was chosen to prepare the mas- 
ter plan for the campus. To date, 
the Commonwealth has paid vou- 
chers totaling $142,564.43. 

The firm of Haley and Aldrich, 
Inc. was selected by the designer 
as soils consultant, and that firm 
has been paid $20,100, from the 
designer’s allocation. A detailed 
report by Haley and Aldrich was 
turned in over a year ago and it 
commented on the methane prob- 
lem. 

Additionally, Northeast Test 
Bering Co.. Inc. of Quincy was 
retained to conduct “organic silt 
probes” at the site. 

Kay Alexander, architect and 
planner for Sasaki, Dawson, De- 
May said Wednesday that his 
firm had always known of the 
methane problem at Columbia 
Point, but he could not remember 
whether the problem had been 
mentioned in the services of re- 
ports and memoranda turned 
over to the university. 

Frank O’Brien, planning officer 


for the Boston branch project, 
confirmed that the Haley and Al- 
drich report spelled out the prob- 
lem. He said the methnne con- 
centrations are caused by organ- j 
ic decomposition and once the or- 
ganic matter is fully decomposed 
and the methane exhausted, the 
“temporary” problem will be eli- 
minated. 

He said it could take as long | 
as 20 years to drain the gas from 
the site. “The element of risk 
will diminish over time,’’ he said, 
“hut that is not to say the risk 
isn’t there.” 

It. is the “risk” that prompted 
the House of Representatives to 
tie up $80 million in construction 
funds for the cumpus until three 
independent consultants analyze 
and report on the methane prob- 
lem. 

Mr. O’Brien, while admitting 
the risk, added that technicians 
and lawmakers perceive the prob- 
lem differently. He insisted it 
could be solved, possibly by crea- 
ting “a reverse leaching field” 
in a bed of gravel to pull the me- 
thane up. seal it to eliminate 
seepage, and thereby create a 
continuous exhaust system. 

Political observers, meanwhile, 
foresee a three to five year delay 
in construction of the campus if 
the methane problem is as seri- 
ous as it appears to be. 

From the gaseous revelations 
of the past week or two that 
prompted the House to freeze 
construction funds, there has 
grown a new political rebellion 
against the university’s trustees, 
primarily because the Common- 
wealth is embarrassed by the 
millions that have been commit- 
ted to construction of a campus 
they feel the trustees knew could 
not be built at Columbia Point. 

In an interview with this wri- 
ter September 18, 1968, Senate 
Majority Leader Kevin B. Har- 
rington, an expert on the Com- 
monweath’s educational structure 
stated, “The university doesn’t 
want a Boston branch. It’s never 
wanted one.” 

After commenting on the choi- 
ces of Copley Square and North 
Station ns possible campus sites, 
Harrington declared, “I can tell 
you right now that the next 
place they (the trustees) intend 
to look at will be Columbia Point. 
And I can also tell you right 
now that Columbia Point will not 
be acceptable.” 

At that point, Senator Har- 
rington disclosed that test bor- 
ings had already been taken at 
Columbia Point and that the 
trustees had been informed the 
development would not be feasi- 
ble. 

The designer’s memorandum 
submitted to the trustees four 
weeks after Senator Harrington’s 
comment described the site as 
consisting of “open, undeveloped 
land on fill resulting from 70 to 
80 years of trash, cinder, and 
rubbish disposal.” 

It said an MBTA transit link 


across private properties, includ- 
ing “a nomlnul amount of Boston 
College High School land” for u 
spur road, would be essential, 
and that “long range expansion 
could be accomplished through 
land filling in tidal shallows a- 
round the site.” 

Boston's old sewage pumping 
station would have to be removed, 
and water services provided to 
the site, said the memorandum. 

It said, “The advantages of a 
core location must always be 
weighed against the limitations 
of a site too small to adequately 
accommodate the university’s 
program past a 16,000-student 
level.” Further expansion would 
depend on developing acreage 
“now under water,” it said. 

“Soil conditions will impose a 
general limitation of five floors 
for buildings whose foundation 
would rest upon upper bearing 
strata,” said the consultant, and 
it added there is no information 
on the existence of that strata 
on land now under water. 

“It would require buildings of 
20 floors or more to realize any 
economy on deep bearing piles, 
so that few structures on the 10 
to 12-story range are likely to be 
justified. This should not be a 
major concern, however, since the 
normal functional arrangement 
of campus buildings is horizon- 
tal,” the memo stated. 

Presently under construction is 
a nine-story library building for 
the Boston campus, and the plan- 
ning officer disclosed that the 
pilings must be driven to bedrock. 
It was during this current con- 
struction phase, ostensibly, that 
the methane concentrations were 
discovered. 

However, the trustees knew f 
those concentrations at least two 
years ago, and perhaps six years 
ago. 

Meanwhile, the trustees are ne- 
gotiating to purchase B.C. High 
School, which has an appraised 
valuation of $12 to $14 million, 
for the sum of $28 million — 
for the sole purpose of demolish- 
ing the facility and acquiring the 
land and rights of way for a 
road. 

Planning officer O’Brien claims 
the high site preparation costs 
will be offset by the very low 
site acquisition costs, anti he adds 
that even Boston’s Back Bay sec- 
tion, which was organic fill, had 
a problem with methane gas, as 
did the Columbia Point Housing 
project before a new venting 
system was tunneled through the 
buildings. 

The Sasaki, Dawson, DeMay 
memo has never been released 
to the public, the board of higher 
education, the chancellor of edu- 
cation, the Legislature, the Gov- 
ernor or the comptroller. It was 
prepared for and held by the 
trustees of the university. 

So the problem of methane 
gas and other serious restrictions 
imposed by the soil conditions at 
Columbia Point did not come as 


a surprise to the hoard of trus- 
tees. Why the Governor and Le- 
gislature were never informed of 
the handicaps is an open ques- 
tion, and it now appears the 
entire project may be scuttled as 
Senator Harrington predicted. 

The next question is why did 
the trustees go ahead with con- 
struction knowing of the risks 
and costs that would doom the 
project ?

TAXES — House Speaker Da- 
vid Bartley said candidates for 
public office should make it clear 
to the voters that Massachusetts 
will need some $200 million in new 
taxes next year. “The time for a 
tax revolt is now, not next year,” 
Bartley declared. 

COMPUTERS — Governor Sar- 
gent said the growth of the com- 
puter industry in Massachusetts 
promises to be a boom for the 
Commonwealth. He said the state 
now employs 30,000 in the indus- 
try and he projected that figure 
will triple by 1975. The material 
is contained in a Department of 
Commerce report prepared by In- 
ternational Data Corporation of 
Newtonville. 

ADMINISTRATORS — Gover- 
nor Sargent nominated Lawrence 
Applefield of Waban as Public 
Administrator in Middlesex Coun- 
ty. To similar posts in Suffolk, he 
nominated William E. O'Brien of 
West Roxbury and in Norfolk he 
nominated Peter Sorgi of Brain- 
tree. All are subject to Council 
approval. 

WATER — The chairman of 
the Special Commission on the 
Connecticut River filed a minori- 
ty report to the commission’s re- 
corded finding that there is a 
need for additional water for the 
Metropolitan Boston Area and 
that ‘‘controlled diversions in 
the quantities stipulated will not 
adversely affect the Connecticut 
River.” Rep. Roger L. Bernashe 
(D) of Chicopee, in a minority 
report filed with Sen. Stanley J. 
Zarod (D) of Indian Orchard, 
stated that the primary concern 
is of public health and the qual- 
ity of water now drawn from 
Quabbin Reservoir. He pointed 
to “the possibility of the expen- 
diture of millions of dollars of 
public funds to tap a source of 
water supply that may prove un- 
fit for human consumption be- 
cause of such radio-active pollu- 
tion.” The two legislators called 
for a halt on any construction 
which would result in the dis- 
charge of radio-active wastes 
from the nuclear plant in Vernon, 
Vermont into the Connecticut 
River. 

INJUNCTION— Attorney Gen- 
eral Robert Quinn announced 
that his office has obtained from 
the Middlesex Superior Court an 
injunction against a Somerville 
auto repair shop for deceptive 
business practices. The injunc- 
tion was sought after an investi- 
gation found that the company 
was recommending unnecessary 
auto repairs. Any violation of 
the injunction will subject the 
firm to a $10,000 penalty. 

COURTHOUSE — The Massa- 
chusetts Taxpayers Foundation, 
through its Executive Secretary 
Frank Zeo, said the real culprit 
in the “sordid spectacle of the 
half-finished Middlesex County 
Courthouse is the county sys- 
tem that spawned it.” Zeo urged 
an absolute moratorium on legis- 
lation to permit more county con- 
struction projects which can only 
serve to perpetuate the old and 
discredited county system. 

MIDDLESEX — The House 
gave final approval to the Mid- 
dlesex County budget. 

BUCCI — The State Ballot 
Law Commission informed Secre- 
tary of State John F. X. Davorcn 
that no challenge to the candida- 
cy of Frank P. Bucci for the 
office of State Auditor is before 
the Commission. Chairman Gino 
E. Maggi of Springfield, after an 
hour-long commission meeting, 
said a protest against Bucci’s 
candidacy could still be filed un- 
der election laws. Bucci, the 
choice of the Republican state 
convention for the post of Audi- 
tor, became the center of contro- 
versy when the Braintree town 
clerk’s office notified the Secre- 
tary of State that Bucci had 
switched his affiliation from De- 
mocrat to Republican last Decem- 
ber while the law states that a 
candidate muBt be enrolled in a 
party for one year before hold- 
ing office. 

EXAMINATION — Stute Civil 
Service Director Mabel Campbell 
announced bhut a state-wide ex- 
amination for fire fighters und 
call fire fighters has been set for 
August 28. Information may be 
obtained from the Division of Ci- 
vil Service at the State House. 

DPU — The Special Commission 
investigating the operation of 
butt Department of Public Utili-

ties hoard testimony from Francis 
J. Hickey, executive secretary to 
the department. Mr. Hickey told 
the lawmakers that the DPU is 
operating with a “Bob Cratchitt” 
accounting system while dealing 
with firms using highly technical 
methods. The department, he said, 
is in need of funds and personnel 
to deal with existing problems. 

CABINET — Under suspended 
rules the House passed a measure 
calling for the creation of a new 
cabinet position in the executive 
reorganization which takes effect 
in April, 1971. The new office will 
be that of elder affairs. 

BANKS — There was no oppo- 
sition at a hearing before the 
Committee on Banks and Bank- 
ing on legislation to add trust 
companies, savings banks and 
cooperative banks to the institu- 
tions which may sell and redeem 
food stamps. The bill was filed 
as a special message by Gover- 
nor Sargent. 

UNREST — Killed in the 
House was a bill which would 
have required faculty students at 
state colleges to sign a contract 
for expulsion if they engage in a 
demonstration which results in a 
breach of peace on or near pro- 
perty of the college. Defeat came 
on a voice vote. * 

OUTLAY — The House ap- 
proved a $276 million capital out- 
lay bill. There was a move to 
strike an $80 million item for 
construction of the University of 
Masachusetts Boston Branch at 
Columbia Point. The House re- 
fused to delete the item, which 

was recommended by the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. Con- 
troversy arose when lawmakers 
were told that initial construc- 
tion preparation revealed a- 
mounts of dangerous methane 
gas in the proposed site area. 

SALEM STATE — The Massa- 
chusetts Board of Trustees of 
State Colleges elected Dr. Frank 
L. Keegan, former associate ’ean. 
of faculties at Cleveland State 
University, as the new President 
of Salem State College. He suc- 
ceeds Dr. Frederick Meier, vrho 
has announced his retirement. 

SESSION — Both House and 
Senate held brief sessions as the 
lawmakers attended their annual 
golf outing. 

POLLUTION — The John E. 
Cain Company of Medford and 
the Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
of Newton, were ordered by the 
State Department of Public 
Health to stop polluting the air 
in the Greater Boston Area. 
Health Commissioner Dr. Alfred 
L. Frechette said the orders were 
issued because “previous efforts 
by the department to gain com- 
pliance with the regulations had 
failed to produce satisfactory 
results.” If a violator fails to 
comply with department orders, 
the matter is referred to the 
Attorney General for action. 

COURTHOUSE — Two House 
members filed a bill which would 
place the responsibility for con- 
struction of county buildings with 
the Bureau of State Building 
Construction. Sponsors of the 
measure are Reps. John J. Me- 
Glynn (D) of Medford and Chair- 
man of the Committee on State 
Administration and Rep. Law- 
x-ence I J . Smith (D) of Lawrence 
and Chairman of the Counties 
Committee. They said the bill is 
aimed at meeting the “growing 
crisis being encountered in coun- 
ty construction costs and protect- 
ing the taxpayers in our 14 
counties.” 

DAMS — Legislation to trans- 
fer from county commissioners to 
the state commissioner of public 
works the construction and main- 
tenance of dams and reservoirs 
was passed by the Senate and re- 
turned to the House for final ap- 
proval. 

APPOINTED — Governor Sar- 
gent named Charles J. Ardito of 
West Yarmouth as Special Justice 
of the Second District Court of 
Barnstable to succeed .Judge Ger- 
shoin D. Hall who resigned. Mr. 
Ardito is u former Assistant At- 
torney General. 

CASH — State Treasurer Rob- 
ert Q. Crane reported that the 
Commonwealth completed t h o 
1970 fiscal year on June 30 with a 
cash balunce of $109.2 million. 
The state’s bonded indebtedness, 
Mr. Crane uaid, remain* over the 


billion dollar mark and has in- 
creased by more than $50 million 
over the same period one year ago. 

CAPE — Governor Sargent sign- 
ed legislation establishing an 
ocean sanctuary adjacent to the 
Cape Cod National Seashore and 
attached emergency preamble to 
the law in order to "immediately 
prevent careless exploitation of 
the seabed.’ The new law protects 
the Commonwealth’s territorial 
waters from drilling for minerals, 
commercial advertising, and the 
removal of sand and gravel ex- 
cept for shore protection and 
beach restoration. Prohibited un- 
der the statute are the dumping 
of industrial wastes and the build- 
ing of any structure on the sea- 
bed. 

CRIME — The House advanced 
a bill based on Governor Sargent’s 
message to prohibit and penalize 
loan sharking with a penalty of 
not more than ten years in state 
prison and/or $10,000. Legislation 
which cleared the House calls for 
two additional assistants in most 
of the Commonwealth’s district 
attorneys offices. 

MDC — Passed by the House 
was a ten million dollar recrea- 
tion program for the Metropolitan 
District Commission after it was 
amended to include Chelsea among 
the communities considered for 
projects. 

WASTE — Governor Sargent 
signed a measure creating a spe- 
cial commission to study the re- 
use of solid waste and the possi- 
bility of taxing those products 
which create the solid waste prob- 
lem. 

ALLOWANCE — The Senate 
killed a House-approved bill which 
would have authorized payment to 
legislators during recesses of the 
General Court’s session for two 
days a week of official business 
at the State House. Presently 
members draw a pro rata amount 
of their salary and the entire re- 
mainder is due and payable when 
the Legislature prorogues. 

WOMEN — Governor Sargent's 
recommendation that females sen- 
tenced by the courts for more 
than 30 days be incarcerated at 
the Framingham Correctional In- 
stitution rather than at county 
houses of cori-ection was killed by 
the Senate. Opponents of the bill 
charged that it would be harmful 
to attempts by county institutions 
to improve their rehabilitation 
programs, and that the increased 
costs would be borne by state tax- 
payers. 

DPU — The House gave final 
approval to a bill authorizing the 
Depai-tment of Public Utilities to 
assess utility companies for funds 
to study the rate system for the 
benefit of the consuming public. 

CIGARETTES— Rep. Belden G. 
Bly (R) of Saugus filed a bill for 
a total ban on cigarette advertis- 
ing in Massachusetts. 

HORSE — The Morgan hoise 
would be the horse, or emblem 
horse, of the Commonwealth un- 
der terms of a bill which cleared 
the Senate. Sen. Joseph D. Ward 
(D) of Fitchburg lost in his at- 
tempt to have the Irish Hunter, 
which he said, is “first over the 
bars,” named as the official state 
horse. Sen. George D. Hammond 
(It) of Westfield, who sponsored 
the bill, said the horse which 
founded the Morgan breed was 
fouled in West Springfield and 
named after its owner, Justin 
Morgan. 

VETO — Governor Sargent ve- 
toed legislation regulating the 
sale of prepackaged foods claim- 
ing that the bill is “harmful to 
the consumer and would be a re- 
versal of the trend that has made 
the Commonwealth’s consumer 
protection laws the strongest in 
the nation.” The proposal would 
eliminate a requirement of the 
law. adopted in 19(57, that a com- 
puting scale be maintained for 
reweighing prepackaged meat, 
poultry, or edible fish at the re- 
quest of the consumer in cuscs 
whore the food is packaged on 
premises other than the place of 
purchase. 

LAWS — Bills signed into law 
by the Governor repe>al the law 
providing for payment of extra 
compensation to deputy sheriffs 
or other officials serving suhpoe- 
nus for the Superior Court und 
authorize the Essex Agricultural 
and Technical Institute Trustees 
to charge registration fees for 
evening adult education course*.

Women substitute teachers in 
the Winchester public school sys- 
tem were receiving the following 
pay: kindergarten teachers, $5 
a day; elementary, $7 a day for 
the first year of substitute duty 
in Winchester and $8 a day for 
the second and subsequent years;

a day, first year, and $10 a day, 
second and subsequent.

Street, was wounded in Europe. 
He was awarded the Bronze Star 
for “gallantry in action” and the 
Purple Heart.

BOOK REVIEW

DUKEDOM LARGE ENOUGH 


by David A. Randall 

The title is from "The Tempest” — “my library 
was dukedom large enough” and David Randall cer- 
tainly found ample room in his chosen realm. All 
industries must provide opportunities for both funny 
and embarrassing incidents, but the rare book busi- 
ness, being such a personal concern, seems to have 
more than its share of both. Obviously it is a com- 
pletely absorbing affair for those involved in it with 
profit of less moment than in most careers. 

Now librarian of the Lilly Library at Indiana 
University, Mr. Randall had a long apprenticeship 
with Scribner’s in New York. A dropout for Har- 
vard Law School himself, Mr. Randall points to the 
many experts in the antiquarian field with minimal 
formal education: “An antiquarian business — any, 
n6t only the rare book business — cannot be taught, 
it must be lived ... (It) is an emotional not an in- 
tellectual process, like love.” 

This sounds and probably is oversimplified, but the 
author’s point is that no degree in librarianship 
guarantees either appreciation or even knowledge of 
the real value in books — and he means this in much 
more than a commercial sense. He often as a dealer 
acquired books for their intrinsic value, for the 
pleasure of having them in his hands, even when he 
had no prospective customer. 

For those who may have inherited libraries and 
wonder how to evaluate them even tentatively, Mr. 
Randall has some pointers which will come as a sur- 
prise to the uninitiate. Many 19th century British 
authors had their books copyrighted and printed first 
in America; the later English first edition often had 
significant changes in it. American authors did the 
same thing. Consequently American firsts of British 
books (and vice versa) are much more likely to follow 
the original manuscript and so are more desirable. 

Editions of the same works printed on different 
sides of the Atlintic often reflect national idiosyn- 
cracies in their omissions and revisions. The Amer- 
cans were much more prudish while the British were 
more class and race conscious. Then the personal 
libraries of well-knows authors, especially annota- 
tions and signatures, are often as valuable as early 
editions of their own works. Good condition is al- 
ways a consideration. Worm holes do not enhance 
the value of the first edition. But anyone wishing to 
sell a library or poxtions of it needs an expert to 
evaluate it. 

The rare book dealer leads a life of excitement and 
competition. His treasures are often found in the 
most unlikely places, and sometimes he lets them 
slip through his fingers inadvertently, witness this 
sad tale. 

“N. C. Wyeth illustrated a number of Cooper’s 
works for Scribner’s, including ‘The Last of the 
Mohicans.’ lhacV r six of the originals in the shop 
one time, priced $300 each, when a pleasant 
young man came in and admired them. He 
seemed to know something about the artist, and 
it developed in conversation that he was a rela- 
tive. He was Andrew Wyeth and did a little 
painting himself, he admitted. He would like 
some of the paintings for sentimental reasons, 
but $300 was beyond him. Would I, he enquired 
hesitantly, exchange some of them for a few of 
his landscapes? 

“I explained why this was impossible . . (!) 

Collections of letters to and from litei*ary giants 
all too often expose their feet of clay. Thomas 
Wolfe’s correspondence caused quite a turmoil. When 
it came to be sold on the market, a number of young 
ladies appeared with lawyers to salvage their indis- 
cretions, only as it turned out, they wanted not their 
own letters but each other’s. Quotes from some of 
Wolfe’s letters make one wonder why the recipient 
didn't burn them on sight. 

Oddly enough, the British libraries often let lit- 
erary treasures leave their shores from apathy, not 
because of price, due to “English lack of interest 
in what they have when they have it. Take it away 
from them, preserve it, put it to use, and they wail 
like banshees,” (discoursing on) America’s arrogant 
and purse-proud attitude "which enables us to pur- 
chase from other countries part of their cultural 
birthright.” Yet Mr. Randall obseiwes that the El- 
gin marbles remain in England. 

Bibliophile or no, the reader should enjoy this wit- 
ty, informative (and gossipy) very well-written book. 
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Restaurant 
juor Plan 
Is Explained 

Editor of the Stnr: 

I finished reading: the Board of 
Selectmen article in the Winchester 
Star of f> August, 1970 with a hit 
of dismay owing to a distortion of 
facts concerning the proposed 
French restaurant in Winchester, 
I would, for the record, like to 
clurify this situation because the 
people of Winchester ought to know 
exactly what was proposed and why 
the proposers felt the idea was in 
the best interest of the public. 

There has never been a truly 
classic restaurant in Winchester 
nor even in Boston for that matter. 
There are several superior restau- 
rants in that city but none can 
rightly boast old world authenticity 
and quality. Somewhere along the 
way any attempt at producing a 
classic restaurant has lost some- 
thing in the translation. 

What we proposed to the select- 
men was that we did not intend to 
sell or make profit on wine, but any 
customer who wished to enjoy wine 
with his dinner, a natural comple- 
ment with French cooking, could 
bring his own bottle or demi-bottle 
with him, present it to the Maitre 
D\ who would uncork the bottle 
and leave it at the table, and he 
would be able to drink the wine 
with his meal in much the same 
way that a person picnicing in 
Winchester may bring a bottle of 
Bordeaux with him and consume 
it in an orderly manner without 
the fear of breaking the law. 

This practice of uncorking wine 
for patrons is not at all unique in 
practice; it is being done in several 
restaurants and clubs in greater 
Boston including dry towns: It 
seems that the legality of such 
practice is not in question, but 
rather, the “best interest” or “pub- 
lic good” principle, which was in 
fact the basis for the denial of the 
license by the Board of Selectmen, 

One of them suggested that if we 
were allowed to uncork wine in the 
French restaurant there would be 
nothing to prevent a person from 
wanting to open beer in his pizza 
house. But this analogy is loose and 
does hot hold up well under intel 
ligent scrutiny. Culinary experts 
will categorically agree that French 
cuisine requires that wine be served 
as a complement to it whereas 
pizza, or anything else for that 
matter, can reudily be consumed 
with multiplicity of substitute 
beverages. 

We were confronted with the 
problem of enforcing an age identi- 
fication system for those who would 
consume alcohol on the premises of 
the French restaurant. Although

We mentioned a system where 
patrons might be given membership 
cards based on proper identification 
their first time to the restaurant. 
Such a system would in essence 
make the restaurant a club, tech- 
nically within which context the 
question of wine being uncorked 
would easily fit since there are a 
number of existing clubs in this 
town which do not merely perform 
the service of uncorking wine on 
the premises but indeed sell on 
their premises the entire gamut 
of alcoholic beverages. 

Certain “annual-type” clubs al- 
low for alcoholic beverages to be 
brought in under the “closed eyes” 
policy which seems to be the trade- 
mark of business in certain towns. 
Then there is the simple, common 
sense method of inspecting identi- 
fication of questionable cases which 
seems to work in every club and 
restaurant that serves alcoholic be- 
verages in these United States. 

Control,” therefore, would not 
be “very unwieldy,” as one Select- 
man phrased it. It would, in a res- 
taurant of 40 seats (i.e. ten tables) 
be easily managed. 

One would expect in a restaur- 
ant of this calibre that few people 
under age would actually care 
to frequent the restaurant 
for the purpose of consuming 
wine, and that. Lord willing, the 
manager in all 'his experience would 
be shrewd enough to catch the 19- 
year-old who would rather drink a 
bottle of wine in a downtown Win- 
chester French restaurant than 
drink a six-pack of beer with his 
peers in some deserted field on the 
outskirts of town. 

A ruling by the Attorney Gene- 
ral’s office of the Commonwealth 
was suggested to one town official 
we had to visit before being allow- 
ed to talk with the Selectmen. He 
felt it always takes too long to get 
a reply from that office and there- 
fore this was not done. 

A ruling by the Town Counsel 
wns suggested by one of the Select- 
men on the night of 15 June, 1970, 
but from that night until the night 
of 3 August, 1970 whereupon it was 
decided that the license was not to 
be granted for reasons of “public 
good” nature, no ruling or opinion 
by the Town Counsel was quoted, 
mentioned or alluded to by the 
Board of .Selectmen. In the deny 
ing letter sent to me by the Select- 
men In response to a letter of my 
own questioning the seeming inac- 
tivity of the Board in reaching a 
decision, no mention of a legal ba- 
sis was touched upon. 

Surely if necessity is one para- 
meter in defining the “public good” 
than the public good would have 
been served by allowing a serious 
and talented chef to bring conven- 
ience, quality, and notoriety to this 
town. 

I would be pleased to hear the 
opinions of the people of Winches- 
ter, yea or nay, on this matter not 
for my benefit, but for whoever it 
will be that tackles the issue in the 
future. It is about time that people 
begin to speak out on this matter. 
Hypocrisy is a dying “art” these 
days and quite frankly, the time 
has come when whining over wine 
is an abominable anachronism.

Businesses 
Grow In County 

A new county-by-county tabula- 
tion of the nation’s business popu 
lation shows that Middlesex Coun 
ty supports a greater number of 
business establishments than many 
areas of its size. 

Locally, according to the gov- 
ernment’s findings, there are 20, 
480 firms in operation that em- 
ploy one or more persons. They 
range from small to large. 

Contrary to the situation in 
some sections of the country, the 
individually-owned and small cor- 
porate businesses in the local area 
have been growing in vigor in re- 
cent years despite the influx of 
larger firms. 

This is evidenced by the increase 
in payrolls and sales volume and 
the high level of employment in 
these establishments. 

The data, just released, \ 
compiled by the Census Bureau 
in cooperation with the Depart 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. It was based upon re 
ports submitted by employers last 
year, under the social security pro- 
gram, covering the prior year’s 
operations. 

Listed in Middlesex County are 
the 20,480 active business estab- 
lishments that have employees. 

A breakdown of this total shows 
that 9,416 of them are firms with 
one to three employees each, that 
4,337 have from four to seven and 
8,733 from eight to 19. 

Most of the concerns in the local 
area are of long standing and are 
well established. Taking their 
places beside them, permanently or 
for a short time, depending upon 
how successful they are, are the 
new enterprises that are constant- 
ly springing into existence. 

Many of them are franchise 
businesses. These ventures, rang- 
ing from chicken drive-ins to mo 
tels, are attracting more and more 
people who want to be their own 
bosses. 

The report shows that payrolls 
for the local establishments reach- 
ed a new high in the year, $2,734,- 
556,000. 

By way of comparison, in 1965, 
when a similar survey was made, 
the total was $1,935,556,000. 

The increase, 41 per cent, ex- 
ceeded the increase in the United 
States, 33 per cent, and the 35 per 
cent in the New England States. 

Taken into account in the figures 
are all workers who received wages 
or salaries from private, non-farm 
employment covered by social se- 
curity. Their total in Middlesex 
County is given as 428,135. (Park 
Row News Service).

for open plan use. This raised the 
capacity of the school to about 460 
students. 

Additional costs, estimated be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000, were 
inherent in the new plan due to 
structural modifications and an- 
other air exchange system requir- 
'd by law. 

If additional funds for comple- 
tion in 1971 are approved by the 
Annual Town Meeting, the High 
Street School plus three tempo- 
rary classrooms at Mystic School 
will take care of the elementary 
school population until early 
1973 when it is then intended to 
utilize the McCall Junior High 
School building for this purpose. 

Long-Range Plan 

The long-range plan, for which 
the Subcommittee has already 
shaped a tentative proposal for 
elementary school renovations, is 
subject to five major considera- 
tions, equal educational opportu- 
nity, total elementary enrollment, 
economy of school operation and 
facility acquisition costs, change 
in physical arrangement, and ex- 
isting facilities and school sites. 

Concerning the first it is the 
hope of the Subcommittee to erad- 
icate such existing problems as 
small classrooms, lack of facili- 
ties. and outmoded physical struc- 
ture. The duplicating of special 
facilities in each of the schools is 
questioned as to efficiency and 
economy. 

Total elementary enrollment, 
another primary concern, will be 
determined through a district by 
district study showing elementary 
school population growth versus 
time. This will provide working 
data to help determine the total 
building expansion necessary. 

It is predicted that Lincoln 
School will be phased out in the 
future to eliminate an overlap 
with the Muraco School district. 
In the long view it is felt that the 
location of the High Street School 
will supplement the neighboring 
Wyman and Parkhurst districts. 
An enclosed map demonstrates 
the area to be covered by each dis- 
trict. 

In stressing the economy of 
school operations the comparative 
cost data per pupil and per school 
will aid in forming school sizes. 
Walking distances and population 
density in each district will be 
factors here. It is foreseen that 
perhaps schools of varying sizes 
or a plan substituting a series of 
K-4 elementary schools with two 
5-6 middle schools for the present 
K-6 plan may provide some rem- 
edy for education costs. 

“If in replacing outmoded 
buildings we can return to more 
normal pupil-teacher ratios, make 
more efficient use of administra- 
tive and support services, we 
might well over a 20- to 30-year 
period save enough to pay for a 
new school and have better all 
around educational opportunity as 
a bonus.” 

Physical Modifications 

Discussing changes in physical 
arrangement the Subcommittee 
has noted the possible use of “an- 
cillary spaces,” special facilities, 
on a rotating basis to allow for 
the freeing of the core instruc- 
tional area. This assumes an open 
space concept. Goals are a reduc- 
tion of expenses and the exten- 
sion of the usefulness of Win- 
chester’s newer, open concept ele- 
mentary schools. The problem of 
juggling a school lunch program 
within the system is also recog- 
nized. 

The Subcommittee is recom- 
mending the retention of all pres- 
ent elementary structures, except 
Lincoln, for renovation for long- 
term use. 

McCall Building 

Predictions are that the McCall 
building will be in use as a junior 
high school until early 1973. Em- 
phasizing the two major problems 
at this site, that it is surrounded 
by heavy traffic and that there is 
no adjacent play area, the con- 
tinued use of the facility as a 
school building is questioned. 

The Subcommittee presently in- 
tends to utilize the McCall build- 
ing through the 1970’s us an ele- 
mentary school to temporarily 
house Mystic, Noonan, Wyman, 
and Washington, and possibly 
Vinson-Owen, students on a stag- 
gered schedule as these buildings 
are being renovated. 

Blocking consideration of the 
building as a 5-6 middle school 
are such standing problems as 
traffic, play area, the necessity of 
busing and its inherent costs, and 
the resulting need for a second 
5-6 middle school to maintain an 
equal educational opportunity pol- 
icy. However, this possibility as 
well as others will continue to be 
studied. 

Preparation of u definitive long- 
range plan rests upon the comple- 
tion of a creditable elementary 
enrollment growth study. The 
Subcommittee anticipates using 
the sum of the capacity of each 
dwelling unit to obtain the poten- 
tial totul elementary school popu- 
lation in each district. This will 
then be compared with present 
saturation. If this method proves 
useful in the experiment with "iie 
school district, it will be under- 
taken in all. 

“On the average, our present 
data indicate that we shall lie add* 
^TTTf -ing, over the next several yeura, 


about two classrooms of elemen - 
tury children per year, for a to- i 
tal of 50 each year.” Because this ' 
estimate does not include the pos- 
sible enrollment of parochial 
school children, the Subcommittee 
recommends that such a popula- 
tion study by district also he made 
for this group. 

tin ate d requirements and cnpaci- 
timuted requirement and capaci- 
ties at each of the elementary 
schools for each year from 1970 
through 1980, as well as projected 
ultimute capacities. 

Present Plans 

The renovntion of High Street 
School for its pending opening 
and its anticipated completion by 
September, 1971, marked the first 
step of the Subcommittee’s pro- 
posed schedule for renovations 
throughout the elementary school 
system. 

Continuing this time table, it 
is suggested that the Mystic re- 
vision study begin immediately. 
Funds for preliminary plans and 
the purchase of additional land 
could be requested of the Town in 
March of 1971, and funds for final 
plans, bid specifications, and con- 
struction by March, 1972. Occu- 
pancy would be expected by Jan- 
uary, 1975. 

This plan would require the 
transfer of the total Mystic 
School student and stall’ popula- 
tion to McCall in September, 1973. 
"Before using McCall as an ele- 
mentary* school we should plan to 
demolish the McManus house and 
convert all the space south of the 
McCall building to a playground. 

Also, we should look into a la- 
ter starting school day for ele- 
mentary pupils at McCall.” 

It is felt that the Noonan 
School should probably be expand- 
ed to a 350 pupil K-6 school, be- 
ginning renovations in January, 
1975, and completing them by 
summer, 1976. Wyman is suggest- 
ed as a 550 capacity school, re- 
quiring redesign between July, 
197(1, and January, 1978. 

Washington School, if it wns 
enlarged to a 550-600 K-6 facility, 
is predicted to require “nearly 
complete reconstruction.” This re- 
furbishing is slotted for January, 
1978, until September, 1979. 

The Vinson-Owen district has 
demonstrated the largest student 
growth potential. It is followed 
by the Washington district. The 
Subcommittee feels sure of the 
need for a 550-600 K-6 capacity, 
or perhaps higher. Noting that 
more study must yet be undertak- 
en. it is stated, “The present build- 
I ing, while an attractive and 
unique facility in Winchester 
does not lend itself well to open 
plan teaching or other plans 
which may involve greater stu- 
dent circulation. It would appear 
that appropriate modification of 
the existing structure could be 
made by lateral enlargement of 
each of the three sepnrate wings." 

Depending upon the type of 
work needed here, the starting 
date could range from January, 
1978, to July', 1979, with comple- 
tion dates varying from Septeni 
ber of 1979 to September of 1980. 

In formulating this preliminary 
plan the Subcommittee has 
sumetl a parochial school closing 
at about 1974-1976. If St. Mary’s 
and Immaculate Conception were 
both to cease operation, it is then 
anticipated that the Town would 
have to keep at least one of these 
schools open, or close both and 
continue to run Lincoln School. 

The Subcommittee also feels 
that Vinson-Owen, Muraco, and 
High Street Schools are "distrib- 
uted roughly in the right places 
to pick up the population growth 
after 1980.” 

Estimated Costs 

Attached to the report is a ta- 
ble giving the estimated costs of 
these renovations from the High 
Street through Vinson-Owen proj- 
ects. These are not planning fig 
ures. The Subcommittee cautions 
that a much deeper study on each 
project would be necessary in or- 
der to attempt any firm cost anal- 
ysis. 

Total estimate project costs 
without possible bonding or inter- 
est costs on loans is $7,770,000 
( $7,970,000 ) . Total estimated 
project costs less state aid at 40 
per cent is $4,942,000 ($5,142, 
000). Highest total estimated 
project costs are anticipated at 
Mystic, Wyman, Washington and 
Vinson-Owen Schools.

VA Starts New 
Treatment For 
Mental Patients 

After five years of careful evalu- 
ation, a new treatment technique 
for long-term mental patients has 
received Veterans Administration 
approval for general use through 
out its nationwide system of hos- 
pitals and clinics. In Massachu- 
setts, the programs are in opera- 
tion at the Brockton and Northamp 
ton VA Hospitals. 

Success of experimental pro- 
grams, based on simulated societies, 
at several VA hospitals was report- 
ed by Dr. John D. Chase. VA Assis- 
tant Chief Medical Director for 
Professional Services, in a recent 
letter to field facilities. 

These programs,” Dr. Chase 
said, “are giving new hope to many 
veterans who had convinced them 
selves and others they could never 
live outside the hospital.” 

The treatment follows psycho- 
logical principles of learning with- 
in a simulated economy that results 
patients’ being rewarded for 
normal behavior and penalized for 
bizarre and destructive behuvior. 

These reinforcement techniques 
promote rehabilitation by strength- 
ening self-confidence and reducing 
unnecessary dependence and feel- 
ings of helplessness. 

The approach is to require each 
patient to take greater responsi- 
bility for things within his eompe^ 
tence and then reward him for do- 
ing so. These include personal hy- 
giene and toilet habits, grooming, 
wiring and other routine social and 
adaptive responses, as well as es- 
tablishing effective work habits. 

So that the patient will have an 
immediate feedback on the conse- 
quences of each behavior, he is giv- 
en a token by a staff member each 
time ho makes an adequate re- 
sponse. Th tokens are used by the 
patient to “buy” his privileges and 
needs in the hospital. 

At 20 of VA’s 166 hospitals, 27 

so-called token economy programs 

are now in operation. The first was 
established in 1964. They involve 
937 patients, most of whom are 
males in their mid-forties who have 
longstanding psychotic disorder 
and who have spent many years in 
institutional settings. Almost 859< 
are chronic schizophrenics. 

On the basis of surveys of these 
programs, Dr. Chase encouraged 
hospital and clinic directors “to 
establish or further expand this 
type of treatment program, if there 
is sufficient support and if appro- 
priate operational controls have 
been established. 

His letter specified: 

“It is essential that a psycholo- 
gist or professional person knowl- 
edgeable in learning principles and 
techniques, including operant condi- 
tion, be directly involved in plan- 
ning and operation of the token 
economy pregrams.” 

Guidelines on what necessities 
may be included in the token econo- 
my specify that there must be 
“provisions for fully protecting the 
health of the patient and his right 
to be treated with dignity and re- 
spect as a human being.” 

Other stipulations are: each pa- 
tient’s treatment program and its 
duration must be individually de- 
termined; staff members, including 
those on night duty, must be care- 
fully selected on the basis of atti- 
tude und aptitude and be trained in 
the techniques; patients must be 
selected for adaptability to the pro- 
gram and they must be fully ori 
ented on the token economy ap- 
proach including just what is 
expected and why, as well as the 
treatment objective, as far as they 
are personally concerned.

In 1969 the Winchester Public 
Library added a tape recorder- 
player to its listening table and 
started a modest collection of cas- 
sette tapes which may be used in 
the library with earphones or bor- 
rowed for home use with the bor- 
rower’s cassette tape player.

The facts and figures, giving 
comparable data for every county 
in the United States, are contained 
copyrighted study made by 
Sales Management, the marketing 
publication. 

It shows that, in Middlesex Coun- 
ty, the relatively strong consumer 
buying produced a sales volume in 
retail stores of $2,314,0(51,000, as 
against the previous year's $2,229,- 
402,000. 

From the standpoint of popula- 
tion alone, this was more than 
should have been expected. Figured 
on that basis, local retail business 
should have amounted to only .(51548 
percent of the national, since that 
proportion of the total population 
lives in the area. 

Actually, however, it went above 
that amount, accounting for .6654 
percent of the national volume. 

Although consumer spending was 
at a higher level locally than in 
most communities, it was distribut- 
ed differently than , in other years. 
More money went for soft goods 
and services and less for the high- 
price durables than usual. 

With inflation still rampant and 
with no quick end in sight in Viet- 
nam, people were more cautious in 
their spending and anxious to keep 
their installment debt down. 

From the standpoint of income, 
1969 was a good year for most local 
families, the figures show. 

Net earnings of Middlesex Coun- 
ty residents, after payment of their 
taxes, came to $5,184,039,000, top- 
ping the previous year’s $4,815,- 
669,000. 

It was equivalent to $13,051 per 
household, an average obtained by 
dividing total income by the num- 
ber of households. 

Just how one community com- 
pares with another in buying pow- 
er and business vitality is revealed 
in the survey through an “index 
of sales activity.” 

Middlesex County is given an in- 
dex rating of 102, placing it 2 per- 
cent above the national average.

An important addition to the 
Winchester Public Library’s busi- 
ness and financial collection, the 
Wiesenberger Mutual Funds Li- 
brary Service, provides library pa- 
trons with a comprehensive refer- 
ence on the subject of mutual 
funds. Some of the information has 
been supplied to professionals in 
the past but has never been avail- 
able to the general public. 

The Moody’s “Over the Counter 
Industrial” Service, new this 
spring, is a welcome nddition to 
the other Moody reference books. 
Some patrons may not realize the 
library now subscribes to the 
“Wall Street Transcript,” a weekly 
collection of security reports. 

Capstone of the Wiesenberger 
collection is “Investment Compan- 
ies,” a 416-page reference work 
now in its 29th edition and gener- 
ally considered to be the “hible” of 
the mutual fund business. 

The publications in the collection 
can provide readers with much of 
the information they need to un- 
derstand mutual fund investment. 
They also provide a great deal of 
additional information and guid 
ance on basic techniques. 

In addition to “Investment Com- 
panies,” the collection includes: 

“Charts and Statistics,” an an- 
nual volume containing a full-page 
performance chart and a full page 
of performance statistics on each 
of 172 mnjor mutual funds. 

“A Guide to Mutual Withdrawal 
Plans,” an annual handbook for 
people planning to retire, widows 
with investable inheritances, etc. 

“Mutual Affairs,” a monthly 
newsletter covering the mutual 
fund business. This publication i3 
not normally available to the pub- 
lic. 

“Reinvestment Prices,” an an- 
nual tabulation showing the dates 
and prices relating to each mutual 
fund’s distributions which have 
been invested under Dividend Re- 
investment Plans. 

“Dividend Calendar,” an annual 
publication showing the date on 
which each mutual fund customar- 
ily pays dividends and which funds 
pay dividends in each specific 
month. 

“Cumulative Dividend Record 
and Price Change,” a monthly use- 
ful tabulation that shows dividends 
and other distributions issued for 
the five preceding quarters by all 
mutual funds. 

“Range of Offering Prices,” a 
semi-annual publication giving the 
high and low offering price and 
capital gains payout for each fund, 
for the latest six months or cal- 
endar year and for three previous 
years.

importance at this time because of 
the approach of the holiday sea- 
son with its usually high toll, both 
on the highway anti in the home. 

The report shows a total of 636 
fatal accidents in the year among 
residents of Middlesex County. 
Motor vehicles were responsible 
for 227 of them. 

And this is only part of the toll 
the National Safety Council points 
out. It estimates that, for every 
fatal accident, there are nearly 
100 others of a disabling nature 
that do not result in death. 

The -figures in the survey take 
into account accidents of all sorts 
that affected local people, wherever 
they may have occurred. They do 
not include, however, local acci- 
dents involving non-residents. 

Middlesex County’s accident toll 
in terms of population, was at the 
rate of 48 fatalities per 100,000 
people. 

It was lower than the rate re- 
ported for the rest of the United 
States, 57 per 100,000. 

It was better, also, than the 
State of Massachusetts rate of 49 
per 100,000. 

The magnitude of the problem 
is evident from figures compiled 
by the National Safety Council. 
They show that 116,000 Americans 
died as a result of accidents in the 
past year. 

The overall cost of accidents in 
1969, counting medical expenses, 
lost wages, property damage and 
the like, is estimated by the coun- 
cil at $23.5 billion. 

Middlesex County’s share of this 
cost, based upon the average a- 
mount per accident, comes to ap- 
proximately $128,472,000. (Park 
Row News Service).

Public Service 
Costs Rise Here 

What does it cost local govern- 
mental agencies, per year, to pro- 
vide Middlesex County residents 
with the variety of services they 

receive? 

How much is spent locally, other 
than for education, compared with 
the expenditures in other commun- 
ities? 

A recent nationwide survey 
shows that the outlay for police and 
fire protection, for highways, 
health, sewerage, welfare and the 
many other services rendered at 
the local level comes to a pretty 
penny. 

In Middlesex County, the amount 
spent for these general services, ex- 
cluding schools, figures out to 
$170.84 per resident. Five years be- 
fore, when a similar survey was 
made, it was $141.04 per resident. 

It compares with an average of 
$156.22 per capita spent by local 
governments elsewhere in the 
United States. Among local com- 
munities in the State of Massachu- 
setts, the average was $202.98. 

The data is based upon a recent 
survey by the Department of Com- 
merce. The results of the survey 
are contained in a voluminous re- 
port, the first of its kind since 
1962, entitled Compendium of Gov- 
ernment Finances. 

It gives a breakdown of expendi- 
tures by local governments in all 
parts of the country. 

The amount of money spent for 
each type of service varies consid- 
erably from community to com- 
munity. 

Public welfare is one of them. 
In Middlesex County the cost was 
$37.27 per capita. 

In most local budgets, a big item 
is the cost of highway facilities, 
including roads, city streets, 
bridges and the like. In Middlesex 
County it amounted to $20.30 per 
capita in the year. The average, in 
other localities across the country, 
was $23.05. 

In the smaller counties, 10,000 
or less in population, the average 
was $40.11 per capita. The cost was 
lower in the larger counties, drop- 
ping to $21.35 in those over 250,000. 

Police and fire protection in the 
local area involved an expenditure 
of $31.59 per person. The adminis- 
tration of government cost another 
$15.37. 

The rest of the $170.84 per capi- 
ta in operating costs was allocated 
to the various other services pro- 
vided for local residents. 

Lost sight of, in the general con- 
centration on mounting school ex- 
penditures, has been the rising cost 
of the other public services. Nation- 
ally, in the five-year period, they 
have climbed 28 per cent. The in- 
crease locally was 21 per cent. 
(Park Row News Service)

Traffic Controls 
Planned To Aid 
Safety Of Pupils

Selectmen learned Monday evening, August 21, of a speedup in Chapter 1)0- construction projects 


Provisions for adequate and effective traffic control at the Cam- 
In idgc-Cihun.li- High Streets intersection were discussed hy die School 
Committee at its regular session on Monday, August 21, at Sanborn 
House, introducing the agenda item. School Committee Chairman 
Harriet Dicierich noted that because Cambridge Street is also desig- 
nated as .Massachusetts State Route 3 cooperation between the Town 
and the State is essential in resolving potential difficulties at this 


intersection. 

The opening next month of the 
new High Street School will cre- 
ate greater pedestrian traffic at 
this crossing than was ever ex- 
perienced, School Committee mem- 
ber agreed, and every effort is be- 
ing mside to anticipate and to 
avoid a hazardous situation. As- 
sistant Superintendent William 
F. Clark indicated that in earlier 
meetings with concerned state of- 
ficials the decision was made to 
replace the existing automatic 
traffic control lights with newer 
signals 12 inches in diameter and 
that discussions were continuing 
concerning other measures such 
as additional signs and double- 
stripe “No Passing” zones. 

Replying to a question raised by 
Joseph A. Vitka Jr. of 115 Church 
Street, Committee member Lane 


McGovern noted that signal lights 
at the crossing will be provided 
with a control cable, permitting 
manual override of the automatic 
timing sequence programmed in- 
to the lights. Superintendent 
Klemer emphasized that the func- 
tion of the safety officer assigned 
to this intersection will be to cross 
children, not to direct traffic. 

Related discussion dealt with 
the Everett Avenue crossing, 
Where students from the Robin- 
son Park area will encounter traf- 
fic entering Everett Avenue from 
Cambridge Street.

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Editorials: 


Everybody’s Marketplace 


What's a newspaper worth to you? W hatever 
its value the price you pay for it is far less than 
the cost of producing it. 

That’s because advertising pays the major 
share of the expenses of publishing most news- 
papers and magazines. There are publications 
which carry no advertising, but these generally 
rely on other sources of income and most charge 
a comparatively high per copy price to readers. 

New York's adless daily newspaper, PM, died 
decades ago. Reader's Digest remained adfree 
during its earlier years, but rising costs encour- 
aged it to accept advertising in recent times. 

In an editorial several weeks ago, we pointed 
out that, through advertising, a newspaper pro- 
vides a marketplace for buyers and sellers. Ad- 
vertising, in turn, we said, gives a newspaper 
financial strength, which should make for a bet- 
ter newspaper. A newspaper fighting for its ex- 
istence has neither the power nor the independ- 
ence to involve itself in other matters, we com- 
mented. 

If a newspaper must rely on advertising for 
most of its publishing costs, it should examine 
advertising, seeking out its strengths and weak- 
nesses. If advertising is an evil, as some will 
claim, then an idealistic newspaper would be 
hypocritical to use this means of paying most 
of its expenses. 

First, let's consider advertising's strengths. 

Today, most Americans live better than their 
predecessors because of muss production. First, 
it creates useful products at popular prices. 
Second, it provides high wages so that people 
can afford to buy not only necessities, but prod- 
ucts such as automobiles, which once were lux- 
uries. 

Yet, to he successful, mass production depends 
upon mass distribution. Here is where advertis- 
ing steps in. 

For it is advertising that helps sell products 
to more people — and those sales arc what keep 
production lines moving and jobs filled. Ad- 
vertising is the fastest and lowest cost way of 
carrying the news of products and services to 
people, stimulating the desire to buy — supply- 
ing the factories with orders. 

Directly or indirectly, our incomes depend 
on advertising’s ability to help keep America 
prosperous and so help provide a better living 
standard for everyone. 

To sell the same volume of goods with per- 
sonal salesmen but no advertising would greatly 
increase the selling expense. This woidd add 
to the ultimate cost to you, the consumer. 

Moreover, advertising, by increasing sales, of- 
ten enables the manufacturer to lower the unit 
cost of production and thus to sell the articles 
more cheaply. In the long run, then, advertising 
usually helps to lower the sales price of what 
you buy. 

Advertising saves your time when you buy, 
too. You know where to go for particular prod- 
ucts; their qualities; whether the prices arc 
right; how to compare with similar items. 

Advertising helps small business grow. The 
smallest organization can, through good adver- 
tising of a good product, increase its distribution 
and get a better share of its market. 

Besides stimulating the sale of goods, adver- 
tising gives you other benefits. Without adver- 
tising, radio and television would have to be 
supported by government subsidy or by pay- 
ments assessed against listeners and viewers, or, 
as in Great Britain, you would pay annual taxes 
on your radio and TV sets. Copies of your fa- 
vories newspapers and magazines would cost 
you much more, without advertising. 

Thus advertising helps make possible our 
great system of mass information at a minimum 
of cost to you. 

You know, too, how advertising supports every 
general public cause — the. Religion in Amer- 
ican Life campaign, and Savings Bonds, traffic 
safety, and charity drives. 

Nowhere else in the world is advertising u&ed 
bo effectively and *o extensively a* in the Luiltd 


States; nowhere else is there so high a standard 
of living. That is more than a coincidence. 

Advertising as we know it did not just happen, 
nor was it built up by advertising men and su- 
perimposed on business. It developed out of an 
economic need and grew as our system grew. 

Who pays for advertising? W inchester’s Pro- 
fessor Neil Bordrn of Harvard l Diversity es- 
timated that all of our advertising cost in a fair- 
ly typical year. 1935, was only .9 percent — less 
than one percent — of our total dollar sales of 
all kinds. 

In most cases, the customer docs not pay ex- 
tra because of advertising. He actually gets 
goods for far less because they are advertised. 
This is because advertising helps build mass 
sales, which, in turn, call for mass production, 
which lowers the unit cost of manufacture. 

If there were no advertising, not only would 
selling costs thus go up, but there would be 
fewer sales, so it would cost more to manufac- 
ture each item and the retail price would have 
to go up. 

Advertising, by telling of the qualities of ar- 
ticles for sale, helps a customer buy more intel- 
ligently and more easily. Advertising is a tool 
of selling, but it is also the sparkplug of busi- 
ness, employment, and prosperity. 

Advertising helps the merchant and business- 
man, but it helps the consumer even more. It 
pays much of the cost of mass communication, 
which keeps us well informed. It helps spell the 
difference between America's high standard of 
living and that of the rest of the world. 

What of advertising's supposed weaknesses? 

As with all beneficial things, advertising can 
be abused. Misleading, untruthful advertising 
has victimized people. 

There arc two means to combat false adver- 
tising claims. One effective way is by respon- 
sible media cooperating with Better Business 
Bureaus, the Attorney-General’s office, and mer- 
chants’ associations in taking to task those who 
would defraud the consumer. A second success- 
ful method of discouraging the misuse of ad- 
vertising is the consumer exercising his right 
not to patronize those whose business methods 
would deceive the buyer. 

Advertising is sometimes accused of stimulat- 
ing appetites for goods and services far beyond 
the ability of the consumer to satisfy. The cre- 
ation of such desires can provide an incentive 
for achievement and the pleasure of anticipa- 
tion. 

If individuals fall into burdensome debt be- 
cause of accepting excessive credit, is advertis- 
ing the real villain? Early parental instruction 
in the value of money ami the need to often de- 
fer gratification of wishes in this life might bet- 
ter prepare people to withstand the snares of 
unwise debt. A child with a small allowance 
can be taught the wisdom of money manage- 
ment. Some adults, unfortunately, have not »o 
been instructed. 

Winchester's Neil Borden, in “The Economic 
Effects of Advertising” phrased an answer to ad- 
vertising's critics more effectively than we could 
hope to do. He said: 

‘‘Advertising is sometimes criticized on the 
ground that as part of the capitalistic system of 
free enterprise it leads consumers to buy the 
wrong things and spend too much lor them, 
whereas consumers would he better off if they 
bought different things and spent their money in 
different ways. 

‘‘When this criticism implies, as it often does, 
that someone in authority might decide what 
things should he bought and how consumers 
should spend their money, then the essential 
clash is between rival ideologies of individual- 
ism and authoritarianism and the basic argu- 
ment is not really about advertising at all.” 

Measuring advertising’s strengths against its 
supposed shortcomings, would seem to confirm 
tliut America lives better, and you live better, 
because of advertising. 

Good advertioiug bcuciila everyone.

Using a red feather from the 
1944 Greater Boston United War 
Fund as bait Attorney Roland 
Parker caught the largest bass 
of the season at Horn Pond. 

Army Technical Sergeant 
Richard B. Batson, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. R. Batson of 203 
Washington Street, and husband 
of Mrs. E. D. Batson of Windsor, 
England, received the Bronze 
Star Medal “in recognition of 
meritorious service in connection 
with military operations against 
the enemy.” 

Army Staff Sergeant Harrison 
M. Rainie, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Harrison M. Rainie of 41 Calu- 
met Road, was awarded the 
Medal of War by the Brazilian 
government for special services 
rendered in liason work during 
the Italian campaign. 

Army First Lieutenant Ralph 
T. Ambrose, son of Mrs. Nora A. 
Ambrose of 42 Vine Street, and 
brother of Postmaster Vincent 
C. Ambrose, was awarded the 
Distinguished Unit Badge for his 
part in three battles.

THE LAST CONCUBINE 


bg Frances S. Wees 

These two mystery novels make good hot weather 
reading. "Enquiry” by a former. English steeplechase 
jockey, Dick Francis, is absorbing, fast-paced, and 
credible. His dialogue and character-drawing are 
brilliant but to quote from them would be too plot- 
revealing. However, he sets the scene on the first 
page with an economy of words and a sense of im- 
pending excitement. 

“Yesterday I lost my license. To a professional 
steeplechase jockey, losing his license and being 
warned off Newmarket Heath is like being 
qh,ucked off the medical register, only more so. 
Barred from race-riding, barred from racecours- 
es. Barred, moreover, from racing stables. 
Which poses me quite a problem, as I live in one. 

No livelihood and maybe no home. Last night 
was a right so-and-so, and I prefer to forget 
those grisly sleepless hours. Shock and bewil- 
derment, the feeling that it couldn’t have hap- 
pened, it was all a mistake . . . This lasted 
until after midnight. And at least the disbeliev- 
ing stage had had some built-in comfort. The 
full thudding realization which followed had 
none at all. My life was lying around like the 
untidy bits of a smashed teacup, and I was al- 
together out of glue and rivets.” 

Perhaps this may induce you to take it from there. 

“The Last Concubine” by Frances Wees is set in 
Communist China. The visit of a group of Canadians 
on a goodwill mission is described and one feels that 
the author must have been on such a mission herself 
to point out some of the basic truths of the “great 
leap forward.” There are, of course, some sympa- 
thetic characters and a plot concerning the substitu- 
tion of an artificial for a genuine necklace, but the 
fascination lies in the descriptions of the country 
and its people. 

“It had been made quite clear that the people, 
down here near the river anyway, lived right out 
on the hot, dirty, crowded sidewalks. Last night 
they had been cooking their suppers over tiny 
fires burning in the gutters, over which a weary 
old woman or a small girl held a pan; they had 
been lying asleep on the pavement, with chickens 
and babies walking over them. They had been 
bathing their children, or eating their night- 
time jpeal fypfu little bowls, or nursing their 
babies. The buildings here looked like warehous- 
es or big decrepit stores ...” 

On of the characters says that she cannot under- 
stand why their group should have been brought to 
Canton. 

‘“You don’t?’ Dr. Lloyd said in surprise. ‘Why, 
because they are so extremely proud of what is 
being accomplished here. It’s magnificent. I am 
proud of them.* 

“Nora looked around at the squalid, dirty city. 
She said politely, ‘Would you care to explain to 
a person with a completely blank mind?’ ” 

Dr. Lloyd explains that the people living on the 
streets are those who have left the sampan colony. 

“Until Liberation . . . and actually until only 
two or three years ago . . . there were forty 
thousand people living ... on these ancient lit- 
tle boats. For generations these were the only 
homes they knew. A man was horn, married and 
died on one of these twelve-or fifteen-foot boats, 
with no roof but one of tattered straw and bits 
of canvas; no fire but a charcoal cooking pot. 
His children were born on the boat. He could 
not marry a land woman; he had to take a girl 
from another boat. These people . . . were the 
untouchables of China . . . These were unhappy 
people, but by law they could not set foot on 
shore . . . hut now the leaven works ... the 
sampan people are coming ashore.”

Editor of the Star: 

The Elementary Building Com- 
mittee has sent an interim report 
to the Town Meeting Members. The 
proposed plana call for rebuilding 
and renovating most of the present 
schools, at an estimated cost of 
seven million dollars over the next | 
ten years. 

It seems appropriate, at this 
time, and before spending any mon- 
’. that the course of study and ed- 
ucational programs to be offered by 
our School Administration would 
be reviewed and evaluated, after 
.. period of public discussion, the 
School Committee should then vote 
on that policy. 

This letter is intended to open 
that discussion. 

Three years ago the Muraco 
School was opened as a “Demon- 
stration,” "Innovative,” “Open 
Classroom,” and in my words, Ex- 
perimental School. At the time 
there was little or no public discus- 
sion that the program was going to 
he a different and new concept in 
elementary education. Since its in- 
ception there has been considerable 
difference of opinion as to its ed- 
ucational value and as to its lack 
of discipline, general permissive at- 
titudes, that clearly clashed with 
the normal home and school rela- 
tionship. 

In brief, a constant stream of 
situations have developed, and to 
relieve this tension, I and others 
repeatedly asked that Muraco, be- 
cause it was an experiment, in 
teaching, should have open enroll- 
ment. Those who were agreeable 
and familiar with progressive 
teaching techniques, and those who 
wanted to co-operate from wher- 
ever they lived in town should have 
this opportunity — those in the im- 
mediate district who had reason to 
believe this would not be beneficial 
to the child’s education would then 
elect to go to the next nearest 
neighborhood school. This kind of 
plan would have been, and still can 
be, a true test conducted under 
much more ideal conditions. 

An Evaluation Study has been 
made as required; a report was 
read at a meeting of the School 
Committee. I don’t believe that 
this report has reached many par- 
ents throughout town and partic- 
ularly those parents whose children 
will attend the new Marycliff-High 
Street School district. 

From the report on file at the 
School Committee Office, I have 
made note of what to me are serious 
reasons why we (all parents) 
should have a voice in whether or 
not this will be town-wide elemen- 
tary school techniques and policy. 
The building plans should not con- 
tinue until the policy is established. 
The resume and quotations are: 
“Title III, ESEA Project No. 1- 
6-661391-1812” 

“Demonstration School Using 
Small Group Self-Learning Tech- 
niques”

island, to allow motorists much 
greater visibility. The committee 
will request police supervision for 
this crossing, and the possibility 
of training older students as traf- 
fic aides was discussed. 

Mr. Clark assured those who 
attended the meeting that a safe- 
ty program has been developed 
especially for students at the 
High Street School, and pointed 
to the new walkway which .the 
School Department has had con- 
structed from Cambridge Street 
to the school grounds as evidence 
of faculty awareness of the sit- 
uation. 

Turning to personnel matters, 
the Committee examined the cur- 
rent opening for the position of 
assistant principal at the Muraco 
School. Principal Richard Young 
defined the responsibilities of this 
position and stated that his pro- 
gram for the 1970-71 year was de- 
veloped to a great extent because 
he believed that an appointment 
would be made to fill the vacancy. I 
Mr. Young repeatedly expressed 
his feeling that the rated enroll- 
ment capacity of any school 
should be one of the criteria used 
to determine the need for an as- 
sistant, and referred to the ca- 
pacity figure of 550 students at 
Muraco to support his request. 
Any principal, he stated, would 
get “trapped in the trivia” of rou- 
tine administration without such 
an assistant, and these details 
are complex at the Muraco School 
because of constant attention to 
curriculum development in an ex- 
perimental situation. 

Committee member Stephen R. 
Parkhurst suggested that since 
the Muraco School had experienc- 
ed its fourth year of operation 
administrative emphasis on cur- 
riculum development might pro- 
gressively be assured by groups 
designated for that purpose. Dr. 
Donald Klemer, superintendent of 
schools, stated that the point had 
not yet been reached at Muraco 
where, in his opinion, the princi- 
pal at the school should lessen his 
personal attention to this area. 

Acknowledging that he endors- 
ed the request for some adminis- 
trative aid at the school, Commit- 
tee member Paul R. DelRossi 
questioned whether the position 
required the hiring of an accred- 
ited assistant principal when per- 
haps a qualified clerical person 
might capably perform the tasks. 
Further discussion was postponed 
by voice vote for executive ses- 
sion. 

In other matters, the Committee 
voted to authorize the school ad- 
ministration: 

“to reduce by using their pro- 
fessional discretion, the basic re- 
quirements of five major classes 
per school year in Grades 9 
through 12 to four major require- 
ments for certain students; 

“to permit some students to 
take as many as six major cours- 
es per school year;

Five years ngo Mr. Griffin de- 
cided to accept no more assign- 
ments from publications, elimina- 
ting pressure from editors with 
demanding deadlines.

windows by incinerator personnel, 
after the driver shows his permit 
from the Board of Health and his 
automobile registration certificate. 
If a household has more than one 
vehicle, ench car must he brought 
to the dump area for stickers to 
l»e affixed. Loose stickers will not 
he issued. 

Dr. Lawrence J. Quigley Jr., 
Board of Health chairman and 
Michael D. Saraeo, director of 
the Board fo Health, explained 
that the new regulations are de- 
signed to provide a real saving 
for Winchester residents. 

Their object is to eliminate the 
uso of the town incinerator by 
non-residents. Dr. Quigley said 
that it is not lack of neighborli- 
ness that prompts this, but the in- 
ability of the town to provide such 
services for other than its own 
citizens if a serious disposal 
problem is to be averted. 

The dump is open the following 
hours: 

Monday, 12 noon to 9 p.m. 

Tuesday through Friday, 7 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. 

Snturday, 7 a.m. to 12 noon, ex- 
cept for trucks. 

On Sundays, the dump is closed. 

Between Saturdny noon and 
Monday noon, the Highway De- 
partment schedules preventive 
maintenance projects at the in- 
cinerator. Burning does not take 
place Saturdays to allow the in- 
cinerator to cool in advance of 
the maintenance work. Highway 
personnel on duty Saturday morn- 
ing directing traffic perform main- 
tenance assignments in the after- 
noon which do not require them to 
got into the furnace. 

When the town incinerator was 
out of commission for seven 
months, land fill dumping was 
carried out. However, a Jong-time 
breakdown would he more harm- 
ful. Superintendent of Streets 
Robert G. O’Brien said, because 
of the scarcity of area for a land- 
fill operation. That’s why preven- 
tative maintenance is being em- 
phasized, he noted. 

Mr. O’Brien said that night

A hotter 
distribution of rubbish has 
observed* he added. 

Winchester residents have tra- 
ditionally brought their rubbish 
to the dump. Mr. O’Brien noted, 
to avoid having rubbish barrels 
out on streets on collection days. 
Pickups, were they to be made at 
the rear of homes, would he much 
more expensive, he pointed out, 
although they would eliminate the 
need for barrels to (replaced in 
front of homes. The Board of 
Health and Highway Department, 
however, are attempting to prop- 
erly utilize the town Incinerator 
to avoid as long as possible the 
need for rubbish pickups.

The social security office at 625 
Mount Auburn Street, Cambridge, 
is part of a nationwide network of 
regional, district, branch, neigh- 
borhood offices, and contact sta- 
tions reaching from the far tip of 
the Aleutians to the Caribbean 
Sea. 

They reflect an administrative 
style, established 35 years ago 
when social security was first en- 
acted to bring the program’s bene- 
fits and information directly to 
the people, according to John E. 
Lonergan, Jr., district manager 
here. 

Areas served by social security 
range from one of the newest (An- 
aheim, California) and the oldest 
(Austin, Texas) to one of the 
most elongated — that of Anchor- 
age, Alaska, which stretches from 
the western end of the Alaskun 
panhandle to the most remote 
island in the Aleutian chain. 

These offices, Mr. Lonergan said, 
serve the people through the 
neighborhood offices and contact 
stations located “where the people 
are.” 

The neighborhood office is a re- 
cent innovation intended to bring 
social security information closer 
to the people. It may be only a 
store front in the inner city, but 
the neighborhood office does give 
people easy access to social secur- 
ity services. 

Contact station locations that 
are visited regularly by social se- 
curity field representatives, may 
be close to a full-time social se-

Permafrost 
Makes Problems 

Permafrost., the frozen ground 
that preserves fossils of mam- 
moths for 20,0(10 years and wrecks 
houses in a ycnr, presents difficul- 
ties in bringing out oil from Aln- 
ako. 

Plans cnll for laying 800 miles 
of 48-inch pipe from the North 
Slope oil field to the Gulf of Ala- 
ska. 

The National Science Founda- 
tion, along with the oil companies 
involved, is studying the ecologi- 
cal effects of the proposed pipe- 
line, and of developing the North 
Slope, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Refrigeration Considered 

The old joke about selling re- 
frigerators to Eskimos may not be 
so funny after all. Scientists spe- 
culate that it may be necessary to 
refrigerate the pipeline where it 
crosses the frozen tundra. 

The oil will gush from the wells 
at temperatures reaching 180 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Up to two mil- 
lion gallons of hot oil coursing 
through the buried pipe each day 
would melt the permafrost and 
cause uneven sinking. The pipe 
might break, causing massive oil 
spills. 

Laying the pipeline above 
ground could expose it to rupture 
and vandalism. Such a lengthy 
barrier undoubtedly would hamper 
the annual migrations of Alaska’s 
caribou herds and other animals. 

Burying an insulated, refriger- 
ated pipe is a possible answer. 
But frequent inspection or elec- 
tronic monitoring to detect move- 
ment or strain will be needed, for 
permafrost can shift erratically 
on its own. 

Permafrost, meaning “perenially 
frozen ground,” covers some 24 
per cent of the world’s land area, 
or about 12.5 million square miles. 
Wherever it is found, in Alaska, 
Canada, Greenland, Scandinavia, 
the Soviet Union, Mongolia. China- 
the Arctic and Antarctic, it poses 
challenges for builders. 

The problem is that permafrost 
doesn’t stay solid. Its upper por- 
tion, known as the active layer, 
melts in the summer and slides 
around precariously on the frozen, 
bottom layer. 

Tilts Trees, Roads. Homes 

In the taiga, or forested areas, 
trees lean at crazy angles as the 
permafrost’s active layer altern- 
ately thaws and refreezes. In the 
open tundra, roads turn into roll- 
er-coasters unless constantly re- 
graded. 

Heat from cooking stoves causes 
houses to sink kitchen first into 
the slud, or muskeg, as the thawed 
layer is called. A building may 
cant when the permafrost melts 
around its sunbaked southern wall 
while remaining solid under the 
shaded, northern wall. 

Alaska Railroad trains some- 
times have to crawl slowly across 
bridges so humped that freight 
cars would come uncoupled at .nor- 
mal speeds. 

Air and water trapped beneath 
muskeg as it refreezes can burst 
out of the ground with sufficient 
pressure to shatter a house. 

Engineers have learned to raise 
roadbeds and buildings on several 
feet of gravel to insulate them 
from the permafrost. Another me- 
thod sinks stout pilings deep into 
the permanently frozen layer. 

And there always is refrigera- 
tion, accomplished by running 
large pipes under a house, with 
open ends above the ground. The 
cold wind through the pipes keeps 
the ground from melting.

Paintings At 
Burlington Mall 

The United States Air Force Art 
Exhibit is at Burlington Mall 
through September 1. 

The show consists of more than 
40 original paintings selected from 
the some 3,000 in the official Air 
Force Art Collection. The exhibit 
is being sponsored by the Burling- 
ton Chamber of Commerce. It will 
be open free to the public from 9:30 
a.m. to 9:30 p.m. daily. 

Paintings in this exhibition de- 
pict a panorama of Air Force ac- 
tivities; the launch of a Minuteman 
missile, ground crews waiting for 
the pilot to return from a combat 
mission, a giant jet transport tak- 
ing aboard wounded soldiers, the 
portrait of a famous general. 

The official Air Force Art Col- 
lection begain in 1950 with the ac- 
quisition of nearly 300 paintings. 
In 1951 another 800 works of art 
reflecting the Army Air Forces’ 
role in World War II were trans- 
ferred from the Army. 

The paintings record the history 
and development of the Air Force 
from the first aerial combats to 
World War I through the modern 
age of supersonic jets and space 
flights.

others. 

The finding is that the amount 
spent by parents in rearing a child 
varies from family to family, but. 
in general, is closely related L. 
income. 

In some families, the outlay in 
the 18 years is equivalent to as 
much as 9.8 years of earnings, 
after taxes. In others, as little as 
2.9 years of earnings are so-spent. 
The average is slightly more than 
3 years. 

In Middlesex County, where net 
income per family is currently in 
the $13,000 to $14,000 range, on 
average, the cost per child comes 
to approximately $41,800. 

With one exception, this finan- 
cial burden is spread out over the 
years. The exception is the very 
first outlay — for the birth of the 
child. This averages $580. Medical 
needs thereafter are estimated at 
$2,490. 

In most local families, a princi- 
pal item of expense is food. Wit’-, 
prices as they are now, the food 
bill for the 18 years is placed at 
$8,020. A girl consumes about $500 
less than that and a boy $500 
more. 

Clothing expenses per child are 
figured at $3,790* making allow- 
ance for the fact that hand-me- 
downs are sometimes available. 
Transportation expenditures add 
another $3,800. 

Beyond these, there are the out- 
lays for recreation, personal care, 
the share of the housing expenses 
attributable to the child and the 
cost of education up to, but not 
including, college. That comes 
later. 

For the 23,150 or so youngsters 
\ Middlesex County who are 
reaching age 18 annually, the total 
outlay on the part of their par- 
ents comes to approximately $067,- 
670,000.

Officer William H. O’Neil has 
been commended by Chief of Po- 
lice Edward F. Bowler and the 
Board of Selectmen for “outstand- 
ing police work” in connection 
with two criminal cases in a four- 
day period.

Star Entering 
It's 90th Year 

The Winchester Star has entered ii-. !)0ih year. 

Initially, the publication was undn the ownership of F. L,. ancl 
W. L. Whittier, publishers of the Sim m Independent. Much of 
the material was identical to that appearing in the Independent. The 
Star’s motto was, “Pleasing and Informing Equally.” 

Arthur Fulta was the Editor. 

Theodore P. Wilson, who gathered 


the news, purchased the publica- 
tion in 1889. 

“We have the honor of present- 
ing to the inhabitants of this 
town,” Mr. Wilson wrote, “the' 
first newspaper ever set up and 
presented in Winchester ... It 
will be our endeavor to make it 
strictly a town paper wholly de- 
voted to the welfare and interests 
of Winchester. 

“It will be our aim to keep the 
Star independent in politics, in- 
teresting, bright, and newsy.” 

Generally running a four-page 
issue, the Star sold for four cents, 
or $1.50 for a one-year subscrip- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilson was assisted by his 
wife, the former Ella Katherine 
Tupper of Cambridge, and their 
son, T. Price Wilson. 

The Star moved to its present 
location at 3 Church Street in 
1915. 

Mr. Wilson died on February 1,

A Stur editorial on February 
7, 1919, said: 

“No better portrayal of Ids 
character and worth can be found 
than the paper which he publish- 
ed. Its policy always held the 
Community first and its columns 
never held material to give any 
member pain or shame.” 

“The endeavor of the new pro- 
prietor,” T. Price Wilson wrote, 
upon succeeding his father as Ed- 
itor and Publisher of the Star, 
“will be to continue in his foot- 
steps and carry on his work as a 
credit to his example.” 

He insisted from the first that 
the paper be devoted exclusively 
to “Winchester news for Win- 
chester people.” 

He avoided holding political 
posts, because he thought they 
might compromise the independ- 
ence of the Star. 

T. Price Wilson died at his 
home on Rangoley Road on June 
30, 1954, ending 35 years ns Star 
Editor and Publisher. 

Upon T. Price Wilson’s death, 
Richard A. Hakanson became 
Publisher of the Star. James I Vn- 
aligan, former Assistant Editor, 
was promoted to Editor. 

Improvements in equipment and 
typography, together with growth 
ill circulation and number »>I pag- 
es, have characterized the last two 
decades in the Star’s history, lhu 
town’s population growth and the 
increase in advertising volume, 
permitting greater news coverage, 
have contributed. During this 
period, the Star has received 
more than 30 awards in press, 
association contests because of its 
news, picture, and editorial con- 
tent. Paul Wilson Sullivan, who 
had been Assistant Edjtoi, suc- 
ceeded Mr. Penuligun Editor. 


Editors who followed Mr. Sulli- 
van included David Cameron Mc- 
Lean, Mrs. Barbara Powers, Mrs. 
Nancy Bishop, Miss Susan Hag- 
blom, the current Assistant Ed- 
itor, who served for a period as 
Acting Editor, and the present 
Editor, William T. Jordan. 

In November, 1969, Jason W. 
Dade, a native of Winchester and 
former treasurer of J. H. Winn, 
Inc., became Publisher, succeed- 
ing Mr. Hakanson. 

For the years ahead, the Win- 
chester Star looks for further 
growth and added opportunities 
for community service, according 
to its Publisher. 

Real Estate 
Board Elects 
William McCall 

A Winchester resident has been 
elected treasurer of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board accord- 
ing to Sylvan A. Goodman, pres- 
ident of the Board. 

William F. McCall, a partner 
in the downtown Boston firm of 
Leggat, McCall & Werner, Inc., 
was installed during recent cere- 
monies and will continue in his 
position as treasurer until July, 
1971. 

He is a former secretary-treas- 
urer of the New England Chapter 
of the Society of Industrial Real- 
tors and is a past director of the 
Greater B<*>toii Real Estate 
Board. 

Active in real estate for the 
past 11 years and a partner in 
Leggat, McCall, & Werner for the 
past five years, he resides with 
his wife and three children at 22 
Canterbury Road. 


The first such plea was heard 
at a public hearing Monday eve- 
ning. August 31. The Selectmen 
deferred action on it until 8 p.m.

William Halleck, construction 
and maintenance supervisor for 
Shell Oil Company, sought to 
store an additional 6,000 gallons 
of gasoline underground at 585 
Main Street. Mr. Halleck told 
Selectmen that JJ),00() gallons of 
gasoline are now being stored 
at the Main Street location. 

He said that added storage fa- 
cilities were needed because Shell 
plans to introduce a 91-octane 
lead-free gasoline on October 1, 
designed for new low-compres- 
sion engines in 1971 cars. These 
vehicles will be unable to burn 
other grades of gasoline, he told 
the Selectmen. 

Increasing underground stor- 
age capacity would ultimately re- 
duce tanker delivery truck traffic 
also, he continued. The delivery 
trucks have four separate com- 
partments, he noted. 

Mr. Halleck said while Shell 
could “get by” with a 4,000-gal- 
lon increase in storage capacity, 
it would prefer a 6,000-gallon 
limit. 

Fire Chief Amico. who had ap- 
proved Shell’s request, said that 
the town had limited under- 
ground fuel storage to 14,000 
gallons. This limit is not set by 
law or regulation, he noted. 

Chief Amico said that sur- 
rounding towns are “going along 
with the times” by adjusting sto- 
rage limits, “which is why 1 ap- 
proved this application.” 

The clanger period at a gaso- 
line service station is when the 
fuel is being transferred from a 
truck to the storage tank or 
when a car is being refueled. 
Chief Amico said. 

“The fewer the transfers, the 
better off we are,” Chief Amico 
said. 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. suggested that the 
board grant the additional 6,000 
gallons of storage capacity to 
Shell provided that the firm re- 
move two 3,000-gallon tanks and 
replace them with a 6,000-gallon 
tank. Selectman William G. 
Chapman Jr. said that he would 
like to hold to a 14,000-gallon 
limit. 

Mr. Halleck said that he anti- 
cipated that most major oil com- 
panies will be seeking increased 
storage capacity at their stations 
from Selectmen before long. 

Selectman Ralph M. Swanson, 
chairman of the board, suggested 
that Mr. Halleck bring with him 
to next week’s meeting any sug- 
gestions he could offer about the 
number of storage tanks needed 
and their capacity. 

At a meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen Monday, July 27, Chief 
Amico told the Selectmen that 
Lexington has raised its gallon- 
age limit from 18,000 to 24,000. 

Woburn has set a 20,000 gallon 
limitation. 

Arlington allows 10,000 gal- 
lons of each type of gasoline to 
be stored. 

Medford Evaluates each re- 


quest individually, but has a 10,- 
000-gallon restriction for each 
type of gasoline. 

If safety conditions are met, 
it is better to have one delivery 
of gasoline rather than three 
separate gasoline drops, Chief 
Amico observed. Gasoline tanks 
with higher storage capacities 
can be supported on this basis, 
according to the chief. 

Chief Amico suggested on July 
27 that the board consider each 
application on its own merits. 

Storage Appro veil 


The Selectmen granted appro- 
val to the Permanent Building 
Committee to store 15,000 gal- 
lons of Number Six fuel oil in 
each of two underground tanks 
at the new Winchester High 
School on Skillings Road. The 
application had been approved 
by Fire Chief Amico. 

Carl Biancucci of Hubbard, 
Tracey, and Blakeley, Boston 
consulting engineers, appeared 
at a public hearing oni the appli- 
cation before Selectmen Monday 
evening, August 31. 

To avoid traffic jams and dan- 
gers, a roadway is being provid- 
ed where tanker trucks deliver- 
ing fuel to the school may pull 
off the street. Mr. Biancucci said. 

Mr. Biancucci was asked a- 
bout a report that the hole a- 
round the storage tanks was 
being filled with ashes, and cin- 
ders, which might corrode the 
tanks. 

Fire Chief Amico confirmed 
that workmen had started to fill 
the hole initially with ashes. 
The clerk of the works, upon 
discovering this, ordered the ash- 
es removed. Clean fill was sub- 
stituted. 

Mr. Biancucci said that the 
tanks are resting on 70 cubic 
yards of concrete, so he foresees 
no underground water pressure 
pushing them out. The tanks will 
have four feet of covering over 
them, he noted. 

When the grading is completed 
the tanks will be covered with 
grass plots. He said that the 
large capacity of the tnnks 
should enable the town to get 
better bids from suppliers. 

To Remove Tree 

A request that an unhealthy 
tree whose protruding roots are 
damaging automobile tires on 
Forest Street he removed was re- 
ferred by Selectmen to Superin- 


tendent of Streets Robert G. O’- 
Brien. 

Selectmen accepted the recom- 
mendation of Chief of Police Ed- 
ward G. Bowler and Safety Offi- 
cer Donald E. Pigott that warn- 
ing signs, “Watch Children.” he 
installed at both ends of Priscilla 
Lane, facing traffic both north 
and southbound. 

Chief Bowler advised that the 
town treasurer had received a 
matching funds check for $2,380 
from the state treasurer for the 
radar project. 

James J. Stratford, coordinator 
of the Federal Highway Safety 
Program, has advised that the 
town ambulance project has been 
approved on both state and fed- 
eral lines. 


Oil Contract Given 

The Selectmen awarded a con- 
tract to Metropolitan Petroleum 
Company of Boston for supply- 
ing Number Five fuel oil for the 
School Department contingent 
upon approval of that depart- 
ment. Metropolitan was the only- 
bidder. 

Edward F. Donnelly, executive 
secretary to the Board of Select- 
men, will continue to investigate 
the possibility of getting Num- 
ber Six fuel oil for town usage. 
This type of oil is expected to be 
scarce this coming heating sea- 
son. 

Painting and paperhanging up 
to a cost of $500 was authorized 
at town-owned property at 10 
Marshall Road. Mr. Donnelly will 
determine the priority of work 
to be done by Walter Ewing, the 
contractor submitting a bid on 
the job. 

May Close Road 

The Police and Highway De- 
partments will check into the 
proposed closing of a dirt road 
leading from a traffic circle at 
Sylvester Avenue. Thomas Mul- 
laney of 142 Sylvester Avenue 
told Selectmen Monday evening 
that Woburn has blocked off the 
road at its end. The road has 
been used for years as a parking 
spot. Selectmen are considering 
erecting u barrier, unless there 
is a reason for use by any town 
department.

er students in the classroom. They 
said that the small group also 
gives the teacher a better chance 
to help the child who is upset by 
the separation from mother and 
home.

LeonnrfI Frisooli of Watertown, 
Democratic candidate for Middle- 
sex County Sheriff, spoke Satur- j 
day evening.

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Editorials: 

Two Things Of Beauty 


Arthur Griffin’s color photograph of the Win- 
chester Town Hall anil the Abcrjona River has 
pleased many since its appearance on the cover 
of the new North Suburban Boston telephone 
directory. The beauty of the Winchester pho- 
tographer's work has received much admiration 
from his fellow residents. 

Yet still another aspect of beauty becomes 
evident as one roads the story of Mr. Griffin's 
background which was published in the August 
27. 1970 issue of the Star. That is Mr. Griffin's 
philosophy on how to earn his living. 

For 30 years. Mr. Griffin was a freelance 
photographer, accepting assignments from maga- 
zines and newspapers, meeting deadlines set by 
editors. While freelancing. Mr. Griffin main- 
tained some measure of independence. 

Five years ago, however, he attained a fuller 
independence. He discontinued working for pub- 
lications. He and Mrs. Griffin now travel and 
take pictures to build their stock file of photo- 
graphs. From their fdes, they supply photos for 
such items as calendars, textbooks, and tele- 
phone directories. 

Mr. Griffin, ami others like him. have shown 
courage by risking doing what they want to do, 
are equipped to do, and. apparently, should he 
doing. 

Several years ago. a “Letter to Edward” col- 
umn in The Churchman dealt with how one 
earns a living. It set a goal to strive for by 
saying, in part: 

“It is pretty w idely recognized these days that 
a man can hardly live a healthy or full life 
unless he finds the kind of work that can really 
mean something tc^ him. Now, man is always 
doing the best possible favor to himself when 
he seeks first to find out what he ought to be 
doing, a job that he can give himself up to with 
the faith that it will be valuable in itself and 
carry its own rewards. . . . 

“Work, the way we spend our days, molds 
our very natures. And so, our work should ideal- 
ly make demands upon us. . . . 

“In a healthy society, it should always be 
possible to move into the job we can do best, 
and that makes the fullest use of our gifts. 
This is kind of a revolutionary idea because 
so many people these days are influenced by the 
idea that they should work not in terms of the 
benefit the work will carry for others and for 
themselves, but in terms of the material posses- 
sions which it will enable them to possess. 

“Too many people are miserable at their work 
or arc doped into accepting it as a routine, 
while they anxiously look forward to their an- 
nual two week vacation and eventual retirement. 

“‘Then,’ they tell us, ‘I will do what I want!’ 

“But they are kidding themselves. You cannot 
make up for a year in two weeks. And when 
you are 63, your possibility of enjoying yourself 
after such a life is considerably diminished. . . . 

“When a man finds that his work — that it, 
liis own effort and being — is wasted, then he 


recognizes that he is a slave, not a free man. 
To be driven by necessity to spending your life 
in a way that you cannot value, and not to be 
drawn to a task that is worth doing, and that 
by working hard you can do better and better, 
is to have lost whatever can have been meant 
when you were called a free son of God. 

“A young man finds himself put on this earth. 
He asks what, given his particular gifts, he can 
best do to justify the miracle of life — remem- 
bering his Lord. Himself, caine not to be served, 
but to serve. If. by not asking this question, the 
opportunity is spoiled and the new birth leads 
to the old tyranny. God -and man alike stand dis- 
appointed.*’ 

Lambert Strother, in “The Ambassadors” by 
Henry James, said, in part: 

“Live all you can: it's a mistake not to . . . 
I'm old; too old at any rate for what I see. 
It's too late. And it's as if the train had fairly 
waited at the station for ine without my having 
the gumption to know it was there. Now I hear 
its faint, receding whistle miles and miles down 
the line. . . . The right time is now yours. The 
right time is any time that one is so lucky as to 
have . . . Live!” 

V Boston Globe editorial, “Potato Bin or 
Hanging Lamp." several years ago. said: 

“ ‘Have you done what you might have done?’ 
That is the question which haunts a man's 
pillow behind closed eyelids.” 

In an article in the defunct Saturday Evening 
Post, “Had Enough of the Old Rat Race?” 
Howard Upton noted that the American eco- 
nomic system permits an individual wide lati- 
tude in choosing how fast he wants to run. 

“If a man wishes to go after the Big Job and 
its rewards," wrote Mr. Upton, “the opportunity 
is available to him. True, he may sacrifice his 
family life, his hobbies, his cultural ties ami 
even, perhaps, his health in the process. But 
the choice is his. 

“On the other hand, if he chooses to ‘run 
slow,* he is perfectly free to do so in our system. 
He can cling to a 40-hour week, escape extended 
business trips and avoid heavy responsibility, 
if he wishes. The material rewards will not be 
nearly so great, but the point is that lie makes 
the decision. 

“In this world, which is a good ileal less 
than perfect, the mature man is the one who 
takes such opportunities and talents as he finds 
available to him and docs with them what he 
can. Most human difficulties and conflicts stem 
from a failure to accept reality, or more accu- 
rately, they stem from a tendency to quibble 
with reality,” commented Mr* Upton* .* 

As many of Winchester’s young people pre- 
pare to return to schools and colleges, our wish 
in that, through education, each will prepare 
to “. . . find out what he ought to be doing, a 
job that he can give himself up to with the 
faith that it will be valuable iii itself and carry 
its own rewards.”

In reading this particular para- 
graph. one would assume that 
there were no cement deliveries at 
all. Mr. Clark’s statement, as writ- 
ten in Mr. Connell’s article in last 
week’s Star is indicative that Mr. 
Clark could not have been around 
all summer to observe the supply 
of cement at the new high school 
site during the cement strike. 

My observation of the cement 
trucks would prove that at no time 
was there a shortage of cement 
so there is no basis for using the 
cement strike for an excuse. The 
law requires that each load shall 
be accompanied by an invoice, and 
if Mr. Clark is truly interested, 
he could check these invoices from 
the source of supply. 

As far as the payments for over- 
time is concerned, it is the con- 
tractor’s responsibility and should 
not be in addition to the original 
contract, so the contingency funds 
should not be used in this case. 

As a taxpayer. I’m sick and 
tired of the misinformation given 
to the people of this town. It is 
the same kind of misinformation 
which was paramount during the 
construction of the Vinson-Owen 
School, a building which has been 
a white elephant and a constant 
source of yearly, staggering ex- 
pense to the citizens of Winches- 
ter. 

For the above reasons, Winches- 
ter should have a Taxpayers’ As- 
sociation. I proposed the organiza- 
tion of such in a letter to the Star 
on February 9, 1961. If we had this 
kind of group, our taxes could be 
stabilized by curtailing unneces- 
sary expenses and unnecessary 
personnel.

WHO WAS JESUS? 


b\f Colin Cross 

Christianity today numbers more that 950 million 
adherents, but the history of the life upon which it is 
baaed is shadowy in the extreme. There is not a scrap 
of concrete evidence that Jesus of Nazareth ever 
existed. However, despite the almost total lack of 
information probnbly more books have been written 
about him than any other man. In the nineteenth 
eentury alone, it is estimated that over sixty thou- 
sand works on his life appeared in print. 

Although aware of this abundance of material, 
Colin Cross has produced still another book on the 
subject. His is the journalistic approach, unemo- 
tional and objective. He begins by examining the 
climate of opinion before and during the first cen- 
tury A.D. At that period in history Judaism was in 
a state of change. The messiah was expected mo- 
mentarily. Religious fervor was at a high pitch and 
prophets and mystics who claimed to see visions and 
have communications with Jahweh were not uncom- 
mon. Perhaps one of the reasons why more is not 
known about Jesus is that he was merely one of many 
similar itinerant preachers, known only to his imme- 
diate circle. Had the crucifixion not taken place it 
is likely, Cross says, that Christianity would not 
have come into existence at all. 

The dearth of evidence about Jesus’ early life has 
given rise to all kinds of legends, most of them im- 
probable. It is said that he went to England and 
studied under the Druids, that he visited Tibet, at 
that time a place of magicians and sorcerers. Cross 
finds either of these journeys unlikely, not because 
they were impossible — there were established routes 
to both these places even in the first century — but 
because Christ’s teaching shows no trace at all of 
either of these schools of thought; it is entirely Jew- 
ish. Neither does he see Jesus as a simple, small- 
town carpenter confounding learned men with his 
native wisdom. Judging from his preaching he must 
have been an intelligent astute teacher, well versed 
in the complicated Jewish religious lore of the period. 

Cross discusses the Gospels which are the source 
of many of the documents about the life of Jesus. 
These were written many years after and contain 
conflicting information. Some of the episodes are 
impossible or very unlikely. The trial by the San- 
hedrin alleged to have taken place in a hurry imme- 
diately before the Passover Feast is likened to that 
of having a modern court meet on Christmas Day. 
The description of the betrayal by Judas cannot be 
taken literally nor can the story of Barabbas. Cross 
also examines the accounts of the virgin birth, the 
resurrection and other miraculous events and com- 
ments on the origin of such beliefs. 

There is a chapter on Paul, that prolific corre- 
spondent, whom Cross calls the second founder of 
Christianity. In contrast to Jesus, much is known 
about Paul, his early life, his conversion, his activi- 
ties in propagating the young religion. Nowhere is 
thero mention of a meeting of the two men until the 
miraculous appearance on the road to Damascus. 
This was enough and Paul spent the rest of his life 
proselytizing. He was one of those rare individuals 
able to convert others to their beliefs by pure per- 
sonal magnetism. The author compares him to Jo- 
seph Smith. 

Who was Jesus? possibly could shock a dyed-in- 
the wool fundamentalist. On the other hand many 
contemporary non-traditionalist Christians will find 
Colin Cross has handled the subject in an unbiased 
manner and at the same time cleared up many ob- 
scure points. 
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Town Completes Two Educational Firsts 
With Opening Of High Street School

' “If a larger proportion of the 
teacher’s time is to be devoted to 
small group activities, a correspon- 
dingly larger proportion of the 
j student’s time can then be spent 
in self-directed study. This can re- 
sult in a greatly increased amount 
of the nupil’s time being spent in 
individual initiative.” 

The “open area” concept, al- 
ready in use in Winchester’s Mu- 
rnco School, emphasizes the use of 
three zones of learning as design- 
ed hy Dr. Walter Gleason, assis- 
tant superintendent for curriculum 
and instruction. The zones can he 
represented hy concentric circles. 
With close proximity to materials 
arnl equipment in the office and 
storage areas* the inner circle is 
devoted to students working in 
small groups, perhaps with audio- 
visual equipment. A teacher aide 
would oversee this activity and the 
materials and equipment. Students 
work in quiet, self-directed study 
singly in the next zone. More small 
groups or a larger group occupies 
the third zone under teacher su- 
pervision. 

In planning conversion of the 
building, Winchester Public 
Schools staff and the Architects’ 
Design Group considered that the 
“open area” concept is only one 
particular kind of elementary 
school organization and that the 
building has been made flexible 
enough to accommodate any of the 
basic programs presently accepted 
as ways of organizing schools for 
better learning. According to As- 
sistant Superintendents of Schools 
Walter Gleason and William Clark, 
“Although there seem to be dis- 
cernible trends developing, it is 
still difficult to predict whether the 
self-contained classroom, the un- 
graded school, the departmental- 
ized program, the team-teaching 
pattern, or some variation of these 
will be the most acceptable or- 
ganizational learning pattern for 
elementary school children in the 
future. The Marycliff building has 
already seen some 20 years of use 
as a private girls’ school. It will 
see more years of use, but its 
effectiveness as a learning en- 
vironment will depend in large 
measure upon its adaptability to 
the evolutionary changes in ele- 
mentary education that are cer- 
tain to take place over the years.” 

Through the efforts of Town 
Moderator and State Representa- 
tive Harrison Chadwick, legisla- 
tion was passed in July, 1909, offi- 
cially authorizing the town to pur- 
chase, renovate, equip and furnish 
the school and buildings for use as 
a public school and housing for ad- 
ministrative offices.

legislation was secured to permit 
the purchase of an existing school 
building by a town. The school and 
two other buildings on the pro- 
perty were purchased at a cost of 
$1,050,000 with a nine acre site. 

High Street School Principal Ro- 
bert G. Forest will have approxi- 
mately 213 students on opening 
day of the new school. Classes will 
be held on the second and third 
floors. 

Eventually, each floor will house 
four classes of 25 students each 
with four teachers and a teachers’ 
aide. Teachers’ offices, lavatories, 
and storage space occupy the cen- 
ter of each floor. Library and In- 
structional Materials Center areas 
and separate rooms for music and 
art are also incorporated in the 
design. The auditorium and gym- 
nasium areas will remain as they 
are. Due to the open quality of 
the plan, carpeting and accoustical 
ceiling materials are planned for 
control of sound. 

Specifications explain that “Be- 
fore attempting to design the 
school program an operational as- 
sumption was made — that the 
most effective form of pupil-teach- 
er contact takes place in the small 
group. It is axiomatic that the 
teacher can more exactly fit the 
activity of a group to the needs of 


The Winchester petition to pur- 
chase the school was the first of 
its kind in Masachusetts and the 
nation. Increase in enrollments has 
been accommodated by the opening 
of a new “open area” school, Mu- 
raco, in 1966 under a Federal 
Grant as a demonstration school. 

Portable classrooms have been 
purchased and rooms in the junior 
high school turned over for use by 
elementary pupils. According to 
Superintendent of Schools Donald 
A. Klemer, although the purchase 
of Marycliff does not eliminate all 
of the problems of overcrowding, 
it provides the time necessary to 
prepare plans for expansion and 
similar renovation where possible 
of the existing elementary schools. 

Announcement of the closing oi 
Marycliff was made in February. 
1967. by Mother Agnes Sharry. 
Provincial Superior of the Order 
of Religious of Christian Educa- 
tion, the group of nuns staffing 
the Academy. A study committee 
composed of town citizens was ap- 
pointed, aranged appraisals, and 
arrived at a price for the school to 
present to the Town Meeting. 

The legislation provides 40 per 
cent state aid to Winchester on 
the costs of the acquisition, equip- 
ping, and furnishing.

Red Cross Gives 
Hurrieane Tips 

Residents in hurricane prone 
areas were reminded this week by 
the American National Red Cross 
that hurricane season is under 
way and that they should be pre- 
pared through November for a 
possible disaster which could affect 
their lives as well as property. 

Richard F. Norris, Winchester 
Chapter Chairman of Disaster 
Service, said Red Cross chapters, 
in cooperation with the Environ- 
mental Science Services Admini- 
stration, have intensified their hur- 
ricane preparedness procedures 
from Florida to Texas and along 
the Atlantic coast, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands. 

If a hurricane threatens this 
area, the disaster director recom- 
mended that residents observe the 
following safety tips: 

1. Watch newspapers and listen 
carefully to ESSA Weather Bu- 
reau advisories and other official 
information broadcast on television 
and radio. Have a battery-powered 
radio available in case of power 
failure. 

2. Secure outdoor objects and 
store garbage cans- garden furni- 
ture and tools, awnings and such 
objects in safe places. 

3. Put storm shutters in place 
or board up windows. 

4. If evacuation is advised, get 
out quickly and follow directions. 

5. If you live in low-lying area, 
don’t risk being swamped or ma- 
rooned. Get away from beaches 
and all areas likely to be swept by 
hurricane tides and high winds. 

6. During the storm, stay in- 
doors, preferably in a brick or con- 
crete building. 

7. Keep away from windows. 

8. Should the “eye” of the hur- 
ricane pass directly overhead, 
there will be a deceptive period of 
calm that may last 30 minutes or 
longer. Don’t be misled by the 
lull — stay where you are. The 
other side of the storm will return 
with winds from the opposite di- 
rection. 

9. Store drinking water in bot- 
tles, cooking utensils, and clear 
bathtubs. Keep a supply of food 
on hand that does not require 
cooking. Be sure to have candles 
and flashlights on hand. Before 
the storm hits, turn refrigerators 
to the coldest setting to preserve 
food as long as possible in case of 
later failure of power. 

10. Don’t touch fallen wires. Re- 
port the damage to the power 
company or police. 

The ESSA Weather Bureau in 
Miami serves as a focal point for 
analysing and monitoring distur- 
bances as they form and develop 
into full-fledged hurricanes about 
to strike the east or Gulf coasts. 

As soon as the disturbances are 
located, Red Cross disaster action 
teams are placed on 24-hour alert. 
A direct hot-line between the cen- 
ter and the Red Cross provides an 
immediate warning so that staff, 
volunteers and equipment can be 
mobilized. 

Mr. Norris added that Red Cross 
has increased its mobile equipment 
for handling communications and 
feeding. He said pre-surveys have 
pinpointed location of equipment 
which can be utilized immediately 
should the occasion arise.

Inspections On 

Registrar of Motor Vehicles Ri- 
chard E. McLaughlin offers ad- 
vance suggestions to motor vehicle 
owners and operators preliminary 
to compulsory inspection which 
runs through October 15. 

1. Have the front end of the 
vehicle checked for proper align- 
ment. 

2. Examine tires for splits, 
breaks and proper inflation. (Ruts 
or holes may have damaged them.) 

3. Check the electrical system — 
headlamps, tail lamps, stop lamps, 
and horn. (Look for accident da- 
mage.) 

4. Clean dirt, sand, and salt 
from number plates. (Reflector- 
ization is -an important safety 
factor.) 

5. Are windshield wipers giving 
sufficient clear area for good vi- 
sion? 

fi. Are brakes working proper- 
ly? (Has water limited or destroy- 
ed their usefulness?) 

7. Check the Exhaust system. 
(The umlcrpart of the vehicle — 
especially the muffler and the ex- 
haust pipe may have been da- 
maged when striking or passing 
over sharp surfaces. Fumes may 
be seeping into car.) 

8. Watch out for excessive 
smoke emissions. (This would 
cause rejection at inspection time.) 

9. Check external sheet metal, 
bumpers and fenders for any parts 
which protrude beyond the limits 
of the vehicle. (These must be 
corrected.) 

10. Check floor pans — especial- 
ly in older cars for corrosion and 
possible rust holes. 

Vehicles passing inspection will 
be issued a yellow rectangular in- 
spection sticker. Vehicles not pass- 
ing inspection will be issued a 
white circular inspection sticker 
with a red rejection band. Neces- 
sary work may be performed on a 
rejected car at any garage or re- 
pair shop. No additional fee is 
required for re-inspection if ve- 
hicle is returned to the official 
station which issued the rejection 
sticker. Rejected vehicles will not 
be allowed on the highways after 
October 15. 

It is advisable to have necessary 
repairs made now and submit the 
vehicle for inspection during the 
beginning of the inspection period, 
the Registrar said. It is anticipat- 
ed that many older vehicles will 
cause a temporary shortage of re- 
placement suspension, exhaust sy- 
stem. and lighting components on 
certain model vehicles and that 
repair facilities will be overbur- 
dened during inspection period.

Millions of small screens light 
the world from tropical Sierra Le- 
one to frigid- Siberia. 

Local color and customs often 
flavor foreign television broad- 
casts. In one small African coun- 
try, the entire cast of a program 
fled the studio when the local 
witch doctor appeared. 

Stations in Saudi Arabia begin 
the day with readings from the 
Koran. Saudi women are not al- 
lowed on programs, and a pair of 
hands is the only live thing view- 
ers see during a popular series on 
the delights of cooking. 

Spans the Globe 

Television has spread to 100 
countries from Albania to Zambia, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. 

Viewers cluster around the 
glowing tube in such unlikely 
places as Gabon, Mauritius, and 
Southern Yemen. More than 225,- 
000,000 television sets are in use 
around the world. 

A recent documentary intro- 
duced its audience to a “Stone Age 
pebple” in New Guinea. Now Au- 
stralian authorities say that edu- 
cational television may reach the 
xegion within five years. 

Japan ranks second behind the 
United States in number of tele- 
vision sets with 20,500,000. Japan- 
ese traditionalists delight in kabu- 
ki theater, and sumo wrestling by 
gigantic grapplers. Younger view- 
ers seem to prefer westerns and 
science fiction films. 

The medium’s impact extends 
beyond the screen to clothing and 
speech habits. “We used to he able 
to tell whether people were Tokyo- 
ites or hicks.” explained a popular 
TV personality, “but this is no 
longer possible.”

City Factories Transplanting 
Down On The Farm In Nebraska 

Nowadays when a son of the soil quits the farm in Nebraska, 
new job in a factory may be just down the road a piece. 


Across the country, more and 
more industries are moving to 
rural America. According to the 
United States Department of A- 
griculture, in the last 10 years 
nearly half of all new manufac- 
turing jobs turned up in non-me- 
tropolitan regions. 

In the heartland of America, 
Nebraska historically second only 
to Iowa as a farm state — is close 
to becoming an industrial state. 
Only during the summer and har- 
vest months do more Nebraskans 
still earn their way in agriculture. 

Changing Fnrmseape 

Tourists traveling far from con- 
gested cities are increasingly sur- 
prised by signs of new farmland 
industrializing, the National Geo- 
graphical Society says. A medical 
instrument factory grows amid 
cornfields- an electronics plant is 
bracketed by silos and barns, an 
engine-valve maker shares the 
countryside with fattening beef 
cattle. 

Eighty-four of the nation’s top 
500 industrial corporations have 
opened 144 plants in Nebraska, il 
lustrating a baek-to-the-grassroots 
migration and decentralization vi- 
sible throughout much of the coun- 
try. 

Factory owners say they like 
rural America because land and 
taxes are cheaper. 

Moving to the country can prove 
less expensive than paying for re- 
development costs needed when in- 
dustrial city neighborhoods fail to 
keep pace with technology. 

Management and factory em- 
ployees alike praise small town 
life with country-fresh air and no 
traffic jams, and where the world 
is more informal, quieter, and 
more evenly paced. Transportation 
and communication improvements 
make up for remoteness from ma- 
jor cities. _ 

First Names, No Neckties 

“I’m ‘Frank’ to all those guys 
out there in the factory,” says a 
farm machinery plant manager, 
“and I try to remember their first 
names, too.” Even in Omaha, the 
state’s biggest city, a first-name, 
no-necktios way of life dominates. 


“The general mechanical apti- 
tude is good among Nebraskans 
from all that tinkering with farm 
machinery,” says one factory man- 
ager. 

Like most managers, he relies 
on a small core of veteran per- 
sonnel, usually imported from 
other company factories, to train 
local housewives, farmers, and 
other rural residents into his new 
work force. 

But, as one foreman puts it, 
“You can take the boy off the 
farm, but you can’t take the farm 
out of the boy. Many of our 
younger hands prefer to work the 
day shift just so they can farm 
at night- running their tractors 
in the cool of the evening under 
headlights.”

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Retirement Incomes 
Bigger In Local Area 


The amount of money flowing 
into Middlesex County each month 
in the form of Federal retirement 
pensions has increased consider- 
ably in the last few years. 

Because of vast changes made 
in the social security law, the 
number of local beneficiaries and 
the size of their checks are great- 
er than ever. 

According to the official figures 
covering the past year, retirement 
and disability payments are now 
going to 155,137 persons in the 
local area, as compared with 130,- 
961 four years ago. 

Most of them are retired work- 
ers or their widows, children, and 
parents. The others are disabled 
workers and their dependents. 

The findings are contained in the 
annual report of the Social Secur- 
ity Administration. It lists, for 
every county in the United States, 
the number of people on the re- 
tirement rolls and the payments 
to them, as of the beginning of 
this year. 

Nationally- there are more than 
25 million men, women and chil- 
dren receiving benefits, as against 
less than 21 million in 1965. They 
are collecting nearly $27 billion 
a year. 

In Middlesex County, pension 
payments at the close of the year 
were at the annual rate per bene- 
ficiary of $1,129, in contrast to the 
1965 rate of $964. 

The average elsewhere in the 
United States was $1,024 and, in 
the State of Massachusetts,* $1,110. 

A further increase is in effect 
at the present time, by virtue of 
legislation boosting benefits by 15 
percent across the board. 

Just how much a person or his 
dependents receive in retirement 
benefits depends upon the amount 
contributed to the social security 
trust fund, through payroll deduc- 
tions, during the worker’s active 
years. 

Now, with pension checks larger 
than in the past and with more 
people covered, the influx of cash 
into the local area from this 
source has grown in importance. 
It represents a sizeable part of 
the money in circulation.

He has held a series of meet- 
ings and consultations with the 
Methods and Procedures Com- 
mittee on operational aspects, 
Mr. Costello said. 

Mr. Costello spoke of “certain 
operational difficulties” experi- 
enced with the computer. 

“P r o b 1 e m s have been ac- 
knowledged,” he said. “Deadlines 
have come and gone. Criticisms 
received were constructive.” 

Mr. Costello said that a series 
of steps were being taken to im- 
prove data processing operations. 
Scheduling is better, he noted, 
because there is more depart- 
mental coordination. Formal use 
schedules from four of the five 
prime users of the computer 
have been received, Mr. Costello 
advised Selectmen. 

Technical problems resulted in 
a “significant number” of service 
calls, he said, with 16 made dur- 
ing July. In that month, how- 
ever, there were 120 hours of 
input time. This does not include 
setup time* he added. 

The computer was late with 
report cards, voting lists, and 
street lists, he noted. 

Selectmen will receive a report 
and recommendations from the 
Methods and Procedures Com- 
mittee Monday evening, Septem- 
ber 14, Mr. Costello observed.

HOMETOWN CHEVROLET 
AND MEET OUR STAR 
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Hospital Releases j On Beacon Hill 
Assault Victim 


A 52-ypnr-oM Winchester man, 
victim of an August 26 beating 
which took place in front of his 
home, was released from the Win- 
chester Hospital last Saturday, 
September 5. Three Somerville 
youths apprehended by Inspector 
Sergeant William T. Haggerty on 
August 28 have been arraigned in 
Woburn District Court on charges 
of assault and battery by means 
of a dangerous weapon in the case. 

According to the police report 
prepared by Sergeant Haggerty, 
Wilfred L. Ferguson .of 122 Syl- 
vester Avenue was stacked that 
Wednesday evening by three 
young men wielding weapons de- 
scribed as a four- way wheel 
wrench, small shovel, and a metal 
bar. 

Information gathered through 
police investigation reveals that 
the incident began in the area at 
the end of Sylvester Avenue. A 
witness reported that he was rid- 
ing his bicycle in this section when 
he was stopped by a man who 
emerged from an automobile park- 
ed on the dirt road at this site. 
While they were talking two other 
men reportedly got out of the car 
and approached, accusing him of 
being "one of them." They were 
apparently restrained by the first 
man, while the boy left on his bi 
cycle. 

Another witness, John Gerety of 
Woburn, informed police that he 
was driving past this turnabout 
on that evening when a motor 
vehicle came out of this dirt road, 
blocking his way. As he attempted 
to go around, he told police, two 
persons got out of the car and 
began to beat on the roof of his 
automobile with unidentified in- 
struments. He escaped and drove 
to the Ferguson home with the 
other car following. 

According to the report Mr. Ge- 
rety was recounting this story to 
Mr. Ferguson, who was outside 
trimming a hedge, when the three 
youths approached them. It was at 
this time that Mr. Ferguson was 
reportedly attacked with the three 
weapons. 

Tracing information obtained 
from a witness on the automobile 
used by the three youths, Sergeant 
Haggerty located one of these men 
at his home in Somerville. Two 
other young men were apprehend- 
ed that Friday in Winchester Hos- 
pital with the aid of Officer Roger 
J. DeMinico when they attempted 
to visit Mr. Ferguson there. 

One of the young men had been 
arrested four months ago by Offi- 
cer Frank Tranchita. 

The three youths have been 
identified by Mr. Ferguson.

Will There Be a New look Sheriff? 


LEONARD M. FRISOLI

One of the most interesting 
contests in the coming September 
primary involves the Democratic 
nomination for sheriff of Middle- 
sex County. 

Out in front are two of the best 
known names in Middlesex County 
politics, County Comm. John F. 
Dever Jr. of Woburn' and Cam- 
bridge City Councilor Walter J. 
Sullivan. 


Considered certain to end up as 
an also-ran is Arthur Fitzgerald 
of Everett, although he could si- 
phon off some votes from Dever 
and Sullivan. 

BUT A DISTINCT THREAT, 
and a candidate who has been com- 
ing on strong in recent weeks, is 
Leonard M. Frisoli of Watertown, 
a member of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation for 25 years and 
a neophyte in elective politics. 


Dever and Sullivan have launch- 
ed high-powered, lavishly-financed 
campaigns. Each has rented a 
dozen or so billboards, which cost 
approximately $3000 each. 

Frisoli, on the other hand, while 
he has some money which is main- 
ly the result of small contributions 
from friends and voters in the 
county who are desirous of a 
change, is running his campaign 
on a comparative shoestring. 

However, Frisoli is convinced he 
can win the nomination on the 
basis of his long experience as an 
investigator for the FBI — experi- 
ence which more than qualifies him 
for election to the office of sheriff 
of Middlesex County. 

Frisoli believes county govern- 
ment must be reorganized in order 
to eliminate the “waste, duplica- 
tion of effort and political patron- 
age” which are costing the tax- 
payers millions. 

HE POINTS OUT that the Mid- 
dlesex County budget rose from 
$(*>70,000 in 1909 to $1,125,000 in 
1970, and that the salaries, expen- 
ses and other appurtenances of the 
county commissioners doubled dur- 
ing this one-year period. 

Frisoli pointed out that county 
jobs, not being covered by civil 
service, can be dangled as patron- 
age plums. 

He deplores the fact that vari- 
ous county departments purchase 
supplies independently, rather than 
through a central purchasing ugen- 
cy, at obvious additional cost to 
the taxpayers. 


“When I say the Middlesex 
County Sheriff's office demands 
professionalism, I don’t mean pro- 
fessional politics,” declares Frisoli, 
who currently heads a Boston- 
based security consulting and in- 
vestigating firm composed of for- 
mer FBI agents. 

"The people of Middlesex Coun- 
ty deserve a sheriff who will bring 
his experience in law enforcement 
to the job rather than one who 
seeks the job in order to gain ex- 
perience. 

“When unlawful assemblies must 
be dispersed to keep order and 
save property, who will most effec- 
tively guarantee to protect the 
rights of all concerted, a sheriff 
with 25 years of experience in pro- 
tecting those rights or someone 
who is getting on-the-job train- 
ing? 

“When reforms have to be made 
—and they must— in the areas of 
penal standards, higher minimum 
qualifications for law enforcement 
personnel, and county government 
itself, who can the people of Mid- 
dlesex County rely on most to 
make these reforms, a sheriff ex- 
perienced in efficient administra- 
tion and well known for setting 
and meeting high professional 
standards or someone who is in- 
separably linked to the system we 
are determined to change?” 

Frisoli is counting on more than 
his FBI background, which in- 
cludes over 20 awards and com- 
mendations for outstanding per- 
formance from FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, and the playing of 
a major role in the investigation 


of the Brinks robbery, to pull him 
through the primary successfully. 

IT IS EXPECTED about 220,000 
Democrat votes will be cast in the 
September primary. Of this num- 
ber, there will be 55,000' voters of 
Italo-American ethnic background, 
and Frisoli expects to pick up the 
lion’s share. 

Frisoli is confident he can at- 
tract enough additional votes to 
win not only because of his ob- 
vious qualifications, but because 
of the vulnerability of the other 
two major candidates. 

Dever, as county commissioner, 
has been caught up in the investi- 
gation of the construction of the 
new Middlesex County courthouse 
in East Cambridge, the cost of 
which hus ballooned to unbeliev- 
able proportions for reasons which 
have yet to be adequately explain- 
ed. 

Even those close to Dever admit 
he has been badly hurt, politically, 
by the courthouse fiasco, since its 
construction is finder the supervi- 
sion of the county commissioners. 


As for Sullivan, he is a profes- 
sional pol who is a former cere- 
monial mayor under Cambridge’s 
Plan E form of government, and 
is also an assistant Middlesex 
County clerk of court. 

Since Sullivan’s brother, Walter 
J. Sullivan, is clerk of court, the 
charge of nepotism has been rais- 
ed. Understandably, some voters 
in Middlesex County are wonder- 
ing just how many public jobs the 
Sullivan brothers want. 

Clerk of Court Sullivan may not 
be in a position to campaign for 
his brother in his bid for the Dem- 
ocrat nomination for sheriff. 

THE CLERK HAS BEEN 

challenged for renoniination by 
Charles E. .Buckley of Somerville, 
and a protest against his nomina- 
tion papers was dismissed as in- 
valid by the State Bullot Law 
Commission. 

However, the matter has not yet 
been resolved, since the Sullivan 
camp has appealed the commis- 
sion’s ruling to the superior court. 


Meanwhile, Frisoli, who has 
strong support among members of 
law enforcement agencies across 
the county because of his long ex- 
perience in that field, is plugging 
away, attempting to convince the 
voters of Middlesex County they 
should elect "a pro, not a pol,” as 
their sheriff. 

The Boston College graduate is 
admittedly the underdog at this 
point, but he is confident that in 
the weeks remaining before the 
primary he can convince the vo- 
ters he has the background and 
experience to best carry out the 
duties of the $15,500-a-year post 
he seeks. 

If he does, he will be facing in 
the November election a Republi- 
can incumbent named John J. 
Buckley, who was appointed by 
Gov. Sargent to fill out the unex- 
pired term of the late Sheriff Ho- 
ward Fitzpatrick. 

And Buckley, a Republican with 
an Irish-American name, will be 
tough to beat.

On Rent Control

STATE HOUSE, Boston— The 
Commonwealth’s campaign to 
launch rent control at the option 
of the 351 cities and towns was 
symptomatic of the brazen aim- 
lessness that chugs Massachusetts 
from one crisis to another. 

On January 26, Governor Fran- 
cis Sargent and Senate President 
Maurice Donahue told the Legis- 
lative Committee on Local Affairs 
that they had worked out a com- 
promise optional rent control pro- 
gram. The two leaders met in the 
Governor’s office at that time and 
they becamse non-partisan blood 
brothers. The TV cameras whined 
away and they told the masses the 
Commonwealth would whip out 
the law by the first of February. 

Yet over the past year Massa- 
chusetts has learned — or should 
have learned — that rent control 
is not all it’s cracked up to be. It’s 
more like cracked up. 

When the State Supreme Court 
decreed a few weeks ago that 
Brookline’s rent grievance board 
was illegal because the state had 
not passed enabling legislation, 
the town was pitched into a crisis. 

Representative Michael S. Du- 
kakis of Brookline, the Democrat- 
ic nominee for Lt. Governor, told 
the Local Affairs committee that 
enabling legislation was needed 
immediately because landlords 
had been set loose by the court 
and they were jacking up rents 
to exorbitant new highs, gouging 
tenants, and having a regular 
picnic. 

Representative Dukakis, who 
has fought for rent control for 
years, and who was instrumental 
in having it implemented in 
Brookline in the form of a griev- 
ance board, analyzed the problem 


succinctly. He said the landlords 
could get away with the tremen- 
dous rent increases because 
Brookline is experiencing an acute 
housing shortage. 

Interestingly, Clarence A. Rob- 
erts, legislative counsel for the 
Greater Boston Real Estate* 
Board, used precisely the same 
analysis in opposing the bill to 
enable Brookline to impose rent 
control. Roberts said that rent 
control has the effect of dis- 
couraging investment in real 
estate beacuse the threat of tight 
regulation lowers the incentive. 
He added that rent conrtol would 
have the effect of creating a hou- 
sing shortage, reflecting the lack 
of investment in new construc- 
tion. 

Dukakis and Roberts were say- 
ing the same thing. But Dukakis 
was arguing that because there 
IS a housing shortage in Brook- 
line, the need for rent control is 
even greater. Roberts was saying 
that continued rent control would 
simply make the dilemma worse. 

Perhaps there IS a housing 
shortage in Brookline simply be- 
cause there was rent control. And 
no doubt the landlords ordered in- 
creases in the interim following 
the court decision because the de- 
mand was greater than the supply 
and because they knew the Legis- 
lature would respond by enabling 
Brookline to further pursue sev- 
eral thousand years of human 
economic bungling. 

Last September 20, Boston 
Mayor Kevin H. White announced 
that ho was moving "to apply the 
brakes to exorbitant rent in- 
creases in Boston by asking the 
City Council to create a rent 
grievance board that will estab- 
lish guidelines and rule on all 
increments individually.” 

On October 1, this column car- 


ried the observation, "If Boston 
is convinced the city lacks suitable 
housing for low and moderate in- 
come families, then its own urban 
renewal and redevelopment pro- 
gram for which it has spent un- 
told millions of dollars is nothing 
less than a colossal failure.” 

In responding to that comment. 
Mayor White’s office wrote, “. . . 
during tbe ’60’s Boston’s top pri- 
ority was for commercial develop- 
ment to replenish a shrinking tax 
base. And we have continued that 
building boom to the extent of 
more than $1 billion worth of 
commercial development by 1976.” 

It might be observed here that 
since the first federal housing act 
of 1949 establishing the urban re- 
newal program, Boston has been 
ripping down housing in order to 
build other things. That can also 
be said for the other communities 
in the state that embrace urban 
renewal. 

So it wasn’t strange for Mayor 
White to blame the rent spiral on 
"an acute shortage of acceptable 
housing units,” and "the inability 
of the private developers to con- 
struct sufficient numbers of mod- 
erately-priced units. . . .” 

It’s all supply and demand.' 
Tear down housing and there will 
be less housing and higher rents 
in a landlord’s market. Regulate 
the rents in a landlord’s market 
and the landlords will take their 
money elsewhere for investment. 
Take the money elsewhere and 
new construction will be discour- 
aged. Discourage new construc- 
tion and the shortage will become 
even more critical. 

State officials can look to the 
Brookline crisis as a symptom of 
the kind of chaos they are plan- 
ning to drupe over the whole 
state. They should leave rental 
housing in a competitive market, 
not a regulated one. 


Pollen's Ills 
Writer's Topic* 

Editor of the Star: 

Two letter^ concerning ecology 
in your issue for August 27th 
prompt me to mention one element 
in air pollution to which I have 
seen or heard no reference in all 
the thousands of words currently 
dealing with the subject: namely, 
pollen. This can be a serious mat- 
ter for anyone who is sensitive to 
particular pollens, especially for 
individuals who have a tendency 
to asthma. 

Obviously all that can be done 
about tree pollens or those from 
hay or roses is to stay away from 
areas where these flourish. There 
are. however, two weeds about 
which something can be done. 
Ridding Winchester of them might 
be a rewarding project for the 
garden clubs and certainly would 
be greatly appreciated by many 
allergy sufferers. 

Particularly obnoxious is rag- 
weed, which flourishes around a 
number of the mailboxes and fire 
hydrants in town. I sincerely hope 
that the postmen and firefighters 
are not allergic to it. Because its 
blossom is the same green as its 
leaves, probably many people are 
not aware that ragweed does blos- 
som. In fact, it has been in full 
bloom since the middle of August 
and scattering its poison in our 
current high winds. Ragweed is 
an annual. If it is kept mown, it 
not only doesn’t pollute the air 
but it can be killed off in time. 
Another way to eliminate it is to 
pull it up while it is still small 
and shallow-rooted. 

Another culprit is English plan- 
tain, also known as buekhom plan- 
tain, and perhaps by other names. 
It has a small, inconspicuous, ra- 
ther pretty, white blossom borne 
on a tall stalk about the size of 
a steel knitting needle, which 
bends gracefully before a lawn- 
mower and springs back uncut. 
Unfortunately, this plant spreads 
by runners, like a strawberry 
plant, as well as by seeci and can 
ruin a lawn if neglecteJ. Its ro- 
sette of leaves, much narrower 
than those of the usual chubby- 
leaved plantain on lawns and of a 
paler green, must be dug up if the 
runners are to be got rid of. This 
has been recognized as an aller- 
gen only within the past 30 or 40 
years, and some of its victims may 
not know what is troubling them. 
It is less of a pest in Winchester 
than ragweed, hut it is here and 
causing difficulties. 

Ragweed looks like its name. 
Some may know it by some of its 
other names, such as Roman worm- 
wood and bitter-weed. For those 
who do not know it, there is prac- 
tically a bed of it between the 
sidewalk and the roadway from 
Cliff Street to the Parkway. There 
is a block of it on Bacon Street, 
also, and undoubtedly in other 
areas.

The setting for this charming and witty short 
novel is the Faroe Islands in the North Sea. These 
remote islands were first settled by Norsemen in the 
9th century, were Christianized around 1000 A.D., 
fell under Danish rule with the rest of Norway in 
the 14th century, and have only since World War II 
been granted self-rule. The population even today is 
only 38,000, but increased contacts with the rest of 
the world and a changing economy have wrought 
important changes in the islanders’ way of life. 
Faroese is the native language of the islands and is 
halfway between Icelandic and the dialects of west- 
ern Norway. The official language for administration, 
trade, religion, and culture is Danish. There has 
always been a strong tradition of oral literature 
which was finally preserved in the 19th century 
when a written language was developed, dictionaries 
produced, Bibles translated, and an active intellec- 
tual group began the systematic development of 
truly Faroese cultural traditions as a result of 
increased national awareness. The translation and 
the Introduction, which contains an excellent short 
history of the islands and a brief survey of its lite- 
rature, were done by John F. West, student of folk- 
lore, novelist, and poet. 

Existence on the Faroe Islands has historically 
depended upon flocks of sheep which inhabit the 
moorland pasture, or outfield, and fishing. Until the 
later half of the nineteenth century a Danish com- 
mercial monopoly restricted outside contacts with 
the islanders and helped to retard certain economic 
and cultural changes which were occuring with 
greater speed in other parts of the world. Once the 
monopoly was broken the Faroese developed an im- 
portant fishing fleet. This, however, was a significant 
departure from the old economy which had been 
one of subsistence. Each family participated in cer- 
tain more or less communal activities for which it 
received a portion of the harvest — whale meat, 
shearing wool, mutton or what-have-you ; planted 
potatoes, fished in traditional fishing grounds, caught 
birds on the coastal cliffs, and otherwise exercised 
its resourcefulness to acquire basic family necessi- 
ties. Money was seldom used and hard to come by 
even for paying the yearly taxes and rates. People 
produced for their own consumption and took pride 
in being able to stand on their own two feet. The 
fishing fleet changed the basic economy from one of 
subsistence to a market economy. Young men were 
employed on the fleet for seven or eight months of 
the year working frantically to harvest the sea. For 
the remaining four or five months they were idle 
while the weather lashed the North Sea and made 
fishing impossible. Quickly the Faroe Islands were 
cast into the 20th century. 

The Old Man and His Sons reminds me of paint- 
ings by a primitive artist like Grandma Moses. It 
is cheerful and bright and yet reveals a stark 
reality which cannot be denied. Like a folk tale 
it is peopled by characters whose actions are perhaps 
more important than their appearances or any ex- 
acting characterization. In fact, the women in the 
tale do not even have names but are referred to as 
"the old woman,” or “two elderly spinsters,” or 
where a little more identification is needed "Klavus’s 
daughter.” 

The tale is loosely hung around the results of a 
whale-killing. Ketil, 74 years old and the father of 
eleven children, and his youngest son, Kalv, who is 
24 and a little slow witted, participate in the hunt 
occasioned by the close approach to the islands of 
a school of young whales. After the principal parti- 
tioning of the catch among the participants the re- 
maining whales are auctioned off to defray the 
expenses of the hunt. Ketil bids on a thirty-six hun- 
dred weight whale at seven and a half kroner a 
hundred weight. The whale meat and blubber will 
be useful in Ketil’s home especially since he counts 
this whale-killing his last, but the debt he has 
hereby incurred is a burden not easily forgotten or 
repaid, in fact, its very existence brings shame into 
the heart of the old Faroese. Ketil is brought face 
to face with a modern reality — the need for 
money — , but his manner of handling the problem 
is reminiscent of the old way of doing things. In 
his dealings with his married children and their 
families the contrasts in their ways of life and 
moral values are quite evident. The problem of 
communication which is so often the cause for mis- 
understandings is highlighted subtly and shown to 
be often only a matter of semantics. Ketil and "the 
old woman,” and their slow son are the main actors 
in this loosely knit tale. Their actions are primarily 
from the old school but their attempts to understand 
and cope with the new situations that arise in their 
everyday lives reveal strength, courage, and the old 
resourcefulness. By contrast Lias Berint, an old 
friend, illustrates the type of stagnation and waste 
that occurs when communication and the ability to 
see the other side’s point of view fail.

Legal Blue Cross

STATE HOUSE, Boston — So- 
cialized law! Remember that 
term because it, or something a- 
kin to it, will be working its way 
into the social vocabulary of the 
1070’s. 

Law is no longer the enticing 
profession it used to be. The so- 
cial climate has changed so dras- 
tically over the last few years 
that even the best lawyers in the 
business are complaining they 
can’t make ends meet. 

There are two obvious prob- 
lems shrouding over the legal 
profession. 

The first is the clientele run on 
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public defenders. It is common- 
place in the court room, now- 
adays, to find defendants throw- 
ing themselves on the mercy of 
lawyers picked by the bench. The 
state’s Public Defenders pro- 
gram, coupled with judges as- 
signing indigents to lawyers, is 
playing havoc on most lawyers. 

Attorneys complain that some 
judges do not make an effort to 
determine a defendant’s financial 
means. The judge asks if the de- 
fendant has counsel If the de- 
fendant says he does not, the 
judge usually asks if he can • 
afford one. If the defendant says 
he cannot, some judges simply 
appoint one. That doesn’t make 
practicing law lucrative. 

The second problem closing in 
on the legal profession is the 
borrow-a-lawyer plan. 

The day is coming, says the 
Massachusetts Bar Association, 
when blue collar workers will he 
demanding group legal services 
from their employers in collec- 
tive bargaining talks in much the 
same way they demand higher 
wages and less work hours. 

The Bar Association is very 
concerned about the prospect of 
“group legal services” being 
written into labor contraats. 

The theory, which is now be- 
ing applied in a few companies* 
is that employees can avail them- 
selves of the legal services pro- 
vided by a house counsel, just as 
some companies maintain house 
doctors. The difference, how- 
ever, is obvious. Few employees 
suffer industrial accidents, but 
fewer still suffer industrial law- 
suits. 

Philip Sisk, president of the 
Massachusetts Bar Association, 
views the scheme as unprofes- 
sional, impractical, and ineffi- 
cient. 

What Sisk recommends as an 
alternative would be a plan he 
describes as “Legal Blue Cross.” 

Under it, says Sisk, the em- 
ployee might be offered group 
rates for legal coverage, and he 
would still be permitted to select 
his own lawyer. 

Says Sisk. “The conditions of 
the practice of law and the bene- 
fits to the public would obviously 
be more superior and satisfac- 
tory where the individual lawyer- 
client relationship was maintain- 
ed.” 

“Legal Blue Cross” is a 
strange idea. Apparently, it 
would be provided as a form of 
insurance with employers and 
employees absorbing premium 
costs. It does sound more appeal- 
ing, from the lawyers’ viewpoint, 
than bargain basement law in the 
factories. But would it cover 
wills or the hiring of counsel to 
negotiate the rate and coverage, 
schedule ?

Mr. Fowler said that it is dan- 
gerous to drive or walk on parts 
of Sargent Road at night. 

Superintendent O'Brien snid 
that relief for Sargent Rond resi- 
dents would be small unless thoy 
installed catchbasins and tied 
them in with the town’s storm 
drain system. 

“We are in the middle,” Mr. 
Fowler said. “We’re willing to pay 
our share.” 

Mr. Fowler said that the pnving 
of Stnndish Lane has “created 
more of a problem.” 

Selectman Paul F. Amico asked 
about the possibility of accepting 
the affected portion of Sargent 
Road as a public way. 

This was tried unsuccessfully in 
1962, Mr. Fowler said. Part of 
Sargent Road has been accepted 
by the town, but the upper portion 
is still a private way. 

Selectman Amico suggested that 
Mr. Fowler try again to get sig- 
natures on a petition from his 
neighbors calling for town accept- 
ance of their portion of Sargent 
Road. 

The Selectmen voted to contact 
one of the area residents who has 
declined to grant an easement to 
the town for work there after 
conferring with town counsel. Mr. 
Fowler said that he would ap- 
proach the other person. The Se- 
lectmen also voted to request Su- 
perintendent of Streets O’Brien to 
install “Private Way. Dangerous 
Passing’ ’signs at each end of the 
problem area. 

Selectmen held an executive ses- 
sion, closed to the press and pub- 
lic, with Superintendent of 
Streets O’Brien. “Personalities” 
was the subject, Chairman Swan- 
son explained. 

Superintendent of Streets O’- 
Brien said that blockage in the 
drainage system was discovered 
at Winford Way. The condition, 
which appears to be a broken pipe, 
should be alleviated before fall 
freezing takes place, he said. 
Drains are also being cleaned out 
at Nelson Street, Superintendent 
O’Brien added. 

Fire Chief Amico advised Se- 
lectmen of the resignation of Gae- 
tano Mistretta from the Fire De- 
partment call force and the ap- 
pointment of Michael Luise to 
that group. 

Mrs. Marjorie T. Van Vloten 
sent Selectmen a letter of thanks 
for street light installation on 
Westland Avenue. 

To Seek Insurance 

Comptroller Costello advised 
Selectmen that Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield has supplied the experience 
record for town employees for the 
last four years. This information 


will enable the town to seek com- 
petitive bids for group insurance. 

Mr. Costello suggested that, the 
present Blue Cross- Blue Shield 
coverage he extended one month 
beyond its expiration date of Oc- 
tober 1 to give the town time to 
get bids. He said that Arlington 
and Belmont have transferred 
their group insurance from Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield to Equitable. 

Chairman Swanson said that he 
wondered whether the reference 
to Rlue Cross-Blue Shield in town 
contracts with the town employ- 
ees’ association would prevent the 
town from entering in agreements 
with other insurance companies, 
even though comparable benefits 
were offered. 

Mr. Costello noted that the 
board has established benefits at 
the maximum level. The town is 
not obligated to accept the low- 
est hid, he added. 

The Employees* Advisory Com- 
mittee recommendations will be 
presented to Selectmen Monday 
evening, September 14. Mr. Cos- 
tello said. 

The Board of Selectmen and 
Planning Board, will meet at 8 
p.m. Wednesday, September 16* 
in the Selectmen’s meeting room 
to tliscuss proposed zoning bylaw 
changes. 

Executive Secretary Donnelly 
attended a meeting of the Gov- 
ernor’s Emergency Energy Com- 
mittee Wednesday morning at the 
State House in Boston. The topic 
was fuel supply problems. The 
Selectmen have been concerned 
about obtaining Number Six fuel 
oil for town usage. This type of 
oil is expected to be scarce this 
coming heating season. 

Superintendent of Streets O’- 
Brien. in his capacity as tree 
warden, advised Selectmen that 
tree oa .Forest Street whose 
protruding roots were said to be 
damaging automobile tires was 
on private property. The roots 
are on the border of town pro- 
perty, he said. Cutting would 
mean killing; a healthy tree. Su- 
perintendent O’Brien observed. 
The condition presents no danger 
to traffic or pedestrians, Mr. O’- 
Brien maintained. 

Construction on Bates Road 
should be completed within two 
weeks. Superintendent O’Brien 
estimated. 

An executive session proposed 
by Chairman Swanson did not 
take place. For two consecutive 
weeks, Selectmen huve held ex- 
ecutive sessions on a personnel 
problem which is yet unsolved. 
Selectmen decided to defer hold- 
ing another such meeting at 
least until Monday evening, Sep- 
tember 14, to see what action has 
resulted from their previous de- 
liberations.

Director of the Summer School, 
Frederick Murray, has presented 
the following figures to the 
School Committee regarding en- 
rollments in summer programs: 

Tuition-paying residents of 
Winchester numbered 428. Tui-

67. Tuition free residents of .Win- 
chester attending the summer 
school included the 15 students

Registrar McLaughlin pointed 
out that the new staggered system 
of registrations which began in 
January, 1970, is proving to be tre- 
mendously helpful in reducing the 
impact of the insurance renewal 
problem. 

He said, “Under the old system 
with all registrations expiring on 
New Year’s Eve, we would have 
to process 2 Mr million registration 
applications in a three-month peri- 
od. Now, we will have only slightly 
more than 400,000 renewals to han- 
dle during the same period and, ac- 
cordingly, we can compress the job 
into a fraction of the time it used 
to take. 

“I trust that this elimination of 
the old deadlines for renewal re- 
ceipts at the Registry will reassure 
any motorists who may have been 
concerned,” the Registrar conclud- 
ed.

Blind persona planning to vote 
in the up-coming state primaries 
will he nssisted in the marking of 
their ballots or in registering their 
votes on a voting machine. Accord- 
ing to John F. Mungovnn, Commis- 
sioner, Massachusetts Commission 
For Thei Blind, this voting service 
is authorized by Chapter 54, Sec- 
tions 76A and 79, of the Massachu- 
setts General Laws. 

“To obtain this assistance,” Com- 
missioner Mungovan declared, ‘‘the 
blind voter has only to notify the 
presiding officer at the polling place 
that, due to blindness, he is unable 
to mark his ballot or register his 
vote on a voting machine. He may 
then select any qualified voter he 
desires to help him in his voting."

Misleading 
Insurance 
Letters Mailed 


Some private insurance com- 
panies have been sending mislead- 
ing advertisements to Medicare 
beneficiaries in the Middlesex 
County area, according to John E. 
Lonergan Jr., district manager of 
the Cambridge Social Security Of- 
fice, in an effort to sell them 
health insurance to supplement 
their M?dicnre protection. 

Mr. Lonergan said that the pro- 
ir.,tional literature distributed by 
these companies has been deliber- 
ately designed to give the reader 
the impression that the company 
is in some way connected with the 
Social Security Administration, or 
that it has access to the Federal 
agency’s records. 

One company used a window en- 
velope that was almost identical 
to the envelopes social security 
uses to send out benefit checks, 
Mr. Lonergan remarked. He went 
on to say that only careful reading 
of the fine print in the advertise- 
ment revealed the statement that 
the company was “not an agency 
of the State or Federal govern- 
ment.” 

Mr. Lonergan stressed that the 
Social Security Administration 
does not endorse any privately 
sponsored insurance plan designed 
to “supplement” Medicare benefits. 
He also emphasized that private 
insurance companies do not have 
access to social security records, 
which are confidential by law. 

Mr. Lonergan indicated that most 
private insurance programs sup- 
plementing Medicare offer valuable 
additional protection and advertise 
honestly in their sales literature. 

“However,” Mr. Lonergan said, 
“a few companies have engaged in 
practices which clearly are intend- 
ed to mislead Medicare benefica- 
ries. 

Mr. Lonergan advised persons 
who are confused by material they 
get in the mail offering additional 
Medicare protection to get in touch 
with their nearest social security 
office, or their State Insurance 
Commission for further informa- 
tion.

Hiring Systems Analyst 
Proposed To Ease Town’s 
Data Processing Problems 

Hie Methods and Procedures Committee lias unanimously recommended that the town employ a 
systems analyst "for whatever period is necessary" to help solve data processing problems. The group 
will determine specific costs before asking the Board of Selectmen to request funds from the Finance 
Committee for the purpose. 


Members of the Methods and 
Procedures Committee and Town 
Comptroller James J. Costello 
discussed the town computer with 
the Board of Selectmen Monday 
evening, September 14. Modera- 
tor Harrison Chadwick, chairman 
of the Methods and Procedures 
Committee, estimated that be- 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 would 
he required for the systems an- 
alyst proposal, but said that the 
group would obtain exact costs 
before seeking funds. 

“We do not feel the problems 
are insurmountable,” Mr. Chad- 
wick commented. “They are go- 
ing to require study in depth by 
persons conversant in the area.’ 

“What is lacking is a person 
who can do systems analysis,” 
he continued. “I am not criticiz- 
ing the personnel we have. There 
are specialties in every field.” 

“The computer people do not 
understand the operations of va- 
rious town departments. The de- 
partmental people do not under- 
stand what the computer can do, 
or more importantly, cannot do,” 
Mr. Chadwick went on. 

To correct this, the Methods 
and Procedures Committee unan- 
imously suggested employing a 
systems analyst “for whatever 
period is necessary — a couple 
of months, plus or minus,” accor- 
ding to Mr. Chadwick. 

The systems analyst would 
survey town departments, learn- 
ing their operations in depth, 
Mr. Chadwick said. The town’s 
data processing personnel, in 
turn, would gain insight into sys- 
tems analysis, Mr. Chadwick ob- 
served. Town departments may 
learn to make adaptations, he 
said. 

Town data processing person- 
nel include the chief computer 
operator, a female assistant, and 
two card punchers, he noted. 

A “real traffic jam” has exist- 
ed for the town computer, he 
continued. Poor scheduling and 
poor coordination among depart- 
ments were the reasons, he main- 
tained. 

“In addition, there has been 
some down time due to mechani- 
cal failure,” Mr. Chadwick said. 

He told Selectmen that the 
computer operator, on his own 
time, often uses nearby compu- 
ters to try to eliminate work 
backlogs. 

Mr. Chadwick believes that an 
analyst would insist on setting 
priorities for computer work. 

Stanley E. Hart of the Me- 
thods and Procedures .Committee 
said that some data was being 
transcribed three times before 
it got to the data room. 

Water bills, real estate bills, 


and report cards arrived for da- 
ta processing “all at once,” Mr. 
Chadwick recalled. “Meantime, 
street lists and voter lists prob- 
ably got pushed to the back 
burner.” 

Selectman John J. Sullivan, 
acting chairman in the absence 
of Chairman Ralph M. Swanson, 
asked at what stage the town 
was in relation to the data pro- 
cessing timetable initially set up. 

Town Comptroller Costello re- 
plied that the town has “some 
way to go before we reach the 
schedule that was set up.” He 
estimated that the town is a year 
and a half or two years away 
from its goal. 

The computer is being used 
for payrolls, but “we have not 
automated it to the extent we 
would like.” Mr. Costello ex- 
plained. “We hope to do so with- 
in a matter of months.” 

Mr. Chadwick told Selectmen 
that he thought that the town 
should “learn to dp well what we 
do now before taking on any new 
departments” in computer usage. 

When questioned about school 
department computer tasks. Mr. 
Chadwick said that the computer 
was assisting only in administra- 
tive phases, not with teaching 
tasks. 

that before the town hires a con- 

Selectman Sullivan suggested 
sultant on the data processing, 
it should decide what it wants to 
do. 

Mr. Chadwick said that 162 


programs are being processed on 
the computer. He doesn’t think 
that the town is yet in a position 
for time-sharing “and inviting 
other people in,” he added. He 
estimated that one additional per- 
son will eventually be needed to 
supplement the four-person staff. 

The School Department is the 
computer’s biggest customer, Mr. 
Chadwick observed. 

Thomas L. Connors of the Me- 
thods and Procedures Committee 
said that some firms specialize 
in the type of systems analysis 
desired for the town by his group. 
They would need to know the 
town’s data processing goals, he 
said. He mentioned the Urban 
Systems Laboratory at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
as one possible source of help. 

Selectman Paul F. Amico sug- 
gested that the consultants be 
asked what they can do and 
for how much. 

“If you like what we’re saying, 
then we are going to tap the re- 
sources that are around,” said 
Mr. Chadwick. 

Comptroller Costello, in dis- 
cussing data processing prob- 
lems, said that the voting list, 
although published one month 
and three days beyond the sta- 
tutory requirement, was still out 
earlier than it had been since 
1966. The size of type used was 
“beyond the scope of data pro- 
cessing,” he said, and was de-

School Board 
Studies Results 
At Muraco School 

The question of education at Muraco School under the open con- 
cept plan was again considered by the Winchester School Committee 
as it met in its first regularly scheduled session of the academic school 
year 1970-1971 on Monday night. September 14. Reviewed were a set 
of charts dealing with median I.Q.’s, performance, and the relative 
position of Muraco within the Winchester school system which indi- 
cated that school-wide achievement here was consistent with the 
median I.Q. 

Among other business attended, national and local concern over 
fuel oil was seen to affect bids accepted by the Committee for this com- 
modity. Such unanticipated expenses for transportation and fuel oil 
may necessitate a transfer of additional funds to this particular School 
Department budget in the future. 

Relative Position 

In a series of charts for grades 
1 through 6 based upon median 
scores in the Stanford Achieve- 
ment tests administered in the 
spring of 1970 and upon median 
I.Q.’s, the relative achievement po- 
sition of Muraco to the seven oth- 
er elementary schools is indicated 
in categories of ability measure, 
word meaning, paragraph mean- 
ing, arithmetic computation, and 
arithmetic application. The pres- 
entation was made by Dr. Walter 
P. Gleason, assistant superintend- 
ent for curriculum and instruc- 
tion. 

Utilizing the median l.Q. at 
Muraco an “assumed” ability 
measure for the school was formu- 
lated for each grade. In Grades 1 
through 5 this assumed placement 
is eighth, while at the sixth-grade 
level it is seventh within the 
school system. 

According to the charts Muraco 
grades 3, 4, and 5 did not rise 
above the seventh or eighth posi- 
tions in the remaining four cate- 
gories. In grades 1, 2, and 6 their 
achievement at times registers to 
the fourth position among Win- 
chester schools. 

Another chart developed from 
national standard testing in Feb- 
ruary of 1970 compared Muraco’s 
grade 2, at which level most stu- 
dents here have received their 
education entirely under the open 
concept, with grade 2 of another 
school within the system. The me- 
dian I. Q.’s of the two schools are 
nearly identical (Muraco is 102; 
School X is 101), indicating that 
abilities are also nearly equal. 

The results, the first score be- 
ing Muraco’s and the second be- 
longing to School X, are word 
meaning, 2.8 and 2.9; paragraph 
meaning, 3.0 and 3.0; spelling, 2-8 
and 2.9; study skills, 3.7 and 3.4; 
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A native of Pennsylvania, Mrs.

Public Schools Adult Education 
To Open Enrollment Soon 


Ruga, films, drugs, and literature 
are among the new topics for 
courses offered in the Winchester 
Public Schools Adult Education 
Fall program as approved by the 
School Committee Monday night, 
September 14. 

Registration can be made by 
mail using application blanks on 
the brochures which will lie avail- 
able at the schools and through lo- 
cal businesses and the public li- 
brary on Monday, September 21. 
The Division of Instruction at 16 
High Street will also take in-person 
registrations from 1:30 to 4:30 
p.m. Evening registration is sched- 
uled for Thursday, October 1 from 
7 :30 to 9:30 p.m. at the high school. 
Courses begin on October 6. 

In addition to the new courses, 
Yoga will be offered for the first 
time in the fall and is coed. 

One of the new courses offered 
on Monday nights is “The Film Ex- 
perience” which will be taught by 
two Winchester faculty members. 
Discussion of films shown will he 
lead alternately by Mrs. Stephanie 
McKay and Mrs. Beverley Cronan. 

Films will deal with the history 
and development of movies, parable, 
allegory and fantasy, and experi- 
mental techniques. There will also 
be projects in film-making, writing 
scripts, film treatments, and crit- 
iques. 

The literature course is entitled 
“Modern Fiction” and will be 
taught by several members of the 
high school faculty. It will deal 
with the growth and development 
of the novel in short lecture,, large 
group discussions, coffee break, and 
small group discussions. Novels in- 
clude : “Siddhartha,” “The Great 
Gatsby,” “To the Lighthouse,” and 
others. Students will be required to 
purchase the books (most in pocket- 
book form) if they do not already 
have them. 

Introduction to Motion Picture 
Techniques will allow discussion of 
film, sound, story, and script writ- 
ing. Each student will produce a 
slide/tape presentation. All aspects 
of motion picture filming will be 
utilized and equipment will be 
available. 

Rug Braiding will be taught in 
a full year course starting this fall. 
Braiding, lace, taper and butt tech- 
niques in round, oval, and oblong 
will be instructed. Materials must 
be supplied by students. 

The course, “Drugs — A Point 
of View” is being offered to the 
public on a without charge basis. 
It will meet on six Monday eve- 
nings from 7:30 to 9:00 p.m. in the 
music room of the high school and 
will feature different speakers each 
session on the problem as it relates 
to Winchester. 

Investigating the question from 
the psychiatric, medical, law en- 
forcement, church, student, and 
educators’ point of view will be 
well-known local authorities, cler- 
gymen, students, and teachers. 

Director of the Adult Education 
program, Thomas Morse urges 
registration for these new courses 
and the following: 

General Education — Drugs — A

Police Investigate 
Warehouse Break 


Winchester police investigated a 
number of breaking and entering 
incidents during the past week, the 
largest of which involved the theft 
of 28 color televisions and four 
stereo phonographs from a Holton 
Street warehouse. 

Officer Francis R. Manzic met 
with David K. Blair, one of the 
owners of Blair Warehouse, 46 
Holton Street, Saturday morning, 
September, 12, to research the in- 
cident. Sergeant Roland Roy, In- 
spector William Nash, and Officer 
Daniel Pearson also participated 
in the case. 

According to the report filed, 
entry may have been through an 
overhead door panel on the east 
side of the building which was bro- 
ken. The intruder (s) then climbed 
through the panel to unlock the 
overhead door at the building’s 
south end. A truck was then driven 
up the ramp at this location and 
then into the warehouse. Investi- 
gation will continue. 

On Tuesday morning, September 
8, a break was investigated at the 
Automotive Electric Service, 122 
Cross Street. It was the second in- 
cident there within six weeks. Ac- 
cording to the report of Officer 
Robert Baird who spoke to owner 
Joseph Kulda, three drills, a tim- 
ing light, and an air wrench were 
known to be missing at that time, 
as well as an employee’s tool box.

Listed as missing in the report 
prepared by Officer Joseph N. Per- 
ritano were a stereo turntable 
which was bolted to a table top 
and a photograph of a French 
poodle that was part of a display.

Help to Prevent Water Pollu- 
tion : 

Do Read September’s Consumer’s 
Reports, available at the Public 
Library. The article, “Dead Lakes: 
Another Washday Miracle” will tell 
you why to Avoid Buying Deter- 
gents With High Phosphate Con- 
tent. Do Use Detergents With Lit- 
tle or No Phosphate or Use Soap. 
The top three detergent desirables 
per-load contribution are Cold 
Water All (liquid), Duz Soap, 
Ivory Flakes and Snow.

They have recently pre- 
pared a report for the Common- 
wealth on waste oil. You’ve touch- 
ed on a very serious disposal prob- 
lem.

Sargent Road 
Drainage Termed 
Serious Problem 

Editor of the Star: 

After reading the report of the 
meeting of the Board of Selectmen 
on Tuesday evening, the 8th of 
September- we would like to pre- 
sent the facts concerning the drai- 
nage problem on Sargent Road, in 
their proper prospective. 

The town has built Standish 
Lane which abuts our private way 
without installing either catch ba- 
sins or a storm-drain system. 
Therefore, the water from the new 
road has 'no place to go except 
down over our private way. 

The Town knew, before it start- 
ed work on the new road, that the 
residents of Sargent Road would 
have to give them 100 per cent 
permission in order for them to 
install the storm-drain system in 
the private way. 

In spite of this, the Town went 
ahead and started construction of 
Standish Lane first, and asked for 
the easements some time later. 

They then found themselves in 
an embarrassing position, because 
one of the residents of Sargent 
Road was not willing to grant this 
easement. 

Work was stopped on Standish 
Lane without the installation of 
either the catch-basin or the 
storm-drains. 

In the meantime, we hnve had 
two heavy storms resulting in such 
severe damage to our private way, 
because of the water run-off from 
Standish Lane, that the situation 
has become intolerable. 

Our private way is now com- 
pletely impassable. We can no 
longer come up, or go down, Sar- 
gent Road, to, or from, our own 
home. 

Because of several complaint 
letters from us, a report to the 
Selectmen, was submitted, by the 
Town Engineer. It said in part, 
that: “The condition of Sargent 
Road, from the last two storms* 
was no greater than it would have 
been if the Town had never finished 
Standish Lane.” 

Our answer is: “How, then, is it 
possible that since these two 
storms, our road is for the first 
time in 21 years, completely im- 
passable? ?” 

Through all of these years the 
Town has sent their snow plows 
to clear our private way, and has 
always been able to remove the 
snow from one end to the other. 
They did this, even though it was 
a private way, and we have al- 
ways been grateful. 

However, they have now inform- 
ed us that this will no longer be 
possible, because of the condition 
of Sargent Road since the last 
two storms. 

We seriously doubt that the Fire 
Department could now gain access 
to our home — since the last two 
storms. 

The Town Engineer was then 
asked if he could bring his own 
car up Sargent Road, and he was 
forced to admit that he could not. 

This report also stated that 
“Relief for Sargent Road residents 
would be small unless they in- 
stalled catch-basins, and tied them 
into the Town’s storm-drain sys- 
tem.” 

Our answer is: “Can anyone tell 
,us how it is possible to tie catch- 
basins into a storm-drain which 
does not exist?” 

How then, does the report of the 
Town Engineer make any sense at 
all? 

In any chain of circumstances 
in this life, if one does damage to 
another’s property, it is that per- 
son’s responsibility to correct it. 

Does not the Town of Winches- 
ter feel this responsibility? 

We earnestly hope that the 
newspaper, Chief Amico of the 
Fire Department, and Chief Bow- 
ler of the Police Department will 
do what they can to help us be- 
fore it is too late. 

Can it be possible that the Town 
of Winchester has no concern that 
there will surely be a fatal ucci- 
<lent on Sargent Road if something 
is not done soon?

Questions 
Conclusions 
On Muraco 

Editor of the Star: 

I am writing in response to the 
letter, written by Mr. Arthur J. 
Hewis Jr. and published in your 
newspaper on September 3. In this 
letter, Mr. Hewis quoted figures 
from a chart supplied by the 
School Committee to prove his 
claim that the Muraco School is a 
failure. Mr. Hewis may be entirely 
correct in this claim, but the evi- 
dence he offers to substantiate it 
is hardly sufficient as proof. 

The chart compared the average 
test scores, in specific academic 
areas, of the students of Muraco 
School to average scores of the 
students of all other schools. The 
areas tested were Word Meaning, 
Arithmetic Comprehension, Arith- 
metic Application, Spelling, and 
so on. 

The chart showed Muraco to be 
below “normal’ in all areas but 
one. And Mr. Hewis presented 
this as proof of his claim. 

To begin with, the Muraco 
scores, the scores of a single insti- 
tution, were compared against an 
average of the scores of many 
schools. This means that, with the 
results given, some of those scores 
may have been above and some 
below the Muraco scores. Muraco 
School may fit right in the middle 
of a consecutive list of test scores 
of all schools. But there is no way 
of telling this or anything than 
the obvious from the School Com- 
mittee’s chart. 

This document also fails to take 
into account the location, the apti- 
tude, and I.Q. scores of the chil- 
dren attending, and the number of 
children attending the schools. 
Any of these factors could render 
the chart useless if unsupported 
by further information. 

And so, the question remains 
one of evaluation. But, I think Mr. 
Hewis may be reading more into 
those figures than they are capable 
of giving out.

THE STRANGE WORLD OF 
ANIMALS AND PETS 


by Vincent Gaddis 

We endow animals with our own human character- 
istics, but this book by Vincent Gaddis makes it jus- 
tifiable. A collection of anecdotes and stories, it tells 
us of something special about them: their loyalties, 
romances, jealousies, and unusual behavior patterns. 

There’s the story of Shop, a Scotch shepherd dog, 
who kept a vigil in the hospitnl lobby for 14 years 
for his master, McMahon, who had an accident at 
home, was rushed to the hospital with his dog accom- 
panying him. He later died from a skull fracture. 
But after his funeral, the family couldn’t get the 
dog to leave the. lobby. 'He had a special place. 

“ . . . when the elevator descended, he stood beside 
the doors, tail wagging: hope shining in his patient 
brown eyes. Occasionally, he would venture outside 
by the front entrance or into a nearby corridor, but 
his ears were alert, listening . . . and when the 
sound came he would hurry back to the lobby. The 
months became years and after so many disappoint- 
ments Shep would simply lie on his mat, watching, as 
the elevator doors opened.” People came from all 
over to St. Anthony’s Hospital in Rock Island, Illi- 
nois, just to see and pet him. 

Even a young female chimpanzee in a London Zoo 
had her own idea of female liberation. Boo-Boo was 
the object of match-making by her keepers, who 
brought young and handsome suitors from through- 
out Great Britain and abroad. She would have none 
of them. 

The directors became desperate and finally per- 
mitted the Bristol Zoo to send Koko. who was middle- 
aged, paunchy, and seedy-looking with scraggly hair, 
a bristling windblown bob, and a shambling gait. 
“But Boo-Boo took one look and it was love at first 
sight. Within minutes they had their arms around 
each other.” Next year they became proud parents. 

Many animals work for man, and dogs have made 
their mark. Sometimes a rare police-dog has a qual- 
ity of genius. Such a one was Dox, the greatest de- 
tective in dogdom, who could actually solve crimes. 
In 1960 he was considered the world champion and 
he had four gold medals and twenty-seven silver ones 
to prove it. He was part of Rome’s police department. 
He and his police sergeant trainer, Maimone, were 
inseparable. 

The authors write, “Dox’s memory was phenom- 
enal. One afternoon in Rome, Maimone and his big 
German shepherd entered a restaurant and the dog 
suddenly pounced on a customer enjoying a plate of 
spaghetti. It turned out that the man whose dinner 
was so rudely interrupted was a fugitive who had 
eluded the law — and Dox — in a police case six 
years earlier in Turin.” 

Some people would call an animal’s unusual be- 
havior, such as locating their masters over large terri- 
tories uafamiljar, to them, as a matter of ESP. Such 
a case was investigated by Dr. Rhine concerning 
Clementine, a cat that traveled approximately 1500 
miles from Dunkirk, New York, to Denver, Colorado, 
to find her owners. They had left her behind on the 
farm because she was about to become a mother. 
When her kittens were weaned, she took off. 

“How she crossed rivers, mountains, and prairies 
and what frightening experiences and hardships she 
endured will forever be mysteries. Somehow she 
made it. A little over three months after she was last 
seen in Dunkirk, the Lundmarks heard her scratch- 
ing at their front door in Denver, meowing imperi- 
ously. She came in, rubbed affectionately against her 
owners, but was afraid — probably from sad experi- 
ence — of strangers in the room. Her coat was rough 
and matted, her paws cracked and worn, and her 
bushy tail hud dwindled to a rag. She was so ex- 
hausted she slept for three days.” 

A pony, Black Bear, eould extract square and cube 
roots of numbers. He had a debut in N.Y.C. under 
the sponsorship of the American Society for Physi- 
cal Research. He spelled sentences or chose numbers 
by nipping up lettered or numbered leather tabs hung 
on the bars of a stanchion rack. 

Zona Gale was fascinated by Black Bear’s clair- 
voyance. 

“ ‘Black Bear,’ she asked, ‘were you ever in another 
body?’ He nodded his head. ‘Whose body?’ 

‘“King Solomon!’ he answered. 

“ ‘When did King Solomon live?’ ” 

“ *B.C. Long time ago.’ ”

About 96 per cent of the semi- 
finalists are expected to become 
finalists. Each will be considered 
for one of the 1,000 National Mer- 
it $1000 Scholarships which are 
allocated by state. Many will also 
be considered for the renewable 
four-yenr Merit Scholarships pro- 
vided by some 500 corporations, 
foundations, colleges, unions, 
trusts, professional associations, 
other organizations, and individu- 
als. Each finalist will receive a 
certificate of merit. 

Winners of four-year Merit 
Scholarships may receive up to 
$1,500 a year for four college 
years, depending on their individ- 
ual need. Winners of the National 
Merit $1000 Scholarships will re- 
ceive their non renewable one-time 
awards upon enrollment as full- 
time students in accredited Unit- 
ed States colleges or universities. 

High school grades, accomplish- 
ments, leadership qualities and 
extracurricular activities of the 
finalists are evaluated, along with 
test scores, in selecting Merit 
Scholarship winners. 

NMSC identifies the Semifinal- 
ists to all regionally accredited 
colleges and universities and to 
certain scholarship - granting 
agencies and other sources of fi- 
nancial aid. Studies in former 
years has shown that about half 
of the semifinalists received finan- 
cial aid from sources other than 
the Merit Program. 

Names of the winners in the 
1970-71 Merit Scholarship Pro- 
gram will be announced in the 
spring of 1971. Some 24,800 stu- 
dents have received Merit Schol- 
arships in the 15 annual programs 
to date. About $75 million in fi- 
nancial assistance to Merit Schol- 
ars and their colleges have been 
expended or committed through 
the Merit Program.

termined by the Registrars of 
Voters. 

Recurring problems result 
from “the failure of Winchester 
to face up to 20th century gov- 
ernment," Mr. Costello maintain- 
ed. 

The history of the town’s use 
of data processing was discussed. 
Three bids had been received by 
the town, two for one type of 
computer, and a third for one 
with a Inrger memory. The town 
decided on one with a smaller 
memory because it did not know 
the history of the larger memory 
computer, then stored in San 
Francisco. The computer purch- 
ase wns authorized at a special 
town meeting two and one half 
years ago, with a proposed $41,- 
000 annual budget. 

Philip Hankins, a resident, 
asked Selectmen if serious 
thought had been given to selling 
the computer. 

Selectman Sullivan said that 
he had opposed the town’s pur- 
chase of the computer initially 
because he thought town opera- 
tions were too split up to use it 
effectively. The computer may, 
however, “be pulling some of this 
together.” he believes. 

He said that the town now has 
a five-year capital budget, which 
it didn’t have before. 

Arthur J. Hewis Jr. of 91 
Swanton Street suggested that 
before seeking funds from the 
Finance Committee for a systems 
analyst that data processing be 
discussed at a town meeting. 

“Very few people install com- 
puters without some rough 
spots,” Mr. Chadwick said. 

Mr. Connors said that the Me- 
thods and Procedures Committee 
was not considering the design 
and installation of a new sys- 
tem, but instead having a sys- 
tems analyst look at the “rough 
spots.” 

Selectman Sullivan said that 
he was expressing the feeling of 
the Board of Selectmen when he 
said that the town would seek 
professional assistance. 

Discuss Insurance 

Two members of the Insurance 
Advisory Committee, Fire Lieu- 
tenant Michael Connolly and J. 
Frank Holland, met with Select- 
men. They recommended that the 
present level of insurance bene- 
fits be maintained and that com- 
petitive bidding be sought from 
insurance firms. 

Mr. Holland said that he un- 
derstood that Blue Cross costs 
. for 1970 were to be 25 percent 
higher. He said that he thought 
both the town and its employees 
deserve competitive bidding. 

Selectman Sullivan said that 
the experience record for town 
employees has been obtained. 
Comptroller Costello is prepar- 
ing specifications to obtain com- 
petitive bids. 

Defer Driveways 

The Selectmen deferred action 
on two proposed driveways on 
North Border Road until zoning 
bylaws prepared by the Planning 
Board are made public for con- 
sideration. The Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission forwarded the 
request to the Selectmen for ap- 
proval. The correspondence on 
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the matter was placed in the 
Board of Selectmen’s zoning fol- 
der for reconsideration later and 
a possible public hearing. 

A letter from the Selectmen to 
the MDC will advise that be- 
cause of zoning problems in the 
area, the Board of Selectmen will 
not approve the request until the 
situation is settled. Selectman 
William G. Chapman Jr. said 
that. Town Engineer John H. Ci- 
arcia should he instructed not to 
issue street numbers to the ap- 
plicants at this time. 

To Block Road 

A dirt road lending from a 
traffic circle will bo blocked off, 
Selectmen have decided, after re- 
ceiving a report on the proposed 
closing by Police Chief Edward 
F. Bowler. Woburn had blocked 
off the road at its end. The road 
has been used for years as a 
parking spot. 

Thomas Mullnney of 142 Syl- 
vester Avenue requested Select- 
men to close off the road Mon- 
day evening, August 31. The road 
is near the home of Wilfred L. 
Ferguson of 122 Sylvester Ave- 
nue, who was severely beaten. 
Mr. Mullnney said that the per- 
sons charged with beating Mr. 
Ferguson had been to the parking 
area first. 

Town Engineer Ciarcia was 
asked by Selectmen to submit 
an alternate cost estimate for 
construction of curbing and park- 
ing space at the tennis courts on 
Palmer Street. Since funds will 
be needed, the project will be con- 
sidered at a town meeting. Se- 
lectmen said. 

The Selectmen will advise the 
Personnel Board that the town 
comptroller has engaged a junior 
accountant. 

Traffic Problem 

The Selectmen discussed a let- 
ter from Mrs. Venezia Mezza- 
cappa of 100 Wildwood Street on 
traffic conditions on that street. 
Selectman Sullivan suggested 
that police be encouraged to go 
on a radar program. The Se- 
lectmen noted that Safety Officer 
Donald E. Pigott was opposed 
to making Wildwood Street one 
way. 

A Police Department survey of 
traffic control at Holton Street, 
requested by the Planning Board, 
was placed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen in its zoning folder. 

The regional liaison officer for 
the Traffic Operations Program 
to Increase Capacity and Safety 
on Urban Streets Is expected to 
be in Winchester in the near 
future. Selectmen learned. Safety 
Officer Pigott is the town’s con- 
tact with the Commonwealth on 
TOPICS. 

Possible local sites for traffic 
improvements under TOPICS 
mentioned by Selectmen include 
Lake and Main Streets, Main 
Street and Mystic Valley Park- 
way, Highland Avenue and 
Mount Vernon Street, and Main 
and Swanton Streets. 

Under an agreement signed 
October 14, 1969, Winchester a- 
greed to maintain and operate 
street highway improvements in- 
stalled under the Federal High- 
way Act, as amended. The agree- 
ment recognized the need for 
cooperative efforts to study and 
implement the program. 

DeMinico Resigns 

Selectmen expressed “sincere 
gratitude” for past service to 
Roger DeMinico, who is resign- 
ing from the Winchester Police 
Department to join the Boston 
force. 

When Chief Bowler appears 
for his monthly visit with Select- 
men, probably on Monday, Sep- 
tember 28, Selectmen will dis- 
cuss his request for an addition- 
al patrolman and a clerk, the 
board decided. 

Five Applicants 

Five persons, including two 
women, seeking to become town 
dog officer, will be interviewed 
by Selectmen Monday, Septem- 
ber 21. Dog Officer Edward F. 
Lynch had been asked by Select- 
men to remain in office until a 
replacement was found for him. 
He resigned because he said that 
his duties were requiring too 
much time. 

Selectmen recommended spend- 
ing $175 for installing 13 water 
sprinkler heads at the war me- 
morial at Wildwood Cemetery. 

The Planning Board has re- 
commended town uquisition of 
property at 12 Reservoir Street 
if it can be obtained at a favor- 
able price, the Selectmen were 
advised. The town is awaiting 
an appraisul on a house and land 
available to it at 89 Church 
Street. 

Alden Clock Company of Stone- 
ham was authorized to repair 
the clock in the steeple of the 
First Congregational Church. Ex- 
ecutive Secretary Edward F. 
Donnelly said that a repair man 
said that a gear had not been 
properly lubricated when the 
clock had previously hud been 
repaired. The repairs will cost 
$60. A new motor would cost 
$200. The Selectmen agreed to 
the $60 repair job. 

A petition with approximately 
50 signatures seeking conversion 
of a vucant laundry building and 
lot downtown to u high-rise a- 
purtment area was sent by Se- 


lectmen ot the Planning Board 
for its recommendations and to 
the Housing Authority. 

Closed Meeting 

After conferring with Execu- 
tive Secretary Donnelly, Select- 
man Sullivan asked for a motion 
to go into executive session. Se- 
lectman Sherman W\ Saltmarsh 
Jr. made the requested motion. 
Selectman Sullivan said that bid 
procedures would be discussed 
with Comptroller Costello in the 
session, closed to the press an<J 
public.

language, 2.8 and 3.1; arithmetic 
computations, 2.6 and 2.6; and 
arithmetic concepts, 2.6 and 2.4. 

This particular test shows that 
Muraco students are achieving 
up to and in some instances be- 
yond their capacity. The national 
mean tor this examination was 
2.6, Therefore, both of these 
schools demonstrate a general 
achievement beyond the national 
mean. 

Request 

Earlier in the evening the 
School Committee heard a par- 
ent’s request that her so nbe trans- 
ferred from the Muraco School. 
It was agreed that the case would 
be individually reviewed with the 
School Department’s professional 
staff. In August, after the matter 
was first brought before the Com- 
mittee by Clara Hewis of 91 
Swanton Street, it was found that 
a law cited, corcerning the need 
of a parent’s written consent for 
his child to attend an “experi- 
mental” school, did not apply to 
Muraco. While the child appears 
to be performing well academic- 
ally in the school, the parent feels 
it is a “definite discipline prob- 
lem,” a need for a “more struc- 
tured environment.” 

Oil Rids 

The Committee accepted oil bids 
Monday night. William F. Clark, 
assistant superintendent for ad- 
ministrative service, noted that 
those on number two oil had been 
“satisfactory,” while none were 
received for number six oil. Con- 
cerning the one bid offered on 
number five grade, the amount 
was 85 per cent higher than that 
for last May. The New England 
oil shortage combined with na- 
tional policy and the Mideast cri- 
sis are considered responsible. 
Bids were also approved for gro- 
ceries and a reading laboratory at 
Lynch Junior High School. 

Following a review of the bud- 
get projections for the remainder 
of the school year, the body voted 
to send a letter requesting the Fi- 
nance Committee to “earmark” an 
additional $15,000, for transfer 
to the School Department budget 
due to unanticipated expenses for 
transportation and fuel oil. 

On the topic of bussing it was 
decided to put “our transportation 
problem" on the next agenda. 

• Speaking in favor of such a dis- 
cussion was Committee member 
Mrs. Mary Mears who feels that 
the $108, 000 budgeted for trans- 
portation is not an “educational” 
expense. 

In the course of a report pre- 
seated by Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Donald A. Klemer on 
class sizes at the elementary level, 
it was voted to hire two-and-one- 


half aides. Two of these aides 
have already been budgeted, there- 
fore, requiring additional outlays 
for only a one-half aide. 

Two aides will bo used to re- 
lieve classes of 30 pupils in the 
first grade at Muraco and in the 
kindergarten at Mystic. The part- 
time aid will serve a kindergarten 
class of 28 at Wyman. 

Better distribution in the ele- 
mentary school classes is being 
realized this year. Dr. Klemer not- 
ed. This school population is 
slightly lower this full. The ad- 
ministration’s policy, ideally, is 
no more than 25 students per 
class. 

Objectives 

The School Committee moved 
into executive session, citing per- 
sonalities, to discuss “specific ob- 
jectives for achievement (with 
evaluation procedures) for 
achievement on or before Decem- 
ber 1, 1970.” The three priorities 
listed by Dr. Klemer in this docu- 
ment are the “improvement of 
planning and coordination of the 
efforts of the total staff; the de- 
velopment of a pattern of neces- 
sary change that must take place 
on a regular basis — what we 
teach in our schools, how we teach 
it, and how we organize the 
schools, themselves, if a school 
system is to do its best job; and 
as costs of education rise and 
pressures to change programs 
come from both rapid develop- 
ment of knowledge, student con- 
cerns, and educational research, 
the need to maintain public sup- 
port and understanding continues 
to be a major priority item.” 

Specific suggestions in this ma- 
terial ranged from improvement 
of existing programs to the imple- 
mentation of new ideas. A last 
item proposes that a study com- 
mittee be formed “to reassess the 
function of the principal in the 
Winchester school system, in light 
of changing conditions in the field 
of education.” These outlined ob- 
jectives are intended to be review- 
ed this fall by staff members prior 
to a final proposed five-year plan 
which may be> presented to the 
School Committee in December. 

Another matter taken up during 
this executive session was the re- 
opening of . negotiations with 
school personnel this year. 

Personnel 

In personnel matters approval 
was given to resignations and 
elections, as well as the granting 
of waivers to five new personnel. 
Progress in the Adult Education 
Program was assured with the 
approval of its staff at stipends 
of $7 per hour, the same as last 
year. 

Appointment of Mrs. Elizabeth 
R. Sheeran as coordinator of In- 
structional Materials Centers, 
kindergarten through 12 was 


made. This Is not a new position, 
hut an extension of Mrs. Sheeran’s 
duties beyond t.he sixth grade into 
the secondary level. 

Attention to this area. Dr. Glea- 
son noted, was due to an antici- 
pated change in attitude that a 
library was not merely a “book 
depository but a reading and re- 
search center.” With the opening 
of the library at the new high 
school, it is hoped that better cat- 
aloguing and procedural methods 
and cross-use among the school 
system’s libraries can be obtain- 
ed as well as more central pur- 
chasing. 

Other reports included the 
Lynch TV workshop which was 
initiated this summer and will 
continue with expanded activities 
into the present academic year. 
While discussing the report “on 
how we are organized for the de- 
velopment of curriculum and an 
analysis of the costs,” Dr. Gleason 
stated that three Boston area col- 
legeg have approached the Win- 
chester administration concerning 
a serai-permanent arrangement 
for training education students in 
the Town's open space schools. 

Other business was undertaken 
by the Committee prior to a final 
executive session. The next reg- 
ularly scheduled meeting will he 
Monday, September 28, at which 
transportation and the open cam- 
pus plan are among tentative it- 
ems for the agendu.

With the upcoming State elec- 
tions we have been asked by many 
persons whnt the Massachusetts 
laws with regard to political ad- 
vertising are. 

If you are working for any can- 
didate may we suggest that you 
cut this article with regulations 
and penalties out of today’s paper 
and see thnt your candidate’s cam- 
paign manager has a copy. 

Massachusetts General Laws. 
Chapter 56 contains the following 
sections on political advertising: 

‘Section 39: Publishing unsign- 

ed political advertisements: mark- 
ing advertisements. 

No person shall publish or cause 
to be published in a newspaper or 
other periodical, either in its ad- 
vertising or reading columns, any 
paid matter designed or tending to 
aid. injure, or defeat any candidate 
for public office or any question 
submitted to the voters, unless the 
name of the chairman or secretary 
or the names of two officers of the 
political or other organization in- 
serting the same or the name of 
some voter who is responsible 
therefor, with his residence and 
the street and number thereof, if 
any, appear therein in the nature 
of a signature. Such matter insert- 
ed in the reading columns shall be 
preceded or followed by the word 
‘Advertisement’ in a separate line, 
in type not smaller than that of 
the body type of the newspaper or 
other periodical. This section shall 
not authorize expenditures other- 
wise prohibited by this chapter. 

“Any corporation violating any 
provision of this section . . . shall 
be punished by a fine of not more 
than ten thousand dollars, and any 
officer, director or agent of a cor- 
poration violating any such provi- 
sion, who authorized sdsh viola-

tion, or any person who violates, 
or in any way knowingly aids or 
abets the violation of, any such 
provision, shall he punished by n 
fine of not more than one thousand 
dollars, or by imprisonment for 
not more than one year.” 

"Section 10. Using names of 
political parties; restrictions. 

No orpanizaiton consisting of 
two or more persons, other than a 
political committee duly elected in 
accordance with law or a corpora- 
tion organized prior to January 
first, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
three, under the laws ns of this 
Commonwealth and having as part 
of its name the name of a political 
party, as defined by law, shall in 
order to promote the success or 
defeat of a political party or prin- 
ciple or of a candidate in a public 
election, in any circular, advertise- 
ment or publication use in its or- 
ganization name the name of such 
a political party except with the 
written consent of the duly elec- 
ted state committee representing 
such political party. 

“Any member of an organiza- 
tion subject to this section who 
participates in a violation of any 
provision of said section shall be 
punished by imprisonment for not 
more than six months or by a fine 
of not more than one thousand 
dollars, or both.” 

“Section 41 A. Unauthorized use 
of persons’ names as supporters in 
political advertisements, etc. 

No person shall, m order to pro- 
mote his successor the success of 
another as a candidate for nomina- 
tion or election to any public of- 
fice, include or cause to be includ- 
ed in any political advertisement, 
circular, poster or publication, the 
name of any person as an endorser 
or supporter except with the ex- 
press consent of such person. Vio- 
lation of any provision of this 
section shall be punished by im- 
prisonment for not more than six 
months or by a fine of not more 
than one thousand dollars.” 

“Section 12. False statements 
relating to candidates. 

No person shall make or pub- 
lish. or cause to be made or pub- 
lished, any false statement in 
relntion to any candidate for nomi- 
nation or election to public office, 
which is designed or tends to aid 
or to injure or defeat such candi- 
date. 

“Whoever knowingly violates 
any provision of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more 
than one thousand dollars or by 
imprisonment for not more than 
six months.”

That is the amount that went to 
the Federal government. It is ex- 
I elusive of the auto taxes collected 
j by the state. 

I The revenue went into the High- 
way Trust Fund, which takes care 
of 90 percent of the cost of con- 
struction. The states pay the other 
10 percent. 

The heightened interest in the 
highway program is due to the 
battle now going on in Washington 
over moves to divert some of the 
money to such needs as railroad 
passenger service, urban mass 
transit, and other transport prob- 
lems. 

Some Congressmen feel that the 
nation’s priorities no longer call 
for the spending of the $5 billion 
or so collected each year solely for 
new highways. 

Under the current Federal tax 
on gasoline (four cents a gallon) 
and the special taxes on tires, 
tubes, and accessories, the average 
Middlesex County car owner is 
paying about $30 a year into the 
trust fund. 

That is the amount incurred for 
a car that travels 10,000 miles a 
year and gets 14 miles to the gal- 
lon. 

The overall cost for the 505,530 
passenger cars in operation locally, 
comes to $15,166,000 a year. 

One of the matters before Con- 
gress at this time is the future of 
the highway program, which is due 
to expire in 1972. Originally begun 
in 1956 at an estimated cost of 
$41 billion, it is now expected to 
reach $75 billion or more and to 
require at least six years more to 
complete. 

Far from agreeing to a slowdown 
or limitation of the work, state 
highway officials and others are 
urging that an even bigger pro- 
gram be embarked upon. They are 
asking for more attention to the 
development of local road systems. 

If Congress extends the life of 
the program, as presently consti- 
tuted, for another six years. Mid- 
dlesex County car operators will 
be contributing an additional $90,- 
955,000. (Park Row News Service).

Mental Health 
Volunteer Work 

To the Winchester Star: 

A few openings are available to 
interested and qualified area resi- 
dents for the Mental Health Case 
Aide Program at Metropolitan 
State Hospital, Waltham, accord- 
ing to the joint committee admin- 
istering the program. 

Two new case aide groups will 
open in October. Now in its fifth 
year, the case aide program builds 
on the experiences in living and 
the ability to care of mature men 
and women volunteers who agree 
to give one morning a week for a 
year in individual work with men- 
tal patients under the supervision 
of a psychiatric social worker. 

Many patients, some hospital- 
ized as long as 50 years, have been 
resocialized; more than 100 have 
left the hospital as the result of 
case aide work, going into foster 
homes, apartments, nursing homes, 
to work, or to their former homes. 

Case aides themselves have re- 
ported personal dividends not only 
in the sense of accomplishment of 
worthwhile human service, but al- 
so in increased understanding and 
self-realization. Some have gone 
on to further education in the help- 
ing professions. A large number 
have continued in the program and 
are working with a third or fourth 
patient. 

Further information and an ap- 
pointment for an interview can be 
had by calling 891-8709 during 
business hours. The program is 
jointly sponsored by the Mental 
Health Association of Central Mid- 
dlesex and the Mystic Valley Men- 
tal Health Association. 

Inactive Nurses’ 
Refresher Course 
Is Being Offered 

A refresher course for inactive 
registered nurses is being sponsor- 
ed by the Massachusetts Nurses 
Association in conjunction with 
Boston College School of Nursing. 

The refresher courses are being 
offered because the critical short- 
age of nurses continues to be a 
problem. Theye are planned to as- 
sist the inactive nurse to secure up- 
to-date information on current 
trends in nursing theory and prac- 
tice. 

The course will include the fol- , „ “ 
lowing: 

A review of drug therapy and 
the opportunity for drug adminis- 
tration; an upgrading of nursing 
knowledge, understanding, and 
skills; a provision for the oppor- 
tunity to work with new equipment; 
a review of the nursing care of the 
adult person with a medical/sur- 
gical problem; and a review of 
trends in modern nursing education. 

The course begins September 29 
and runs through October 29 from 
9 a.m. to 3 p.m. Classroom work at 
Boston College is scheduled for 
Tuesday and actual hospital work 
at the 35 hospitals participating in 
the program is scheduled for Wed- 
nesdays and Thursdays. Winches- 
ter Hospital is one of the 35 par- 
ticipating hospitals. 

Any registered nurse who is cur- 
rently licensed in the United .States 
and who will participate in class- 
room discussions and clinical area 
practice is eligible to enroll.

The Music Department of the 
Winchester public schools is plan 
ning a new instrumental program 
of private lessons for music stu 
dents in the secondary schools. Ac 
cording to Director of Music, Wen- 
dell S. Withington, the regular 
program of after-school private 
lessons will continue for element- 
art grades. 

Secondary students will be able

He adds, “This program of pri 
vate instrumental instruction has 
been long overdue here in Win- 
chester. With the approval of the 
School Committee and school ad- 
ministrators, private lessons on all 
band and orchestral instruments 
will be given during the regular 
school day on a rotating basis. 
This program should improve the 
quality of our school orchestras 
and bands as well as improve the 
individual playing of our young 
musicians. I sincerely hope that 
all parents will take advantage 
of this opportunity to enroll their 
sons or daughters in this program.

Dr. Hertig Has New Career At Primate Research Center 


Arthur T. Hertig. M.D., of 21 
Everett Avenue, with the Pathol 
ogy Department of the Harvard 
Medical School for 37 years, ho 
came professor of patholog^ at 
Harvard University on Tuesdav. 
September 1. 

Although he has reached the ago 
of 66, TVhon formal retirement 
from academic and research pur- 
suits in Harvard University usual- 
ly becomes mandatory, Dr. Hertig 
has already embarked upon a new 
career at the New England Re- 
gional Primate Research Center in 
Southborough. The Center is close- 
ly linked to Harvard University. 

Dr. Hertig has been a professor 
of pathology at Harvard since 
1948 and, from 1952 until August j 
31, 1970, was the Shnttuck profes- 
sor of pathological anatomy at 
Harvard. Until 1968 he was chair- 
man of the Department of Pathol- 
ogy at Harvard Medical School. In 
the latter year he moved to the 
Primate Center in Southborough 
where he is chairman of the Divi- 
sion of Pathology. There, he is 
devoting his time "to the morph- 
ology of primate ovaries- and other 
related problems.” 

Scientific understanding of the 
early embryo is based to a great 
extent on Dr. Hertig’s definitive 
work. Before he embarked on these 
classical studies with Dr. John 
Rock, there was a dearth of knowl- 
edge on the first two weeks of 
human embryological life due to 
inherent difficulties in obtaining 
specimens for direct observation. 

Dr. Hertig has been able to by- 
pass this difficulty by searching for 
early conceptuses in the removed 
uteri and Fallopian tubes of select- 
ed patients coming to operation. In 
this way, he has recovered more 
than 30 early embryos for histo- 
ehemical and developmental studies. 
The youngest ovum found was only 
in the two-celled stage. 

On the basis of these observa- 
tions, Drs. Hertig and John Rock 
have described the stages of human 
embryological development from 
the first division of the ovum until 
placental circulation becomes func- 
tional. Their study of early con- 
ceptuses has also yielded valuable 
information on several causes of 
spontaneous abortion, which occur 
in over 10 per cent of all pregnan- 
cies. 

This work won for Dr. Hertig 
two awards — one from the Amer- 
ican Gynecological Society (1949) 
and another from his alma mater, 
the University of Minnesota 
(1951). The Outstanding Achieve 
ment Award from the University 
of Minnesota cited Dr. Hertig as 
"world famous for his contributions 
to the study of human embryology.' 

Although he is best known for 
his embryological studies, Dr. Her- 
tig has made several other contri- 
butions to reproductive pathology. 
His investigations of hydatidiform 
moles, pathologic, grape-like moles 
formed from embryonic tissue, are 
highly regarded by both patholog- 
ists and clinicians. He has also done 
significant work on the pathogen- 
esis of carcinoma in situ, preinva- 
sive cancer, of the cervix and of 
endometria, lining of the uterus, 
undergoing malignancy. 

Other investigations have inclu- 
ded work on ovarian tumors, the 
pathogenesis of spontaneous abor- 
ion, habitual abortion, traumatic 
abortion, placenta accreta, patho- 
ogic adhesions of placenta to ute- 
rine wall, and the premature sepa- I 
ration of the placenta. Due to his 
varied background in pathology, 
mbryology and clinical medicine, 
Dr. Hertig’s publications, which 
number over 170, have embraced | 
all these fields. 

Born in Minneapolis, Minnesota- 
on May 12, 1904, Dr. Hertig first 
came into contact with scientists 
as a senior in high school when he 
assisted in entomologic research 
at the University of Minnesota. 
The next year he entered the Uni- 
ersity of Minnesota as a pre- 
medical student and remained 
there through his first two years I 
of medical school. 

His early entomological back-* 
ground led to his work as assistant 
to his brother, Marshall, on the 
transmission of Kala Azur, infec- 
tious disease transmitted to man 
by sand fly, in China between his 
first and second years in medical 
school (1925-1927). During, this 
year, Dr. Hertig developed a tech- 
nique for the feeding and infect- 
ing of sand flies which is still em- 
ployed by entomologists. While in 
China, Dr. Hertig met the late Dr. 
David Edsall, then dean of the 
Harvard Medical School— a chance 
meeting which led to Dr. Hertig’s 
acceptance to Harvard for his last 
two years of medical school. 

In the summer between his third 
and fourth years at Harvard, Dr. 
Hertig worked with Professor Bert 
Wolbach — a pathologist at Har- 
vard — on tick control at Wood’s 
Hole and nearby islands. This as- 
sociation led to Dr. Hertig’s last- 
ing concern with pathology. 

After graduation from Harvard 
Medical School in 1930, he intern- 
ed in pathology at Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital. The following 
year, 1931-32, he took a residency 
in pathology at the Boston Lying- 
in Hospital, where he was encour- 
aged to establish a pathology lab- 
oratory. 

Here, confronted with the many 
problems of obstetric pathology — 
in particular the hydatidiform 
mole Dr. Hertig developed his 
lifelong interest in the pathology 
of obstetrics and gynecology. His 
formal training in pathology end- 
ed in 1933 with his residency in 
pathology at The Children's Hos- 
pital. 

I Tllw following year, 1933-34. Dr. 


Hertig continued his study at ob- 
stetrical pathology and embryol- 
ogy under a National Research 
Council Fellowship at the Depart- 
ment of Embryology of the Car- 
negie Institute in Washington. 
While there, he completed impor- 
tant studies on the in situ origin 
of placenta blood vessels from the 
trophohlast, layer of tissue which 
attaches the ovum to the uterine 
u all and supplies nutrition to the 
embryo. These investigations stim- 
ulated his interest in the first two 
weeks of human embryological de- 
velopment* though he was not able 
to intensify research in this field 
until he finished his residency trai- 
ning in clinical obstetrics at the 
[!.,e,in Lying-in Hospital in 1938. 

In 1938 Dr. Hertig became path- 
ologist to the Free Hospital for 
Women, now known as the Park- 
way Division of the Boston Hos- 
pital for Women, where Dr. Rock, 
now clinical professor of gynecol- 
ogy, emeritus at Harvard, was in- 
volved in similar embryological 
studies. Together they worked to 
perfect the method of recovering 
early conceptuses nnd reported 
their classic findings in many sci- 
entific publications throughout the 
years. 

Dr. Hertig was also pathologist 
ot the Lying-in Division of the 
Boston Hospital for Women from 
1939-1952, and obstetrician there 
from 1939-1950. In 1952, when he 
was appointed Shattuck professor 
of pathological anatomy and head 
of the Department of Pathology 
at Harvard Medical School, Dr. 
Hertig dropped from the active 
staff of the Boston Hospital for 
Women to become consultant path- 
ologist to The Children’s Hospital, 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, and 
the Boston Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital. 

A year later Dr. Hertig was ap- 
pointed consultant in obstetrics 
and gynecology at the Winchester 
Hospital. In 1955 he became senior 
consultant in administration and 
education in pathology at Lemuel 


Shattuck Hospital. He still serves 
as consultant to these various hos- 
pitals. 

Much of Dr. Hertig’s effort has 
been expended in teaching and ad- 
ministrative duties at Harvard 
Medical School. He was appointed 
to the staff at Harvard soon after 
graduation in 1931 as an assistant 
in pathology and has served al- 
most continuously in the Depart- 
ments of Pathology and Obstetrics 
since then. In the early 1940’s Dr. 
Hertig established the first com- 
bined residency in obstetric and 
gynecologic pathology and also set 
up a 20-week postdoctoral course 
in the pathology of obstetrics and 
gynecology for practicing physi- 
cians through Harvard’s Courses 
for Graduates program, now the 
Department of Continuing Educa- 
tion. 

In 1952 Dr. Hertig became the 
fifth incumbent of the Shattuck 
Professorship, which was. endowed 
by Dr. George Cheyne Shattuck in 
1931 “. . . towards sustaining the 
chair of Pathological Anatomy in 
the Massachusetts Medical College, 
an appendage of Harvard Univer- 
sity.” As Head of Harvard’s De- 
partment of Pathology, Dr. Her- 
tig has strengthened the program 
of instruction for medical students 
and has infused life into the re- 
search program. In the teaching 
of gross pathology he has empha- 
sized fresh material which he has 
obtained in abundance from all of 
the Harvard Affiliated Hospitals. 

Dr. Hertig gave the Bacon Lec- 
tures at the University of Illinois 
in, 1944, the Ferris Lecture at Yale 
in 1945, the James Arthur Smith 
Lecture at Liverpool and the Fair- 
bairn Lecture before the Royal 
College of Obstetricians and Gyne- 
cologists at London, both in 1950. 
While in the British Isles that 
same year, he read papers in Dub- 
lin* Bristol, London, Birmingham, 
Edinburgh, and Glasgow on sub- 
jects ranging from those of purely 
pathologic interest, through em- 
bryology, to those of" clinico-path- 


ologic correlation. In 1965, Dr. 
Hertig presented the George H. 
Whipple Lecture at the annual 
meeting of the University of Ro- 
chester Medical Alumni Associa- 
tion. 

Since 1947 Dr. Hertig has been 
consultant in obstetrics and gyne- 
cologic pathology to the Chelsea 
Naval Hospital. In the next year 
he became consultant to the Arm- 
ed Forces Institute of Pathology. 
He has been president of the New 
England Society of Pathologists, 
the New England Obstetrical and 
Gynecologic Society, and success- 
ively treasurer and president of 
the Obstetrical Society of Boston. 

He was elected to the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences in 
1949. He is a diplomate of the 
American Bourd of Pathology, 
trustee, 1959-70, and president, 
1969-70, and of the American 
Board of Obstetrics and Gynecol- 
ogy. 

Other society memberships in- 
clude the American Association of 
Pathologists and Bacteriologists, 
American Gynecological Society, 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, American 
Association of Anatomists, Ameri- 
can Medical Association, Ameri- 
can Society for Experimental Pa- 
thology, American College of Ob- 
stetrics and Gynecology, College 
of American Pathologists (past 
governor), International Academy 
of Pathologists. Massachusetts 
Medical Society, Middlesex East 
Medical Society, Sigm Xi, Alpha 
Omega Alpha and Nu Sigma Nu 
(past executive councillor). The 
American Society of Clinical Path- 
ologists, in 1966, honored Dr. Her- 
tig with the Ward Burdick Award 
signifying outstanding research 
contributions to the science of cli- 
nical pathology.

Zoning By-Law 

The Winchester Planning Board announced this week that it is 
nearing the end of its studies for a complete revision of the Town 
Zoning By-Law. An informal public hearing to acquaint Winchester 
citizens with provisions of the new zoning recommendations and to 
explain reasons for recommended zoning changes, has been scheduled 
for Tuesday, October 1.1. at 8 p.m. in McCall Junior High School 
auditorium. A limited number of copies of the recommended new 
bylaw will be available to interested citizens at the office of the Town 
Engineer during the week of October 5. 


The studies which have been 
underway since 1966, were under- 
taken when it was concluded, by 
the Planning Board that prob- 
lems with the existing Town Zon- 
ing By-Law could not be cor- 
rected by further amendments. 
The present By-Law was origin- 
ally enacted in 1924, shortly after 
federal and state legislation first 
created the legal framework to 
permit zoning. Although amend- 
ed numerous times over the years, 
the Winchester Zoning By-Law 
is basically an example of the 
original concepts of zoning which 
have undergone substantial and 
fundamental changes over the 

Sheffield West 
General Alarm 
Fire Occurs 

Fire consumed much of the in- 
terior of a two and one-half 
story brick colonial at 4 Shef- 
field West in the early morning 
hours of Saturday, September 19. 
When firefighters first arrived at 
the location the ground floor was 
already caving into the basement. 
At 1 :57 a.m. a general alarm was 
sounded. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Barbuto was vacant at the time. 
Box 573, Cambridge Street and 
Everett Avenue, sounded in Fire 
Headquarters at 1:29 a.m. En- 
gines Four and Two and the Lad- 
der and Rescue Trucks responded, 
but found no one at the box. Dis- 
regarding the possibility of an- 
other false alarm, the fire was 
eventually located on Sheffield 
West. 

Because the house was already 
completely involved, the blaze had 
to be fought from outside the 
structure. Using ladders to reach 
the top, firefighters vented the 
roof and focused the flames in- 
side. Approximately an hour and 
one-half were needed to bring the 
fire under control. Pumping con- 
tinued from five machines for a 
total of 16 hours. 
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intervening 46 years, a Planning 
Board spokesman said. 

The Planning Board points out 
that the text of the new zoning 
by-law is necessarily a complex 
legal document but understand- 
ing the basic principles incorpor- 
ated in it will go a long way to 
help the Winchester property 
owner assess its effects. These 
basic differences are summarized 
by the Planning Board as follows: 

1. The original zoning concept 
attempted to control land use 
within zones by prohibiting cer- 
tain uses and permitting all 
of the uses in the most restrictive 
zone to be carried out in any of 
the less restrictive zones. Over 
the years this has proved to cre- 
ate a mixture of incompatible 
uses side-by-side, particularly in 
business and industrial districts. 
Modern zoning has reversed this 
concept and defines uses that are 
permitted in each zone and all 
others are forbidden. The recom- 
mended new by-law for Winches- 
ter adopts this modern concept.

Cemetery will need written permits from the Highway Department effective Thursday, October 1. Other 
individuals having such material for disposal shoul d use the town incinerator area, and not the ceme- 
tery land, the Cemetery Commissioners announced in regulations issued Tuesday, September 11.

The Commission’s action fol- 
lowed a meeting attended by its 
representatives, those of the 
Board of Health, Superintendent 
of Streets Robert G. O’Brien, and 
the Board of Selectmen Monday 
evening, September 21, at Town 
Hall. The purpose of the gather- 
ing was to seek agreement on 
disposal of grass, leaves, and 
brush. 

Earlier, the Cemetery Commis- 
sioners, cooperating with the 
Board of Selectmen and Board of 
Health, had approved controlled 
use of a limited area at the ceme- 
tery for filling by the Highway 
Department and professional gar- 
deners with clean lawn clippings 
and leaves. 

Entrance to the area is on 
Middlesex Street, at the foot of 
Canal Street. There is no access 
to the location through the regu- 
lar cemetery gate. 

The area is open for this pur- 
pose for the balance of the year 
from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. weekdays 
and from 7 a.m. to 12 noon Sat- 
urdays. A Highway Department 
representative is on duty to check 
the identification of persons us- 
ing the area. 

Material being deposited should 
be separated into two categories, 
grass or leaves. No other items 
may be left. If material is 
brought in plastic bags, the bags 
should be emptied and retained 
by the gardener. Violation of 
such restrictions will result in 
the loss of the permit and pos- 
sible prosecution, the Cemetery 
Commission announced. 

Use of the cemetery land area 
for depositing grass and leaves 
became a topic of discussion 
when the Cemetery Commission 
learned that private individuals 
were using it as well as garden- 
ers. Rodents and garbage were 
found in the locality. 

Cemetery Commissioner Mau- 
rice T. Freeman said that his 
group desired to cooperate with 
other town departments, wants 
to maintain an attractive proper- 
ty, and can use soil and leaves.

At the annual Town Meeting 
Thursday, April 9, voters author- 
ized the appointment of a tempo- 
rary committee of the Permanent 
Building Subcommittee. The 
group, now called the West Side 
Fire Station Study Committee, 
was directed to obtain architect’s 
drawings and bids for construc- 
tion of a station at Lockeland 
Road and Ridge Street. The es- 
timated construction cost was 
$95,000. The approximate cost of 
plans was $5,000. 

The committee was instructed 
to be ready to report at the next 
special or annual Town Meeting 
after August 15. With plans now 
nearing completion, it is antici- 
pated that they will be ready to 
meet this deadline. 

Selectman Paul F. Amico ques- 
tioned whether it might he advis- 
able to consider a new location for 
the central fire station, rather 
than concentrating on a new sat- 
ellite station. 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. replied that he didn’t 
think that the West Side Fire 
Station Study Committee should 
conduct such research. If it were 
to be looked into, the Board of Se- 
lectmen should take the responsi- 
bility, Selectman Saltmarsh said, 
observing that the West Side Fire 
Study Committee was concerned 
only with the West Side location. 

Equipment Needs 

In outlining long range equip- 
ment needs at this week’s meeting 
of the Board of Selectmen, Chief 
Amico said that he hopes to re- 
place the 15-year-old rescue truck 
with another vehicle. He is con- 
sidering a truck with a cab over 
the engine at an estimated cost of 
from $20,000 to $25,000. 

Also needed is a chassis for the 
fire alarm truck. This was re- 
quested last year, but its acquisi- 
tion was postponed, Chief Amico 
said. 

Third on the list of Chief Ami- 
co’s equipment needs is a replace- 
ment for the 22-year-old ladder 
truck. The fourth need is a suc- 
cessor to Engine One, 20 years old. 

Chief Amico gave Selectmen a 
rundown of the ages and mileage 
on each piece of equipment. He ex- 
plained that mileage figures do 
not give a true picture of vehicle 
usage, because much of the time 
equipment is in use, it is station- 
ary and mileage is not being re- 
corded. 

The vehicle, with dates of man- 
ufacture and mileage figures, in- 
clude: 

Engine One, 1950, 4,565 miles; 
Engine Two, 1968, 6,088; Engine 
Three, 1956, 15,676; Engine Four, 
1962, 19,846; rescue truck, 1965, 
11,990; ladder truck, 1948, 8,343. 

In commenting on manpower. 
Chief Amico observed that the 
number of men on Fire Depart- 
ment duty' hasn’t changed much 
since 1935. The increased number 
of personnel has resulted from a 
decrease in working hours, he ex- 
plained. 

Dog Post Topic- 

Two of the five candidates for 
town dog officer were interviewed 
by Selectmen. Andrew J. Connol- 
ly and Dominic Molea appeared 
before the board. Robert A. Dan- 
ley, Mrs. Doris DiZio, and Mrs. 
Susan Kane were not present. 

Mr. Connolly said that he had 
worked with Dog Officer Edward 
Lynch, assisting when Mr. Lynch 
had been on vacation. He said 
that Mr. Lynch had agreed to 


permit storage of dogs in present 
facilities on his property. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen asked 
Mr. Connolly if he considered 
these facilities adequate. 

“I never heard a dog complain 
yet,” replied Mr. Connolly. 

Mr. Molea said that he was in 
town all day. He has facilities to 
keep dogs, he said, with a two-car 
garage and two hams available. 
Mr. Molea was educated in Win- 
chester, lives here with his fam- 
ily, and is in business here, he 
said. 

Chairman Swanson said that 
the board would take all of the ap- 
plications under advisement be- 
fore making its decision.

School Official 
Answers Letter 
On Strike Issue 

Editor of the Star: 

In the September 3 issue of the 
Star Mr. Vincent G. Carroll took 
exception to a report I made at the 
School Committee meeting of Au- 
gust 24 relative to the progress of 
the construction of the new senior 
high school. Mr. Carroll implied 
that I was not aware of the fact 
that concrete was delivered to the 
High School project during the 
strike of the drivers of ready-mix 
concrete trucks. Apparently he mis- 
understood what was said. 

Following are the facts relating 
to the strike of drivers of the ready- 
mix concrete trucks: 

The strike lasted 1 1 weeks, hav- 
ing begun on May l and ended on 
July 20. During this time one com- 
pany settled with the strikers and 
was, therefore, in a position to de- 
liver some concrete. Naturally, 
however, the production of one com- 
pany could not begin to meet the 
needs of construction projects in 
the Boston area which were at that 
time estimated to be in the value of 
some $700,000,000. The general con- 
tractor for the senior high school, 
therefore, received only a fraction 
of his needs for concrete during the 
nearly three months the drivers 
were on strike. 

At the School Committee meeting 
of August 24th I reported to the 
Committee that the contractor, at 
his expense, had been paying over- 
time to iron workers for the in- 
stallation of reinforcing steel so as 
to make up for some of the time 
lost during the strike when he re- 
ceived a fraction of his needs in 
ready-mix concrete. 

I neither said nor implied that 
this meant additional cost to the 
Town. It represented an effort on 
the part of the contractor to meet 
the time schedule of his contract, 
and to make up some of the time 
lost as a result of the strike.

Reader Dislikes 
Open Campus 

Editor of the Star: 

How many parents have taken 
the time to find out what the open 
campus plan is all about? 

It is very shocking the numbers 
that don’t know what’s going on. 

Let me try to acquaint you with 
some aspects, those that are both- 
ering me. 

Are the parents of Winchester 
aware of the fact that in order to 
implement the open campus plan, 
Winchester had to receive from 
the State Board of Education a 
waiver, which means our students 
do not have to receive 5% hours 
of supervised instructional time 
by professional personnel? 

Can anyone tell me the guide 
lines as to the number of hours 
our students must receive under 
this present plan? 

There seemed to be some con- 
fusion in a letter received by our 
superintendent from the commis- 
sioner in which he states open 
campus was used as an alternative 
to double sessions at the school 
committee meeting on September 
14. 

I can remember very vividly 
that was a reason given the com- 
missioner in one of our requests. 
It was in a letter dated November 
10. 1969. 

No, Dr. Klemer, Commissioner 
Sullivan didn’t get us confused 
with any other city or town that 
may have applied for a waiver as 
you stated at that meeting. This 
was mentioned within your re- 
quest: “Currently for discussion 
for the school year 1970-71 is the 
possibility of double sessions.” 

It would seem to me a good edu- 
cator would not be looking to re- 
duce minimum requirements m ed- 
ucation for a town like Winchester 
where we spend 72 cents out of 
every dollar of the school budget 
for professional salaries. It might 
be more appropriate if our stu- 
dents received minimums plus. 

Our students are not receiving 
the number of hours of profession- 
al education the taxpayers are pay- 
ing for. 

We’re only going to get out of 
our system what we put in. 

I firmly believe we are inflict- 
ing an injustice on some students 
and it ought not happen in a town 
such as ours. 

Let’s be realistic about it. What 
group of students are being affect- 
ed? Certainly not the college 
group. They are too busy with 
their five majors plus whatever 
minors, electives, etc. 

It appears to me the group that 
needs educating the most is left 
to flounder. 

Incidentally, five majors are -no 
longer necessary in our system as 
of August 24, 1970. 

Have anyone of you parents 
heard the remark, “Our students 
ought to be able to make use of 
their free time?” 

How many of you parents feel 
this is the school committee’s or 
our superintendent’s responsibili- 
ty? 

If our students’ schedules were 
loaded they wouldn’t have free 
time. They’d all be in school where 
they belong, and our school build- 
ings would be receiving full utili- 
zation. 

Let’s ban together and abolish 
open campus before it filters into 
junior high and is here to stay.

Pier — Governor Francis W. 
Sargent announced that the Eco- 
nomic Development Administra- 
tion has approved a technical as- 
sistance study to the Gloucester 
Community Pier Association, Inc., 
to determine the feasibility of ex- 
tending the state fish pier at 
Gloucester. Unde consideration is 
the addition of 1000 feet to the 
pier. The study will be conducted 
by a consultant selected by the 
State Department of Commerce. 

Power — The State Consumers’ 
Council filed 32 requests for rul- 
ings on law by the Department of 
Public Utilities in connection with 
the $10 million Massachusetts 
Electric Company rate case. In 
addition, the Council has chal- 
lenged the constitutionality of 

DPU proceedings on the grounds 
that consumers are bring denied 
due process of the law. 

Health — The Governor’s Ad- 
visory Council to the Office of 
Comprehensive Health Planning 
has scheduled a series of eight 
public hearings acn the state 
to gather information on the ef- 
fectiveness of current health pro- 
grams. 

Contract — Public hearings on 
the proposed Blue Cross contract 
with Massachusetts hospitals will 
get under way at the State House 
on Friduy, September 25. John F. 
O’Leary, chairman of the Massa- 
chu-eUu Rate Setting (Jouiuiib-

sion, said that “Because of the 
substantial impact which the pro- 
posed contract would have on the 
determination of Blue Cross pre- 
miums, the Commission urges as 
many members of the public, em- 
ployers who provide health insur- 
ance coverage, and interested con- 
sumer groups to attend the hear- 
ings.” 

Campaign — The Democratic 
candidates for Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Governor formally asked 
Governor Francis W. Sargent to 
agree to a limit on campaign 
spending for radio and television 
advertising. Boston Mayor Kevin 
H. White and Representative 
Michael S. Dukakis said the plan 
they propose would allow a candi- 
date to spend seven cents on radio 
and television advertising for euch 
voter who cast a ballot in the pre- 
vious election for the post in ques- 
tion. Applied to Massachusetts, 
the agreement would allow each 
team to spend $1^5,000 for broad- 
cast advertising in the coining 
campaign. 

Crime — Governor Sargent an- 
nounced that the Commonwealth 
has awarded ono million dollars in 
Federal anti-crime funds to Bos- 
ton. The funds are for eight proj- 
ects aimed primarily at improv- 
ing security in Boston housing 
projects, upgrading the Boston 
police information system, pre- 
venting juvenile delinquency, 


treating alcoholics, and rehabili- 
tating criminal offenders. 

Debate — Attorney Donald L. 
Conn, Republican candidate for 
Attorney General, urged the news 
media and civic organizations to 
provide an open forum throughout 
the campaign to debate Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn. Mr. 
Conn said he wanted to debate 
such issues as drug abuse, organ- 
ized crime, campus disruption, 
consumer protection, and Mr. 
Quinn's voting record on law en- 
forcement legislation during the 
time Mr. Quinn served in the 
House of Representatives. 

Redecteil — Rep. Gregory B. 
Khachadoorian (R) of Arlington 
was reelected chairman of the 
Massachusetts Commission for the 
Blind’s Advisory Board. The Ar- 
lington lawmaker has served in 
the post since 1965. 

Insurance — Governor 
Sargent met with officers of 
eight auto insurance carriers and 
requested that they meet with 
Insurance Commissioner C. Eu- 
gene Furnam to aid in adapting 
to requirements of the new law. 
The Chief Executive said he has 
asked Registrar of Motor Vehi- 
cles Richurd McLaughlin to re- 
vise the registration schedule in 
view of the delay which will re- 
sult in working out the new pro- 
gram.

SITTING DUCK 


bit Bryce Fraser 

Bryce Fraser, an Australian free-lance writer with 
a healthy sense of humor, here offers the saga of 
Dora, the sitting duck. From the windows of his 
cottage on the foreshore of Sydney Harbor, he first 
spotted Dorn swimming with a flock of seagulls. He 
thought of several things she wasn’t and came up 
with a Muscovy duck, which she was. Evidently 
escaped from a farm, she had no intention of going 
back and persuaded Mr. Fraser to adopt her, some- 
what against his will. She wanted food and fresh 
water at regular intervals, but refused to be touched. 
Since Fraser was alwnys allergic to feathers, this 
was fine with him. 

Other instincts stirred in Dora and she wanted 
more than just board. She began disappearing for 
days at a time — where, she didn’t say. Fraser 
thought “she was living it up, and was slipping home 
only when she felt jaded or in need of a square meal. 

I had begun to feel churlish about this. Only to 

find she had built a nest and was sitting on what 

appeared to be dozens of eggs. Were they fertile? 
and if so, how was a harried duck-sitter going to 

find time to write? Dora sat and sat, refusing to 

leave the nest and growing weaker daily until long 
past the gestation period. Fraser was sympathetic — 
“I thought of her urgent flights around the harbor, 
her fruitless searching for a mate, and I mourned for 
her. She hadn’t found her duck equivalent of a 
knight in shining armor. She sat on her eggs like 
an aging, unloved spinster with her collection 'of 
childhood dolls.” 

To prevent her further decline, Fraser got her a 
newly hatched duckling named Charlotte which solv- 
ed more than one of Dora’s problems. Charlotte 
grew into a huge amorous drake, rechristened Char- 
lie, and thereafter Dora’s eggs did hatch. Now. Fra- 
ser’s problems were compounded. Dora was not a 
sensible, or even devoted mother, but she kept right 
on sitting and hatching, resenting all attempts by 
outsiders to keep her brood alive. Nor was Charlie 
a good father. It was probably due to him that all 
but one of the first clutch disappeared. He was sep- 
arated from subsequent hatchings with significantly 
successful results. 

Although the fluffy duckling on the book jacket 
may give the impression that “Sitting Duck” is a 
“cute” or sentimental work for the ladies, it is, in 
fact, every bit a man’s book — robust, funny and un- 
self conscious, although Mr. Fraser can laugh at him 
self. Predictably, an attractive young lady shared 
some of his tribulations. One evening when he had a 
dinner date with her and didn’t show up, she came 
in her finery to look for him. Fraser was busy try- 
ing to catch ducklings and cage them for safety. 
Perforce, Pat in her finery, in the dark, in kneedeep 
water was constrained to help in what proved to be 
a long, messy job. Eventually, the two of them dined 
in the cottage on a can of braised beef on toast (luck- 
ily there was a bottle of dry white wine in the re- 
frigerator) . . . “looking out over the water, with 
the wash of some passing unseen boat splashing 
against the rocks below and the stamp of possums’ 
paws sounding on the roof above, Pat sighed and 
said, ‘One thing can be said about a night out with 
you. It >8 different.” So is the book.

At 1:42 a.m. Captain Michael 
M. Connolly radioed the Station 
for a second alarm which brought 
Engine Three and the Auxiliary 
Lighting Truck to the scene. On 
arrival at 1:57 a.m. Fire Chief 
I. Francis Amico called for a 
general alarm. 

Responding to the third alarm 
was Engine One and from the 
Woburn Fire Department an en- 
gine, rescue truck, two auxiliary 
vehicles and the chief’s car. A 
Stoneham engine, Medford lad- 
der truck, and Reading engine 
covered at Winchester headquar- 
ters. 

A total of 68 men, 22 were off- 
duty Winchester firefighters, 
were involved in combatting the 
fire. Also attracted by the gene- 
ral alarm despite the awkward 
hour were a large number of 
people who composed a crowd 
. estimated at over 200. 

Lieutenant Foley of the State 
Fire Marshall’s Office, Winches- 
ter Lieutenant Joseph Connolly, 
and Chief Amico are investigat- 
ing the incident. Cause is not 
yet determined, nor can an offi- 
cial estimate of the damage he 
made. Loss is expected to be 
high, perhaps nearly total.

Dr. Lawrence J. Quigley of the 
Board of Health said during the 
discussion that the town might 
have to consider a rubbish pickup 
service in the future. 

Vartkes K. Karaian of the 
Board of Health said that per- 
haps leaves and grass could be 
left at one point at the to-wn in- 
cinerator. 

Dr. Quigley said that some of 
the dumping had occurred at the 
cemetery land site had created a 
health hazard, had attracted ro- 
dents, and had caused odors of- 
fensive to neighbors. He recalled 
that in 11158 the town dump had 
been closed down because of a 
burning problem. 

Superintendent O’Brien said 
that it would take 25 or 30 men 
six weeks to cover every street 
in the town, if leaves were to be 
picked up by a sweeper. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen said 
that he felt that it would be “ex- 
tremely short notice” if Septem- 
ber 28 was adhered to as the 
effective date of the proposed 
regulations. 

Mr. Freeman commented that 
there had been violations “all 
along the way.” He said, “The 
situation was just plain disgrace- 
ful.” 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. said that he had re- 
ceived several calls from resi- 
dents complaining about condi- 
tions on the cemetery land. After 
inspecting the site, he concluded 
that “everything the Cemetery 
Commission pointed out is right.” 
A lot of problems had occurred 
after the cemetery’s official clos- 
ing hour of 4 p.m., Selectman 
Saltmarsh said. 

“The problem has intensified 
itself within the last two 
months.” Selectman Saltmarsh 
commented. 

If the public were to be ex- 
cluded from use of the cemetery 
land filling area, Selectman Salt- 
marsh said, he didn’t think it 
would intensify the problem at 
the incinerator “that much.” He 
asked the Cemetery Commission 
to reconsider the original request 
that the town be permitted to 
deposit grass clippings and leaves 
in the area, with no brush per- 
mitted, and clean fill used. 

Mr. Freeman commented, “I 
feel that we’re procrastinating, 
unless our departments sit down 
and work out long-range solu- 
tions.” 

He expressed his willingness 
to recommend to the Cemetery 
Commission that they cooperate 
for the remainder of the season 
by permitting grass clippings and 
leaves to be deposited in selected 
areas by town trucks and pro- 
fessional gardeners holding per- 
mits. 

The Cemetery Commission act- 
ed upon Mr. Freeman’s recom- 
mendations. Their regulations are 
published elsewhere in this news- 
paper. 

Selectman Saltmarsh said that 
from a long range standpoint, 
the town should consider the pos- 
sibility of another pit where re- 
fuse could be burned in the in- 
cinerator. 

Chairman Swunson agreed that 
a bigger pit might insure better 
usage of the town incinerator.

2. One of the important needs 
in Winchester is for proper regu- 
lation of apartment buildings, the 
Planning Hoard said. Past efforts 
of the Planning Board to include 
specific apartment districts and 
regulations in the present Zoning 
By-Law have not been accepted 
by the Town. Under the recom- 
mended new zoning by-law with 
its modern concepts, proper reg- 
ulation of both garden apartment 
and multi-story apartment dis- 
tricts can he provided and are 
included in the recommendation. 

3. Land use for recreational, 
institutional, and conservation 
purposes has become an increas- 
ingly important element in all 
communities in recent years, ac- 
cording to the Planning Board. 

A new Conservancy-Institutional 
District aimed at helping to pre- 
serve such uses and at providing 
a means for desirable develop- 
ment of them as the need arises, 
is included in the recommenda- 
tions. 

4. At the time of enactment of 
the original zoning, Winchester 
had some existing industries 
which were an important part of 
the Towns economy and could 
only be permitted in a heavy in- 
dustrial zone. This so-called 
heavy industry type of zone is 
difficult to administer and the 
need for it in Winchester no 
longer appears to exist so the 
new zoning recommendations will 
include provisions for only a 
light industrial district, the Plan- 
ning 'Board says. 

5. The effect of the automobile 
on land use has increased radical- 
ly since the development of orig- 
inal zoning concepts in 1924, the 
Planning Board observes. Two 
devices for helping the communi- 
ty to cope with the congestion 
this has caused have been devel- 
oped in modern zoning practices 
and are incorporated in the new 
recommendations. One is to con- 
trol land use by defining maxi- 
mum allowable density of devel- 
opment within each district. The 
other is to prescribe specific reg- 
ulations for providing off-street 
parking. 

6. The tendency for various 
types of business to compete for 
the public’s attention with a 
succesesion of larger and more 

j conspicuous signs can cause the 
j overall appearance of a communi- 
ty to become seriously degraded, 
j the Planning Board observes. 

. More and more communities have 
adopted either within the zoning 
law or by separate by-law. regu- 
lations which set reasonable lim- 
its on the number, size, and type 
of signs permitted. The recom- 
mended zoning by-law contains 
a section to accomplish this pur- 
pose in Winchester. 

7. In order to give the com- 
munity some ability to insure 
that major developments of land 
for apartment or residential com- 
plexes comply with desirable 
minimum standards for street 
layout, drainage, utilities, and 
proper use of open space, the 
recommended new zoning by-law 
contains a mechanism for site 
plan review and approval by the 
Board of Appeals in cooperation 
with the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board empha- 
sizes that existing state legisla- 
tion provides individual property 
owners with ample assurance that 
new zoning regulations cannot 
take away the right to preserve 
existing buildings and uses of 
land. It is the intent and prac- 
tice of zoning, however, to pre- 
vent the expansion of existing 
non-conformities, and of course, 
to prevent the creation of new’ 
ones, a Planning Board spokes- 
man pointed out. 

The recommendations of the 
Planning Board have been under 
study by the Board of Selectmen, 
Board of Assessors, Board of Ap- 
peals, and the Building Law Re- 
vision Committee for some 
months. The suggestions and 
recommendations of these inter- 
ested Town bodies have bejen 
carefully considered by the Plan- 
ning Board in drawing up the 
final recommendations, according 
to the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board believes 
that enactment of the new zoning 
by-law will be an important step 
towards insuring the continued 
healthy growth and development 
of Winchester. While it cannot 
be expected to solve all of the 
Towns financial and other prob- 
lems it should provide the Town 
with a basis for helping to solve 
them, a board spokesman said. 
The Board hopes that all citizens 
will make an effort to become 
familiar with and understand 
their recommendations.

Mrs. Perkins was active in the 
Daughters of the American Re- 
volution and the Fortnightly for 
over 50 years. Mr. Perkitfs was a 
Shriner and Mason for mare than 
50 years. 

After Mrs. Perkins died three 
years ngo. Mr. Perkins sold Ids 
home at II Symmes Road and 
nnich of his furniture. He rented 
a suite with two rooms, kitchen- 
ette, and bath at the Parkview 
Apartments. Some of the remain- 
ing furniture items from his 
former home are in his apart- 
ment. Some articles are in stor- 
age. 

When Mr. ami Mrs. Perkins 
were first in Winchester, they 
joined with nine other couples in 
forming a whist club. Of the 20 
members, only Mr. Perkins and 
two women, both in nursing 
homes, are still alive. 

Mr. Perkins bought one of the 
first automobiles sold by Ralph 
H. Bonnell, he said. He drove for 
50 years without an accident, but 
stopped driving 15 years ago at 
the age of 75. 

At 90, Mr. Perkins remains a- 
lert and active. His health is 
good, although trouble with his 
legs prevent him from walking 
as much us he did. He credits 
his healthy condition to not over- 
eating or overdoing. 

He rises every morning at 5:39 
or 6, Mr. Perkins says, retiring 
early. His hobby was work, but 
for the past 20 years he has de- 
voted much of his time to read- 
ing, correspondence, family his- 
tory, continuing contacts with 
persons ’in the textile field, and 
watching the news on television. 
However, he spends little time in 
radio listening or television view- 
ing, he said. 

Mr. Perkins maintains his 
weight at 175 pounds. Two years 
ago. his weight dropped to 139 
pounds, when he was stricken 
with pneumonia, but under the 
care of Dr. Harry L. Benson, 
who has been his physician for 
30 years, Mr. Perkins recovered. 

Mr. Perkins has written an ar- 
ticle for the Star on Winchester’s 
early years and the part his an- 
cestors played. It is published in 
this week’s issue. 


Are Dragging 

Registrar Richard E. McLaugh- 
lin said that nearly one-half of the 
compulsory inspection period has 
passed and only a small percentage 
of the more than 2 ’is million Massa- 
chusetts registered vehicles have 
been inspected.

Fire Safety 
Will Protect 
Children 

One child in every three who die 
in fires is alone and helpless when 
fire strikes. 

This is the shocking and tragic 
conclusion of a study by the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association, 
reports Fire Chief I Francis Amico. 
Children under five years of age ac- 
count for iT'-i per cent of the 12,- 
000 persons killed by fire in the 
United States each year, and an 
other 10 per cent of the nation’s fire 
victims are between five and 14 
years old. 

“Never leave small children 
alone,” Chief Amico urges. "If it’s 
necessary to leave the house for 
even a few minutes, take the chil- 
dren with you unless you can find 
a competent person to watch over 
them.” 

To protect your children from 
fire at home and at play, the Chief 
advises parents to take these pre- 
cautions: 

1. Make sure babysitters have 
specific instructions in case of fire. 
These include orders to get the chil- 
dren out of the house the instant 
smoke or gas is noted, the location 
of at least two escape routes from 
every room, and how to get in touch 
with the fire department, parents, 
doctor and police. 

2. Keep young children — age 
two and under — in constant sight 
and mind. 

3. Teach older children how to 
use and respect fire. They learn best 
by the good example set by their 
parents. 

4. Keep your home free of fire 
hazards through regular check-ups. 
Don’t put this off until later. 

5. Train children of all ages to 
get out of the house to safety in 
case of fire. Work out at least two 
escape routes from each room and 
be sure the youngsters know these 
routes by heart.

Professor Hanes 
Forms Courses 
New To Tufts 

When a Liberal Arts or Jackson 
student returns to Tufts Univer- 
sity in September, he usually does 
not look to the College of Engin- 
eering to find new and interesting | 
courses.

But this year, heads are turning 
in the direction of the Civil En- 
gineering Department, headed by 
Professor N. Bruce Hanes of 5 
Laurel Street. In an attempt to 
adapt to emerging technological 
problems, he has set up three new 
courses open to all members of the 
University, regardless of their ma- 
jors. 

A program in environmental 
studies has been established under 
the guidance of James J. Mc- 
Keown, department lecturer, in 
conjunction with the National 
Council for Air and Stream Im- 
provement, a non-profit organiza- 
tion which has been operating at 
Tufts for several years. According 
to Professor Hanes, the course will 
provide “a technical viewpoint for 
non-technical people. It will ex- 
plore the difficulties encountered 
when trying to solve the problems 
of pollution. There is a great need 
today for giving accurate and pro- 
fessional information to the public 
in reference to pollution, and this 
course will provide that.” 

Paul Parks, director of the Mo- 
del Cities Program for Boston, will 
teach a course in urban planning. 
Professor Hanes states that this 
course was the direct result of 
student interest and demand. 

Perhaps the most unusual of the 
three new courses is “Maternal. 
Infant, and Child Health” taught 
by Dr. Sumner H. Hoffman, senior 
clinical instructor in pediatrics at 
Tufts School of Medicine, and as- 
sistant professor of civil engineer- 
ing at Tufts. Professor Hanes 
takes special interest in this 
course, as he feels that “the medi- 
cal aspects of the problem are 
very important for the qualified 
public health engineer of the 
70”s.” 

Professor Hanes believes that 
engineering is a broad field, and is 
constantly moving away from the 
specialized, stereotyped view ot en- 
gineers. He knows that technical 
training in the College of Engin- 
eering, no matter how excellent 
it may be, is no substitute for 
grounding in the humanities and 
social studies. But Professor 
Hanes' desire to see more engin- 
eers take an interest in liberal 
arts courses also works in the 
reverse. He wants more of the 
liberal arts and Jackson students 
to become aware of the problems 
facing today’s engineer. He hopes 
that these new courses will open 
up the College of Engineering and 
“make the students from other de- 
partments within the university 
feel welcome.” 

Professor Hanes feels that the 
new courses have made the Col- 
lege of Engineering a more at- 
tractive part of Tufts. “We are 
equipped to meet the needs of to- 
-days student,” he says. “If a stu- 
dent wants a straight engineering 
curriculum, we can offer him one 
of the best in the country. It not, 
we can adapt to his interests.”

Fire Results 
Are Similar 
To Pollution 

The problem of man and his en- 
vironment is very much in the fore- , 
front these days, advises Fire Chief 
I. Francis Amico. There is concern I 
— rightly so — with the air we 
I breathe, the purity of the water in 
our rivers and lakes, the ugly blot j 
of pollution on so many of our re- 
sources. 

What tends to be overlooked, the 
National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion reminds us, is the effect of de- 
structive fire on the environment. i 

Anyone who has seeti the after- : 
math of a fire which has wiped out 
a block of homes housing a score or 
families, or gutted a plant employ- j 
ing hundreds of persons, can tes- , 
tify that fire is an important envi- ■ 
ron mental factor. Pollutants de- 
stroy, and fire destroys — thous-j 
ands of lives each year, and billions J 
of dollars worth of our natural and 
man-made resources. 

As with other kinds of pollution, 
the answer to the fire problem be- 
gins with individual actions and re- 
actions. We must change the habits 
that so commonly cause fires — 
careless smoking or negligent hand- 
ling of gosoline, for example. We 
must become intolerant of condi- 
tions that lead to fire — like de- 
fective heating equipment, frayed 
electric cords. We must take pro- 
tective action — like preplanning 
escape measures, never leaving chil- 
dren unattended. 

Fire Prevention Week, October 
4-10, is a time to remind ourselves 
that fire hurts, both physically and 
financially. Above all. this is a time 
to realize that whether we have an 
environment free of destructive fire 
is largely up to us.

A complete range of adult edu- 
cation programs will commence at 
the Northeast Metropolitan Ro 
gional Vocational School, Wake- 
field on October 5, it was an- 
nounced by Superintendent Douglas 
J. Tilley. 

According to Superintendent Til- 
ley. adult and continuing education 
programs were established in keep- 
ing with the announced policy of 
innovative programs for every age 
group in the 12-community Dis- 
trict. 

Richard H. Morris, Supervisor of 
Adult and Continuing Education at 
Northeast, will be in charge of the 
programs for apprentice training, 
trade extension, trade preparatory, 
and pratical arts. 

There will be two evening class 
groups, one meeting Mondays and 
Wednesdays, and the other on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays beginning 
at 7 p.m. 

Registration will be held at 
Northeast on Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 23. and Thursday, September 
24, and again on Monday, Septem- 
ber 28, and Tuesday, September 29. 
Superintendent Tilley said that in 
order to accommodate working 
persons, registration will begin on 
these evenings at 6 p.m. and con- 
tinue until 9:30 p.m. 

Instruction will be offered to 
adults in the following areas: auto 
body, auto repair, carpentry, cabi- 
netmaking, cooking, data process- 
ing, electricity including wiring 
code study, electronics, graphic 
arts, machine trades including nu- 
merical and quality control, tool 
and die, sheet metal, plumbing, 
welding, mens physical fitness, 
women’s physical fitness, rug 
braiding, rug hooking, drafting, 
blue print reading, and swimming. 

Apprentice training instruction 
is limited, to indentured persons 
who have entered into a written 
apprentice agreement. These pro- 
grams are conducted in coopera- 
tion with the state Department of 
Labor. Division of Apprentice 
Training. 

Trade extension instruction is 
limited to those persons employed 
during the day in the trade for 
which they are receiving instruc- 
tion. 

Trade preparatory instruction is 
offered to those who are desirous of 
entering a given trade but who are 
unable for lack of basic skills. 

Pratical arts instruction is de- 
signed to provide knowledge and 
skills in a particular field for the 
person’s own benefit. 

Superintendent Tilley noted that 
all courses are offered subject to 
sufficient enrollment, but added 
that the school will try to develop 
trade or technical courses not listed 
if there is sufficient demand. The 
Superintendent also pointed out 
that there is a registration fee per 
semester for all trade extension, 
trade preparatory, and practical 
arts students. 

Adult programs offered for the 
fall semester will run from October 
to mid-January and the spring se- 
mester will run from mid-January 
to mid-April. 

Practical arts programs are 
structured for completion in one 
semester, allowing those students 
an opportunity to register for other 
courses in the spring semester. 

Learn to Swim” programs will 
be offered in three age groups: 
adult, teenage and childrens, with 
a registration fee per course. Men’s 
and women’s physical fitness pro- 
grams will also require a registra- 
tion fee per course. 

Northeast will be opened at 6:45 
p.m. for evening school students, 
with all classes beginning at 7 p.m. 

The new regional vocational- 
technical school opened on Septem- 
ber 9 for nearly 900 high school 
students, mostly in grades nine and 
ten. Transfer students were taken 
in the 1 1th and 12th grades, pro- 
vided the students lived in the Dis- 
trict. Post-high school day pro- 
grams in health occupations and 
data processing commenced on Sep- 
tember 14. 

Superintendent Tilley said that 
his aim was for full utilization of 
the sprawling, modern facility lo- 
cated in the relative seclusion of 
the MDC’s Breakheart Reserva- 
tion in Wakefield, at the Saugus 
line. Some 2,000 seats are available 
in the adult programs, and it is 
anticipated that these will be filled 
quickly at the outset.

In summer, men 
jam everything into shirt pockets 
and in winter these same items are 
found in jacket pockets. 

He lists a sample month’s laun- 
dry-bundle discoveries — cigarette 
lighter, lipsticks, pens and pencils, 
bedroom slippers, money, jewelry, 
letters, a puppy or kitten. Fre- 
quently, lost articles are returned 
hefore they are missed by their 
owners, he concluded.

Fourth Graders’ 
Musical Aptitude 
Indicated In Test 

All fourth grade students in the 
Winchester public schools have 
been given a music readiness test. 
The Farnum Test is designed by 
Dr. Stephen Farnum of East Prov- 
idence, Rhode Island, and is used 
to help predict probable success in 
learning to play a musical instru- 
ment. Four subtests make up the 
ment. Four subtests make up the to- 
tal test and are on tonal patterns, 
musical symbols. 

Wendell S. Withington, director 
of music, has sent notices to par- 
ents of children who scored in the 
upper 30 percent of each class or 
better indicating that the test 
results show their child’s aptitude 
for learning to play an instrument. 
Mr. Withington explains that be- 
ginning music classes are held once 
each week during regular school 
time, asks parents to consider the 
instrument they are interested in 
for their child, and encloses a slip 
for registration for instrumental 
instruction. 

In his letter, Mr. Withington 
further states that rental plans are 
possible if the instrument is not 
available from the home, and urges 
parents to allow the child to par- 
ticipate in instrumental instruction 
through the school. 

Through years of use and revi- 
sion the Farnum Test includes

measuring the total musical back- 
ground of a child. 

According to Mr. Withington, 
music educators have long known 
of the need for a testing or guid- 
ance program which would predict 
a student’s achievement in music 
before the actual training is start- 
ed. This need has been increased 
by introducing instrumental music 
into more school curriculums. There 
are always more applicants for 
these classes than can be accom- 
modated. Therefore, it is essential 
that an attempt be made to select 
those children who will benefit most 
from musical instruction. When 
children with potential musical 
ability can be identified beforehand, 
the problem of drop-outs in instru- 
mental instruction is reduced great- 
ly. 

An instrument readiness testing 
program was developed to assist 
teachers in determining the musical 
learning potential of elementary 
school students. Since nearly all 
children can learn to play a rnu-

Mr. Trevett 
At Meeting On 
Elderly’s Cares 

Kenneth P. Trevett of 7 Wood- 
side Road was among 30 men and 
women who attended a meeting 
Wednesday, September 1G, con- 
cerning problems of elderly citi- 
zens in Middlesex County. Held at 
the Towne Lyne House in Lynn- 
field, the luncheon meeting was 
intended to hasten coordination be- 
tween various senior citizen plan- 
ning councils. 

After lunch was served, the 
group heard Frank Manning, pres- 
ident of the Massachusetts Legis- 
lative Council of Older Americans. 
Mr. Manning cited three factors 
which adversely affected the ftnan- ! 
ces of elderly citizens — inflation, I 
unfair mandatory retirement stan- 
dards, nnd increasing longevity 
which, because of forced unem- 
ployment, depletes bank accounts 
accumulated over a life time of 
work. Mr. Manning snid that the 
existing state law guaranteeing 
tax exemptions for certain elderly 
property owneTs should be expand- 
ed to cover all property owners 
over 70 years of age. 

Mr. Trevett said that he intends to 
work for significant state action to 
improve housing, health care, and 
social facilities for the aged. 

Schools Need

The Cambridge School Volunteer 
Project is entering its fifth year 
of placing people in the Cambridge 
Public Schools as aides to teachers, 
librarians, and administrators. 

Men and women of all ages and 
backgrounds are needed to work 
from one, to as many hours a week 
as possible.

This picture has meant much to 
me since I received it, for in the 
early days of our lovely town my 
ancester, Edward Converse, located 
his house on this spot, built a dam. 
and established a grist mill. His 
house and buildings were the first 
to he erected in what was then 
called South Woburn. 

My feelings are that where the 
Mill Pond exists, it first was a 
swamp, and where Main Street is 
now located that highway there 
was nothing more than a cow path. 

By building his dam his pond 
covered several acres and beyond 
the dam a waterwheel could devel- 
op quite a power. This power site 
existed evidently for a great many 
years. 

Some years before the modern 
Locateili Building was built, the 
Whitney Machine Company ran a 
plant on the site, one of the early 
concerns making machinery for the 
tanners. 

Woburn and Winchester for 
years probably had more tanneries 
than any other section in New 
England. Manchester Field was the 
site for several of them 

In those days the Aberjona Ri- 
ver flowed along the east side of 
what is now the Mystic Valley 
Parkway. A branch railroad came 
from Medford Square and ended 
at the Field. This was discontinued 
when the Boston and Lowell Rail- 
road was built. 

History proves that Edward 
Converse came here in 1G35. His 
holdings covered much of what 
the business center of our present 
town. It is said the Common wa.» 
part of his sheep pasture. 

On August 12, I960. I had an 
article in the Star about the Mill 
Pond and Edward Converse. About 
that time I first learned from a 
well known genealogist my rela- 
tionship with the Converse Family. 
The Star has invited me to retell 
the facts in the case. 

The Star and I are celebrating 
our 90th year of existence. 1 have 
been a subscriber to our local pa- 
per for 50 yGars. 

Edward Converse had a grand- 
daughter by the name of Keziah 
Converse and one of the founders 
of Woburn, who lived at the cen- 
ter of the town, William Reed, had 
a grandson by the name of Jona- 
than Reed. They married and the 
King of England granted them 
about 5,000 acres of land on the 
Kennebec River, at Merrymeeting 
Bay, where five rivers came to- 
gether, if they would come and 
develop the land. This they did in 
1754 and much of that land is still 
in the hands of my family. 

Going back to William Reed, he 
was the first of that name that 
came to this country. His wife was 
Mabel (Kendall) Reed. The union of 
the two, William and Mabel, it is 
said, produced children with extra 
fingers and toes. Dr. Ordiorne 
member of the Reed Family, and 
at one time on the staff of New 
York University, says he traced 
this trait in the Kendall Family 
for over 600 years. This polydac- 
tyl ism, he said, is not uncommon 
in man. It has attracted attention 
and comment from early times. 

It is mentioned in the Bible in 
the Second Book of Samuel, Chap- 
ter 21, Verse 20: “And there was 
a battle in Gath, where a man of 
great stature that had on every 
hand six fingers and on every foot 
six toes, four and 20 in number, 
and he was born a- giant.” 

My immediate family was not 
afflicted but I had numerous cou- 
sins that were. 

William Reed raised quite 
family. His daughter Rebecca mar- 
ried Joseph Winn. One of his 
daughters married into the John- 
son Family, very prominent in Wo- 
burn in the early days and still is 
to this day. Attorney Kendall 
Johnson, with offices in the John- 
son Building on Winn Street, gets 
his name from the Kendall connec- 
tion. At the rear of his building he 
can look out and see where his 
ancestors, William and Mabel 
(Kendall) Reed, as well as Edward 
Converse and his wife, are buried. 

* old burying ground is well

V liam Reed was a prominent 
| mao in his day. He died in 1656 
w i'e on a visit to England. His 
will is recorded later (1661) in 
East Cambridge Probate Court. It 
is in hook Number 1 and on page 
299 und was the largest estate 
recorded up to that time. It a- 
mounted to less than (,000 British 
pounds. Money was scarce in those 
day i and land and other holdings 
I at a very low level. 

Going hack to the Reeds on 
I Merrymeeting Bay, they built their 


Richmond. This Perkins was 
one of the founders of the Perkins 
Institute for the blind. Today, the 
six-mile island is owned by the 
state and is used for a wildlife 
refuge. 

Much of the land is owned still 
by the Reeds and the Perkinses, 
who intermarried. The house my 
mother was born in 118 years ago 
this month is still in fine condition. 
It was the second real house on 
the place after the original cabin 
was done away with. The house is 
almost a mile from the Kennebec 
shore and still occupied hy one of 
the family. 

Just north of the house, close by 
the River Road, is the Reed-Per- 
kins Family Burying Ground, 
where all the pioneers are laid to 
rest. Recently a modern metal 
fence at a cost of about $1,000 
was installed around this plot. The 
numerous members of the family 
see to it that the Burying Ground 
is properly taken care of. 

The name Converse has carried 
down through nearly every genera- 
tion since Edward Converse enter 
ed the picture. My great grand- 
father on my mother’s side was 
named Converse Reed and he had 
a son of the same name 


As a boy I loved to roam Per- 
kins Island, where the dozen or 
more inhabitants were my kinfolk. 
My mother had a sister who mar- 
ried a farmer-fisherman that lived 
there. In the warmer months they 
visited the old home place on the 
opposite shore by rigging up the 
old mare and driving to the shore 
here they towed the horse at the 
rear of the skiff and, reaching the 
home place, hitched the horse onto 
an old wagon left there for the 
purpose. 

Fishing was big business in my 
young days there and the Kenne- 
bec Line (the Boston Boat) was a 
great help in bringing the heavy 
catch the morning after it was put 
on board. Much of the crew on the 
steamboats were part of my fanv 
ily. The last two captains came 
from adjoining farms. Wind and 
tide m those days helped to bring 
the heavy catch to the steamboat 
wharf either at Bath or Richmond 
lepending on conditions. Gasoline 
engines were not in use in those 
early days. 

The fisherman-farmer in those 
days used his surplus alewives 
(herring) for fertilizer, dropping 
one or two into each hole and he 
went each year to the mouth of 
the river and gathered great scow 
loads of kelp (seaweed) and 
spread over the land before plow 
ing, so the soil would be improved 
with their iodine content. They 
learned this from the Indians. 

Many of my kinfolk were sea 
faring men. Captain Samuel Reed 

son of Jonathan, was master of 
the “United States” and also the 
Europe,” full rigged ships that 
were in the Revolutionary War 
and the War of 1812. He was in 
partnership with a man who later 
became the first governor 
Maine, Governor King. But his big 
ships were built on the shore, close 
by his house, that is now occupied 
and in excellent condition on this 
same land that was granted the 
Reeds so long ago. 

The Reeds are scattered pretty 
much over this country and Cana- 
da. Speaker Thomas B. Reed and 
Governor Reed of Maine are some 
who have gone far in politics. 
Those that spell their name Reid 
and Reade are from the same 
family. 

Converse is a name that will 
long be prominent in Winchester, 
but the younger generations may 
not remember the family and the 
reason why the 'name is attached 
to the Mill Pond, Converse Place, 
and the Converse Bridge. It is the 
purpose of an “old duffer” like me 
to inform them about our First 
Family.

Summer maintenance, repair, nnd 
remodelling work has been complet- 
ed through the efforts of School 
Plant Supervisor, Nick Luongo, un- 
der the direction of William F. 
Clark, assistant superintendent for 
administrative services at the 
School Department. 

Some of the summer maintenance 
projects completed included instal 
lation of Detectalarms as vandal- 
ism alarm systems at Winchester 
High School, Lynch, Vinson-0 wen, 
and High Street School. Annual 
servicing of oil burners was per- 
formed at all schools. Exterior 
painting was done at Wyman, 
Washington, Noonan, and the High 
School and interior painting at Mc- 
Call. A wiro cyclone fence was 
erected around the covered play 
rea at Muraco School. 

Lighting changes were made at 
several schools with additional 
lights installed and changes from 
incandescent to fluorescent at Park- 
hurst. Washington, and the High 
School. 

Noonan School now has an as- 
phalt play area and walks and 
have been resurfaced. Other 
play facilities installed this summer 
nclude basketball standards at sev- 
eral of the elementary schools. 

These were supplemented with 
interior chinning bars and climbing 
ropes at Parkhurst, Vinson-Owen, 
and Noonan Schools. 

In addition, along with F. F. Bar- 
row. Walter Carter, and members 
of the maintenance and custodial 
staff of the School Department, Mr. 
Luongo has reported that the Me 
Call Junior High School art center 
was finished. Art Department Di 
rector Thomas Tracy also worked 
with art teacher Robert Whitte- 
more on the completion of the new 
art area. 

During inspection of the complet- 
ed Art Center housed in his former 
offices, McManus House at 465 
Main Street, Superintendent of 
Schools Donald A. Klemer com- 
mended the men on the work done. 
He also, cited the remodelling by 
School Department employees as an 
raportant economy in the summer 
maintenance program which has 
avoided the high expense of having 
the work done by an outside con- 
tractor. 

In addition to the cleaning and 
repair of the 12 schools, other spe- 
cial maintenance projects were 
done by the School Department em- 
ployees at less cost to the town than 
having them done hy a contractor. 
They included tearing down a ce- 
ment block wall at Lynch Junior 
High School to permit expansion 
of the facilities available in the in- 
structional materials center. Prin- 
cipal Gardner Handy explains that 
the library and area for audio-vis- 
ual equipment is expected to he 
used more extensively this fall dur- 
ing an optional study program. The 
program is planned to expand stu- 
dent use of traditional study hall 
time. 

Two rooms at Sanborn House 
(the office of the Superintendent) 
were remodelled to provide offices 
for the secretary to the Superin- 
tendent and the new Director of 
Pupil Services. The* School Depart- 
ment men also replaced 200 panes 
of glass broken hy vandals at High 
Street School during the summer 
and put new doors on the main en- 
trance of Parkhurst School.

Questkms on consumer buying 
and home improvement expecta- 
tions will be asked by representa- 
tives of the Bureau of the Census 
in this area during October, ac- 
cording to James W. Turbitt, direc- 
tor of the Bureau’s regional office 
in Boston.

A sample of residents in 
this area' will be asked if they ex- 
pect to buy a house, car, or major 
appliance during the next year and 
if they have made recent purchases 
of these items. Homeowners will be 
and repairs during the last three 
asked about home improvements 
months and any planned for the 
future. 

In the second quarter of 1970, 
the survey indicated that consumer 
plans to buy new houses rose after 
a two-year decline while the per- 
centage of families expecting in- 
come increases with 12 months had 
declined.

Prepare For 
Fall Pests 

As fall comes and vegetation 
dries up or is killed by frost, home- 
owners should he prepared for a 
variety of insect and rodent pests 
which will be looking for more 
comfortable surroundings. Many 
creatures will move into houses 
during the Fall in search of food 
or a warm comfortable place to 
spend the winter. You should be 
prepared to keep them out of your 
house soon. 

Many rnsectes prefer your house 
to the outdoors in the winter. 
Some such as Lady Bugs and spi- 
ders are actually beneficial. But 
most are obnoxious either in the 
home or because of damage they 
do outdoors. The latter include elm 
leaf beetles, hornets, clover mites, 
crickets, carpet beetles, and many 
others. 

There are three steps to keep 
bugs out of your house, First, keep 
the area around the foundation 
clear of boards. Weeds, and dther 
debris. Then be sure all holes in 
the foundation, cracks around 
ground level windows, bulkheads 
and doors are sealed up with ce- 
ment or caulking. Finally, make a 
barrier treatment using a residual 
insecticide around the foundation 
where it meets the sill of the 
house. 

Insects that do get inside can 
be controlled with a vacuum clean- 
er or household aerosol sprays. 
Use all pesticides strictly accord- 
ing to manufacturers directions 
and precautions. 

Rodents, particularly rats, mice, 
and squirrels, also like to come in- 
side for the winter. Cleaning up 
near the house and sealing entry 
points as for insects will keep 
most animals out. If they do get 
inside, use snap traps for control, 
not poisons. These animals can be 
very destructive to food stuffs and 
the house itself, so eliminate any 
that you find before they multiply 
indoors. 

Make your home pest free this 
fall. Follow these steps to keep 
bugs and animals out!
